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Christmas 

The word “mass” is sometimes 
used to mean a church festival or 
feast-day, In this sense itis used 
only in conbination with other 
words, hence the name Christmas, 
or Christ-mas. Christmas, then, is 
a Christian festival celebrated in 
memory of the birth of Jesus Christ. 
Christian people therefore look to it 
with great delight and deep joy. 
They decorate their church, which 
is the most appropriate place for 
celebrating Christ-mas, with ever- 
green, as pine, holly and laurel, 
shaped in figures of the cross, the 
circle, star and bell, all of which 
are symbolic of some fact iu con- 
nection with the birth of oar Lord. 
The Cross is our assurance of God's 
forgiveness of sin. “And I, if I be 
lifted up from the earth, will draw 
all men unto myself." (St. John 
12: 32) St. Paul says that all have 
sinned, and fall short of the glory 
of God, but are being justified 
freely by the grace of God, 
“through the redemption that is in 
Christ Jesus: whom God set forth 
to be a propitiation, through faith, 
in His blood." (Rom. 3:23-25) 
“God commendeth His own love 
toward us in that while we were 
yet sinners, Christ died for us.” 
(5:3) In Christ “we have our 


(Eph. 1:7) 
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redemption through his blood, the 
forgiveness of our trespasses, ac- 
cording to the riches of His grace.'" 
Our Lord Himself at 
His last supper with the twelve 
apostles “took bread, aud bless- 
ed, and brake it, and He gave to 
the disciples, and said, Take, eat; 
this is my body. And He took a 
cup and gave thanks, and gave to 
them, saying, Drink ye all of it; for 
this is my blood of the new cove- 
nant, which is shed for many unto 
remission of sins.” (Matt. 26:26-28) 

The evergreen signifies immortal- 
ity of the soul of which our Lord 
has given us assurance both by 
word and deed. “I am the resur- 
rection, and the life; he that 
believeth on me, though he die, yet 
shall he live: and whosoever liveth 
and believeth on me shall never 
die." (St. John 11: 25, 26) 

The circle represents the infinity 
of God, who has no beginning and 
no end. ‘‘I am the Alpha and 
Omega, saith the Lord God, who is 
and who was and who is to come, 
the Almighty." (Rev. 1:8) 

The star reminds us of the star 
which led the wise men of the east 
to the little town Bethlehem where 
our Lord was born,” and they came 
into the house, and saw the young 
child with Mary his mother;and they 
fell down and worshipped Him; and 
opening their treasures they offered 
unto Him gifts, gold and frankin- 
cense and myrrh.” (Matt. 2:11) 

The bell'is the symbol of procla- 


— 
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mation. On the first Christmas 
morning angels proclaimed to the 
world from above the realization of 
the'prophecy of Isaiah which this 
great prophet preached to the 
people about seven hundred years 
before. “For unto us a Child is 
born, unto usa son is given; and 
the government shall be on his 
shoulders; and his name shall be 
called Wonderful, Counsellor, 
Mighty Cod, Everlasting Father, 
Prince of Peace." (Isaiah 9:6) 

Every Christian, indeed, may 
sing with our poet Longfellow: 

“I heard the bells of Christmas Day 
Their old, familiar carols play, 

And wild aud sweet 

The words repeat 
Of peace on earth, good-will to 

men!” 

Christmas brings to all people 
the message Love, of Life, of Peace 
of Hope, and of Silvation. This 
festival is therefore most properly 
and consistently celebrated in the 
Church where the people to whom 
this message is sent come together 
to worship, in the beauty of holiness 
God the giver of all good things, 
and to partake іп common fellow- 
ship, and Holy Communion, from 
the Lord's Table; having in 
remembrance his blessed passion 
aud precious death, his mighty 
resurrection and glorious ascension; 
reudering unto Him most hearty 
thanks for innumerable benefits 
procured unto us by the same. 
This great festival therefore is most 


properly and wisely called Christ- 
mas. Zw did you celebrate it ?

‘Suffer the little 
children to come unto me; forbid 
them not: for to such belongeth the 
Kingdom of God." (Mark 10:14) 
The Kingdom of God does not 
mean the next world only, but it 
means this world also, and it „quite 
often means the Church. And 
little babes who are brought by 
mothers to Christ to-day are as ac- 
ceptable to Him as they were 1900 
yearsago. ‘There is not a hint in 
the Bible forbidding infant baptism 
It was practiced from the beginning 
asit is done to-day by the wisest 
and most learned of all denominat- 
ions but one. Mothers and fathers, 
whose children are not baptized; 
Will you think the matter over ?

foundation of the movement. In 
this school, and in others of the 
time, there were two sessions every 
Sunday, from 8 to 10.30 A. M. and 
from 4.30 to 6 P. M. Instruction 
was given in reading, writing, and 
other subjects, the Bible being used 
as a reader. 

In 1814 the first real ''Sunday 
School" in America was organized 
in Philadelphia, in the old St. 
John's Church, 3rd and Brown Sts. 

Since that time the movement 
has spread, until to-day every 
church in the United States has its 
Sunday School. There are millions 
of members, and thousands of 
earnest men and women volunteer 
teachers are giving their time and 
untiring energy in forwarding God's 
work among the young. 

If you are a member or a 
teacher be proud of the fact that 
you are part of a body which 
reaches all over the world, and 
whose self-sacrificing devotion and 
Christian zeal have been well said 
to be ''Solemn as the Day of 
Judgment, splendid as the glory of 
heaven."

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The Two Kingdoms 
Two friends met one day, and 
after the usual greeting and ex- 
change of local news drifted into a 
more serious conversation, 

Mr. Worldly,—''Say, Church- 
man, what is that button with the 
red cross on it you are wearing ?"' 

Mr. Churchman,—''It is the 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew button. 
The object of this Church Society 
is to bring men into the Kingdom 
of God." 

Mr. Worldly,—''Oh, so you be- 
long to those fellows who walk 
through life with their eyes fixed 
on the skies, forgoing the enjoy- 
ments of this life for some future 
heaven, and you want all other 
men do the same! Why then has 
God, if there is a God, placed us 
on earth; is it not to enjoy the 
pleasures of it? Iam not so foolish 
as to give up this world for one to 
come, a certainty for an uncer- 
tainty. Nor am I going to let 
Church, or Bible, or the Minister 
and his platitudes about Kingdom 
of God interfere with my pleasures.'' 

Mr. Churchman,—‘‘You are mis- 
taken, Worldly, the Kingdom of 
God to which we are trying to 
bring men is not a place beyond 
the clouds, Listen: There are 
two spheres of life in this world. 


Let us call them for convenience 
the two kingdoms. These two king- 
doms are so closely interwoven that 
to the superficial observer they 
seem one; but they are distinctly 
of two opposite tendencies. The 
one is constructive, the other is de- 
structive. In the New Testament 
the former is called the Kingdom of 
God, the latter, the World. *'Ifany 
man love the world, the love of the 
Father is not in him. For all that 
is in the world, the lust of the flesh 
and the lust of the eyes, and the 
vainglory of life, is not of the 
Father, but is of the world." (1 
John 2: 15) In another place St. 
John writes to the Christians of his 
day: ‘‘Marvel not, my brethren, if 
the world hateth you." Our Lord 
Himself said to His disciples: “If 
the world hateth you, ye know that 
it hath hated me before it hated 
you." (John 15: 18) So, you see, 
life on this earth has its two 
distinct spheres, or, there are two 
lives, that of the Kingdom of God 
and that of what the New Testa- 
ment calls the World. 

There are two forces at war with 
each other constantly in the human 
breast: the voice of God which 
Adam heard in Paradise, and 
which men hear to-day on this 
beautiful and rich earth, and there 
is also the inclination of the flesh 
to disobey the voice of God. “Тһе 
flesh lusteth against the Spirit, and 
the Spirit against the flesh; and 
these are contrary the one to the 
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other." (St. Paul to the Galatians) 
This antagonism between the two 
is as bitter to-day as it ever was 
since Cain killed Abel. 

So, you see, there are two king- 
doms of life. Do you know the 
nature of the kingdom in which 
men of the world, not in the King- 
dom of God, live? Listen: It isa 
kingdom in which pleasure and 
self-gratification is king and ruler 
over the hearts of men; before 
whose altars fathers and mothers 
and children prostrate themselves 
low in worship, and pile mountain 
high, and with eagerness, their 
best, and often all that they have, 
as an offering for the god of pleas- 
ure and self-gratification. 

It is a kingdom in which Sunday 
is changed from a holy day into a 
holiday; in which newspapers take 
the precedence of the Bible; cheap 
novels the place of the Prayer Book 
and rag time music supplants the 
Hymnal, It is a kingdom in which 
dinners are prized higher than wor- 
ship in the morning and jolly com- 
pany more than Common Prayer in 
theevening. It is a kingdom in 
which men and women while work- 
ing on week days are planning how 
they may misuse the Lord's day on 
Sanday. It is a kingdom in which 
God is very little thought of, if 
any, and His name is used only in 
profanity. It is a kingdom from 
which prayer is banished until it 
has become unknown. It is a 
kingdom where men and women 


study how to avoid the Minister of 
the Gospel, and if met unavoidably 
lie to him without the slightest 
compunction of conscience, asif one 
were stealing a ride on a trolley car 
or took a glass of water, or failed to 
keep his promise, or broke his bap- 
tismal vow renewed in Confirm- 
ation. It is a kingdom in which 
churches are empty and club houses 
filled, and speak-easies prosper, and 
gambling houses are open day and 
night, and houses of pleasure never 
complain of dull times. 


It is also a kingdom in which the 
daily papers are filled with accounts 
of murder, suicide, divorce, scandal 
and blackmail; in which politics is 
rotten, and religion is a subject of 
ridicule even by women. Itisa 
kingdom which fills the jails and 
penetentiaries, the asylums for the 
insane, the feeble minded, and the 
incurable; the sins of the parents 
being visited upon the children 
unto the third and fourth genera- 
tion. It is a kingdom which sup- 
plies every family with a skeleton 
in its closet. 


It is a kingdom in which parents 
help their children to destruction 
rather than deny themselves a little 
pleasure; in which the devil is the 
friendship maker and go-between, 
and where people are extremely 
sociable and companionable; and 
where those who cannot make one 
friend in ten years in the Church 
can make ten friends an hour in a

LENT. 


“I s2," said а young man to 
his companion wearing a Brother- 
hood button with St. Andrew's 
Cross, "I see that you Episcopal- 
ians observe Lent. What is Lent ? 

“Lent” answered the Brother- 
hood man with frank face and 
unassuming air, "Lent isa warning 
something like that sign over 
yonder on the railroad crossing:— 
STOP, LOOK and LISTEN! We 
Episcopalians have several such 
signs like Christmas, Easter, Ascen- 
sion, Whitsunday, ‘Trinity and 
several other recurring yearly 
throughout our pilgrimage." 

"But as Christian people are 
you not bound to think upon all 
that th«se imply every day in your 
life ?’’ asked the young man. 

"Oh yes, we do," answered 
the Brotherhood man, ‘‘and we do 
it the more because of these signs 
reminding us of our calling as 
Christians, just as our Fourth of 
July, or Washipgton's birthday, or 
Lincoln's centenary, reminds us of 
the value of liberty and union, 
though we love these all the time. 
These festivals intensify and keep 
alive this love throughout all gen- 
erations, just as yonder warning:— 


STOP, LOOK and LISTEN, being 
repeated on every crossing, incul- 
cates a habit of caution in those 
who heed it, and saves life.” 

“But what does Lent especially 
teach?" insisted the young man. 

“Lent reminds us of the virtue 
of fasting, that is, of self discipline, 
of self denial, for Christ’s sake and 
for everything that may quicken 
and stir up in us the best emotions 
of the heart amidst the noise and 
clamour of earthly desires which 
seek to stifle, or drug, our soul for 
the gratification of our lower 
nature. We think it meet to re- 
mind ourselves of this virtue in 
commemoration of our Le rd's temp- 
tations in the wilderness forty days 
and forty nights. Then we think 
also Lent a fit season of preoaration 
to greet Easter, the great Feast of 
the Resurrection. We greet it with 
a special free will offering which 
we have laid up by self- denial dur- 
ing Lent to be presented for the 
work of the Church which Christ 
has founded and of which He is 
the head. Lent may be spelled 
OPPORTUNITY, a special oppor- 
tunity for those who delight in 
doing good.” 

The young man seemed deeply 
impressed, and as he left his com- 
panion, said feelingly “Thank you, 
you have taught me something 
that has touched my heart. I shall 
not forget it. I am now convinced 
more than ever before that those 
who speak lightly of the Episcopal 
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Church have somcthing to learn. I 

shall keep Lent and Easter, though 

Iam not an Episcopalian.”

ASH--WEDNESDAY is the 
first day in Lent. On that evening 
we invite our congregation and 
their friends to a hearty and solemn 
service. 

It is becoming Christian people 
to abstain as much es is possible 
from the ordinary festivities and 
gaities of life throughout the season 
ot Lent. The earnest Christian 
finds no difficulty in welcoming 
such self-denial. He rejoices in 
the opportunity of giving outward 
expression to his inward feeling and 
his regard for his Master. He sees 
no consistency in celebrating Easter 
without also observing Lent, and 
he observes faithfully and approp- 
riately b th of those seasons.

The coming Easter is a great 
opportunity for our congregation 
and friends to show how much they 
love the Church. Our Easter 
Offering should be, and we doubt 
not will be, the largest in the history 
of our Mission. We have on hand 
а special Easter envelope to be 
distributed among our people in 
which they may lay aside day by 
day during Lent something toward 
their offering on Easter Day for the 
support of this Church. We would 
ask the parents to teach their child- 
ren to do likewise with their Lenten

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The Rector’s Letter. 


Dear Frrenps—The Holy Season 
of Lent is rapidly gliding by. We 
have reached its middle, and what 
have we to show that we have profit- 
ably improved its opportunity? It 
is a season of special grace; a time 
in which to bring forth the fruits of 
the Spirit. In the natural world, 
seed-time and harvest occur at fixed 
times, and the husbandman does not 
look for fruit at planting time, nor 
when he plants for results, until the 
seed has time to germinate, grow and 
mature. Apply this to our spiritual 
life. God implants His grace in our 
hearts, and looks for the fruits of 
that grace, not at once, but He looks 
for the signs of growth. We may 
have not been as diligent as we 
should, in the use of this holy season, 
in efforts to redeem misspent grace. 
There is yet opportunity to “redeem 
the time.” Soon the Cross of Jesus 
will come more vividly before our 
eyes, and, with God’s help, we shall 
more truly realize the awfulness of 
sin, and the dread sacrifice which it 
cost. Let us not suffer this blessed 
opportunity to pass without at least 
one great effort made to realize God’s 
great love, and Jesus’ boundless com- 
passion The world would have us 
pass lightly by the sorrow which He 
bore that its pleasures might not 
be interfered with. Yes, the world 
would ery “Peace, Peace, when there 
is no Peace.” It would say, why 
strive; why struggle; in the end 
you will lose. 

How can there be otherwise than 
a strife, if we are trying to do right? 
The fact is, we are too well satisfied 
with our own condition; to think we 
do enough of what is right, when 
every single fecling is enmity with 


God. We are lulled to a calm repose 
by Him who is striving to gain us 
for Himself. Oh, do not trust that 
false and fatal security; burst the 
fetters of this prison, and ask your- 
self what your condition really is; 
ask yourself, although there be no 
conflict, ought there not to be one? 
See the way in which you indulge 
your temper, and see how God 
charges you to restrain it, and then 
say, ought there not to be a conflict? 
See the way in which you indulge 
avarice, ambition, coveteousness; see 
how God has forbidden it, then say, 
ought there not to be a conflict? 
See the degree in which you are 
given to the world, in which you 
neglect your religious duties, your 
attendance upon Divine service, your 
communions; see what God expects 
of you here; and tell me, ought there 
not to be a conflict? Some, however, 
do feel this strife going on, who do 
ery out, “That which I do I allow 
not; for what I would, that I do not; 
but what I hate, that do I.” Fight 
on, fear not; the harder the battle, 
the surer the victory; the more ter- 
rible the contest, the more sure the 
help. 

There are many reasons why 
Christians get so little control over 
their sins and passions. Have you 
ever stopped to consider the cause? 
Perhaps you are too much taken up 
with the concerns and cares of this 
world, and therefore you do not suc- 
ceed in conquering sin more. Re- 
member 8. Paul says. “No man that 
warreth doth entangle himself with 
the affairs of this life, that he may 
please him who hath chosen him to 
be a soldier.” May be, you pray 
perhaps in seeret too little. We need 
much sharpening of our weapons for 
this warfare. If we spent more time 
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in conversing with God, we should 
oftener wear the palm of victory. 
Think of the whole nights in prayer 
which Jesus spent. Oh, the depths 
of that secret struggle! Thank God, 
you are allowed to suffer with Him; 
thank God that Christ has passed 
that strife before you; that Пе can 
tell and know your sufferings; that 
if you are His in the garden agony, 
His you shall be on the cross, Tis at 
the broken sepulchre, His on the 
Mount of Ascension, Ilis when the 
throne is set for judgment, His in 
suffering, His in glory, His in life, 
in death, in all things. Pour forth, 
then, without a doubting thought, 
into His ear of pity, “By Thine 
agony and bloody sweat, by Thy 
cross and passion, Good Lord de- 
liver me.”

NOTES. 


On Wednesday, March 12, the Rt.

On Thursday evening, March 20, 
the choir will sing in the Church at 
8 o'clock, “The Last Night at Beth- 
any.” The words are by Mr. Jo- 
seph Bennett, the music by C. Lee 
Williams. A collection will be 
taken for the Choir Fund. 


The Rev. Dr. Mackay-Smith, 
elected Bishop Coadjutor of the 
Diocese by the Special Convention 
held in February, has signified his 
acceptance of the election; and it is 
expected the Consecration will take 
place in Holy Trinity Church, Phil- 
adelphia, on the feast of SS. Philip 
and James (May 1). 


For the quarter ended February 
23, the Superintendent of the Sun- 
day-school, reports forty-two scholars 
from the Main School classes on the 
Honor Roll. Of these, twenty-one 
have highest honors—perfect at- 
tendance, and no demerit marks of 
any kind. In the second class, there 
are seven whose attendance has 
been perfect, but one demerit mark 
stands against them he third class 
comprises fourteen names, having 
either one absent mark or two de- 
merits. Lack of space prevents pub- 
lishing names. 

The Communion music on Easter 
Day, at the 10.30 a. m. service, will 
be Gounod’s “S. Cecilia;” and the 
anthem, “Worthy is the Lamb,” 
from the “Messiah.” (IIandel.) 


Continuing the Sunday night 
service through Easter Day, allows 
the making of the 4 o’clock ser- 
vice, an exclusively “Carol Ser- 
vice." A goodly selection of carols 
has been made, and the practicing 
begins on Sunday afternoon, March 
9, at close of lessons. 

At the Carol Service, Easter, ow- 
ing to the large number of Sunday- 
school attendants, the entire upper 
part of the Church, and three seats 
below the cross-aisles, will be re- 
served for the school. 
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The privileges of S. Ambrose 
Guild are open to young men and 
boys, between the ages of sixteen and 
twenty years. Any baptized male 
attendant in the Parish, of this age 
is eligible to membership. There is 
no limit to the time he may continue 
in the Guild. A well-equipped Gym- 
nasium, reading matter and cozy 
room and games provide pleasant 
and helpful recreation and associa- 
tions. The expenses—in way of 
admission, dues and occasional as- 
sessments—are light. Full infor- 
mation can be had from the Chap- 
lain, Rev. Mr. Lamb; the Warden, 
Mr. S. A. Hawthorne; the Secretary, 
Mr. Linwood Fawley, or any of the 
members. 

On Thursday evening, February 
27, Mr. Joseph E. De Cray, Presi- 
dent of the Junior Brotherhood of 
S. Andrew in this Diocese, made a 
stirring address to the boys of our 
own probationary chapter. Arrange- 
ments have been completed for tak- 
ing out the Charter, and making our 
Chapter a regular one, on March 13 
—after four months’ probation. The 
boys are deeply interested.

Are You Helping? 


Remarks which have been made 
in late issues of the magazine re- 
speeting the duty of giving. have 
resulted in some increase in the num- 
ber of those who take envelopes; but 
while this is encouraging, it is evi- 
dent that our people, or at least 
many of them do not appreciate 
the obligation which rests upon all 
Christian people to contribute to 
God's service some proportionate 
part of their gains. 

This obligation may be considered 
in different aspects. (1) Primarily 
and most important of all, no wor- 
ship is complete if it does not include 
some evidence of self-sacrifice. We 
all know that from the most ancient 
times and in all nations worship is 
testified by gifts. The earliest ac- 
count of it in the Bible is the offer- 
ing by the two sons of Adam, Cain 
and Abel. That the offering of the 
two brothers was not equally accept- 
able to God was undoubtedly because 
in one it was not offered in the right 
spirit. Nevertheless, the offering 
was the external evidence of worship. 
This worship by or through offerings 
is a distinct characteristic of the 
Hebrew religion directed by Al- 
mighty God, Himself. That it is a 
prompting of Universal humanity to 
testify its dependence upon or grati- 
tude to God (or to such gods or 
deities as it recognized), is clear 
from all history. The same prompt- 
ing is shown when earthly rulers are 
approached by their inferiors, al- 
ways gifts are presented when hom- 
age is offered. 

(2) But beside all this, an obli- 
gation rests upon all of us, as Chris- 
tians, to further the great object of 
the Christian Church, viz, to extend 
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the knowledge of the gospel to all 
people. Obviously this object is first 
served by maintaining our houses of 
worship and our clergy, for these are 
the centres from which the influence 
of religion must radiate in the social 
circle. The Jews were directed by 
God to do this by the system of 
tithes and “first fruit” offerings. 
One-tenth of their substance was to 
be devoted to the support of the 
priesthood, and beside this they 
were obliged to present offerings of 
various kinds on different occasions. 
Even before the founding of the 
Jewish Church, Abram offered a 
tithe to Melchisedek, King of Salem. 
The obligation therefore was not a 
part of Jewish ceremonial law, but 
the human acknowledgment of a 
universal obligation. Various texts 
might be quoted to show that our 
Blessed Lord meant to substitute for 
a rigorous rule, the free-will gift ex- 
pressing the love of His disciples 
and their desire to partake of the 
work of His Church. 

Lastly, let us recognize the value 
to ourselves of the willing spirit 
which makes us co-workers with 
Him. He who loves much gives 
much for the object of his love. 
Men, women and children are alike 
required to do something, to give 
something, to Him, for His work, 
be it much or little as their means 
permit, it must be set apart, not 
given out of what may be left after 
their own needs or desires are satis- 
fied. 

Now, if we will apply these con- 
ditions to the work of our Parish 
Church, and to the work of mis- 
sions, near and far, we must feel that 
as a congregation we are not coming 
up to our duty, and that by that 
neglect we are seriously hindering

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if not endangering the Church's 
work. |f our seats were rented or 
appropriated to a few, so that the 
church building could be looked 
upon as à sort of club, the duty of 
supporting it and its priests and 
service would belong to those who 
occupied it. But this is not the case. 
There is no distinction of persons 
within its walls. All are free to 
come and worship, and are entitled 
to its ministrations in sickness or at 
the deathbed, in all its privileges of 
worship, its sacraments and its 
preaching. To maintain it, demands 
the united effort of all who worship, 
whether habitually or occasionally ; 
and this effort must be voluntary, 
not enforced, and according to the 
way that God has blessed our efforts 
in our daily work. 

lt is true that a large sum is 
needed to keep up its standards, but 
it is the multitude of little rills 
flowing into it which make up the 
mighty river. So it is with church 
finance. If all give as they are able, 
and from the conscience, the treas- 
ury of God would be filled and over- 
flowing. 

We urge then, such an effort in 
this Parish. Gop has blessed us 
hitherto through many changes and 
chances. He blesses us now with 
abundant and well-paid work in the 
majority of cases. If some of those 
who have borne the burden with us 
in times past have been taken away, 
and are no longer bearing their part 
in parish support, there are others 
who have come and are coming to 
take their places in the ranks. 
Especially may it be hoped that our 
young men, who are to carry on the 
work after their elders are gone, 
will seriously consider these things; 
and by more liberal offerings recog- 
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nize their responsibility. It is not 
a healthy sign when appeals must 
constantly be made to supply “de- 
ficits." There should be no delicit, 
and there will not, be, even for pur- 
poses outside our parochial limits, 
if each one will ask himself or her- 
self, “how much can I give each 
Sunday to the offertory?” “How 
much can I set aside for missions 
or other outside objects each 
month ?”

HOLY WEEK 

The second week in this month 
is called Holy Week, because in it 
our Church commemorates the most 
important events in the life of our 
Saviour and the history of mankind 
They are the consummation of the 
Gospel. Wednesday in Holy 
Week is the commencement of the 
Passion of our Lord. On this day 
the great Jewish Council decided to 
take away the life of Christ by 
charging Him with crimes before 
Pontius Pilate, the Roman Gover- 
nor in Jerusalem. 

Thursday in Holy Week is 
called Maundy Thursday. Оп that 
evening our Lord and the Twelve 
Apostles were together at ''The 
Last Supper." It was then that 
our Lord instituted and ordained 
the sacrament of the Lord's Supper 
or Holy Communion. The word 
Maundy means commandment, Our 
Lord commanded us to observe this 
sacrament іп the words, ‘This do 
in remembrance of me," It also 
refers to the words of Christ in His 
discourse at the last supper: ''a 
new commandment I give unto you 
that ye love one another." Christ- 
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ian people who attend Maundy 
Thursday Church Service meditate 
profoundly on our Lord’s teachings 
of love, humilty and service; and 
take to heart His saying: “If ye 
love me, keep my commandments. 

Good Friday is observed in sacred 
memory of our Lord's Crucifixion.

One warm Saturday evening 
there sat at supper father, mother, 
and three children. ‘To-morrow 
is Communion Sunday," says the 
mother, “апа this reminds me that 
we have not been to Church for 
some time, the Minister will begin 
to think we are no better than 
heathen, and I should not blame 
him for it. But no matter what he 
may think, we ought as Christian 
people attend to Church Service 
more faithfully." 

"It is too warm to go to 
Church," answered the father, 
wiping the sweat off his face. 

“Not one half as warm as to 
cook this supper, or to eat it," 
answered the mother good 
naturedly. ‘‘And, certainly, John, 
it is not nearly so warm as when 
you are at work, on other days; 
and I do not see that you are any 
more comfortable in the house 
reading the sunday newspaper. 
Besides, you do not know what 
sort of weather we are going to 
have to-morrow." After a pause 
she continued. — ''J think really, 
John, there is much imagination 
about the weather so far as Church 
going is concerned.

is warm; but God has blessed us 
with summer clothes, and if we can 
stand the warm weather at home, 
or at a moving picture show, or at 
work, we ought to be able to stand 
itfor an hour and a half in the 
Church where much pain is taken 
to make us feel comfortable.

It was spoken 
by our Lord at a dinner; and it 
reads as follows.

And 
they all with one consent began to 
make excuse. "The first said unto 
him, I have bought a piece of 
ground, and must needs go and see 
it: I pray thee have me excused. 
And another said, I have bought 
five yoke of oxen, and I go to 
prove them: I pray thee have me 
excused. And another said, I have 
married a wife, and therefore I 
cannot come.——Then the master 
ofthe house being angry said to 
his servant, Go out quickly into 
the streets and lanes of the city, 
and bring hither the poor, and the

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miimed, and the halt, and the 
blind——and into the highways 
and the hedges, and compel them 
to come in, that my house may be 
filled. For I say unto you that 
none of those men which were 
bidden shall taste of my supper ” 

"If our Lord regards these 
three excuses as extremely provok- 
ing," concluded the good woman, 
"how much more so this latest 
weather excuse. If we were to 
use these excuses with regard to 
business and other affairs how 
much of anything would be accom- 
plished ?'* /

teller of this story, the Minister 
happened to pass that house, and 
was stopped by the good woman. 
“Won't you come in a while. You 
are quite a stranger.

The beneficence of 
this Brotherhood cannot be over- 
estimated. Nor can we сошрге- 
hend and appreciate fully the good 
of the other similar associations of 
men and women. 

There is hardly a book in the 
Bible in which the fact of God 
calling man is not emphasized and 
enacted. The most important 
chapter in history is the record of 
man responding to the call of God. 
For it is service only thus rendered 
that is constructive and of lasting 
benefit to mankind. This is not 
only true of the past, in the call of 
Abraham, the call of Moses, of the 
Prophets, of St. John the Baptist, 
and of the Twelve Apostles, and of 
St. Paul, and the hosts of Mission- 
aries, statesmen and philanthrop- 
ists since the time of the Apostles; 
but it is just as true to-day in our 
shops, colleges, and business 
places and also in our homes. God 
is calling, and the life of mankind 
is made richer and happier every 
time a man or woman responds 
heartily to His call, in whatever 
vocation and place the person may 
be. 

Since the coming of Christ the 
call of God to mau is even clearer 
and more distinct.

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God calls every one of us to do 
some service for His Kingdom 
Any effort on our part to promote 
the growth and influence of the 
Church; any time and labor given 
for the education of children, for 
the suppresion of vice, for the 
purification of politics, for honesty 
in business, for social morality, for 
peace and piety in the family, rev- 
erence and devotion in Church, and 
love among neighbors; any effort 
made for any of these is heeding 
the call of God to service for His 
Kingdom There is a place and an 
opportunity in God's great vine- 
yard for every man, woman and 
child, and the sign on the gate 
reads always: "Help Wanted, 
apply at Once.” 

Christian people! Can you with 
clear conscience pass by this sign 
hecdlessly? Is the noisy music of 
the world's side shows loud enough 
to drown the calling of God ? 

There are numerous ways in 
which any one can respond heartily 
to the call of God: By regular 
attendance at Church Services, 
prompt contribution toward the sup- 
port of the Church, a kind word for 
it, a manifestation of loyalty both 
to the Church and Pastor, a max- 
imum of praise and a minimum of 
criticism, more faith and confidence 
aud less pride and suspicion, never 
losing from sight the object for 
which any Church society is formed. 
Is there any one with a living soul 
who really cannot hear the voice of 


God calling to some service for the 
Kingdom of God оп earth? And 
is there any one so unprofitable as 
to be unable to find something to 
do at the bidding of God in His 
great vineyard ?

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VACATION THOUGHTS 


Standing ou this mountain 
under the high dome of clear blue, 
and gazing upon the wooded hills 
rolling away like giant billows in 
various shades of green, and purple 
and azure, until it becomes hard to 
tell where earth ends and heaven 
begins, I hear the still voice of 
creation proclaiming: “The Lord, 
Не is God!" And this utterance 
is echoed in my heart, and the 
words of our Communion Service 
come rushing into my mind: ‘Holy 
Holy, Holy, Lord God of hosts, 
heaven and earth are full of Thy 
Glory. Glory be To Thee, O Lord 
Most High. Amen.’’ Oh that my 
congregation were here to see the 
sight and join with me reverently 
in the Amen. 

Peace; it is our Lord's word; 
and it fills this atmosphere. Rest 
for the body, and rest for the soul. 
Who does not thirst for such rest? 
Our life whether іп work or play 
tends to be feverish. Some of us 
bear heavy burdens in the heat of 
day, aud the journey is long, and 
the road is dusty, and the feet are 
weary. Others are in pursuit of 
pleasure with flushed face and 
strained nerve. How sweet is rest, 


rest of body and soul ! 

There below surrounded by 
wooded slopes shines the lake. 
How quiet, how peaceful! It is 
fed by crystal water welling up 
from Eternal Springs within it. 
And this is the secret of its clear- 
ness and fulness. Marred and 
poor is the life of him who has not 
cultivated the source of joy that is 
within him; but must needs depend 
ou others for the joys of life on 
what he receives, not on what he 
gives. No man can be happy if he 
depends on others to make him so. 
But he is truly joyful who has 
within him the Eternal Spring of 
love and p-ace. God who made 
the water springs to keep the 
mountain lake full and running 
over, opens the never failing spring 
of life and joy within the heart of 
man. ‘Whosoever drinketh of the 
water that I shall give him shall 
never thirst; but the water that I 
shall give him shall become in him 
a well of water springing up unto 
Eternal life." (St. John 4: 14.) 

Sweet freedom is obtained in 
exchange for complete surrender to 
God. 

What intense curiosity these 
trees and bushes seem to betray as 
they lean far over the edge of the 


lake until their branches almost 
touch its mirror-like surface! Isit 
tolisten more closely to its fasci- 
nating story ? Is it to gaze with 
deep satisfaction at their own 
beautiful image? Or, is it to offer 
to sumnier visitors in their boats 
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and canoes a beautiful shelter from 
the glare and heat of the sun or 
sudden rain? But what is most 
remarkable is the perfect security 
of these retreats. For the heavily 
laden trunks leaning over the water 
are well rooted in the rocky shores 
and their roots like heavy and 
powerful cables are wound and 
fastened around rocks that cannot 
be moved. When we are rooted 
and grounded in our Maker, when 
Faith, Hope and Love are the 
anchor of our souls, what may we 
not venture to do with perfect 
security, and with what good to 
those about us ! 

Oh, how glorious is the night ! 
Would my people and the children 
whom I love were here to see it. 
If the day fascinates the eye with 
color and beauty the night fills the 
soul with solemnity and awe. It 
is indeed awe-full. For when God 
draws the dark curtain of night 
upon the glories of the earth, He 
throws open the glories of the 
heaven; and says to the soul look 
up. And, oh, what a vision! 
Infinite space, with no beginning 
and no end, filled with myriads of 
stars infinitely greater than this 
little plauet on which I stand. How 
small man is, how great is God. 
"Stars," lispsa little child beside 
me, ‘‘Stars are pin-holes to let the 
glory through.’ ‘‘Out of the mouths 
of babes & sucklings Thou hast per- 
fected Praise. These are our Lord's 
words: Dear Lord, Thou art wisdom. 


“The fool hath said in his heart, 
There is no God ” (Ps. 53.) 

Hark! it is the sweet strains of 
human voices; the opening hymn of 
praise and prayer; men, and women, 
and children worshipping after 
breakfast. It is this, society at its 
best.that after all is most charming 
amidst the enchantments of nature. 
Society at its best gives us a 
glimpse of the Kingdom of God for 
which our Lord has taught us to 
pray and to work. Culture, refine- 
ment, politeness, modesty, an effort 
to please, to accomodate, these are 
the elements of social happiness, 
but when to these is added a spirit 
of devotion and Christian kindli- 
ness, we have society at its best.

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THE PAPER MILL 


How many realize fully what 
the term Paper Mill implies? If 
the paper on which these words are 
printed could only speak. What a 
fascinating story it could tell; a 
story full of wonder! But we, with 
limited space and time can only tell 
of a few impressions gathered on a 
hasty visit, A paper mill is made 
up, roughly speaking, of wood, 
rags, water, steel, the ingenuity of 
man, and the bencficence of God. 
"These acting and acted upon, in an 
infinite variety of ways, transform 
as if by a magician's wand the 
rough їтипК о! a tree, and the rag, 
into the smooth sheet of paper, per- 
haps the greatest and most useful 
civilizing agency in the world. 
The paper maker should pouder 
these things, and know what an 
exaltcd position in life he is hold- 
ing; and when he does we bow to 
him in profound respect. 

What is striking most of all at 
the very entrance into the office is 
the general and regular activity of 
the mill. Everything is in motion. 
You feel that this motion is creative. 
Something is being made and ac- 
complished every moment. This 
is life indeed. Such motion, such 


earnestness, in Church and Sunday 
School would bring us at once half 
way to the Kingdom of God, and 
the other half not long after. 

"There stood, as we entered the 
door, the manager, a tall gentleman 
with thoughtful, kindly face, man- 
ipulating a calculating-machine, a 
labor-saving device in arithmetic. 
A manager is a man full of respon- 
sibility and knows how to bear it. 
The visitor was greeted with 
utmost cordiality, though every- 
thing pointed to the preciousness 
of time. And there in his office sat 
the superintendent. No one would 
suspect the hearty merriment and 
fun stored up to a bursting point 
behind the serious face which was 
almost buried in a batch of papers, 
through a pair of spectacles. When 
he looked up at the Visitor he 
seemed to have forgotten the papers, 
and all that was within him burst 
forth like merry sunbeams. One 
would take him for a man who 
frowns only on difficult figures and 
lazy men. All who work under 
him know him by his first name, 
and say he has a good heart and is 
a first class fellow. The Visitor 
was certainly made welcome. Апу 
minister could wish for a half dozen 
men with such disposition as ushers 
in his church. The Visitor was 
given a guide, a splendid look- 
ing and intelligent young man who 
led him for an hour through all the 
departments, and when we came to 
the starting point said with a 


twinkle in his eye: “Well, you 
have seen most of it." Indeed the 
Visitor was greatly instructed by 
what he saw. The kindly man in 
charge of the filtration plant showed 
him how millions of gallons of 
water are filtered and medicated in 
every 24 hours for the mill. The 
Visitor saw how a machine was 
eating up 8 foot logs as fast as an 
Italian with mouth turned up is 
doing away with macaroni, He 
also saw how a thin sheet of milky 
water at one end of the room run- 
ning through a complexity of 
rollers come out white paper at the 


other end of the room. He saw 
many, many other wonderful 
things. He saw the engine room 


full of powerful engines and every 
wheel in motion, It was the source 
of power. Though unseen it kept 
in motion the whole mill. Behind 
all this stood unseen the engineer, 
the controller of all the power. 
How unreasonable, thought the 
Visitor, it is to go through this 
world, the great mill of creation, 
without thought or regard for the 
great Engineer, the Maker and 
Director of all power, simply be- 
cause He is not seen. If a paper 
mill cannot run without an engineer, 
how can a universe? 

But it was the good cheer of 
the workers that appealed to the 
Visitor strongly. Not to mention 
the neat and very handsome 
young ladies who department it 
required an effort to leave, the men 
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on the whole were a cheerful crowd 
fond of fun and lovers of teazing 
one another, It would not do to 
take them seriously. ''The first 
requirement of a paper maker," 
said a jovial fellow to the Visitor, 
"is to swear." The Visitor, of 
course declined the job, but thought 
the boys really not one half as bad 
as they tried to appear. The visi- 
tor was also impressed with the 
interest and pride the men took in 
their work. One of them was kind 
enough to show the Visitor his 
labor saving inventions. They are 
certainly of considerable value. 
The master mechanic's eyes beained 
with delight when the Visitor said 
he has been through his depart- 
ments, Even the stokers with 
singed arms and faces made light of 
their hardships. With such a spirit 
and earn stness of workmen no 
wonder the establishment prospers. 
The Visitor as he was going home 
was thinking of what St. Paul said 
of the Church as it should be: ''all 
the body fitly framed and knit to- 


gether through that which every 
joint supplieth, according to the 
working in due measure of each 
several part, maketh the increase 
of the body unto the building up of 
itself." (Eph. 4: 16) 

The paper mill is made pros- 
perous by such method, why should 
not the Church ?

“My dear Mrs. Do- 
good," answered the Minister 
smiling, "I can well sympathize 
with you, for I too have to grapple 
with some such problem in the 
large Parish family. Тһе zeal for 
good work for the Church among 
our Societies naturally creates 
friendly rivalry, and tbis in turn 
may lead some one to express him- 
self, in a moment of thoughtless- 
ness, as do your children, But is it 
not better to have a family with a 
problem than to have none at all?

THANKSGIVING 


“Lord of the harvest, Thee we hail! 
Thine ancient promise doth not fail; 
The varying seasons haste their round;

Thus begins Hymn 190 in our 
Church Hymnal for Thanksgiving 
Day Service. It should be the life 
song of St. George’s Congregation. 
A man is very poor until he begins 
to thank God for the things he has, 
enumerating the blessings which 
are his, It is then that his life 
grows large, assuming proper pro- 
portion. It is then that he begins 
to feel the real joy of possession 
and the comfort which it gives; for 
he has been just both to God and 
to himself. And what is true of 
one person is equally true of a con- 
gregation. Itis certainly true of 
St. George's Congregation. 

It is just eight years since the 
present incumbent came to the Old 
Chapel on Venango Street. Few 
remember what it was then, because 
there were few present. But these 
few are witnesses to the goodness 
of God and the kindness of men 
through Him. Great difficulties

both physical and moral, have been 
met in these eight years. But with 
goodness all these years are 
crowned. We cannot usually, if 
ever, have the one without the 
other. The road to goodness is 
through difficulty. The figures 
about to be given are small by 
themselves, but loom large in the 
face of the difficulties. И 

Between November 190г and 
November 1909, there were in St. 
George's Mission baptized 276; 
confirmed 245. Total receipts 
from all sources — $47.074.49; 
expenses $46,523.05. To the poor 
$354 54. To Missions $1,176.59. 
In 19от the value of the property 
real and personal of St. George's 
Mission was about $1500. The 
estimated value of the same in 1909 
is $33,700. Eight years ago the 
communicants of St. George's 
hardly numbered 25; now they 
number 250. Then we had only 
the Old Chapel, now we have the 
new Parish House and property on 
Indiana Avenue and the Old also on 
Venango Street. In the Old Chapel 
we have a daily Kindergarten 
splendidly attended; a Sunday 
School of more than one hundred; 
Evening Services with an average 
attendance of 40. The Old is grow- 
ing young again. It has become a 
a promising Mission. The new St. 
George’s on Indiana Avenue, 
transferred from the Old about 
three years ago, is steadily growing 
into a parish. Our eleven Societies 
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and Guilds are all healthy and 
working There is not a dry 
branch. They are all growing. 
Nor is this ай In coming nearer 
to the people of Richmond our 
Church has not only brought the 
opportunity looked for by those 
who love our beautiful and helpful 
Church Service; it has not only 
introduced Gospel Services on Sun- 
days in the neighboring car barn 
for trolley men, it has not only 
built up a Sunday School of more 
than 425 children; but it has 
brought with it also the atmosphere 
of intelligence and refinement char- 
acteristic of our Church. It is 
through St. George's Mission that 
a very beautiful Carnegie Free Lib- 
rary, and adjoining public square, 
and a most useful School Garden 
were brought about. And what 
shall we say of our stately stone 
Parish Building, a bee hive of 
Church work in week days, and a 
place of publie worship and Sunday 
School work on Sunday. 
Surrounded by the beautiful 
lawn with newly planted trees, the 
gift of our families, and flowers 
which are used for the Altar in the 
Summer and Fall, and sent to the 
sick with a cheering message, our 
Parish House is the admiration of 
our neighbors. The establishment 
of a University Extension Centre 
which will no doubt continue to 
grow is also due to St. George’s 
Mission. АП these, and other 
things not mentioned, surely ought 


to fill the hearts of our Congrega- 
tion with thanksgiving to God, and 
a sense of gratitude to the friends 
and neighbors who helped us in 
our efforts. Members of our Con- 
gregation therefore will look for- 
ward with delight to Thanksgiving 
Day, on which great day they will 
do their utmost to assemble with 
their families and friends at the 
Morning Service to give thanks to 
God, in common worship and praise 
not only for blessings received in- 
dividually, but also for the benefits 
which we all enjoy collectively as a 
congregation and community. As 
to the Pastor, he could thus in no 
better way celebrate his eighth 
anniversary in St. George's Mission. 
Come therefore, let us sing 
together on Thanksgiving morning:

“Mother,” said a bright young 
lady of teen, “why does the 
Church insist on keeping Lent? 
Just at this time, too, when all the 
places of amusement offer the peo- 
ple recreation and entertainment, 
when there are so many engage- 
ments made for all kinds of pleas- 
parties, operas, di s, dances, 
cards, and all sorts al gath- 
erings, which make people joyful 
and happy, the Church steps in and 
says, "Lent, and we have to sober 
up, and give up so much which we 
would like to enjoy. Don't you 
think, mother, the Church is an in- 
truder? She seems to begrudge vs 
good time. Don't you think that 
this keeping of Lent is an old super- 
stition, and out of date? Mollie 
Wise, who does not belong to our 
Chureh, and who wants me to join 
the house party at her home next 
Saturday evening, ys that th 
Lent is all foolishness, and that one 
day is as good as another, and that 
if people want to be good they have 
363 days to be good in, and there 
is no reason why they should have 
forty days in Lent” 

“So they have, child,” replied the 
mother, very kindly, "they have à 
whole ycar in which to be good ; but 
they are not likely to be good 
through the year if they are not 
better in the forty days of Lent.

which “Ash Wednesday" is derived, 
is no longer observed in our 
Church, the name still continues to 
indicate the first Cay in Lent. This 
year it comes on the 9th of Feb- 
ruary. The people are invited to 
attend our Ash Wednesday evening 
service at 8 o'clock, 


It is the custom throughout the 
Church to lay aside, day by day in 
Lent, some offering to be presented 
unto God on Easter Day, according 
to the ability of the giv An of- 
fering unto God is a contribution 
to anything which works for godli- 
ness. The special offering of the 
people, called Easter Offering, is 
most acceptable to God, because it 
is chiefly made up in Lent by self- 
denial; and as such it is not only 
most precious in the sight of God, 
but it carries with it an unspeakable 
blessing to the givers. For this 
purpose Easter envelopes are dis- 
tributed amone the members of the 
Chureh in which to deposit. their 
offerings daily, if possible; for a 
daily offering, no matter how small, 
carries with it a daily blessing. 
The money thus contributed goes 
toward meeting the needs of the 
parish church. Mite boxes are also 
distributed among the children. 
They, too, are required to drop 
daily, if possible, into the little box 
whatever they can spare by self- 
denial toward the work af the 
Church. The offerings of the chil- 
dren are for missionarv work in 
spreading the Gospel of Christ at 
home and abroad. There is not a 
better-hearte] or more loyal people 
than the people of St. George's. 
We are sure they will do their duty, 
and teach their children to do the 
same.

It is a privilege offered 
to those who find it helpful in daily 
economy, under certain rules and 
regulations. No depositor is enti- 
tled to more than three, and pos- 
sibly this year to four, tons of coal 
yearly. Deposits are made weekly 
beginning with the month of Feb- 
ruary and ending with December. 
No more than a dollar a week may 
be deposited. Coal should be or- 
dered not later than the end of. No- 
vember. Complaints, if any, should 
be made in time and adjustment will 
be made promptly. A depositor 
may withdraw his money at any 
time before the delivery of the coal.

“Father,” said a thoughtful boy, 
“why does Easter Day occupy such 
a prominent place in our Church 
Calendar, and why do all the peo- 
ple regard it so much? It is a day 
from which other days and weeks 
are reckoned both before and after, 
and fills in many ways a large part 
of our life Surely, father, there 
must be some good reason back of 
all thi "Indeed, there is, my 
son," answered his father quickly, 
“Tam very glad to have a boy who 
thinks enough to ask such ques- 
tions, and who seeks to know the 
reason for things as they now are. 
For when we know the origin of 
things and their history, we also 
know to give to each one of them 
its. proper value, and put upon it 
proper emphasis. 

"On Easter Day the civilized 
world commemorates the day of the 
Resurrection, the Resurrection of 
our Lord Jesus Christ from the 
dead, He sufferel under Pontius 
Pilate, was crucified, dead, and 
buried. The third day He rose 
again from the dead. The details 
of this event are given by all the 
writers of the Gospel: Matthew, 
Mark, Luke and John. Although 
they differ in some details, as four 
men naturally would in giving a 
description of an event independ- 
ently of one another, they all. with 
one accord, testify. as eye witnesses, 
to the main fact of the Resurrect- 


ion. It took place on Sunday morn- 
ing, and from that day on Sunday 
became known as the Lord's day; 
anl the anniversary of His Resur- 
rection became the most joyful and 
most comforting feast day in the 
life of Christian people. 
"Formerly, it was called 'the 
great day.' lt got its present name 
from the time Christianity was in- 
troduced among the Germanic peo- 
ple called Saxons, These heathen 
people believed in gods and goil- 
desses. The name of one goddess 
was Eostre, whose festival was 
celebrated annually in the spring. 
When they became Christian they 
naturally transferred the name of 
Easter to ‘the great day,’ the day 
of the Resurrection. Moreover, in 
the spring every growing thing 
upon the earth comes to life and 
beauty after secing death in the fall 
and winter, And because the 
heathen feast Eostre gave expres- 
sion to this idea, the Saxon converts 
to Christianity quite naturally, by 
association of ideas, called the feast 
of the Resurrection Easter, which 
has been gradually adopted by all. 
“But it is not the name, nor its 
history, that is of so much import- 
ance to the world. Infinitely more 
important to us is the meaning of 
ster, as we now call it. What 
is more dreadful than death? And 
what is more joyful than that which 
conquers death? What is more 
precious than life? But think of 
the blessedness of life eternal. 
Think also of the beautiful lives led 
in this world through the hope, 
faith and assurance which spi:ng 
from the Resurrection. Thirk of 
the courage, patience and endui- 
ance which come to us from t:e 
fact of the Resurrection ii. cur

them their offerings for missions. 
There is only one thing that is 
more charming than a baby, and 
that is two babies; but when you 
look at a company of them you 
are reminded of the dear words 
of our Lord, “Suffer little children 
to come unto me and forbid them 
not, for of such is the kingdom of 
God." 


'To neglect the Daptism of a 
child is neither wise nor expedient. 
Think of the harm this neglect 
involves. When our Lord com- 
mands Daptism, who are we to 
question its wisdom or necessity? 
Should the child die before Bap- 
tism, the parents, already tuke- 
warm to their Christian calling. 
try to soothe their conscience by 
the argument of Satan that Dap- 
tism is not necessary to salvation, 
though it be in direct opposition 
to the commandment of our Lord. 
If a child grows up to the age of 
discretion unbaptized, he or she 
is liable to be kept out of Church 
and its influences because unbap- 
tized, and thus is more easily 
tempted to adopt Satan's argu- 
ment just quoted ; and thus begins 
a godless life and a churchless life, 


and where does it, as a rule, end? 
How often do we hear unbaptized 
people lay the charge of neglect 
to their parents! Think of the 
parents' responsibility before God! 


What is said of Baptism ap- 
plies, in a large measure, to Con- 
firmation. ‘These words are ad- 
dressed to serious thinking parents 
and young people unconfirmed. 
Our authority is the Dible, the 
Look of Life containing the Word 
of God. “Whosoever, therefore, 
shall confess me before men, him 
will I also confess before my 
Father, which is in Heaven; but 
whosoever shall deny me before 
men, him will 1 deny before my 
Father, which is in Heaven,” (St. 
Matt. 10: 32-33.) Read in connec- 
tion with this Acts, Chapter 8, 
verses 14-17, and Chapter 19, 
verses 5-6; and the Epistle to the 
Hebrews, Chapter 6, verse 2. 
From these references you will see 
the reason for Confirmation as is 
carried out in our Church.

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A Call. 


This is a call to you, my friend, 
and it is a call from God. In this 
busy life there are many calls clam- 
oring for your attention, like the 
venders in a noisy and crowded 
market place, or a wheat pit in the 
stock exchange building, where 
each is trying vociferously to draw 
a buyer. You, my friend, are the 
buyer. Beware how you spend 
your capital. The market is full of 
counterfeit things as well as of real 
things. Many things are worthles: 
and some are much worse than 
worthless, they are positively injuri- 
ous. Your capital, no matter how 
rich you may be, is limited. Your 
capital is not money, but “days and 
moments quickly flying," and you 
may spend it in the life-market una- 
wares for things worthless, or 
deadly; or you may buy thought- 
fully the things which give charac- 
ter and what the Gospel terms Eter- 
nal Life. 


And just as careful examination 
helps us to dístinguish the real thing 
from the counterfeit, so will appeal 
to conscience, my friend, help you 
to discern a call from God amidst 
the clamors of the false and the 
misleading. 


There is to be a Confirmation 
Day in this dear Church. This 
Church has proved to you its use- 
fulness. It is engaged in the best 
work on earth, in building, and 
helping to build up, Christian char- 


acter; to make life more cheerful, 
more useful, and more helpful to 
all. If you approve of such work, 
this Church wants your service and 
co-operation. It calls upon you to 
join its ranks. Will you let this 
call pass unheeded? Have you any 
reasonable ground, a ground that 
will stand on “the day of judg- 
ment?” Have you such a ground 
for not availing yourself of this op- 
portunity offered you now in all 
sincerity? There is no doubt, this 
call is from God. Your own con- 
science tells you this. The Church 
needs you. St. George’s people in 
love welcome you. The Pastor ex- 
tends his hand to you. Will you 
not come? 


What Is Confirmation? 


What is confirmation? Come to 
our Sunday evening services, and to 
Wednesday evening prayer meet- 
ings, and hear what confirmation 
really is. And if you can not come, 
have a talk with the minister pri- 
vately at any convenient time. And 
if you have not the time get the 
small tracts we have for distribu- 
tion and read them at your leisure. 
You certainly should know what 
confirmation is, and what it means, 
even if you do not intend to be con- 
firmed. But if you do either of 


these things, please consider the 


following: 

1, Confirmation is not joining the 
Church. You have joined the 
Church of God when you were bap- 
tized. Daptism makes you a mem- 
ber of the Church. АП baptized 
people are members of the Chris- 
tian Church. In baptism they were 
Christ-ened. 


а. 
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2. The Scriptural term for. con- 
firmation is “laying on of hands,’ 
just as baptism is the Scriptural 
term for Christening. This relig- 
ious ceremony of the laying on of 
hands, or confirmation, has been 
used in the very beginning of the 
Christian Church. The Book of 
the Acts of the Apostles, which is 
the first record of the beginning 
and growth of the Church, shows 
that those who were confirmed were 
Apostles, not Deacons, or Presby- 
ters. (See Acts 8: 14-17, also Acts 
19: 5-6, and Hebrews, 6:2.) After 
the Apostles, confirmation was ad- 
ministered by Bishops. Bishops 
were chosen to take the place of 
the Apostles in leadership and the 
oversight of churches. The term 
bishop means overseer. Trusting 
to the wisdom of the Apostles and 
their immediate successors in the 
early Church, the Episcopal Church 
prefers confirmation by Bishops. 
The words Episcopos and Bishop 
mean one and the same thing. 
This is why our Church is known 
as 1 pal, and its members are 
called Episcopalians. 


3. Confirmation does not impose 
new obligations, but is a means of 
helping you to keep the old. These 
obligations no one can shirk without 
positive injury to himself and 
others. Confirmation is an expres- 
sion on your part of an earnest de- 
sire to keep and perform your 
Christian obligations. You may ao 
this in various ways, but is it not 
reasonable to do this in the way 
used by the Church from the be- 
ginning? Confirmation, when ac- 
cepted in earnest, gives you the 
strength and inspiration to cope 
with human weaknesses, and such 


spiritual help for which the soul 
yearns. 

4. Confirmation is not a verbal 
or written examination of questions 
and answers. It is a simple matter 
of the heart. The only question the 
Bishop asks is: 

“Do ye here, in the presence of 
Cod, and of this congregation, re- 
new the solemn promise and vow 
that ye made, or that was made in 
your name, at your baptism; ratify- 
ing and confirming the same; and 
acknowledging yourselves bound to 
believe and to do all these things 
which ye then undertook, or your 
sponsors then undertook for you?” 

And your answer is: “J do.” 

But this answer, “I do,” is every- 
thing. It means effort, struggle, in 
the building up of Christian char- 
acter by faith and good works. 
What man, desirous of living a 
truly Christian life, can reasonably 
decline to give this answer to this 
question ? 


What Is To Be Done? 


This should be the question up- 
permost in the mind and heart of 
every man, woman and child who 
is interested in the welfare of St. 
George's. The welfare of St. 
George’s means the welfare of our 
whole neighborhood. The question 
therefore should be, to put it more 
correctly, "What should I do to 
make St. George's still greater in 
influence?’ We have at present 
a staff of faithful workers doing 
their best, but they want the co- 
operation of the others. There is 
a proposition which is being taken 
up by our men and women as to the 
formation of an Adult Bible Class

Around the memory of great per- 
sons, or events, there are woven, 
as time goes on, most beautiful and 
wonderful stories. We call them 
legends, or- traditions. They seem 
to have no author, They exist be- 
cause the persons or events existed, 
just as the sweet perfume tells us 
of the existence of the flower, or 
the magnificent colors in the skies 
of the passing day tell of the hidden 
sun, 

Thus we have the legend of the 
Holy Grail handed down from time 
past. The “Grail” is the cup which 
our Lord Christ used at the last sup- 
per with His Apostles, and which 
contained the wine to which Ме re- 
ferred as “my Blood of the New 
Testament which is shed for you, 
and many, for the remission of 
sins." According to legend Joseph 
of Arimathea, a wealthy Jew and 
member of the Sanhedrim, the su- 
preme court in Jerusalem, and who 
was one of the gentlemen who 
helped to take down from the Cross 
the body of our Lord Jesus and 
furnished the cave in which He was 
buried, this "good and righteous 
man," who “was looking for the 
Kingdom of God," preserved the 
cup, and received into it some of the 
blood of Jesus at the Crucifixion. 
Later he brought it to England, 
hut it disappeared. Since then 
many knights, the Knights of the 
Round Table, went in search of it; 
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and though each of the 150 knights 
saw it, it always vanished at the 
approach of an impure heart and 
unholy conduct, 

James Russell Lowell,"the great 
American poet, utilized this legend 
in his sublime poem, “The Vision 
Sir Launfal" This noble knight 


ot 5 
one summer day takes the following 
vow: 
“My golden spurs now bring to me, 
And bring to me my richest mail, 
For to-morrow I go over land and sea 
In search of the Holy Grail; 
Shall never a bed for me be spread, 
Nor shall a pillow be under my head, 
‘Till I begin my vow to keep; 
Here on the rushes will I sleep.” 


While he slept he dreamed that 
he was leaving his ancient castle on 
his steed in full armor in quest of 
the Holy Grail; not to return till 
he find it. As he was about to 
leave the gate, he came suddenly 
upon a crouching leper, 

“Who begged with his hand and moaned 
as he sate; 
And a Icathing over Sir Launfal came; 


‘The sunshine went out of his soul with a 
thrill, 


The flesh ‘neath his armor’ gan shrink 
and crawl, 


And midway its leap his heart stood still 
Like a frozen waterfall; 
For this man, so foul and bent of stature, 


And seemed the one blot on the summer 
morn,— 


So he tossed him a piece of gold in 
scorn," 

The leper ignored the money, and 
would not pick it up, and as Sir 
Launfal rode off the leper was 
heard to say: 

“Better to me the poor man’s crust, 
Better the blessing of the poor, 
Though I turn me empty from his door; 


That is no true alins which the hand can 
hold; 
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He givesonly the worthless gold 

Who gives from a sense of duty; 

But he who gives but a slender mite, 

And gives to that which is out of sight, 

That thread of the all-sustaining Beauty 

Which runs through all and doth all 
unite, — 

The hand cannot clasp the whole of His 
alms, 

The heart outstretches its eager palms, 

For a god goes with it and mskesit store 

To the sonl that was starving in darkness 
before,” 


In this dream Sir Launfal sees 
himself for many years a pilgrim 
through strange lands in search of 
the Поу Grail. At last after a 
dismal failure he finds himself one 
bitter wintry day at the gate of his 
castle. He came back an old, worn 
out and frail, broken-hearted poor 
man, bereft of everything; all his 
property in the hands of another. 
“But deep in his soul the sign he wore, 
‘The badge of the suffering aud the poor” 


As he sat wear 


г. on a cold rock, 
bent forward, his rough walking 
stick supporting his thin hands and 
chin, he suddenly beheld the same 
leper crouching beside him and fee- 
bly saving: "For Chris! 
sake, I beg an alms.” This time 
the noble knight did not scorn the 
leper. He thought of the crucified 
Christ with the wounds in His 
hands, and feet, and side, and an- 
swered kindly: “Behold, through 
Him, I give to thee!" As the leper 
rose to receive, Sir Launfal saw he 
was the same beggar to whom he 
fung in scorn the piece of gold 
when, young and rich. he started 
out in quest of the Holy Grail. 

"The heart within him was ashes and 

dust; 
He parted in twain his single crust, 


He broke the ice on the streamlet's brink 
And gave the leper to eat aud drink,

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THE CHURCH, 


Does it ever occur to you, dear 
reader, to count the number of 
times the word “Church” is used 
or referred to in conversation and 
writing ? 

Have you observed closely the 
general character of the people who 
use seriously the word "Church" 
more often than others? 

On your trolley rides and daily 
walks you counted the number 
of Churches and places of worship? 

And have you ever thought of 
the large place Church takes up in 
civilized life? 

If you can answer "Y. 
questions, are you prepared to give 
the reasons for these existing facts? 

Remember that the Visitor is a 
privileged character. He is likely 
to drop in on you any time; and 
without any introduction start a 
conversation on any subject. He 
may find you at mealtime, just re- 
turned from work, tired and hun- 
gry. He may find you busily occu- 
pied in meeting problems of your 
own, or planning some enterprise 
of pleasure or profit. Or, he may 
find you in an unpleasant mood due 
to some domestic discord, or some 
words with vour neighbor, Please 
do not mind the infelicity of the 
occasion if the Visitor should blunt- 
ly ask you: "Priend, can. you give 
me your definition of Church, a 
word so commonplace and occupy- 


to these 
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ing so much room in the conversa 
tion and the literature of civili 
tion? 

It is good, sometimes, at least, 
to turn away from eating the apple 
and study the apple tree. Who and 
what then is the Church? 


_ But before you give your answer 
kin^ly permit the Visitor to express 
his idea upon the subject, and then 
see if it corresponds with your own, 

The Church is a body of men 
and women who confess that Jesus 
of Nasareth is the Christ who in 
the fulness of time appeared as the 
Saviour of the world. Or, we might 
say the whole body of Christians. 


We read in the book of The Acts 
of the Apostles that on the day on 
which St. Stephen was stoned to 
death “there arose a great perse- 
cution against the Church which 
was in Jerusalemi” Sometimes the 
word Church means “congrega- 
tion," Thus we read of the Church 
at Jerusalem, the Church at An- 
tioch, St. Paul, we are told in The 
Acts, "Went through Syria and Ci- 
licia, confirming the churches" (15: 
41). The two letters, or Epistles, 
of St. Paul to the Corinthians are 
addressed “unto the church of God 
which is at Corinth." It may be of 
interest to note by the way that in 
addressirg hi ‘pistle to the 
Rom^ns the word Church is not 
mentioned; but "all that are in 
Rome, beloved of God, called to be 
saints," Nor is St. Peter mentioned 
in the whole letter. [t was the inva- 
riable custom of St. Paul to greet 
the bishops and ministers of the 
Churches, and quite often by name, 
“Salute Prisca an! Aquilla mv fel- 
low workers in Christ Tesus unto 
whom not only T give thanks; but 
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also all the churches of the Ge 
tiles; and salute the church that is 
in their house." Then follows a 
long list of names, each one of 
them receives a separate greeting; 
but neither St. Peter nor Holy Fa- 
ther is mentioned.

“lusbands, love your wives, even 
as Christ also loved the church, and 
gave himself up for it." (5: 25.) 
Cur Lord, speaking to St. Peter 
and referring to the sure and eter- 
пг foundation of the Church, said: 
“Thou art Peter (Peter meaning 
rock). and upon this rock I will 
huill my church, and the gates of 
lades shall not prevail against it.” 
(Matt. 16: 18). The word Church 
here evidently refers to the sum of 
21 the churches, and has no special 
reference to the Church that is at 
Rome. It does refer to the Church 
Catholic, which means Universal. 


Sometimes 
gregatior 5 
Paul writes 


The word Church is often usel 
also to mean the ideal Church, that 
the Kingdom of God, the real 
Brotherhood of Men and Father- 
hood of God. This is the object, 
the ultimate end, towards which the 
actual Church, God's Household, is 
working its way. It is the rock on 
which the Church is founded, and 
to which our Lord referred when 
sreaking to St. Peter, The actua! 
Church of the present generation is 
imperfect, but it is founded on an 
i'cal against which the gates of hell 
cannot prevail. Institutions based 
unon eternal verities will live as 
long as eternal verities live. Our 
imperfect democratic form of gov- 
ernmert lives and prospers as it 
does because it draws its life from 


the ideal democracy which cannot 
down. Ideal democracy springs 
from the ideal Church. This ideal 
Church expresses itself in the Sac- 
raments and Public Worship of the 
actual Church. Baptism, the Lord's 
Supper and Church Services are 
most essential to the realization of 
the things which our souls love 
best, the realization of the ideal 
Church, the Kingdom of God on 
earth, 

May I ask you one more ques- 
tion, dear reader, What in the face 
of this awful fact are your obliga- 
tions and responsibilities ?

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Some Sayings of Our Lord. 

We regard with profound respect 
and admiration the wise sayings of 
great men, should we not more so 
with reverence regard the sayings 
of the Son of Man and the Son of 
God? United States Senator Al- 
bert J. Beveridge, a clean, practical 
business man, wrote a little book, 
entitled “The Bible as Good Read- 
ing.” In its closing chapter Sena- 
tor Beveridge says: “Our Lord 
needs no interpreter . . . read 
the life and words of Jesus of 
Nazareth as given in the gospels— 
+just as you read them for your- 
self. That's all I suggest. And 
take my word for it, you'll not find 
them dull," It is this thought that 
leads the Visitor to quote to you, 
dear reader, some sayings of our 
Lord, trusting that they will inspire 
you to the reading of the gospels 
themselves : 

"]t is written, Man shall not live 
by bread alone, but by every word 
that proceedeth out of the mouth 
of God." 

"]t is written, Thou shalt wor- 
ship the Lord thy God, and Him 
alone shalt thou serve." 

“God so loved the world that he 
gave his only begotten Son. that 
whosoever believeth on Him should 
not perish, but have eternal life. 
« . . He that docth the truth 
cometh to the light, that his works 
may be made manifest, that they 
have been wrought in God." 

“Whoso drinketh of the water 
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that I shall give him shall never 
thirst; but the water that I shall 
give him shall become in him a well 
of water springing up unto eternal 
life.” 

“True worshippers shall worship 
the Father in spirit and truth: for 
such doth the Father seek to be his 
worshippers.

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“Young man, my advice to you 
is that you cultivate ап acquaint- 
ance with, and firm belief in, the 
Holy Scriptures, for this is your 
certain interest. I think Christ's 
system of morals and religion, as 
He left with us, the best the world 
ever saw or is likely to see.” 

Not very long ago there was in 
this country an orator by name of 
Robert G. Ingersoll. He loved to 
be flippant on the subject of the 
Bible and the Christian faith. 
Many sinful men hailed his flip- 
pancy with delight, and not a few 
honest doubters were led astray by 
it. He was an able lawyer also, 
and a colonel in the Civil War, and 
this added to his influence. Even 
to-day you may hear his flippancy 
repeated, parrot-like, by ignorant 
men, calling themselves free think- 
ers. This Colonel Ingersoll made, 
confidently, the statement that in 
twenty-five years the Bible would 
be shelved, covered with dust, and 
forgotten, because of its worthless- 
ness, and worse. 

The great German poet Goethe 
was also somewhat of a doubter, but 
he was not flippant. This is what 
he said of the Dible: 

“It is my belief in the Bible 
which has served me as the guide 
of my moral and literary life. . . . 
The farther the ages advance in 
civilization the more will the Dible 
be used.” 

The British and Foreign Pible 
Society alone sold last year 6,620,- 


024 copies of the Bible, 685,000 in 
excess of the previous year. 

Goethe died in 1832 and Colonel 
Ingersoll died in 1899, yet the flip- 
pant infidel is nigh forgotten, 
while the poet's name shines as 
brightly as ever throughout the civ- 
ilized world. 


A Bible Class is in demand at 
St. George's. The harvest is white, 
but it is to be regretted the laborer 
is not yet. We need a teacher for 
a Bible Class of men and women. 
We have not given up hope in find- 
ing him, or her, in spite of repeated 
failure. A new definition of fail- 
ure, we came across the other day, 
is both consoling aud strengthen- 
ing: "Failure is a success upside 
down and hind-end foremost."

“The lesson, the lesson, well, 
our Lord sought, and still seeks, to 
make us see and feel the love of 
God for men, and also to what ex- 
tent such a love is shown in our be- 
half.

Some Astounding Facts. 

More than $300,000,000 were 
spent in this country on whiskey 
alone last year. Much of it was 
adulterated stuff, undermining the 
health. This sum would support 
300,000 families at the rate of 
$19.20 a week for each family 
throughout the year without a 
stroke of work on their part.

One 
hundred and nine thousand persons 
died from the use of liquor in the 
United States last year. Eight 
thousand in this State. Then think, 
by way of contrast, of what would 
happen if the $300,000,000 now 
spent for whiskey alone were spent 
on hospitals, schools, playgrounds, 
parks and Churches each year, or 
any other public improvement, or in 
the way of pension to aged work- 
men. 

Then think of money and life 
wasted in the use of other intoxi- 
cants; and you will not wonder at 
the growth of the great temperance 
movement. You wil yourself join 
it to make it stronger. 

Is there then no good in drink- 
ing? 
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Read the following testimonies 
of experts: 

"Alcohol is neither a good nor 
bad nutritive substance, but a poi- 
son attacking and destroving pro- 
toplasm" (which builds up vegeta- 
ble and animal fabric). 

“Both science and the experience 
of life have exploded the pernicious 
theory that alcohol gives any per- 
sistent increase of muscular power." 

John Mitchell: "The happiness, 
the security, and the progress of 
the nation depend more upon the 
solution of the liquor problem than 
upon the disposition of any other 
question confronting the people of 
this country." 

It is maintained by many that 
"the practice of moderate drinking 
remains the ultimate source of in- 
temperance." 

Joseph Chamberlain: "If I had 
an enchanter's wand, if I could de- 
stroy to-morrow the desire | for 
strong drink in the people of Eng- 
land—what changes would we see? 
Our taxation reduced, our jails and 
workhouses empty, lives saved, and 
the face of the whole country trans-

He was 
not only mocking, but he showed 
an effort to boast of his contempt 
for the Church. ‘There was silence 
just long enough for the J"/s/for to 
ask himself mentally the question, 
Why, if he has no respect for it, 
does not this man leave the Church 
alone? It is not enough for him to 
withold his support from the 
Church that he must hold it up to 
ridicule also? But before the [isifor 
could go on moralizing any further 
he heard John's companion say. 


“John, since my little girl was 
taken from me I have thought a 
great deal of the matter, and won-

dered if we working men are not, 
to say the least, underestimating 
the character of the Church. It is 
easv to say that the Church does 
not amount to much and her teach- 
ings are inventions of craftv men to 
deceive the people. but it is very 
hard to prove it. Remember that 
the Church is nearlv 2000 years 
old. It has withstood the on- 
slaughts and persecutions of crafty 
and powerful men throughout the 
ages, and now it holds the love and 
affection of our noblest men and 
women, We must admitthat you and 
I know very little of its history, and 
that the clergy of all Churches are 
educated and well informed men. 
Is it reasonable to think that they 
are all hypocrites. that they are all 
lying for a living? The few 
clergyman whom I have known 
have all been honest and well 
meaning gentlemen. Surely there 
must be something in the Church; 
there must be a great deal in the 
Church when Theodore Roosevelt 
can find tine to attend its services 
regularly. He does not have to be 
a hypocrite. And he is a well in- 
formed man. Where do we get our 
information about the Church? 
from Billy Gray who repeats parrot- 
like statements he heard some other 
fellow make. And what is Billy 
Gray's character? Would you be 
willing to have him for a brother- 
in-law? It suits Billy Gray to 
make fun of the Church because he 
is constantly breaking some of the 
Ten Commandments. I tell you, 
John, it set me to thinking when I 
picked up the other day the Bible 
which my little girl, who died 
last fall, got from her Sunday 
School teacher for regular attend- 
ance. I opened it at random, and 
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my eyes fell on the following sent- 
ence: “Let us walk honestly, as in 
the day; not in revelling and 
drunkenness, not in chambering 
and wantonness, not in strife and 
jealousy. But put ye on the Lord 
Jesus Christ. and make not provis- 
ion for the flesh, to fulfill the lusts 
thereof " These words burned 
themselves into my memory. This 
is the kind of a book which was 
put in the hands of my child by 
the Church, and it is putting in 
the hands of thousands of children. 
What would happen, John, if all 
our fellows had accepted the Church 
for what it claims to be. What 
would happen if all of us had taken 
seriously to heart the things the 
Church is teaching; just this one 
sentence, for instance, which I 
have quoted It seems to me that 
most of our fellows do по! give the 
Church a square deal. When our 
wives and children are in Church 
you and I are enjoying our 
pleasures elsewhere undisturbed as 
to their conduct. Could we have 
the same feeling of security if they 
visited the places where churchless 
men have their fun. Men who are 
impure themselves cannot bear im- 
purity in their wives and children, 
say nothing of relatives. It was in 
the Church where I was first 
taught the Ten Commandments. I 
cannot say whether I broke them 
because I left the Church, or left 
the Church because I broke them. 
But this I know the Church was 
not responsible, nor is it now re- 
sponsible, for any one’s breaking 
of the Ten Commandments. What 
would be the result if Billy Gray 
and his like, and they are many, 
could ridicule the Church out of 
existence. These men, John, are 


the biggest hypocrites I have ever 
known They were baptized in 
Church, and are not ashamed of it. 
I have not met with one of them 
who boasted of his not being bap- 
tized. They were married by a 
clergyman of the Church. Very 
few of them refuse to see a clergy- 
man of the Church on their dying 
bed; and they would rather a 
clergyman of the Church buried 
them. How would they feel to see 
their mother or children buried 
without a clergyman of the 
Church? Some of them in case of 
death in the family have not even 
the manhood or decency to ask 
frankly the minister, but send some 
relative, or friend who may be 
connected with the Church to 
“come and say a few words'’ over 
the dead. And what do they 
do for the Church? Is this 
consistency? Isthis fairness? Is 
this manhood? John, it is either 
dense ignorance, or rank hypocrisy 
As an excuse for their sacrilege 
they boast of their little virtues 
they still possess. And where did 
they learn these virtues? They 
learned them in Church in child- 
hood, or they have inherited them 
from good Church people. They 
certainly did not learn them out- 
sidethe Church. John, we are not 
fair to the Church? We do not 
give it a fair trial. We are not 
supporting it as we should. We are 
not helping the clergymen as we 
ought. They always come to us in 
trouble if we give tbem any show 
at all. But we do not return the 
same courtesy to them." Here the 
conversation broke off.

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TWO ORDINANCE 
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Christian people may differ on 
unimportant things; and they may 
so exaggerate these points of differ- 
ence as to divide them into Denom- 
inations Once divided, they may 
regard one another with suspicion, 
each thinking himself better than 
any of the others. Having formed 
this opinion of themselves they may 
find more satisfaction in fighting 
for religion than loving for their 
faith. Indeed they may count ita 
service for God every time they 
belittle a Denomination not their 
own. Such has been the deplorable 
history of God's children in the 
past. 

Vet, what does our Lord and 
Master insist upon ? Не has given 
us опу; two Ordinances, called 
Sacraments, in plain simple words. 
So that no one could misread or 
misuncerstand Him. 

Oue Ordinance commands us 
that we should be baptized ‘tin the 
name of the Father, the Sou, and 
of the Holy Ghost." There is no 
rules laid down as to the method of 
Baptism. The ouly requirements 
are Water and the Spirit. 


The second Ordinance given 
us in the same straightforward and 
simple language is the Sacrament 
of the Lord's Supper, or Holy 
Communion. This He Himself 
showed and taught His disciples to 
do in remembrance of Him. 


Surely all Christian people 
agree upon these two Oidinances. 
And because of this agreement, in 
spite of differences, Baptism and 
Holy Communion are of paramount 
importance to those who profess 
and call themselves Christians. 


Dear reader, Are you baptized? 
Are your children baptized. Please 
do not fall into the small notion 
that there is a difference between 
Christening and Baptizing. They 
are both one and the same thing. 
When the Minister uses water and 
the words of our Lord he baptizes. 
By Baptism we assume the name 
Christian; therefore people call it 
Christening. Are you baptized? 
Do you bear the name Christian by 
Baptism, as a nickname ? 


Do you come to Holy Com- 
munion, or the Lord's Supper, as 
He commands you ? What is it? 
I hear you muttering something 
about not being good enough, not 
having any time, not being a mem- 
ber of the Church, and some other 
excuses incohrent and inconsistent 
with one another, But please, dear 
friend, will you not be reasonable, 
and give yourself a satisfactory 
answer why you do not come to 
Holy Communion when our Lord 
Christ commands you to do so in 
the plain words "This do in re- 
membrance of me,"

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Have you noticed, dear reader, 
the change in the atmosphere about 
you? And have you also felt a 
stirring within you, a quickening 
force working silently in your soul? 
What does this awakening mean? 
Is it the mere result of April's 
shifting winds? Is your blood 
quickened at the triumph of spriug 
over relentless winter? Orare you 
struck by the noiseless and miracu- 
lous bursting forth of life from 
death everywhere and in infinite 
variety? Or, do you hear in this 
grand chorus of hallelujahs the re- 
assuring Easter message from Him 
who still speaks: “I am the resur- 
rection and the life: he that believeth 
on me, though he die, yet shall he 
live: and whosoever liveth and 
believeth on me shall never die." 

During Eastertide the Easter 
atmosphere is all-pervading. It is 
not only feit in Churches and in 
homes, the two greatest institutions 
in the world, but it also fills the 
streets. It is where men are; and 
not even the noisiest workshop can 
drown, or shut out, the thought 
and feeling of Easter, 

Thus it happened that a group 
of workman in their overalls, having 
lit their pipes after the noonday 
lunch, and while waiting for the 
second whistle, fell into talking 
about Easter, 

"'Easter," broke in one of the 

© younger workman rather flippantly 


with no evident pretention to 
thoughtfulness. — ''Easter is just 
good for women to show their new 
hats in churches and оп the board- 
walk at Atlantic City " “Yes,” 
chimed in another, “апа it is also 
to the interest of department stores 
and florists to keep it up.” “І heard 
a man say," another workman 
spoke up, ''that Easter was a 
heathen custom; he said something 
about a goddess by that name.” 
“You fellows have got it all mixed 
up,” at last remarked the oldest of 
the group who bore a thoughtful 
face, "Easter is the festival of our 
Lord's resurrection from the earliest 
time of the Christian Church. The 
Saxons had a spring festival in 
honor of their goddess Eostre, 
according to an early English 
writer, and when Christianity was 
introduced among them they natur- 
ally transferred the name of their 
spring festival to the feast of the 
resurrection, and this is the way 
the English speaking people, and 
their kindred peoples, came to the 
name Easter. But if you really 
want to know the origin of Easter, 
its substance and not its name, go 
to the New "Testament as honest 
men, and read carefully the story 
of Jesus Christ and the Epistles of 
St. Paul and the other Epistles, 
and you will find it harder to dis- 
believe them than to believe them. 
Spring time is but a symbol, a 
reminder, of the real meaning of 
Easter. The resurrection of our 
Lord is our assurance of the im- 
mortality, of our souls. Do you 
ever think of what this means to us 
and to mankind? Let me give you 
an example from my experience. 
Fifteen years ago to-day my boy 
Charles was snatched away almost 
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from mv arms by ernel death, He 
was mv only child, and a more 
promising voung man I have never 
known. My wife and I lived for 
him. And when he had gone we 
felt our life had gone. The world 
to us became suddenly dark as if 
the sun had been taken out of the 
heavens. J wished I were dead. 
The kindly words of comforting 
friends seemed to mock my sorrow. 
Isat at the funeral with my heart 
turned into stone, and I could not 
weep. It was inexpressible agony, 
Suddenly I heard the voice of the 
Minister, and the words he read 
seemed to me coming from heaven 
like a ray of light, sweet and com- 
forting, and [ could weep, And 
these were the words: "I am the 
resurrection and the life, saith the 
Lord: he that believeth in me, 
though he were dead, yet shall he 
live: and whosoever liveth and be- 
lieveth in me, shall never die.” 
Can you imagine what this meant 
to me? My Charlie was a believer 
in Christ; and my heart cried out 
to God: ‘Lord I belizve, help Thou 
mine unbelief.” From that moment 
my agony was broken, and I could 
weep for my son, but no more like 
aman without hope. My sadness 
has sweetened into deep joy with 
the coming and going of each 
Easter, the feast of the r surrection 
for [ believe every word of our 
Lord Jesus Christ to be true. None 
but thoughtless and sinful men dis- 
regard Him, As a rule the wisest, 
and pnrest, and best men and 
women believe in the immortality 
of the soul. The trouble with so 
many of our fellows is that they 
try to avoid the company of such 
men and women. Do they go to 
hear the best peachers? Do they 


go to hear the best lecturers? Do 
they go to see the best plays? Do 
they seek to read the best books ? 
Do thev read the cleanest news- 
papers? If they did, they would 
agree with me who through terrible 
affliction, thank God, have come to 
the real meaning of Easter "' The 
speaker was interrupted by the 
deafening whistle of the shop, and 
as each workman hastened to his 
post he muttered, "Joe is all right” 
For this was the name of the 
speaker.

Ou Easter Day there will be 
Holy Communion at 8 a. m.; Morn- 
ing Prayer, Sermon and Holy 
Communion at 10.30 a. m.; Sunday 
School Festival at 2 p. m. when 
the Lenten Offering of the children 
will be presented; and Evening 
Prayer and Sermon at 7.30. We 
feel that this Easter will bring 
mure joy to our congregation and 
friends than any Easter gone before.

WHEN THE DEVIL LAUGIIS 


Be not frightened, dear reader, 
at this uncanny subject; neither 
turn it into a passing jest; but 
rather learn thou wisdom from the 
great masters of mankind and from 
the Book of Life, The greatest 
minds, Dante, Milton, Goethe gave 
serious attention to the works of 
the devil in the life of men; and 
the Master Himself thought not 
Satan a mere fancy.

It 
js not a hearty laugh, because the 
devil has no heart; but it is a hollow 
mocking laugh. And he seems to 
laugh very much. There are so 
many things now-a-days which 
make him laugh. 

For instance; when people go 
to bed late Saturday night, and 
find themselves tired Sunday morn- 
ing, too tired to worship God. 

The devil laughs when Sunday 
newspapers are full with interesting 
items and very funny pictures; and 
when people think on Sunday of 
how hard they work the rest of the 
week. 

The devil laughs when the 
weather is threatening on the 
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Lord's day; and when people show 
politeness and fellowship to their 
friends on Sunday to such an ex- 
tent as to forget their politeness 
and love to God. 


The devil especially laughs 
when people call on a Minister in 
trouble and forget him in their 
prosperity; and when they give him 
a free ride to a funeral, and care 
not how he gets on between funerals; 
and when they make to him the 
promises which they do not intend 
to fulfill. 


The devil usually laughs when 
the collection plate is passed during 
the offertory, for there is usually 
some one in the congregation who 
makes the devil laugh. 


The devil laughs when a Sun- 
day School teacher finds it impossi- 
ble to be present at the post of duty 
or discovers that the task is too 
heavy.

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DECORATION DAY.

A little girl, hardly eight years of 
age} apparently heedless to what 
her older brother was telling his 
chum how he was to spend Deco- 
ration Day, suddenly turned to him 
with the question: “Harold, what 
is Decoration Бау?” Harold looked 
to his chum for help, as if taken by 
surprise; and waiting in vain he was 
much embarrassed. Doy as he was, 
he felt the absurdity of talking of 
his engagements on Decoration Day, 
not knowing its meaning. Rallying 
the best he could, for he was not 
to be bafiled by a little girl. he said 
with some hesitation: “Decoration 
Day is when people have a good 
time, ball games, and other sports, 
and everything.” Rather a vague 
definition of Decoration Day. Even 
Flossy felt its incompleteness, to 
say the least. So, with that irre- 
pressible desire to know, peculiar to 
the daughters of. Eve, she left her 
brother and turned to father who 
sat at the parlor window reading 
after his day's work, 

“Decoration Day." said the father 
kindly, putting the book aside, and 
drawing his child closer to him, 
“Decoration Day was first pro- 
claimed by General Logan, who was 
also the National Commander of 
the Grand. Army of the Republic, 
and was first observed May 30. 
1868, Tt was for the purpose of 
strewing with flowers and other- 
wise decorating the graves of com- 
rades who died in the Civil War, 


and whose bodies lie in almost every 
cemetery in the land. ‘They also 
strew flowers on the waters in 
memory of those who were buried 
in the sea. It is in memory of the 
brave men who died for the good 
of their country in battle, and also 
in memory of the brave who fought 
for principle and for right that their 
graves are decorated, and therefore 
it was called Decoration Day ; but 
now it is better known as Memorial 
Day. At first this only applied to 
soldiers; but gradually, and quite 
reasonably, the people made it a day 
on which we honor the memory of 
all our dear ones who have gone 
before us, and whose bodies are re- 
turned to mother earth. 
decorate the graves we really do so 
îm sweet memory of them that are 
with God in heaven, Therefore 
Memorial Day is the better name. 
Baseball, sports and things of 
amusement have nothing to do with 
Memorial Day. They are like the 
weeds which grow up naturally in 
an uncultivated garden, They do 
not belong there, vet they are there, 
through carelessness or thoughtless- 
ness; just as fashion has invaded 
our Easter Day, and the noise of 
fire crackers in drowning the voice 
of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence’? Evidently the father’s train 
of thought had carried him beyond 
the grasp of his little girl, for she 
stopped him with this question: 
“You say that it is good to remem- 
ber our dear ones. Why do we not 
remember our Lord; is He not dear 
to us? I heard our minister preach 
last Sunday, and he said that com- 
ing to Holy Communion is to re- 
member our Lord's suffering on the 
Cross for our good, and that Com- 


munion Day is our Memorial Day 


While we’ 
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to our Lord, and that Sunday news- 
papers, and other amusements have 
nothing to do with the observance 
of the Lord's Day. Are they also 
the weeds permitted to grow up in 
the garden through carelessness or 
thoughtlessness, papa?" Now it 
was the father's turn to become 
embarrassed; but he got out of the 
difficulty by telling Flossy to better 
go and help mother finish doing the 
dishes in the kitchen, and be a good 
girl; and himself took up his book 
as before. 


CONFIRMATION. 


The Right Rev. Frederick J. 
Kinsman, D.D., Bishop of Dela- 
ware, will administer the rite of 
Confirmation, or as the Bible calls 
it, the Laying on of Hands, Sunday 
evening, June 11, to those who wish 
to receive it.

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WASTED ENERGY. 


Dang! It was the report of a 
cannon firecracker, It startled the 
whole congregation. It broke into 
the sermon of the preacher, who 
nearly lost the train of thought. It 
racked the nerves of Mrs. Smith in 
her chair on the porch just across 
the street. It waked the sick child 
in her lap with a painful cry. It 
blew а hard-earned nickel into 
nothing. It left a disagreeable odor 
behind it; and shattered the hand 
of the boy who set it off. It brought 
the ambulance, hitched to two 
horses, with a driver and two big 
policemen, And it made the work 
of the hospital staff harder. But 
it did one good thing. It set in 
motion the brains of two working- 
men in the neighborhood. 


“Charlie,” said one to the other, 
thoughtfully, “that shattered, black- 
ened, empty firecracker reminds me 

/ of Billy Snow as he is to-day. Т 
remember when he was like the 
firecracker, before the explosion, 
full of energy. Just think what 
good this stored-up power in the 
firecracker might have done, if it 
were well directed. It might have 
helped in the stone quarry for 
building purposes. Tt might have 
helped to put out forest fires. I 
am told that thev are using powder 
їп extensive plowing, or stump 
clearing for wheat and corn fields, 
and many other useful enterprises. 
Just think what havoc it plays when 


misdirected. A sermon which I 
heard an Episcopal clergyman 
preach years ago comes to my 
mind now, He said that God made 
man with desires and strong pas- 
sions; that these passions are the 
motive power just as the fire in the 
furnace and the steam in the en- 
gine are the powers which move 
the wheels of the machines which „© 
make things.

Now, that | am 
getting on in years ] can see how 
true the sermon was. I know not but 
it might have helped me; for we all 
when young tread on dangerous 
ground; and this sermon might 
have kept me away from a venture 
that would have ruined myself and 
family, I might have shared with 
Billy Snow his lot. This might 
have easily happened if I had spent 
that Sunday evening, with Billy 
Snow instead of in church listen- 
ing to the sermon, to the reading of 
the Scriptures, and the singing of 
the Hymns. I begin to see what 
the preachers mean by the word 
Salvation. Billy Snow was brighter 
than I. He had a larger capacity ` 
than I have for making good wages. 
1 am not a saint; I could have done 
still better, and would have had 
much less to regret; but the home 
that I have, with one girl in the 
high school, and a boy studying 
civil enzineering, and mv youngest 
taking piano lessons, I think I owe 
all these to the influence of the 
Church, There is not a more Chris- 
tian woman than my wife.

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OUR MEN'S BIBLE CLASS. 


A trolley car is the most inter- 
esting place for variety, variety of 
personality, variety of taste, of con- 
versation, variety of thought and 
ambition, And the motion of the 
car adds so much reality to the oc- 
casion, since the people in the car 
are travelers in more than one 
sense, Part of their lives is spent 
in the trolley car. It is not only, 
therefore, a mere trolley ride, but 
also a ride in the pilgrimage of 
life. 

‘There is the mother bent over 
her babe, bound for the hospital. 
"There is the minister going on er- 
rands of mercy and benevolence. 
There is the man with innocent 
face, but who would not his friends 
know whither he is going, and the 
ohiect of his going. What a spec- 
tacle a crowded car must be in the 
eyes of Him who sees and hears 
everything! A car full of people 
is almost a little world in itself. 

There sat one day а well-groom- 
ed man past forty reading a letter 
in a woman's up-to-date handwrit- 
ing of the fashionable sort. Dv 
mere chance it caught the eye of 
the Visitor, who being two seats 
back, innocently thought it ап op- 
portunity to test his eyesight. He 
read one sentence, and out of mod- 
esty turned awav his face with 
heartfelt утрау for the un- 
known writer. For the sentence 
ran thus: "T do want you to make 
me feel that T can trust you.” Tt 
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is the woman's cry since the fall 
of Adam, mused the Visrror. 


But his musings were interrupted 
by a conversation of two workmen 
on their way home from the ma- 
"hine shop, who sat just back of 
him. 


“What sort of a thing is a Bible 
Class? I hear so much talk about 
St. Georges Men's Bible Class. 
You are a member of it, are you 
not?" “Yes, I am, Dill," was the 
answer, “but I do not know that 
I can exactly tell you what a Bible 
Class is. From what I can gather 
I should say it is a place where you 
learn something of real life—what 
it is, and how to value it, and how 
to make the best of it." 


"You are not joking, are you?" 
asked Dill. rather surprised. “What 
has the Dible to do with real life? 
It is but a book. Our life is 
learned by hard experience. If 
you are not a practical man you do 
not get alone in this world." “That 
is just it, Bill; that is just the rea- 
son why so many men don't get 
along well in this world, and do 
not make the best of their lives; 
because they are not practical 
enough: thev do mot study the 
Зоок of Life, the Book which re- 
veals to men, the truly practical 
way of living. Dill, you know how 
T need. to talk about the Bible. 
Perhaps the keenest pleasure for 
me was fo tease old Jones ahout 
the foolishness and impracticability 
of the Bible. Well, it was rather 
foolish, and seemed impracticable 
the wav he handled the Bible; and 
no wonder so many men are turned 
away from the Bible because of 
its misrepresentation by well-mean- 
ing men like Jones. Tt reminds 


me of a mower my father had on 
his farm and which he did not 
understand, and after he and some 
of his neighbors got through tink- 
ering with it, it was put away as a 
useless thing and a fraud; until 
one day a machinist came along. 
put things in their proper places, 
and the mower proved the best in 
the county. That was before I 
knew anything about machinery. 
iut I heard father talk about it, 
and I cannot help think of my 
father's experience with the mower 
every time I see, on the one hand, 
some ignorant man setting himself 
un to explain the Bible, and others 
sliehting it as impracticable, on the 
other hand. 


“This I find to be true, Bill, that 
there is an enormous difference be- 
tween good men who are well 
versed in the Bible, and good men 
who are not ; just as there is much 
d'fference hetween the men in our 
shop who know well the make-up 
of their machines, and those who do 
not, thoneh thev all may run them 
alike. "The difference may not he 
seen while the machines run well, 
but in case of trouble you can 
easily see the difference between 
the man who knows all the ins and 
onts of his machine and the man 
who merely, as it were, turns the 
crank, Now, in a large sense, we 
are all mechanics workine under 
the great Foreman we call God. 
The world is our machine. Or, to 
make it clearer, the world is the 
machine shop, and life with its 
opportunities is our machine which 
everv one of us is to rmn to get 
the best results. The Bible is the 
only guide-book. the text-book, 
which tells us all about this ma- 


chine in all its details. Some men, 
too many of them, go into a shop, 
take hold of a machine, run it with- 
out taking the trouble of under- 
standing it, and you know what 
һарре The few study the ma- 
chine carefully and read the text- 
book on the subject. They are the 
most practical men, you will admit. 
More and more men are beginning 
to realize the need of knowing life 
—the life which they were placed 
on earth to live. More and more 
men are becoming aware of the 
danger of being nYsled through 
ignorance and lose the only chance 
they have on this earth. This is 
the reason why men talk so much 
about the Bible now. At the bot- 
tom men love truth rather than 
falsehood. Our Bible Class teaches 
the truths of life, how to value it, 
and how to make the best of it. 

"I do not know whether I have 
made it clear to you or not, but I 
am positive that vou will under- 
stand me better if you attend one 
or more of our Dible Class meet- 
ings. We meet on the second floor 
of St. George's Parish House at 9 
o'clock every Sunday morning. 

“I shall be there next Sunday 
morning,” said Bill, in accent of 
determination. And the Visrror, 
who heard it with deep satisfaction, 
muttered to himself: “This makes 
thirty-two.”

THE SOUL, 


“Is it not very strange, Lill, to 
be struck suddenly by a thought 
which sets your heart aflame and 
transforms the world about you?’ 
Thus began Charlie to his close 
companion on their way from the 
shop. Lill loved to hear Charlie 
talk in his serious moments, he 
therefore remained silent. After a 
pause Charlie continued. “The 
other Sunday I happened to pass 
the Episcopal church. The doors 
were open, and I could hear dis- 
tinctly the text given out by the 


minister, who was about to begin 
his sermon; ‘What shall it profit a 
man if he gain the whole world, 
and lose his own soul?” The word 
soul sank deeply into my mind and 
stirred my heart. Now, I have 
heard this word hundreds of times, 
but never before did it pierce me 
so strangely. It never occurred to 
me before to find out the meaning 
of the word and how people ever 
came to it. People, you know, 
usually find words for thought and 
things which actually exist. There 
may be thoughts and things in ex- 
istence which have not yet been ex- 
pressed in words; but there is no 
such a thing as a word without a 
meaning. A word is a name for 
either a thought or a thing just as 


John and Smith are names of per- 
sons. l cannot conceive of the 
name John without a person behind 
it. This is true, and this truth came 
to me suddenly when the word soul 
sank deeper and deeper into my 
mind. 


“And when I begza to think on 
soul, other words came crowding 
one after another, such as God, sin, 
Satan, Saviour, Holy Ghost, Com- 
forter, forgiveness, love, brother- 
hood, Bible and many others. 


“But observe: never did these 
words come to me with such a force 
until the word soul took such a 
strange possession of me. 


“So there is a thing called soul, 
I said to myself, on which Christ, 
the Saviour, puts a higher value 
than on the whole world! 


"Is not this startling? 
“How can this thing be? 


“I will tell you, Bill. A man be- 
gins to be a man from the moment 
he becomes conscious that he has a 
soul to keep and to save. Before 
he recognizes this fact the world to 
him is but what a piece of cheese 
is to the rat, or a bale of hay to 
the horse, and ears of corn to the 
swine, The whole creation, himself 
included, is to him only worth as 
much as that which can satisfy his 
animal cravings. When they are 
satisfied the world may perish. Not 
so with the man who keeps his soul 
alive. Could any one convince you 
that a landscape is the same to a 
master painter or poct as it is to the 
cow that grazes on it? The world 
is much greater, and nobler, and 
fuller of meaning, and richer, and 
more enjoyable to the man with a 
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soul than to him who cares not for 
it. Now | know why Christ the 
Saviour puts such a high value on 
the human soul. It is worth more 
to us than the whole world, because 
it is only through the soul that we 
reach to a full appreciation of the 
universe.

THE NEW ENVELOPE 
SYSTEM. 

Now that we are approaching 
nearer and nearer the shape of a 
regularly constituted parish, it is 
absolutely necessary to have a well- 
regulated system `of contribution 
towards the support of the church, 

Every congregation is required to 


give a stated sum to the work of 
missions, for the propagation of the 
Gospel among those who have never 
heard it, as well as among those 
who need it in our own land. St, 
George's is required to give for 
purposes outside of the parish $175. 
This we must raise besides what we 
need to meet our own expenses. 
This we can easily do if every one 
of us will give what he or she can 
conveniently give. But it must be 
regularly to make it convenient. 


Beginning with October 1, there- 
fore, we shall have adopted the 
double envelope system. In other 
words, each envelope will have two 
pockets, one for the regular weekly 
contribution and the other for 
missions. 

Your contributions towards mis- 
sions wiil be whatever you feel able 
to give. There is many a penny 
which can be laid aside for missions 
without missing it. 


Nearly all of us need to learn 
the lesson of giving. Like all other 
lessons of life, the lesson of giving 
is hard and laborious in the begin- 
ning, But after some perseverance 
and repeated effort giving becomes 
easier and easier, and in the end it 
is found a source of deepest joy. 
It is not only for the sake of the 
church that we need practice in 
giving, but for our own sakes. We 
get more pleasure out of life in the 
long run. 

If you truly love your children, 
teach them to give, for by thus do- 
ing you will bring up a generation 
of unselfish sons and daughters, the 
joy of fathers and mothers. And a 
community of unselfish people is the 
best community to live among. 

To what better object can we 


learn to give than to the object of 
our Lord Jesus who gave llimself 
tor us that we might know how to 
live?

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Mr. Atkins, in charge of the Old 
Chapel Venango, is to have a men's 
rally for the purpose of organizing 
a Drexel-Biddle Bible Class in the 
Chapel also some time this month.

On October 7 a Men's Rally for 
the same purpose will take place at 
the Church of the Messiah, Hunt- 
ingdon and Thompson streets, at 
which our Bible Class will be pres- 
ent in union with other Drexel- 
Biddle Bible Classes.

The doing away 
with the posts and the addition of 
the maple floor will add to the at- 
tractiveness of the room, Put we 
want something that will give it a 
splendor, and this is electric light- 
ing. The improvement costing 
$1,200 is a gift to us from a friend 
of St. George's; but the electric 
lighting we should work for our- 
selves. To equip the basement an 
Church room with electric lights 
will cost about $250, Is there any- 
thing better to work for than light! 
Contributions therefore are т 
order. 


We still maintain our store and 
the monthly rummage sales. It is 
a very useful agency for good in 
every direction. The store de- 
pends for goods entirely on the 
kindness of friends. We can use 
the things you can afford to spare 
to very good advantage. There- 
fore please send us boxes. 


“1 never realized,” said a good 
Woman, "the smallness of our con- 
tribution to the Church in compari- 
son with our other expenses for 
pleasure and comfort until I sat 
down one day to figure it out. Just 
think that a 25 cents weekly en- 
velope is but little over 3 cents a 
day; that a 15-cent weekly con- 
tribution is but 2 cents a day: a 
pledge of 10 cents is but a little 
over one cent a day, and 5 cents 
a week is but a fraction of a cent 
a day. It is only when we think 
of it that we become ashamed of 
ourselves that even these small 
nledges are not always kept. It is 
this shame that made it so easy 
for me to give to the Church, be- 
cause I determined to give regu- 
larly; and by giving regularly T 
could give most with least diffi- 
culty. I am no richer than other 
people; but I found it casier to 
give to the Church 25 cents a week 
regularly than to give irregularly 
at the rate of 5 cents a week. To 
be frank with you: the trouble is 
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not with our pockets as much as it 
is with our minds and hearts. 
When we think of the sacrifice of 
our Lord and Saviour and the 
needs of the Church to carry on 
His work it is not a hardship but 
a pleasure to lay aside a little day 
by day and week by week to sup- 
port respectably the Church to 
whom we look for consolation in 
our darkest moments, and on 
whom rests all that we hold dear 
in life. 

“Many, indeed, think of being 
happy with God in heaven, but the 
being happy with God on earth 
never enters their thoughts. 

"What we are is God's gift to 
us; 
"What we make of ourselves is 
our gift to God."

Just now 
we hear the stately and martial 
notes of the horn rising above all 
others stirring our heart by its 
ADVENT message, the coming of 
the Lord! Soon the whole heav- 
enly orchestra will burst forth in 
the joy of Christmas: "Glory to 
God in the highest, and on earth 
peace among men in whom He is 
well pleased.” А 

Ah, dear reader, is not your heart 
a world by itself, a microcosm, a 
little world, in which the big uni- 
verse we live in is summed up? 
15 not your hear: a little world in 
which your soul dwells? Was it 
not brought into existence for a 
noble purpose? Is not the very 
foundation of your world justice, 
morality and sweet reasonableness? 
Is it not Faith, Hope and Love? 
Does not your soul glory in these 


things? 15 it not longing for the 
noblest and the best? Yet, as in 
the big world, so in the little uni- 
verse there are other forces, pas- 
sions, desires, which clamor for 
unbridled, undisciplined, — rio‘ous 
play. Look to your heart. Is there 
not a court of justice there pre- 
sided over by Conscience? Are

We have no right to dis- 
pute their word or change their 
metho:ls. Moreover, we know that 
Confirmation is a help to the soul 
to maintain i's freedom from the 
bondage of sin; and that it is a 
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real help, and not an imaginary 
one. But it is a help which oniy 
comes to him who seeks it. Will 
you not, dear reader, join our Con- 
firmation Class, and receive freely 
the blessing which you need and 
which the Church freely gives? And 
thus will you heed truly ihe Ad- 
vent message, which calls upon us 
to make ready the way of the Lord.

Here is a whole year before 
us brimful of promise not only of 
new occasions and new duties, but 
also of opportunities to transform 
the dead past into a living future. 
Is not experience the best teacher 
when well heeded? Is it not the 
love of God which gives us new

What more than this can a father 
offer his children; and what more 
can self-respecting children expect 
from a loving father? We wish to 
be neither paupers nor puppets. 
We want no charity. We want an- 
other chance to work.

and you have the first choice. Take 
care to choose well. De guided by 
your own mistakes and the errors 
of others. Choose as if it were 
your only chance; for there may 
not be another opportunity. 


If you have wandered away from 
the Lord's Table; and your faith is 
grown cold and your heart also in 
consequence; if you have forgotten 
to pray, and hope is fading: or if 
excessive gratification of self has 
starved your sympathies for others, 
and love is dying; behold, the New 
Year opens to you the Church 
doors. Come, and take freely the 
life-giving fire from the Altar, and 
rekindle the dving embers in your 
heart, that faith, hope and love— 
the life-giving virtues of our pro- 
fession — may burn brightly as 
lamps iu the temple of God. The 
New Year is your opportunity! 
May it be, indeed, a happy New 
Year to you. :

TO WHOM SHALL WE GO? 


Charlie and John are two self- 
respecting working men. They are 
not yet past middle age; but they 
have reached the stage of life's 
journey when men, not depraved, 
begin to think more seriously and 
more honestly, Charlie and John 
work in the same shop and at the 
same trade, Their wages have en- 
abled them not only to keep the wolf 
from the door, but through the 
good housekeeping and wise econ- 
omy of their intelligent, clean, and 
faithful wives they have been able 
to add, from time to time, to do- 
mestic comfort until their homes 
have become very pleasant places 
to live in, and the delight of the 
visitor, .\ home like one of these. 
with father, mother and two chil- 
dren, and with peace in the family, 
is sweet home indeed; and there is 
nothing like it. 

Charlie and John would not pass 
in the world for pious men. They 
have never made themselves ob- 
noxious by flaunting their religion 
in the face of their fellows, but 
they come from good Christian 
homes, Their mothers especially 
would be regarded by all the 
neighbors as good Christian wo- 
men, with intense love for their 
homes, their children and their 
Church. Their fathers, though not 
so demonstrative in Church loval- 
ty, would be generally considered 
men of sterling quality, who recog- 


nize the value of Sunday School 
and Church for their children; 
and, though themselves quite fre- 
quently absent from Church ser 
ices would, in case of a fight, give 
their lives for the Church. 

Now, it would be very strange if, 
coming from such homes, Charlie 
and John did not inherit some, at 
least, of the best qualities of their 
parents; or, having been brought up 
by such fathers and mothers, it 
would be indeed strange if Charlie 
and John were not largely influ- 
enced, not only by their home 
training, but also by the instru 
tions they had received in Sunday 
School and Church. to which their 
parents many a time made them 
go as long as parental contro! 
lasted. 


Now Charlie and John are them- 
selves fathers, heads of families. 
Fortunately for them both, that 
throughout all that period of boy- 
hood which is fraught with mi 
chief and danger to characte 
whether in the "gang" on the street 
corner, in the pool room, or per- 
haps a saloon, or a moving-picture 
show. or a cheap vaudeville. Char- 
lie and John, unlike some of their 
companions, retained the good 
qualities which they had inherited, 
and the impressions of their early 
religious training; although these 
good traits seemed at times ob- 
scured through the influence of de- 
praved fellows. The crowd does 
not tolerate exceptions: and a bad 
crowd will appoint itself a commit- 
tee of the devil, and work hard to 


the end that none of the crowd 
remain good. Just as rotten apples 
work on good apples. The best 
way for a young man to keep out 
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of danger, or save himself, is to 
leave the crowd; this is not 
always easy to do. Not everybody 
can bear the jeers of the mocking 
crowd. Only Ch could do this 
and men who are trying to imitate 
lim. But most men imagine it 
either inexpedient or impossible, 
» Charlie and John resorted to 
their own tric They tolerate] 
profanity in their comrades, though 
i repulsive to them. They 
tacitly smiled at the smutty jokes, 
though they heartily despised the 
jokers, and always managed to stir 
clear from anything that might 
stain seriously body and soul. No 
wonder that Charlie and John, 
though when they came to the shop 
were strangers, were attracted to 
each other bv common experience 
and common taste. 


Now. when the twelve o'clock 
whistle blows they can be seen 
usually together over their lunches 
holding, now and then, quite a seri 


ri- 
ous conversation; pleasantly indif- 
ferent to a. gibe flung at them now 
and then by those who find pleas- 
ure in shocking, by their godless- 
ness, the decency of their betters: 
or in showing themselves worse 
than they really are. 


at one of these half-hour 
s that Charlie confided to 
John something which he had dis- 
covered the Sunday before in read- 
ing the Bible. He was reading the 
sivth chapter of St. John, where 
it is recorded that at some sayings 
of our Lord many of His disciples 
left Iim. and "walked no more 
with Him." “Jesus said therefore 
unto the twelve, ‘Would ve also g9 
away?’ Simon Peter answered 
Him: ‘Lord, to whom shall we 


go? Thou hast the words of eter- 
nal life.’ " 


“I tell you, John," said Charlie, 
“St. Peter knew what he was talk- 
ing about. Yes, to whom shall we 
Bo for enlightenment. Who can 
Lest settle our social problems? In 
what book, in what philosopher, in 
what labor leader or political ag 
tator can we find the remedy that 
will surely go a long ways to rid 
us from so many social woes? The 
Golden Rule has never been tried. 
| believe, with Bishop Rhineland- 
er, that what we all need is greater 
confidence which comes from 
firm faith in Christ as our Lord, 
and the joy which comes from help- 
ing in enthroning Christ in the 
heart of all men." Jolm agreed 
with Charlie, and as he was about 
to comment the whistle blew again, 
and they were lost in the crowd 
hastening to their work,

While rejoicing in our own 
growth, we also rejoice in the pros- 
perity of our next-door neighbor, 
the Richmond Branch of the Free 
Library. Our Richmond people 
are not only fortunate in getting 
the library, but in getting also a 
librarian who not only loves the 
work, but knows how to do it. 
During the year just past there has 
been an increase in circulation of 
more than 10,000 hooks, the total 
being 66,145 for 1911. The cir- 
culation of children’s books for 
1911 numbered 30.784, against 27,- 
023 for the preceding year; 104,- 
577 persons visited the library last 
year, about 16,000 more than the 
year before. Our people should 
know the names of the good and 
faithful work in their library: 
Misses Nellie E. Leaming, chief: 
Julia Thompson, first assistant an 
m charge of the Children’s Depart- 
ment; Gertrude Work, Christina 
ud, Mary Ternen, Mary 
and, ос mally, Па 
Widmer, who is an able substitute. 
Miss Leaming has organized also 
a Library Leaeue Lyceum of boys, 
two Library Leagues of bovs' and 
girls’ divisions, and the Knights of 
the Round Table, all numbering a 
membership of about 100 young 
peonle The “story hour" is at- 
tended by nearly 500 children in 
one day, which is considered to be 
the largest in the city. These fig- 
ures speak for themselves and for 
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the people in charge of the library 
for the getting of which St. 
George's Mission worked about 
three years. 


The Junior Auxiliary No, 1 has 
now a membership of twenty-two 
very lovely girls, ranging between 
13 and 15 years of age; a most in- 
teresting company in which there 
is no chance of getting the blues 
They are drilling for an entertain- 
ment for the benefit of the Church 
and at the same time thev are 
working for their specific object, 
which is Missions, Such girls, 
united together in the bond of 
peace and kindliness, are a bright 
jewel in the crown of St. George's. 


It may please the parents of our 
Sundav School children to know 
that there is а marked improve- 
ment in conduct and increase in 
numbers. At the last meeting of 


our Sunday Schocl Teachers’ In- 
stitute, January 28th, after the 
close of the Sunday School, the 
Secretary's comparative report 
showed an increase almost of one- 
third over the membership of the 
year before. The cficienev of our 
excellent staff of teachers has in- 
creased seven-fold in all depart- 
ments. There is a marked im- 
provement in regularity of attend- 
ance and faithfulness on the part 
of officers and children. This is 
the secret of growth, The follow- 
ing classes have distinguished 
themselves for good conduct in 
order: Nos. 1, 10, 6, 4, 9, 2, 12 and 


14; for attendance, Nos. 6, 10, 2, 
9 and 14; for collection, Nos. 5 
and 1d. Most important of all is 
good conduct and faithful attend- 
ance. Our parents owe much to 
the teachers of their children to 
see that the work of the teacher is 
made as satisfactory as possible. 


Thank God that Ie hath heard 
the prayers of 1115 people for the 
recovery of Mr. А. J. Drexel-Bid- 
dle from his sickness. As we go 
to press the good news is that he 
is rapidly recovering. lIundreds 
of men will be glad to greet him 
at their Bible Classes, 


Dr. Lyman Abbott, editor of the 
Outlook, recently said: “It is to 
the Bible that I go for fundamentai 
principles which T wish to under- 
stand and apply to the various 
problems of life—social, political. 
ethical, individual, and spiritual; 
and to the Bible I look in the 
main for fundamental principles, 
whether my work is in the pulpit, 
on tbe nlatform, or in the editorial 
sanctum.”

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HE IS RISEN! 


Dear Parishioners :— 

This is my salutation to you, 
dear friends, in this season of 
great joy, and comfort, and hope. 
lt is the salutation of the whole 
creation. It meets us every- 
where and on every side. The 
things which seemed dead are 
alive again. The erstwhile dead 
earth throbs and quivers, and life 
is bursting forth in jets of vari- 
ous colors and beauty. The grave 
cannot hold it. Every blade of 
grass, and snowdrop, and crocus, 
and hyacinth, and myriads of oth- 
ers that follow, all greet us with 
the salutation “Ile is Risen!” 
They are all God's chorus which 
sings the song of the Resurrec- 
tion, They are all from the tini- 
est blade of grass to the biggest 
tree of the forest, the great pipe 
organ on which God plays the 
hymn of the Resurrection. 
"Christ the Lord is risen again; 

Christ has broken every chain." 

Easter is the divine proclama- 
tion of freedom; freedom from 
fear, freedom from anxiety, and 
freedom from death, or even the 
dread of it. For the sting of 
death is sin, The Christian needs 
have no fear of death. He whose 
heart is at one with Christ will 
fear no death, "Faithful is the 
saying: Jor if we died with Him, 
we shall also live with Him! if we 
endure, we shall also reign with 


lim." Death and the fear of 
death belong to them who deny 
lim. "For the law of the Spirit 
of life in Christ Jesus made me 
free from the law of sin and of 
death," This is St. Paul's testi- 
mony, and verifies in human ex- 
perience our Lord's own words: 
“If, therefore, the Son shall make 
you free, ye shall be free indeed.” 


May I remind уол, dear friends, 
that this is the eleventh Easter 
of my ministry among you? Start- 
ing with very little we have to- 
gether grown up to be a goodly 
company of God's family, and 
have reached a place of usefulness 
both to ourselves and others. To 
you, my faithful parishioners, is 
due all that has been done, and 
all that we have. We have labor- 
ed indeed, but our labor was not 
in vain. "Ye know that your la- 
bor is not in vain in the Lord." 
This is the secret of all worthy 
achievement, namely, when we 
strive in the Lord. It is the Eas- 
ter spirit that gives us hope, and 
comfort, and joy ; and it is to this 
spirit that we owe all that we 
have as a congregation. Doubt- 
less, our efforts have not always 
been sucessful. We have failed 
in many things; the things we 
have left undone; but we have 
succeeded insofar as we have la- 
bored in the Lord. If we have 
failed in anything, it was when we 
failed to labor in the Lord. There 
is nothing impossible with God. 
We are always strong, and can 
do anything by the power of His 
might: but the difficulties grow, 
and the burden becomes heavy 
when this power is lacking. It is 
for this reason that I have never 
ceased preaching to you the mes- 
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sage of the Resurrection. For it 
15 a message, if heartily accepted, 
that breaks the chains which keep 
us from doing the thinks we ought 
to do. It is the message, if heart- 
ily accepted, that sets us free to 
act as we would, from death unto 
life. 

Happy is the congregation who 
have the Easter spirit in their cor- 
porate life. For it is the spirit 
which works a continuous proc- 
ess of resurrection; it is the mis- 
sionary spirit. No hand can keep 
such a congregation from grow- 
ing. For they are free to act for 
God and теп. [n a Church like 
this. the pews are seldom empty 
for any reason or another; the 
Sunday School is well manned; 
the classes are full; and the body 
of Christ, which is the Church, is 
growing íreely day by day into 
the likeness of its founder in the 
knowledge of whom standeth our 
eternal life, whose service is per- 
fect freedom. May the Easter 
spirit abide with us all; and may 
it continue to be the means of 
freeing us from anything which 
may hinder our progress. May 
we never cease to grow; and may 
the Easter spirit, the missionary 
svirit, the spirit of the Resurrec- 
tion be ours for evermore.

it is YOU, and no other. 
Who is it, if it is not you? Do 
you know of any one of whom you 
are more conscious than of your- 
self? Do you know of any one 
who is more important than your- 
self? Do you not find it very dif- 
ficult to think that your place 
might be filled better by another? 
You, and you alone, are the prin- 
cipal factor in life; all others are 
the lesser lights, so to speak, 
which revolve around the sun, 
which is you. You are the star 
on the stage of life. Yon cannot 
efface yourself even if you try. 
You are indestructible. You live 
both in evil deeds and in good 
deeds; in the place of torment or 
in paradise; but you live and are 
conscious of your being. Even if 
you lose yourself in love for others 
you find yourself. Thus in selfish 
life and in the Christian life you 
are you, and no other. 

Now, this is a fact which is good 
to take to heart seriously. You 
must not, you dare not, deny your- 
self. The moment you attempt 
this, you do yourself violence. 
You raise up contradiction; you 
cause confusion; you break the 
harmony of your own life, and 
you ‘give pain to others. 

To come to the point; the claims 
for your superiority are valid. 
God Himself has established them. 
You have intellect ; you have noble 


ee 


ou can think and reason ; 
you can change and make things; 
you have high aspirations and the 
power to inspire others. You can 
laugh and you can weep, and you 
can make others do either of these, 
You hold the key to both joy and 
sorrow. There is nothing too low 
or too high for you. You can love 
and hate with a passion that 
passes man's understanding. Your 
heart yearns for the beauty of 
holiness. Greater claims for su- 
periority than these there are 
none. In your social sphere you 
are as the sun in its universe. capa- 
ble of sending out light and life 
to everything around it. What 
would happen if the sun denied 
itself? If it ceased to perform the 
function for which it was created? 
And what actually happens when 
you deny, or forget, yourself in the 
performance of your high offices 
for which you were created? You 
cannot conceive of the sun stop- 
ping, even for a moment, to find 
fault with the faults of lesser stars, 
or criticise the spots on other 
suns. The character of the sun, 
as well as the welfare of the uni- 
verse, whose life it is, forbid even 
the thought of it. So does your 
character and the welíare of the 
community in which you shine for- 
bid you, if you are true to vour- 
self, from stopping even for a 
moment your lieht. To stop your 
own light in the effort of finding 
fault with the lieht of others is 
to deny yourself; and in thus 
denying vourself you do violence 
to yourself and give pain to others 
The world in which you move is 
not perfect. There are all kinds 
of deadly germs and diverse dis- 
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сахех; but science shows you that 
light and not darkness kills the 
deadly germs and he diverse 
diseases. It is the light of your own 
superior character and life which is 
the only effectual remedy for the 
imperfections of others: “Let 
your light so shine before men, 
that they may see your good 
works, and glorify your Father 
which is in heaven.” Let it shine 
continually without any interrup- 
tion. l'or the moment it ceases 
to shine there is darkness, and 
darkness is productive of evil. 
The mischief is done during the 
interruption. 

Our house is so arranged that 
it takes every moment of our time 
to keep it in order. We can cast 
a stone, or criticise the houses of 


. others, only at the expense of the 


order of our own house. lt is in- 
tended that each one order his 
ewn life well, and by doing this 
he sball help others do the same. 
There is no virtue in judging 
others. Do we live up to the 
standard we are tempted to set 
for others? Every time we cast 
an eve on the faults of others we 
take it away from our own with 
fatal results to ourselves. 

At the I ast Supper of our Lord 
with His disciples, as recorded in 
St. Matthew's Gospel. “He said, 
Verily I say unto you, that one of 
you shall betray Me. Ard they 
were exceedingly sorrowful, and 
began to say unto Him every one, 
Is it I, Lord?" This is the best 
evidence of their admirable char- 
acters. Instead of turning their 
searchliehts on each other, they 
turned it each on himself. If we 
think that our Lord is being be- 
trayed to-day by neglect of the 


Church, by indifference to His 
Ordinances, or Sacraments; if we 
think that Пе is being betrayed 
by readiness to pass by, or give 
up, Opportunities for doing the 
work Ме set before us to do, we 
ought, in common sens 
estv, first ask, "Is it I, Lord 
l'erhaps if this question. is hon- 
estly answered there will be no 
need of going any further.

THE MINISTER'S DREAM. 


Tt was Monday, after Whitsun- 
day, late in the afternoon that the 
Minister in the village of Hope- 
town, returned to his room tired 
and fagged out. He had been 
visiting, The night before he went 
to his bed with a heavy heart, made 
heavy by disappointment in the 
number of people attending the 
Church Services on Whitsunday. 
In the morning on leaving the 
breakfast table, he found waiting 
for him a woman humbly clad and 
in tears. Her boy was in trouble. 
He fell into temptation, and was 
hard pressed in consequence. It 
made the Minister's heart sad, АП 
the day he went about on some 
errand of helpfulness. [le visited 
at the hospital and at the homes 
of the sick and the sorrowful. He 
listened to many tales of woe; and 
his sympathetic heart grew sick. 
And.though sick at heart he durst 
not show it in his face. Thus de- 
pressed by a feeling of helplessness 
he threw himself on the couch as 
soon as he entered his room late 
that afternoon, and in a moment he 
was dreaming. 

He dreamed it was Whitsunday 
earlv in the morning; and he was 
making readv for the earlv celebra- 
tion of the Holy Communion, won- 
dering how many to provide for. 
The sky was clear; and the golden 
ravs of the rising sun threw a gold- 
en light on everything they touche:l. 


The Minister felt the quiet beauty 
of holiness which was stirring his 
soul, and he thought of the great 
event, of the coming down of the 
Holy Ghost upon the first Church 
at Jerusalem, the event which he 
and his congregation were to com- 
memorate that day; and he mutter- 
ed a prayer that many might come. 


Softly the church door opened and 
closed, oftener and oftener as the 
hour of service was drawing nigh. 
His heart was filled with joy as he 
saw men and women, young and 
old, coming in with heads bowed in 
reverence, and kneeling in silent 
prayer. The church was half full. 
It was a glorious celebration, In- 
stantly the vision changed, and he 
found himself addressing the Men's 
Bible Class, sixty-five strong, on 
the lesson of the day, “The power 
of the Holy Ghost ;" the men listen- 
ing eagerly and being deenly im- 
pressed. By some mysterious and 
sudden change so natural in a 
dream. the Minister saw himself 
preaching at the second morning 
service to a congregation which 
filled the Church. The peonle came 
to celebrate. the great Christian 
festival, Whitsunday, in a Christian 
fashion. The choir was there in full 
number: and.the Minister thought 
he never heard them sing so heauti- 
fully. He knew that the hymns 
and anthems which the choir sang 
lifted un the hearts of the whole 
congregation because they were 
sung earnestly and heartily to the 
glory of God. Tis own heart was 
so filled with the Holy Snirit and 
with jov that his sermon was like a 
message from above, and his words 
fell uon the hearts of the peonle 
with healing in their wings, They

all went home greatly edified, and 
carried away with them a happiness 
and peace which pass man's under- 
standing; for both husbands and 
wives sat in the pews with their 
children between them, and all 
worshipped God together like one 
big family, and more than two- 
thirds of the Men's Bible Class par- 
took of the Holy Communion. 
And while the Minister was re- 
joicmg, and thinking that day the 
happiest in his life, he suddenly 
stood before the Sunday School 
with every teacher and officer at 
his post; and the children in the 
best order cager to answer the ques- 
tions which he put to them on the 
lesson of the day, "The Holy Ghost 
the Comforter.” What devotion, and 
what loyalty to the Church! As 
he thought of this with a joyful 
heart there passed before him as 
if in panorama all the societies and 
guilds of the Church at work. 
Each society was busily engaged 
in its particular activity; with 
hearts beating with love for the 
Church and for one another. They 
were all well attended, well offi- 
cered, and well equipped. The 
spirit of harmony and brotherhood 
pervaded them all. And while they 
varied in occupation, work or plav, 
they all worked to the same end, 
namely, the building up of the 
Kingdom of God. The last in the 
panorama was the union meeting 
of all the societies and the families 
of the parish, Here it was, when 
all the people came to hear each 
other's progress in the work for 
the Church, Each society admired 
and cheered the work of the other, 
and each determined to excel the 


other in good works. The prevail- 


ing harmony and fellowship was 
catching, and the big audience of 
mcn, women and children became 
as оле large family; and when the 
doxology was sung at the close of 
the meeting the Minister's heart 
was aching with joy, and he awoke; 
and beholl, it was a dream! “Yes, 
a dream,” he muttered to himself; 
Lut one which by God's grace 1 
shall give my life to realize; and if 
I fail, some other Minister will take 
up the task until it is a dream no 
more. May God open the eyes of 
the people to their possib s, to 
what they can do if they would.” 


CONFIRMATION, 

For the last few years our Con- 
firmation classes have been quite 
creditable to our Church, and our 
congregation has grown to the pres- 
ent size out of these Confirmation 
classes. Last year twenty-nine men 
and twenty-nine women have been 
a^ ded to our numbers by Confirma- 
tion. What this year will bring we 
can not tell, But we know that if 
we a'l pray and work for a large 
Confirmaticn Class it will be real- 
ized. The Minister will be glad to 
receive the names of those who are 
thinking of Confirmation. Mean- 
time he prays fervently that there 
he many who are thinking of it; 
for he is convinced that when a 
person thinks of it, he will find it 
not only reasonable but most help- 
ful in his efforts to live a Christian 
life. Our authority for this is the 
Bible, and the practice of the 
Apostles.

But, above all, the 
general atmosphere; it is charm- 
ine. You just cannot help feel 
happy. It was like a large family 
of four hundred people or more. 
Everybody is your friend, anxious 
to please you. This Drexel-Did- 
dle Bible Class movement is a 
great thing. You remember how we 
spent our Fourth last year. Of 
course, we meant wel. We 
thoueht we had а good time; and 
we tried our best to make ourselves 
believe that we had a good time. 
Зиг, oh. when it was over! No 
such a feeling to-day. T think I 
see the light. Tt is the licht of the 
rising «ип. T understand now what 
the Піе means when it says:

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BLOCK PARTY. 


In this progressive age when 
people walk as if to catch the last 
ferryboat; and things come and go 
in succession like the figures dis- 
played on an alternating electric 
sign, winkingly; and events tumble 
one after another like children on 
a sliding board, it is no wonder that 
there are people to-day who know 
not what a block party is. And yet 
it is a phenomenon, a social phe- 
nomenon, interwoven into the life 
of the people, and is therefore 
worthy of consideration, 

A block party is a free gathering 
of people, in the open, within a 
marked space on the street, blocked 
up as it were, given to entertain- 
ment and refreshment, for the bene- 
fit of some object of benevolence or 
charity, Most block parties, or 
street carnivals, if we may call 
them, are gotten up, and managed 
by church societies for the benefit 
of their respective churches. 


The usual equipment of a block 
party is a good supply of Japanese 
lanterns, strung on each side of the 
street, a string of electric lights is 
a great attraction; a big truck auto- 
mobile, a hay wagon, a street piano. 
or, as it is called, hurdy-gurdy, and 
decorated tables filled with good 
things of the season, and out of 
season; and last, but not least, men 
and women competent and willing 
to bear the brunt of the battle. For 
a block party is a battle, if life is 


a battle, and a block party is life. 
Init is reflected the whole of human 
activities and human moods. 


Every passion and every force of 
which men and women are capable 
in their social life is at play in a 
block party. What people are in 
other spheres of life they are also 
in a block party. As in life so in 
à block party, the great object is 
enjoyment. And it is in the pur- 
suit of the enjoyment which the 
block party offers that each indi- 
vidual lays bare the traits of his 
character. If a man is keen of eye 
and observant, and if he is not hyp- 
notized by the crowd, and if his 
heart beats in sympathy with the 
multitude, he ‘will be greatly 
Charmed by the infinite variety of 
color in human character displayed 
at a block party. 


As in life, so in a block party, the 
work which is involved in the en- 
joyment of the many falls heavily 
on the few. But they are the faith- 
ful few. Things are never gotten 
without pay. And if we get more 
than we pay for, the difference is 
made up by others. Others pay for 
us. The few pay for the many. 
This law is fixed; and it empha- 
sizes the fact that on earth we are 
mutually responsible for one an- 
other’s action or inaction. In 
short, it proclaims the brotherhood 
of men. Debt must be paid, and if 
we do not pay it. others are made 
to pay for us. The injustice is not 
in the law; but in those who by their 
delinauency compel their brothers 
to make it up for them. 


A block party, to be successful, 
therefore, must have the services of 
the faithful few; and blessed is the 
Church, or the community, who has 
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them. They are like the good father 
making up good-naturealy the defi- 
Cits or the prodigal son. Like the 
salt of the earth, we could not be 
without them. And blessed are 
they who have the honor of being 
counted among the few faithful. For 
from whom much is required, to 
him much is given, There is a deep 
satisfaction in the feeling that we 
are needed. It is not really a ques- 
tion of goodness, but of usefulness. 
Some are so good that they are 
good for nothing. But the faith- 
ful few are the useful ones. Their 
reward is great; for the same law 
which requires value for value 
guarantees to them in return with 
much increase the value they have 
given. llard is the work of the 
few in a block party; but when the 
task is over they have an everlast- 
ing fountain of joy in the good they 
have accomplished. Their work 
well done is a pleasant monument 
to look at, for it is an eloquent 
testimony to their nobility of char- 
acter,

We must consider well that St. 
George's excursions are gotten up 
principally for the benetit of the 
children. So great was their joy 
and enthusiasm over this picnic that 
they would think of no other place;

The Church also 
has profited financially more this 
year than at any excursion in the 
past.

If I have not visited you before, 
dear reader, I am glad to meet you 
now, for I have a message for you. 
lt is a most important message, be- 
cause it is fraught with interest 
which concerns yourself and those 
about you. In this, our life, there 
is no greater interest than that 
which concerns ourselves and our 
neighbors. For we and our neigh- 
bors are inseparable. For there is 
no good we can desire for our- 
selves in which our neighbor does 
not play a part. We cannot think 
of love, of joy, with no one else to 
share it, Robinson Crusoe could 
not be happy though he had the 
whole island to himself. And no 
one can be happy who, amidst his 
neighbors, attempts to live for him- 
self only, neither loving nor being 
loved, though he may own the whole 
world. Happy is he who has some 
one to love and to care for. But the 
happiness of a man is in proportion 
to the number of those about him 
sharing his love. The larger the 
number of men and women whe 
profit by his life the greater is his 
reward. 

The commandment of our Lord 
to love our neighbors as ourselves 
which on its surface may seem vis- 
ionary, to say the least, is in reality 
profoundly significant and of ines- 
timable practical value to all men 
and women. It is only the state- 
ment of a principle in human life 


which alone can make our life 
what we wish it to be; and we all 
wish to be truly happy. 

Now, dear reader, my message to 
you is that there is a band of men 
and women in St. George's, Indiana 
Avenue and Livingston Street, who, 
led by their minister, have made it 
their object of doing everything in 
their power, by the grace of God, 
to realize more and more that prin- 
ciple in the daily life of our people. 


And with this message I also 
bring you the hearty invitation from 
the congregation to join them in this 
laudable effort. We ask not for 
gold and silver, and we wish to lay 
upon you no heavy burden. We ask 
you to give us your heart, your 
co-operation, your encouragement, 
"This you can do if you approve of 
our enterprise.

Missionary 5 
ties of all ages. There is hardly а 
member of your family who can- 
not find a circle of friends banded 
together for some helpful and 
profitable object. We have even a 
Rabies’ Branch, or Cradle Roll, to 
which vour baby boy or girl can 
belong. If you are fond of teach- 
ing in the Sunday School, there is 
no other Church which can offer 
you better opportunities. The 
make-up of our Sunday School is 
not surpassed in quality anywhere. 


Thus, dear reader, you can be- 
come familiar with the work and 
object of St. George's, which is to 
make real in our daily life, little 
by little, the simplest, the most 
wonderful, the most. practical, 
teaching of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

I leave this message and invita- 
tion to your prayerful considera- 
tion, trusting that you will act 
thereupon following the inclination 
of that which is best within you;

And while you are exam- 
ining the pictures, do not fail to 
read carefully the printed matter 
beneath each one of them. 


Leaving all figures of speech, you 
are asked; you, dear Reader, who 
are interested in the growth of this 
Mission, who love to see the Church 
increase; you who doubtless have 
contributed to its advancement, or 
are abont to do so, are asked tolook 
at the size which St. George's has 
reached within the last few years. 
Turn to the Directory inside, and 
see the noble company of leaders— 
men, women, boys and gi all 
banded together, in one family, in 
God's family, the Church, to do His 
work. The Psalmist says: "Except 
the Lord build the house, they labor 
in vain that build it.’ Surely if 
may be truly said that the Spirit 
of God has been with us, with all 
of us, who have been laboring, and 
the Spirit of God is with us who 
are now laboring. to bring us day 
by day a little nearer to the things 


for which our Saviour lived, and 
suffered, and died on the Cross, and 
rose again on the third day. This 
is the one and great purpose of us 
all. It is the purpose for which 
we, too, are trying to live, and if 
need be, to suffer, that we might 
rise again with Him. And. what is 
this purpose for which our Lord 
was willing to suffer and die; what 
is this purpose to which our souls 
are drawn, and for which our 
bodies are willing to carry bur- 
dens? It is to soften the path of 
life for those who find it hard. Tt 
is to make right living easier for 
men, women and children. It is 
to spread light in darkness ; to cheer 
the fainting heart; to take away the 
things over which children might 
stumble in their innocent play, and 
young people might fall in blind ad- 
venture. To bind up the broken 
heart. To bring comfort to the sor- 
rowful, and help the stricken down. 
To soften human harshness, and 
tread down selfishness under our 
feet. To foster love instead of 
hate; forgiveness, instead of re- 
sentment; sympathy, instead of 
cruel criticism; to eschew evil and 
do good. This is the purpose of 
St. George's; and this is the pur- 
pose of all who are members and 
friends of St. George's; for it is 
the purpose of the Christian 
Church, and we are the Church.

Stand therefore, 
having girded your loins with 
TRUTH, and having put on the 
breastplate of RIGHTEOUS- 
NESS, and having shod your feet 
with the preparation of the GOS- 
PEL of peace; withal taking up the 
shield of FAITH, and take the hel- 
met of SALVATION, and the 
sword of the SPIRIT which is the 
word of God, PRAYING at all 
seasons in the Spirit.” These are 
arms becoming any man, and which 
any man can wield. St. George’s

You will receive these arms freely, 
and you will get the proper instruc- 
tions to use them effectually. 
Come, join our band of Christian 
soldiers, marching on to war, with 
the Cross of Jesus going on before! 
If you, dear Reader, think that 
these words are only figures of 
speech, scratch them and you will 
see blood in every line. Sin is 
plaving havoc with our people. It 
makes our men, women and chil- 
dren thoughtless, it makes 'them 
hard, it is killing in them the sense 
of responsibility, it makes duty 
meaningless to them. Its destruc- 
tion of happiness, and, therefore, 
its destruction of life is appalling. 
Truly there is war in the gates. 
Are you man enough to come "to 
the help of the Lord?” May we 
say, in the words of that great 
woman in the Bible: “For that the 
leaders took the lead in Israel; For 
that the people offered themselves 
willing; Bless ye the Lord.” 


ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


On November 17, Sunday morn- 
ing, at 10.30 o'clock, Bishop Rhine- 
lander will visit this Church and 
administer the rite of Confirmation. 
The rite of Confirmation has been 
nracticed throughout the Church 
from the days of the Apostles. 
Peter and John confirmed in Sa- 
maria after Philip baptized the peo- 
ple of that city (Acts 8: 14-17). 
St. Paul confirmed a company of 
men in Ephesus after he baptized 
them (Acts 19:1-7). In both 
cases is given the form of Con- 
firmation, namely, the laying on of 
hands, That this was universally 
practiced in the very early Church, 
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long before the formation of what 
is now known as the Roman Cath- 
olic Church, is shown in the Epistle 
to the Hebrews (6:1, 2), where 
the laying on of hands spoken of 
as a well-established custom in the 
Church Catholic, which means 
Church Universal. Our Church 
continues ‘this usage because we 
wish to be as nearly like the early 
Church as possible. The Apostles 
who were close to our Lord knew 
His will, and must have done what- 
soever they thought He approved. 
This is the reason why we have 
Confirmation. Besides, we find 
that in practice it is a great help, 
both in keeping us from sin and 
urging us on to good works. In 
coming to Confirmation the Church 
does not require of you to give up 
anything except the things which 
are evil, If you believe in the 
Apostles' Creed and the Ten Com- 
mandments, and if you accept the 
two Sacraments of our Lord, Bap- 
tism and the Lord's Supper, you 
are welcome to Confirmation. We 
have no special instructions to give 
except to make clear the impor- 
tance of these fundamental require- 
ments. Members of Denominations 
become closer members of the 
Church Universal when they are 
confirmed. They do not change or 
turn. There is something given 
them which they lack, they lack the 
time-honored custom of the Church, 
the rite of the Layine on of Hands. 
Tt is essentially scriptural, 


This prayer is recommended ta 
all who wish the Church well, It 
should be used in our devotions: 


“Our Father, we beseech Thee 
that Thy Holy Spirit may dwell in 


the hearts of men and women and 
guide them into the Church that it 
may grow in numbers and in grace, 
and be better able to do Thy will, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. — 
Amen.”

We might 
have reason to doubt the words of 
another person; but we cannot 
doubt the earnest assurance of our 
Lord, And therefore we say with 
confidence in the words of the 
Creed, proclaiming our faith to the 
world, “He shall come to judge the 
quick and the dead," or “He shall 
come again, with glory, to judge 
both the auick and the dead : whose 
kingdom shall have no end." 


This Article of Faith, faith in 
the COMING of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, is undoubtedly a most tell- 
ing power unto salvation: that is to 
say, it js a great saving power. It 
saves people from discouragement 
and despair. Tt saves them from 
beine averwhelmed either because 
of their own weaknesses, or be- 
cause of the misunderstanding and 
misiudgings of others.

Since 
then judement is inevitable. we 
would rather be judged by our mer- 
ciful Saviour, And having Him 
for our Judge, we take courage. 
Поре fills our hearts. And we rise 
again with Him Is not this the 
reason for the COMING of Christ? 

He has come; He is coming; He 
will come. This is the message of 
ADVENT. It is the hope of the 
world. llis coming on Christmas 
morning 1.000 years ago insures 
His coming in the present, and fills 
us with aspiration for the future. 
His presence with us in the Sacra- 
ments, Baptism and the Supper of 
the Lord, His presence with us in 
our public and private devotions, at 
home and in the Church: His pres- 
ence with us in teaching the young 
in the Sunday School; His presence 
with us in the honest study of the 
Bible; [lis presence with us in our 
effort to serve our neigh- 
His presence with us now 
insures for us [Iis presence with 
us in the future. Thus the Chris- 
tian has the door of saving grace 
always open to him. He cannot 
fail if he believes in the COMING 
of our Lord, which is the special 
message of ADVENT. 


Our Lord came to tell us that 
Пе would come. Пе thereby re- 
vealed to us the meaning of future. 
Пе taurht us the value of future. 
In the future the believer sees the 
Kingdom of Heaven. There is no 
failure for those who look to the 
future. From the future, not from

the past, do we get our highest 
ideals, and are spurred on to noblest 
deeds. This is the reason why we 
have ADVENT. It is another word 
for Faith and Hope which has in 
it hid also the greatest of these, 
LOVE. 

And now, dear reader, permit 
me to quote to you the Collect for 
Advent, and sce if this brief prayer 
does not contain in itself all that 
has just been said, as well as all 
that still might be said. Learn it 
by heart, and it will be to your soul 
a tower of strength. 

Almighty God, give me grace 
that 1 may cast away the works 
of darkness, and put upon me the 
armor of light, now in the time of 
this mortal life, in which thy Son 
Jesus Christ came to visit us in 
great humility; that in the last day, 
when He shall come again in His 
glorious majesty to judge both the 
quick and the dead, I mav rise to 
life immortal, through Him who 
liveth and reigneth with Thee and 
the Holy Ghost, now and ever." 
Amen.

HAPPY NEW YEAR! 


Riding one morning on a street 
car the Visitor was admiring a 
beautiful New Year's greeting card 
which he had received that morning 
from a dear friend. “Happy New 
Year,” he murmured as he lost 
himself in meditation. уегу- 
where this pharse meets my еуез, 
and it is ringing in my ears. The 
same thing everywhere and to all, 
to all alike." Then he looked up. 
on the crowd which filled the big 
car, and observed a!so the men and 
women who whisked by in their au- 
tomobiles, and wondered if this 
uniform greeting, “Happy New 
Year!" given to all alike contains 
a like value for all. 


Like a package the gift comes 
uniformly labeled, “Happy New 
Year!" and doubtless it contains 
the same thing for every one of us. 
It is supposed to contain happi- 
ness; but will we all find happiness 
in it? Does the New Year, which 
comes to every one of us alike, 
bring to all of us the same degree 
of happiness; or has it any happi- 
ness at all? Does this gift of a 
New Year which comes from our 
Maker carry with it its own value, 
or does it get its value from the 
receiver? Is it only, as it were, 
a precious casket in which we are 
to treasure up the best jewels of 
our year's achievements, as time 
goes on, and find our happiness 


therefrom? Is it a beautiful book- 
let with clean white pages in which 
we are to write our daily deeds, 
and at the end get our happiness 
therefrom? Is it an instrument 
which is valuable to us only as we 
use it? Does our use of it deter- 
mine the amount of profit or happi- 
ness we derive from it? 

As the Visitor was so meditating 
he was suddenly interrupted by an 
animated conversation of two 
young men sitting in front of him. 
He learned from their talk that 
they were old friends, and had just 
met after a separation of five years. 
“Do you remember the last Christ- 
mas present we all received from 
Mr, Barnes, our Sunday School 
teacher, five years ago?” said one 
vof the young men to the other; “it 
was а book, as you remember, on 
‘electricity; and I got so interested 
in it, and liked it so much that I 
determined to make it my life's 
stu'y and occupation. I have de- 
rived a great deal of happiness 
from my studies, in spite of the 
many hardships, for you know my 
parents are not rich. And now I 
am emploved in a large business 
house in Pittsburgh at a salary of 
S25 a week with good nrospects 
for promotion, That litle booklet 
therefore to me is very precious, 
it has given me much happiness and 
has led me into a useful and profit- 
able life. And, by the way. how 
are vou getting along?” He turned 
half anxiously to his friend. “I am 
working in the mill at $7 a week. 
Sometimes I make $8. But some- 
times we work half-time, then. there 
is the slack time, and we are laid 
off. You see, John, T did not ap- 
preciate the little hook. I thought 
then that it was a funny Christmas 
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present to give, and І stuck it be- 
hind our Bible on the shelf, and 
never saw it since. It must be 
lying there yet, for the Bible is 
never used in our house." Just 
then the Visitor had to change 
cars, much to his regret. But he 
was glad to have heard a testimony 
to his own convic.ion, namcly, that 
a New Year is full of happiness 
to all alike, but that each one of us 
must use it properly in order to get 
the good of it. In other words, 
a New Year is worth only as much 
as we try to put in it ourselves 
and the quality of ourselves we 
nnt in. We are exac.ly in the posi- 
tion of the two young men just 
mentinoed. We may make the New 
Year precious and a source of joy 
and happiness to ourselves and 
others by grasping the opportuni- 
ties for good it offers us; or we 
may not appreciate them, and make 
the New Year utter'y worthless by 
shirking it. ` 


On boarding the next car the 
Visitor tried to break the monotony 
of a long ride by reading. and 
opening a magazine which he 
usually carries in his coat pocket, 
his eyes fell on the following funny 
story, entitled "The Winner": 

“Jennie and Viola, both five years 
of age, had been mentioning their 
numerous possessions and mildly 
boasting about them. ‘I've got the 
most clothes, said little Jennie. 
‘Yes, but Гуе got the most dolls,’ 
replied Viola. ‘Well, I’ve got more 
brothers than you,’ answered Jen- 
nie. Viola seemed done up for a 
minute, but for a minute only; 
then she came out with: ‘Well, I've 
got the biggest feet, in a proud 


tone that appeared to settle the mat- 
ter. And it did, so far as Jennie 
was concerned, for she replied 
sadly: 'Yes, I guess you have,’ and 
nothing would console her." 

The Visitor was naturally 
amused with the way the two little 
barbarians sought to derive happi- 
ness frcm life. Ile wondered if 
the victorious little Viola feit al- 
together satisfied with her big feet. 
And of course Jennie was in misery 
because she could not match them, 

And as he mused the Visitor fell 
gradually into a more serious mood. 
"Why, this is the way the old na- 
tions sought to be happy, and failed. 
This was the way the Greek na- 
tion sought to be happy, and failed. 
This was the way the Romans in 
their height of glory sought to he 
happy, and failed. "They knew not 
Christ. They knew not the joy of 
giving. They knew not Love. And 
this is the way big people of our 
own time, untouched yet with the 
Christ spirit, are trying to derive 
happiness from this brief life, Are 
they happy? Perhaps they are, if 
we can conceive that Viola was 
happy with her big feet. She tried: 
her best to make herself believe she 
was happv. Surely the people who 
read in the newspapers the selfish 
prodigality of those who are able 
to be prodigal are not happy over 
it. Jennie is miserable. Is Viola 
altogether happy? Some day Jen- 
nie and Viola will grow up, and 
catch in Sunday School, or in 
Church, the real value of a truly 
Christian life, a life of giving, and 
a life of service; making the sum- 
mary of the law their rule and 
guide in life, then will they pass 
from barbarism unto a life of civil- 
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ization. Then will they draw hap- 
piness from the real fount of joy: 
one finding her own happiness in 
the happiness of the other. Each 
New Year brings us this oppor- 
tunity. As we regard it so will 
the result be.

Why cannot 
the Roman Catholics and the Old 
Catholic Poles worship God side 
by side in their own ways in peace 
and brotherly love. There is no 
evidence, as it is plainly shown by 
the Greek Church and other 
churches, that Christ who founded 
the Church in Jerusalem, wanted 
all nations and all languages to be 
subject to a man in Rome, and 
worship God in the Latin language.

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LENT. 


Like the seasons of the year 
which ccme and go, each bringing 
and leaving behind its own bless- 
ings for the body, so come and go 
the seasons of the Church year to 
nourish and strengthen the soul. 
St. Paul say "The letter killeth, 
but the spirit giveth life.” It is the 
spirit of Lent which is the measure 
of its value. Lent expressed in 
man-made ordinances, in prescrip- 
tions of meat and drink, mav be, 
as it has been, lost to many Chris- 
tian people. For the letter killeth. 
But the spirit of Lent brings us at 
once face to face with its origin, 
with the thing which gives Lent its 
power for good. The spirit brides 
over time ard space, and we find 
ourselves in the silent desert where 
our Lord was tempted forty davs 
and forty nights. We hear the 
voice of temptation, and we also 
hear the voice of Him who helps to 
overcome it. We are thus brought 
face to face with the reality of life; 
its object and its struggles; its pos- 
sibilities and its grandeur. 

It is this which gives Lent its 
stability and its increasing influence 
as days go by. The letter of Lent, 
so much emphasized with the best 
intentions in the past, has almost 
killed the spirit of Lent in the 
hearts of many excellent Christian 
people; but almost and not alto- 
gether. For as the shades of night 
fade away gradually before the 


growing dawn, so prejudice, born 
of dark ages, is dying, though dy- 
ing har!; and Lent is gradually 
coming to its own. Good people 
may, for some reason, continue to 
disregard the letter of Lent; they 
cannot but feel in their heart, as 
true Christians must feel, the spirit 
of Lent. 

And thus we see in Lent people 
flocking, during the lunch hour, to 
the Lenten services in the various 
centers of the city, as they have 
never done before, drawn on by the 
spirit of Lent. Some years ago 
these Lenten services were inaug- 
urated by the Brotherhood of St. 
Andrew in St. S:ephen’s Church, 
Tenth below Market street. It was 
an experiment. But the spirit of 
Lent has so touched the hearts and 
minds of the people that they can 
no more resist it. How can they 
resist the words of Him who saith: 
“Come ye yourselves apart into a 
desert place, and rest a while." 
There is no man or woman who 
heeds this voice that does not pra 
"Make me a clean heart, O Go '!, 
and renew a right spirit within me." 


Lent calls forcibly our attention 
to the best qualities that are with- 
in us. 

It appeals to our gift of self-ex- 
amination, It stirs within us the 
noble quality of self-denial. It ex- 
cites in us a desire to give to others 
of our possessions. It calls us to 
frequent praver, It teaches us the 
lesson of selí-restraint. It pre- 
pares us for the great feast of Eas- 
ter. the ccmfort and joy of the 
faithful. 


O Lord, who has taught us that 
our doings without charity are noth- 
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ing worth; send thy Holy Ghost, 
and pour into our hearts that most 
excellent gift of charity, the very 
bond of peace and of all virtues, 
without which whosoever liveth is 
ccunted dead before Thee. Grant 
this fcr Thine only Son, Jesus 
Christ's sake. smen.

Does this question and answer 
mean anything? Do they have any 
foundation to stand on? Let us 
see, "And Jesus came to them and 
spake unto them, All authority hath 
been given unto Me in heaven and 
earth. Go ye therefore, and make 
disciples of all nations, baptizing 
them," Mat. 28:19; "Except a man 
bz born of water end of the Spirit, 
he cannot enter into the kingdom 
of God,” John 3:5; “Suffer the lit- 
tle children to come unto me; and 
forbil them not: for to such be- 
longeth the kingdom of God,” 
Mark 10:14. When we consider 
that the phrase “Kingdom of God” 
meant quite often the Christian 
Church, the company of the faith- 
ful; and when you consider that 
the word "come" meant rather to 
enter into fellowship with Christ, 
just as in “Come unto me all ye 
that labor and are heavy laden, and 
I will give усп rest," it is quite 
plain that our Lord referred to the 
Bartism of the litile chil'ren; for 
by Baptism one becomes a member 
of the Christian Church. The 
words of our Lord emphasize the 
eligibility of our children to mem- 
bership in the Church ; “for to such 
Wwlengeth the Kingdom of God." 
Suffer them to come into it, and 
forbid them not. 

As to the observance of Holy 
Communion, let us keep in mind 
the words of our Lord: “This do 
in remembrance of me."

Is there 
no way to stop this havoc? Why 
shcu'd a man or a woman be per- 
mitted by law to so conduct him- 
self or herself as to make so many 
innocent people suffer so terribly? 


A boy of 11 years recently shot 
his mother’s head off when she re- 
fused to give him 5 cents. Exam- 
ination revealed that he spent all 
tlte money he got at “movies” and 
that his mind was full of the crimes 
he saw there. “I saw a man shoot 
through а window and kill a 
woman and they never caught 
him." This is but a sample of the 
havoc “movies” play in the minds 
of thousands of children and young 
people. But, of course, your boy 
does not go to that kind of "mov- 
ies.” 


We call the attention of our 
readers to the discovery of the 
Beard of Health, namely, that 
measles is not a necessary disease, 
and that children should not be ex- 
posed to it in order that they may 
have it and be over with it. This 
disease is not without danger, and 
should be avoided, if possible.

THE BIBLE. 


Reports of terrible events come 
to us from Mexico, our neighbor. 
The Mexican nation is going 
through the agonies of bloody 
revolution, Ah, unhappy nation! 
Wise and learned men in history 
and social economy ask the ques- 
tion why, within the last hundred 
years, there should have taken 
place in Mexico approximately 
fifty revolutions, and then proceed 
to speculate and give their reasons 
for such oft repsated outbreaks 
of anarchy, bloodshed and pillage. 
The Visitor, too, ventures in all 
humility to do his own thinking, 
and to submit to all serious- 
minded men and women the fol- 
lowing question for their considera- 
tion? 

Would such outbreaks have been 
perpetuated in Mexico if the Mexi- 
can people were a Bible-reading 
people ? 

Does this idea startle you, dear 
reader? Is it so far fetched? 
Look about you and consider the 
nations that dwell upon the face 
of the earth, and see if you cannot 
discover some connection between 
the integrity and stability of a na- 
tion and popular reading of the 
Dible? See also if the national 
sins, or sufferings of a people who 
do lay claim to the Bible as the 
Took of Life, are not due to the 
lack of a more general knowledge 


and earnest study of the Bible. Ts 
it not true that wherever the Bible 
is popular there democracy has a 
better chance to live and grow. Is 
it not true that the popularization 
of the Bible creates good ground 
for the seed of popular govern- 
ment. Revolutions there always 
will be where the national spirit 
lives and grows; but they are and 
will be bloodless where the Bible 
is popular; and bloody where The 
Book is unknown to the people. 
Furthermore, а free people who 
ignores the value of the’ Bible is 
liable to a bloody revolution, and 
a bloodv revolution seldom leads 
to real freedom. 


Now, dear reader. while others 
launch into very satisfactory ex- 
planations, as to cause and effect, 
of the great sufferings of the Mexi- 
can people, will vou not try with 
the Visitor to discover the real 
cause of these sufferings of the un- 
happy people along the line just 
suggested. 


The reason why the Dible is so 
helpful to a nation is because it 
begins its beneficent work in the 
heart of the individual. The only 
objection ever ventured openly 
against the free reading of Scrip- 
tures is the danger of its being 
misread by some and misinter- 
preted by others; but is it not a 
faet that even the misreading and 
misinterpreting the Bible never 
leads to moral depravity and loss 
of character. The errors of men 
who seek for their support the 
Bible are not one hundredth part 
as dangerous to society as the er- 
rors of men who do not seek the 
Bible for their support.

But even these misinterpretations 
would disappear with the disap- 
pearance of ignorance of the Bible. 
lt is much harder for an intelli- 
gent reader of Scriptures to be- 
come a Christian Scientist or a 
Seven Day Adventist, or a Russel- 
ite or a What Not, than for him 
who never before took the trouble 
to read the Bible intelligently. As 
long as the Bible remains an un- 
known book to so many there will 
be charlatans who will get the fol- 
lowing of these many to their pre- 
conceived notions supported by the 
Bible much twistel and perverted. 
Jut the point is this, these charla- 
tans in bringing their followers to 
an earnest reading and studying of 
the Dible, are helping them thereby 
to moral improvement and to joy 
of life in spite of misinterpreta- 
tion. Which shows that so far as 
integrity of character and moral 
life is concerned, the Dible is a 
perfectly safe book in the hands 
of all. Gregory the Great who 
was Bishop of Rome 590-604 com- 
pared the Bible to a “stream where 
the elephant may swim and the 
lamb may wade.” But then there 
have been many changes since his 
time. 


Even in this age of enlighten- 
ment there is now and then, as it 
were, a man emerging from the 
backwoods who is still voting for 
Jackson. Another man still claim- 
ing the earth is flat. And another 
man repuliating the Bible because 
he read Robert Ingersol, or heard 
some one else speak of the great- 
ness and wisdom of the colonel. 
What strikes one mostly is the 
faith of this faithless man in the 
judgment and wisdom of Robert 


Ingersol. We do not rest our faith 
on the judgment of any man; but 
if we are to look to the opinions 
and convictions of other men to 
support and strengthen our own, 
we naturally ought to go to the 
greatest men of the world. Surely, 
it is admitted by all that the colo- 
nel is not counted among the great- 
est. We can easily more than 
ma'ch Colonel Ingersol with an up- 
to-late and much greater colonel 
than he ever was, namely, Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. And if this be not 
encuch, we сап ald another colo- 
nel, W. Jennings Dryan, and Presi- 
dent-elect Wilson into the bargain. 
Surely the combined opinions of 
these three great public men ought 
to at least match Ingersol's opinion 
nf the Bible, and still leave, over 
and above, a long list of most il- 
Instrious men in favor of the 
Bible. These men, mind, dear 
reader, are not ecclesiastics; but in 
scholarship and genius infinitelv 
surpass Ingercol the orator. And 
what is their testimony to the 
Bible ? 

Green, the English historian, 
says: “The disclosures of the 
stores of Greek literature had 
wrought the revolution of the 
Renascence. The disclosure of the 
older mass of Hebrew literature 
wrought the revolution of the 
Reformation."

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which we commemorate the last 
Supper of the Lord, His Com- 
mandment, "This Do In Remem- 
brance of Me." It is therefore 
called Maunday Thursday. Then 
we shall have morning and even- 
ing services on Good Friday at the 
hours, 10.30 А.

Is there any one who would endow 
this institution of discovering and 
killing this germ which makes peo- 
ple weary of well-doing after a 
few weeks of earnest and success- 
ful effort. llereafter the Visitor 
is not going to mention any new 
effert bv any well disposed person 
uetil six morths have passed. 
When one stands six months’ well- 
doing he stands a good show of 
escaping that deadly germ, 


We must urge our people to 
give more attention to the weekly 
envelope system of supporting the 
Church. It is not wise economy to 
stint the Church. It seldom works 
well. The giver to the Church is 
always blessed for his giving.

DEATH. 

The loss by death of three of 
our dear children, members of our 
Sunday School, à young man, a girl 
and a little boy, within the last week 
of the month just past, has brought 
us forcibly face to face with the 
awful fact of death. We all know 
that there is such a thing as death. 
We are reminded occasionally 
about it by the crepe on our neigh- 
bor's door, or by the passing of a 
funeral procession; these make it 
impossible for us to forget it al- 
together; and we know that death 
is; but we know it better when we 
feel it. We know the fact of death 
better when it comes to our own 
home, or to our own congregation. 
Indeed, when this happens, we 
awake with a start, as if surprised; 
as if death sprang suddenly into 
existence. And dazed under the 
sudden blow: the mind being dark- 
ened by affliction, and our vision 
«ишпе by lingering tears, we 
seem to see death, but we really see 
only the ugly, dreadful caricature 
of death, the traditional picture of 
death, born of superstition; that 
grinning ton with scythe in its 
hand, which seems to grin the more 
the deeper our afiliction is, filling 
us with heaviness and bitterness of 
soul, It is our own state of mind, 
so natural under the circumstances, 
that makes death look so dreadful 
and full of hate, filling our hearts 
with gloom and often with despair. 

Were we not born to die? 15 
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not death as old as creation? What 
is death really? It is the voice of 
God calling us to Himself. How 
often do we see the sweet smile 
on the faces of the departed, as if 
in rebuke to our lamentations and 
mournings. Does not the voice 
from heaven say: Blessed are the 
dead who die in the Lord, even so 
saith the Spirit, for they rest from 
their labors, Is there anything 
more reassuring than the peaceful 
countenance of the departed dear 
one? If we could see God's mes- 
senger of death as he really is, we 
might behold a beautiful counte- 
nance of sweet sadness mingled 
with joy, compassion and love. 
Сап we doubt the sweetness of 
death in the face of Eastertide? 
What we call the pains of death we 
reall mean the pains of dying; 
there are no pains in death. There 
is, of course, a judgment day, and 
this we ought all to dread: but it 
is life and not death that should 
inspire us with the dread of judg 
ment day. Life should be our 
greater concern. When our life is 
right, thea we can have no dread 
of desth. Cur departed ones have 
died in the Lord, and they rest 
from their labors. They have gone 
to the place where all the righ'eous 
dwell, and to which our own faces 
are turned. Our thoughts of that 
place will be more often, and our 
interest in it greater, now that they 
are there. 


Most merciful Father, who has 
been pleased to take unto thyself 
the souls of thy children, grant to 
us who are still in our pilgrimage, 
and who walk as yet by faith, that 
having served thee with constancy 
on carth, we may be joined here- 
after with thy blessed saints in the 
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glory everlasting, through Jesui 
Christ our Lord. dimen

Thus those who are bap- 
tized in infaney become members 
of the Church, and of Christ, in 
childhood; and those who postpone 
their baptism, postpone their mem- 
bership in the Church. Baptism and 
christening mean the same thing. 
When we are baptized we become 
members of Christ, we are Christ- 
ened. No baptism is Christian if 
it does not Christen, Confirmation 
is a time-honored rite administered 
to baptized persons from the very 
beginning of the Church in Jerusa- 
lem. In Baptism certain promises 
are made by the baptized them- 
selves, or by the sponsors in case of 
infants In confirmation these 
promises are publicly ratified and 
confirmed. ‘The form of Con- 
firmation consists in the laying on 
of hands and prayer by the bishop, 
just as the Apostles of old did. 
Our congregation is asked to 
pray for a large Confirmation Class. 


EASTER OFFERINGS. 
Progress is another name for St. 


George's. This Easter has regis- 
tered progress in every sphere of 
Church activity in St. George’s. We 
are still marching on, and are grow- 
ing as we march. The following 
figures are outward signs which in- 
dicate this year considerable ad- 
vance on the same signs given last 
усаг.

We ought to 
think of others while we are doing 
something for ourselves; and when 
we think of others we shall be doing 
a little for them. This is the right 
way. 


Our Sunday School members of 
all departments are to be congratu- 
lated upon the splendid offerings 
they made for missions. The 
Lenten offering through the mite 
boxes was larger than ever before, 
both here and in the Old Chapel. 
In looking over the individual of- 
ferings of the children in St. 
George’s (Richmond) our admira- 
tion is kindled for the generosity 
and self-denial and loyalty of most 
of our children in spite of the noisy 
temptations all around them.

ditions of Missions under their 
jurisdiction ; and elects four clerical 
and four lay delegates to represent 
tlis Diocese at the General Con- 
vention of the whole Church, which 
is held every three years. This 
year the General Convention will 
be held in New York in the month 
of October. "This great body is the 
legislature of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church in the whole country. 
The Diocesan Convention is pre- 
sided over by the Bishops of the 
Diocese, the clergy and lay mem- 
bers meet together in one room 
but vote separately. A motion is 
passed only when it receives a ma- 
jority of votes both of the hity 
and clergy. The General Conven- 
tion is made up of two houses cor- 
responding to our Legislature in 
Washington. The lay an clerical 
delegates meet in one house, which 
is called the house of deputies, pre- 
sided over by a clergyman elected 
by the house; and the Bishops form 
a house of their own, presiled over 
by the oldest Bishop in our Church. 
Measures are passed only when the 
two houses agree upon them,

THE CHURCH. 

The only excuse for this editorial 
is that the Vistror does not wish 
to be counted as one behind the 

He does not mind being 
for he does not really see 
rence between a first cen- 
tury Christian and a twentieth cen- 
tury Christian; but who wants to 
be thought behind the times? So, 
he, too, though very reluctantly, 
and indeed with some aversion to 
the whole subject, is going to touch 
the much-talked-of question of the 
change of the name of the Church. 
But only to touch upon it, and with 
fervent hope that this will be read 
only by George's parishioners 
and their neighbors, and that no 
bishop. priest or deacon may see 
it, lest it may influence their views 
on this question, which is very far 
from the Visrror’s intention. 

Frankly speaking there are two 
sides of this question as there are 
to all questions. Wladislaw Gonez- 
sarkovikowski, who had no trouble 
in owning his name in his native 
land, when he comes to this coun- 
try he finds it convenient to change 
his name to Joe Smith; and who 

can blame him? Would you not 
dà the same; or at least tempted 
to do it? 

On the other hand: there are 
many George Washingtons and 
Abraham Lincolns in the peniten- 
tiary to-day; and there is good rea- 
son to think that they would have 


been there under any other names. 
Except, therefor, for business 
convenience after the manner of 
the Polish or Jewish immigrant, a 
change of name is of very little 
value. ГЕ the Visitor had the pre- 
sumption of considering himself an 
authority on changing names he 
would venture to advise to leave 
the name alone until the objection- 
able part of it becomes so useless 
and dead that it will drop off, as a 
dead leaf drops from a tree. Or, 
inasmuch as the feminine gender 
is so often applied to the Church, 
let her do as the woman does: she 
does not change her name till she 
gets married. Tt will be time to 
talk of a change of name when the 
question of Union or Unity is set- 
tled upon. 

But what the Visrror feels con- 
strained to talk about is the value 
of the Church to the people as it 
is; and the importance of under- 
standing its character. For unles 
we think upon it, and know its na 
ture, we shall not value it as we 
ought, and therefore shall not sup- 
port it as we ought. 


Tt would be much better for us 
if we followed the example of the 
early Christians, Thev called the 
Church “The Lord's Family 
“The Lord's Houschold,” or “The 
Lord's Assembly, or, for short, 
“The Lord's" Of course, they 
spoke Greek, and in Greek it is 
“Kyriakon.” The Germans, com- 
ing later, tried their best to adopt 
this beautiful and meaningful 
word; but only succeeded as far as 
"Kirche," and some of them even 
“Kirk.” Then came the Anglo- 
Saxon, or English. They, too, 
liked the name, but they could not 
master it till they had softened the

letter into "ch," and so it be- 
came "church." But the meaning 
is the same. How much better it 
would have been if each nation did 
as the Greeks did, to call things in 
a language understood by the peo- 
ple. 


Thus, in America, we would no 
more say "Let us go to Church," 
but, "Let us go to the Lord's Fam- 
ily.” “I have been baptized and 
was made a member of the Lord's 
Household." Think how hard it 
would have been to tack onto this 
name the many denominational 
labels. They would fall off; they 
would not stick. But you can саз- 
fasten them on the word 
Any name will stick to 
This is the reason also why 


so many people only use the word 
"Church" for convenience. It 
means everything and it means 
nothing. It is a she, and a th 
and a he, to suit the oratorical 
phrases of the speak But how 
different it is if you know what 
you are talking about, name! 
“The Lord's Family, or House- 
hold." 


But what makes the Lord's 
Family? The answer is found in 
the words of our Lord Himself 
and of 1148 Apostles. "Go ye there- 
fore, and make disciples of all the 
nations, baptizing them into the 
name of the Father and of the Son 
and of the Holy Spirit: teaching 
them to observe all things whatso- 
ev r I commanded you: and lo, Таш 
with you alway, even unto the end 
of the world.” In the words, “This 
do in remembrance of me,” he or- 
dained the Sacrament of the Lord's 
Supper. We find that soon after 
His Ascension the disciples came 


together at stated times for Com- 
mon Prayer; that they observed 
the Sacraments of Baptism and the 
Lord's Supper; that they sent 
Apostles, who were the overseers, 
or Bishops, of Christian communi- 
ties, to administer the Rite of Con- 
firmation to all those who had been 
baptized. It was our Lord's will 
that His family spread and cover 
the world. He called it the King- 
dom of God; and He taught us not 
only to work for it but also to pray 
for it in “Thy Kingdom come.” 
This is what is commonly called the 
Church. What would it happen if 
Christians, including all the Clergy 
of the world, would by some 
strange cause forget their denomi- 
national labels and all the fights of 
the past, and could only remember 
the original name of the Church, 
namely, “The Lord's Household?" 
They say such forgetting of the 
past follows sometimes after a seri- 
ous illness. 1f this be so, they will 
have to be very, very sick before 
these Christian people can forget 
their past differences.

The following is a summary of 
our Parochial Report for Мау 1, 
1912, to May 1, 1913. The report 
for the Old Chapel is given else- 
where in this issue. Baptised 12 
adults and 42 infants; confirmed, 
30; added by transfer, 24; present 
number of commun 
Sunday School officers and teach- 
ers, 3 holars, 445. Total re- 
ceipts, 204.63; total expendi- 
tures, $5,297.18. Going back to the 
report of 1902 it reads as follov 
Taptised 2 adults and 11 infants 
total number of communicants 96; 
total membership in — Sunday 
School, 209. Total receipts, $1,- 
61146; expenditures, $1,118.65. 
The Missonarv began work in St. 
George's in November, 1901. It 
should be noted that there is still 
another report of the Old Chapel 
elsewhere in this issue which should 
he added to the report of this year 
just quoted in order to see the exact 
growth of St. George's within the 
last eleven vears. Only those who 
have lived here know the obs s 
in the way which had to be over- 
come to get these results. The es- 
timated value of the property of St. 
George's cleven years ago was 


about $2,000. It is now about $35,- 
000. 


The Girls’ Friendly Society is 
to join the Old Chapel Branch in 
corporate communion at the Old 
Chapel, Edgemont and Venango 
streets, June 1, at 8 А. M. 


St. George's has always sought 
to be of real service to the people 
of this neighborhood irrespective 
of persons, but especially to those 
people to whom the task of making 
a living is not a bed of roses. 
Among the things done may be 
mentioned our Coal Savings Fund 
and Stamp Savings Fund. In this 
building the doors are open for de- 
posits every Saturday from 8 to 9 
A. М., and in the Old Chapel every 
Tuesday from 9 to 9.30 А. M. At 
present the receipts at both places 
for both funds average about $100 
weekly. St. George's Church re- 
joices in being able to be of service, 
at the same time it looks for co-op- 
eration and encouragement from 
those who feel its usefulness in 
order that it might become even 
more useful in the community. 


THE SUNDAY SCHOOL

"This is to be the grandest Sun- 
day School pienic ever given in 
Richmond. Our committee, ap- 
pointed by the Council, Messrs. 
Bingham, Sladen and Pogson, have 
just signed an agreement with the 
new management of Washington 
Park Transportation Company 
which promises the cleanest and 
most accommodating — excursion 
ever given. Last year it has been 
demonstrated that not even a sign 
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of intemperance marred the en- 
joyment of our people, and we had 
all the comfort we could wish for, 
with splendid transportation ac- 
commodations. The greatest thing 
about the coming picnic is that it 
makes possible for our families 
and friends to give their children a 
good time with little expense, and 
it is the interests of the children 
that we are looking after. 

The committee has chosen July 
31 for the picnic. Boats will leave 
Allegheny Avenue Wharf at 8.30 
A. M. and 1 P. M. Returning at 6 
and 7 P. M. for Allegheny Avenue 
Wharf. — Tickets, 25 cents for 
adults, 10 cents for children; for 
children under 6, free. 


Our Council meets every second 
Saturday evening in the month. It 
takes tlie place of a vestry in St. 
George's. Any matter relating to 
the welfare of our Church should 
be brought up before this Council. 
Any problems arising among the 
various societies with regard to the 
use of rooms, etc. should be 
brought before the Council. lt con- 
sists of men representing both Mis- 
sions and women representing the 
several Guilds. 


On May 5 something very beauti- 
ful took place in St. George's. The 
Richmond Branch of the G. F. S. 
held their social and entertained the 
Venango Branch, twenty strong led 
bv Miss Ethel A Ott, secretarv. It 
did the minister's heart good to see 
the sociable gathering of our best 
girls of both Missions. 


Another most beautiful feature 
took place in St. George's on May 8 
in the afternoon. It was a birthday 


party in honor of Mrs. Bloshe- 
field, one of the most faithful mem- 
bers of our Guild. This custom 
of celebrating the birthdays of the 
members of the Guild under the 
roof of the church is beautiful and 
meaningful. We all wish Mrs. 
Ploshefield a long and happy life. 


The young ladies of our Sun- 
day School have decided to form 
themselves into a Young Ladies’ 
Bible Class, and have joined the 
Drexel-Biddle Bible Class move- 
ment. This will entitle them to all 
the privileges and honors of the 
Drexel-Diddle Bible Classes, and 
the freedom of the Summer Home 
and all its entertainments. It is 
joy that the

There is a visible quickening in 
the lives of all our young people's 
societies, preeminently so among 
the girls. The spirit of devotion is 
being strengthened which bodes 
well for the future. There are 
about from 30 to 40 little girls who 
meet in the basement every Monday 
afternoon.

We raise money by festi- 
vals and fairs, but we give money 
for God's sake by devotion and 
prayer. The question foremost in 
our minds should be: Ts the Church 
worth while? If it is, it is worth 
all the support we can give it. 
There is our envelope system which 
affords to every one an opportunity 


of giving towards the support of 
the Church. No one will be the 
richer for withholding his support, 
nor will his liberality to the Church 
make him poorer. It is really a 
matter of being reminded of it; 
when the subject is thought of, we 
solution is very simple. You go to 
the treasurer and ask for a set of 
envelopes for your weekly use, and 
all is well.

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IS IT I? 
My Dear Parishioners: 

This is a proper question for 
each one of us; and it is not be- 
coming to shirk it. I would plead 
with you therefore to seek out a 
cool place and convenient hour so 
that you might the more earnestly 
as well as more comfortably read 
and digest the following proposi- 
tions: 

1. Our life is made up of means 
and ends; that is to say, we are 
constantly after some things and 
the ways of getting those things. 
And when we think of it, it is, after 
all, one thing that we all want. and 
that thing is happiness, which is 
not a thing at all, but a condition 
of mind. At any rate, it is the 
end we seek, and all other things 
are but means to be cast aside as 
soon as the end is attained. Mark 
you, there may be many ways, but 
one destination. There may he va- 
rious methods, but опе object. 
There may he diversity of efforts, 
but one aim, and that aim is hap- 
piness. And 1 verily believe that 
it is in accordance with the will of 
God our Creator. He predestined 
us for happiness. It is He who 
set this aim, this end. before us. 
Our one obiect, one aim, one end 
in life, then, is happiness. An end 
is not an end unless it is perma- 
nent. Temporary happiness, there- 
fore, is not happiness at all, Tem- 
porary happines not our object. 


We seek after permanent happi- 
ness, for this alone is the end of 
our life. To be sure we enjoy 
temporary happiness; but if this 
does not contribute to permanent 
happiness, it is to he discarded, for 
it only deceives us, and robs us of 
the very thing we are after. Sin- 
ful pleasures invariably have this 
element of deceit. They rob us of 
our real obiect in life, namely, per- 


‘manent happiness. 


Our great danger, then, is the 
mistaking of the means for the 
end. 


Eating is enjoyable, and we 
should eat well; but eating in itself 
is but a means to an end. The end 
is to keep the body in good con- 
dition. But this also is a means, 
for the body does not last long. It 
is only a means to a higher end 
whic is the edification. the build- 
ing up, of the soul which lives for 
ever. When all things are made 
to contribute to the happin ss of 
the soul then shall we be happy 
indeed. This is what our Lord 
meant when He said: Whosoever 
would save his life (mistaking the 
means for the end) shall lose it: 
and whosoever shall lose his life 
for my sake shall find it. For what 
shall a man be profited, if he shall 
gain the whole world and forfeit 
his life? or what shall a man give 
in exchange for his life? (Mt. 
16: 25, 26.) Life here means the 
soul which lives for ever. How 
stupid it is indeed for any one of 
us to give ourselves up to tempo- 
rary pleasure at the expense of 
eternal happiness, the aim of our 
whole life. 


2. My second proposition is 
that this principle of emphasizing 
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the end and not the means should 
be our guide in our Church life as 
a congregation. The immediate 
end of a congregation is to build 
up and keep strong the Church 
which is the corporate body of 
Christian people. lor it is through 
this channel alone that we can best 
autain to the ultimate end v 
the eternal happiness of each and 
every soul. If we think anything 
at all of ourselves, our beloved 
ones, our children and young peo- 
ple; : we really iove them, we 
should at all cost give our best 
efforts to the building up of the 
Church. The secret of strength is 
umon, and the secret of union 
sympathy, and the secret of sym- 
pathy is love. 


In a Church, especially in our 
there are many mcans em- 
ployed for its upbuilding. But the 
means must never be mistaken for 
the end. The end is the growth 
of the congregation in peace and 
godliness. No clothes, no grocer- 
ies, no words, not even the 
weather, or our own temperature, 
suot шаке us for one moment 
forget our great end, the Church. 
a united body of Christian people 
for the sake of Him who was will- 
ing to be crucified that we might 
be saved. 


3. My third proposition is that 
you are the Church. You are God's 
Your Church is largely 
attended when you are present at 
its services, and it is poorly at- 
tended when you are absent. You 
are responsible for its dignity and 
humiliation, for its weakness or its 
strength. The Church is what its 
members are. The distemper of 
one member usually causes pain to 


all the other members who make 
up the Church, while the whole 
body is benefited by the kindly 
ministrations of cach member. Is 
it not stupid for any member to 
spend his time in growling, snarl- 
ing. and sulking when he can use 
this God-given time in praising, 
cheering and helping. In the 
former case he is neither good to 
himself nor to others; in the latter, 
he is twice happy himself and 
brings joy into the hearts of many. 

4. And lastly, all corporate 
bodies, like our own bodies, have 
parasites, and so, | suppose, the 
boty which is called the Church. 
"These parasites cannot live without 
the body ; but they live on the body. 
They r be called destroyers. 
T hey themselves build nothing; but 
are constantly sapping the lifeblood 
of the health- -giving agencies. 
Their success is their own destruc- 
боп. For when they succeed in 
killing the body they themselves 
must die. They owe their life and 
prosperity to the hard and good 
work of the builders. The pros- 
perity of a Church therefore di 
pends upon the number of builders 
that are in it, and not upon the 
number of parasites. But if there 
must be parasites let not vou and 
me be counted among them.

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work and, like Achilles, sulk in their 
tents, Some of them gradually fall 
under the domination of that mis- 
chief-making spirit and they be- 
come her helpers. Then the devil 
applauds, and laughs loudest. This 
is the only reward the mischief- 
making spirit gets for her labors. 
But she is perfectly content with 
that. It is said that on the judg- 
ment day this spirit will not be 
admitted either into heaven or hell, 
for neither place wants her. The 
only good thing that can be said 
of her is that she serves as a good 
test to prove the mettle of the 
Church worker. If he can stand 
her test, he has caught the spirit 
of Christ. 


Your attention is again called to 
the needs of the Church. The bills 
are coming in regularly in all sorts 
of weather. Please do not starve 
your Church. A good way to pre- 
vent such a thing is to set down 
and write out black on white the 
sums you contribute to the Church 
yearly, and compare them to the 
sums spent on pleasure and trifling 
things even. MI our members 
should be regular weekly contribu- 
tors by the envelope provided for 
this purpo and both the black 
and the red should be used to the 
hest of one’s ability. Christ gave 
Iis life for the Church. It ought 
to cost us something. Let us prac- 
tice a little more the Christian vir- 
tue of giving. This will make our 
lives more satisfactory to ourselves.

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READ AND THINK IT OVER. 


The old fable runs thus: The 
old mother fly said one day to her 
daughter as they were sitting on 
the kitchen window sill: "I am 
going out for a while, Tutsy, and 
you can fly around anywhere in 
the kitchen while I am away, but 
do not come near that boiling ket- 
tle on the stove" “АП right, 
mother,” said the young fly assur- 
ingly. But no sooner was the 
mother away than the white curl- 
ing fleecy vapor ascending from 
the boiling kettle on the stove 
became irresistibly attractive to 
the young Ву. “I do not under- 
stand why mother should not let 
me spin a few times around this 
beautiful vapor. It would be so 
delightful and exciting. I don't 
think mother is up with the times. 
She knows not what is good for a 
young girl like me; and she does 
not want me to have a good time 
in life. I will do it any way, and 
she won't know it." So saying, 
'Tutsy ‘eft the window sill and be- 
gan flying around the white vapor 
coming up from the boiling kettle. 
With every round she ventured 
closer and closer to the steam until 
she was caught in the heat and fell 
scalded to death. 

It is the old, old story. It was 
first told in a somewhat different 
way in the first six chapters of 
Genesis. And our Lord pleads with 
us: “If ye love me keep my com- 


mandments.” "This plea may seem 


to the careless reader as if Christ 
were asking something for Him- 
self, namely, to love Him, and to 
show our love for Him by keep- 
ing His commandments. In reality 
it is but a strong plea for our lives. 
The only way to save our lives 
from taint or ruin is to keep his 
commandments. 


Out of love for father and 
mother the boy heeds their admoni- 
tions. He avoids bad company 
though it have an attraction for 
him. Unlike the foolish young fly, 
he will not venture to do anything 
which his parents, or his teachers 
forbid, and out of love and respect 
for them will try to do faithfully 
what they advise him to do. What 
is the result? This boy is only 
saving himself. It is true that the 
parents and teachers find their joy 
in the success of the boy. Their 
joy is gone when the boy by diso- 
bedience has spoiled his own fu- 
ture. But he gains or loses more 
than they, for he gains or loses 
himself. So when parents plead 
with a child on the ground of love 
for them, they really plead for the 
childs own safety and welfare. 
And it is so with our Lord Jesus. 
He pleads for our own welfare 
when lle pleads with us to love 
Him by keeping His command- 
ments. For us men and for our 
salvation. He came down from 
heaven that He might show us the 
way to real life, and save our souls 
from destruction. 


To be more specific, there are 
the two Commandments of Christ 
well known to all who read the 
New Testament, namely, the Com- 
mandment to be baptized, and the 
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Commandment to partake of the 
Lord's Supper, or to come to Holy 
Communion as is commonly ex- 
pressed. These two Sacraments 
must have a saving power, else our 
Lord would not have pleaded with 
us in the words: “If ye love me 
keep my commandments.” 

As a matter of experience and 
practice these two Sacraments have 
an unseen but real influence in 
forming our tastes and shaping our 
character. He who came to reveal 
God to us, and to raise our nature 
up in harmony with the nature of 
God, which is salvation, did He 
not give us reasonable and proper 
means and ways which might help 
us to attain unto that harmony 
which is salvation? We need only 
to think rationally and sensibly to 
place the same importance on Bap- 
tism and Holy Communion as we 
place on wholesome food for the 
body. And our Lord, we must 
remember, has placed a higher 
value on the soul than on the body; 
and for food reason, because the 
one perishes while the other is 
everlasting; and also because even 
while the body is still alive it is 
moulded and fashioned by the soul. 
The body is likely to be pure and 
beautiful in which the soul is kept 
strong and healthy. by the means 
which our Lord has provided in 
the Church and , through the 
Church. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


On July 18 and 19 our people 
have given to the neighborhood a 
practical demonstration of the truth 
of the Psalmist's words: “Behold, 
how good and pleasant it is for 
brethren to dwell together in 


unity!" The word "dwell" implies 
permanent residence. It means live 
together, and living together also 
means working together, Our peo- 
ple demonstrated also the truth of 
St. Paul's idea of a Church. 
“Christ, from whom all the body 
fitly framed and knit together 
through that which every joint sup- 
plieth, according to the working in 
due measure of each several part, 
maketh the increase of the body 
unto the building up of itself in 
love," (Eph. 4: 15.) 

The occasion, strange to say, for 
this demonstration was a Street 
Carnival for the benefit of the 
Church financially. And of course 
success was inevitable. 

There have been some worldly 
wise people who doubted our suc- 
cess because two other such car- 
nivals had preceded ours on the 
same street and in the same month 
in close succession of each other. 
jut they did not take into account 
the real secret of success which 
brushes away all difficulties, name- 
ly, working together in unity, each 
doing faithfully what he can do 
best. 

"This our people did, and the re- 
sults were the breaking of all past 
records. More than $300 were 
taken in; and the net proceeds will 
exceed $225. It may reach $250. 

jut the social and moral bene- 
fits are even greater. Limited 
space forbids the mentioning of the 
names of our workers who con- 
tributed to that success; but this is 
true our active people and our 
friends helping them will always 
look back to this most pleasant oc- 
casion with a deep sense of satis- 
faction. 
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At this writing our people are 
getting ready for the Sunday 
School excursion on July 31. This 
issue of the Visitor will be printed 
while on our way to the picnic 
grounds, We hope for a similar 
success and pray for good weather 
as we have done for the Street 
Carnival.

„Тһе greatest thing in business 
life a father or teacher can teach 
children to put things back to the 
place whence they get them. The 
waste of time and energy, and the 
waste of life, resulting from the 
failure of learning this lesson is 
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overwhelming; it is beyond our 
comprehension.

George's has been instrumental in 
sending over 75 boys and girls on 
one and two weeks' vacation to 
various places, and also some old 
folks in need of rest. One of the 
mothers, speaking of the effect a 
week's country life had on her girl, 
said: “It certainly did her good.

After a long and faithful service 
as President of the Mothers’ Meet- 
ing, Mrs. James McGowan has 
found it necessary for the sake of 
her health to give up the office. 
She advises a union of the Mothers 
and the Guild into one working 
body. She has been usually wise 
in counsel, and it is to be hoped 
that the union may be consum- 
mated. The Mothers have turned 
over to the Church the balance in 
their treasury, $10.04. Mrs. Me- 
Gowan is one of the oldest and 
most constant members of St. 
George's. and her co-operation so 
far as she is able to give to the 
women of our Church will be valu- 
able and appreciated, She has very 
much to her credit, and her reward 
will be great. 


On Monday morning as the 
Visitor was on his daily rounds he 
saw a sight which deeply impressed 
itself upon his mind. A boy of ten, 
clad in his well-worn-out street 
clothes, and barefoot, stooping low 
to a muddy gutter in front of a 
saloon, completely absorbed in the 
yellow, red and green monstrous 
figures on a Sunday newspaper 


sheet well soiled and bespattered 
with the mud of the gutter. The 
Visitor wondered what effect such 
pictures and such environment 
might have upon the childish mind 
which is “wax to receive and mar- 
ble to retain." The old Greeks in 
their best days placed on each street 
corner figures of elegance and 
beauty in order that the young 
passing by might receive inspira- 
tion for the edification of the body 
and mind. What can a child learn 
from a saloon reeking with the 
fumes of stale beer and the vomit 
of drunkards, a muddy gutter, and 
the monstrous silly pictures of a 
Sunday newspaper ? 


The latest addition to the activity 
of St. George's is our Summer 
School, through the kindness of 
what is known as the Vacation 
Bible Class. Miss Ethel Owen is 
in charge of the school. It meets 
daily from 9.30 to 11.30 A. M. 
The children occupy themselves 
with singing, games, aud manual 
training, and arc told each day a 
Bible story.

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There is in the Roman Catholic 
Church, both here and abroad, a 
constantly growing movement call- 
ed the Modernists Movement. It 
is supported aud spread by very 
able and highly-cultured Roman 
Catholics, both priests and laymen. 

In Italy, s The Missionary 
Review of the World for the month 
of August, these Modernists have 
formulated a simple program of re- 
forms, as follows: 

1. Freedom of scientific research 
in all fields. 

2. Absolute obedience to God 
alone. Obedience to man against 
conscience is a sin. 

3. Separation between Church 
and State. 

4. Abolition of compulsory celi- 
bacy of the clergy. 

5. Reform of worship to secure 
simplicity and purity. Worship is 
due to God only. Do away with 
worship of the saints, the magic 
functions of the priest; and obli- 
gatory auricular confession. 

6. The Gospel must be given to 
the people. 

7. The abolition of the Latin 
language in the liturgy, and the re- 
form of the liturgy. 

8. The giving back to the laity 
(the people) the right of the elec- 
tion of pastors. 

9. Sympathy with all great, rea- 
sonable and just social reforms, 
without regard to party, and in 
keeping with the Christian ideal. 

10. Brotherly relationship Бе- 
tween Protestants, Roman Cath- 
olics, and as many others as truly 
follow Christ. 


Theodore Roosevelt, relating his 
experience as Police Commissioner 
in New York in 1896, says: “I had 


been told that it was not possible 
to close the saloons on Sunday and 
that I could not succeed. How- 
ever, I did succeed. The Warden 
of Bellevue Hospital reported, two 
or three weeks after we had begun, 
that for the first time in its exist- 
ence there had not been a case due 
to a drunken brawl in the hospital 
all Monday. The police courts 
gave the same testimony, while 


.savings banks recorded increased 


deposits and pawnshops hard times. 
The most touching of all things 
was the fact that we received let- 
ters, literally by the hundred, from 
mothers in tenement houses, who 
had never been allowed to take 
their children to the country in the 
wide-open days, and who now 
found their husbands willing to 
take them and their families for 
an outing on Sunday. Jake Riis 
(Jacob A. Riis) and I spent one 
Sunday in the tenement district, 
seeing for ourselves what had hap- 
pened.” 

If the closing of our present-day 
saloons on Sunday only resulted in 
so much good, what would happen 
if they were closed for good?

sibility. To this Council should be 
brought all propositions and plans 
for the improvement of the 
Church. Our members and friends 
are requested to co-operate with 
the Finance Committee of this 
Council in the matter of Church 
support.

In an open letter to society con- 
vict No. 1776 writes as follows: 

"Your saloon is an incubator of 
crime. Its invitation to enter is 
extended to every passer-by. It has 
more conscious and unconscious 
agents booming its business than 
any other institution in the world. 
When the 'sucker' is once within 
its portals, flattery, obsequious at- 
tention, papers, magazines, pictures, 
music, females, strange curios, ex- 
pensive and delicate lunches or solid 
meals, conversations to suit the 
man and his degree of intoxication, 
the drink that is drunk calling for 
the drink still in the glass or bot- 
tle; every known device, every pos- 
sible art, even force, is used to keep 
the 'sucker' at the bar. Yes; I 
have seen men forced back into a 
saloon by the policeman on the 
beat—not once, but many times— 
and kept there until money was all 
in the cash register or divided be- 
tween the saloon keeper, the po- 
liceman and the pickpocket. Then 
I have seen them ejected from the 


same saloon into the arms of the 
same policeman, to be arrested on 
a charge of being drunk and disor- 
derly. I have myself spent a night 
in a city jail solely for trying to 
persuade an intoxicated friend to 
leave a roulette wheel in a saloon. 

"[n your saloon, madam, the cor- 
rupt politician, the ward heeler and 
the ballot-box stuffer collect and 
plan their traitorous work and cele- 
brate their vile achievements. 

“In your saloon the minds of 
youths are poisoned and perverted ; 
girls ruined; families deprived of 
support; excursions to the Tender- 
loin planned and commemorated ; 
friends murder friends; brothers 
slay brothers. 

"In your saloon every loathsome 
and depraved vice and every 
known crime shout and flourish 
and go to seed. Your saloon is a 
canker, an abscess, a tumor, a ring- 
worm, a running sore, a leprosy, a 
curse, a perverter of all things good 
and pure and noble and refined and 
manly and womanly, a debaucher 
of the body politic, an institution 
wholly and unequivocally evil." 


Our young people should look 
forward to a good, wholesome 
year's work in the way of athletics, 
organizing themselves into all sorts 
of teams for physical improvement 
and social entertainments.

Can you imagine, dear reader, 
the magnitude of the movement 
which these two small words 
started? Just think a little. Try 
to grasp the full meaning of the 
revolution brought about by two of 
the shortest words in our language, 
just four letters in all. It is in- 
deed marvelous what these two 
words have done for the world, 
and for you and me. Yet our as- 
tonishment vanishes when we con- 
sider Him who uttered them, The 
greatest and most stupendous mira- 
cle looks then quite natural. We 
feel, indeed, that it could not be 
When our Lord said: 
“Go ye," the gates of hell could 
not prevail against the regenerat- 
ing forces of the Spirit. To-day 
there are armies E missionaries 
here and abroad going about carry- 
ing life and joy into the hearts of 
thousands not because it is con- 
venient or profitable to themselves, 
but because the Master said: "GO 
YE.” Their efforts and labor were 
in vain if they did not go simply in 
response to lis command. Their 
work is fruitful because their heart 
is set on doing the will of Him 
who said “Go ye.” 


otherwise. 


More and more we are beginning 
to appreciate the wisdom of our 
Lord, More and more we are be- 
ginning to see that if our Church 
is to live and grow, that is, if we 
are to be living, not dead, Chris- 


tians we must keep alive in our 
hearts the missiomary spirit; we 
must take to ourselves, every one 
of us, the command "Go ye.” It 
isa personal appeal. It is Christ's 
appeal to you and me. All our re- 
spect and love for the Church can 
be measured only by our giving. 
There is no other measure. The 
giving must be personal, else it is 
no giving at all. It is no giving 
at all when our gift costs us noth- 
ing. We must not deceive our- 
selves; we dare not attempt to de- 
ceive Him who asks for our giving. 
Giving to Him is no giving unless 
our contributions carry with them 
some of our own life. We may 
give ourselves outright, We may 
go from house to house looking up 
children for Sunday School, gath- 
ering in churchless people into the 
House of God to hear His Word; 
we may help personally by giving 
our time and our health; and we 
can also give money which carries 
with it some of our life, such a 
contribution in money which re- 
quires self-denial. In this case, 
and in this case alone does our per- 
sonality go with the money, or 
through the money. This is the 
true test of our faith in Christ 
when we do His Commandment. 


On Monday evening, September 
29, in the Church House, Twelfth 
and Walnut, there was a great 
meeting of our clergy and laymen 
presided over by our beloved 
Bishop Rhinelander. It was a 
missionary — meeting. Ostensibly 
these Christian men came together 
to adopt a “Schedule of Relative 
Parochial Shares in the Dioceasan 
Apportionment of 1913-1914." In 
other words, ostensibly they met to 
come to some agreement on how 
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much money each parish and mis- 
sion should send to the Board of 
Mission next year to enable it to 
carry on the missionary work of 
our Church. But really, it was a 
meeting to devise some reasonable 
means of stirring every heart of 
man, woman, and child to the call 
of our Lord for personal service. 
No one can be a lively member of 
Christ's Church, or Household, un- 
less he renders personal service to 
the building up of the Kingdom of 
God. We are too self-respecting to 
be willing to bear the name of 
Christian without ever doing the 
will of Christ, We do not wish 
to be invited guests in the Kingdom 
of God. We would rather be part 
owners, joint heirs, children of the 
house, with a claim based upon per- 
sonal service rendered in conform- 
ity with the will of the Master. 
Surely, we do not wish to be 
drones in the work for the Master 
who gave His life for us. For in- 
action, or the want of personal ac- 
tivity for the Kingdom of God, is 
bound to result in spiritual death. 
When a Church does not grow it is 
an evidence of spiritual decay 
among its members. 


If St. George's is to grow, as it 
should, we must maintain there- 
fore the missionary spirit. The 
missionary spirit is kept alive by 
prayer and by giving, giving in the 
sense just explained. They are 
the two characteristics of our lord 
Himself. A Church is Christ's 
when its members possess these 
characteristics. 

It is difficult to find a congrega- 
tion to whom a better opportunity 
is given to exercise the missionary 
spirit than is given to St. George's 
congregation. We are a healthy 


body with large possibilities. Our 
young people are fine looking and 
talented. Our older people have 
a wider grasp and a deeper insight 
into the meaning of our Church. 
What we need is a growing mis- 
sionary spirit. 

While the list of our regular 
contributors by weekly envelopes 
is slowly growing we feel that it 
should be still larger. We know 
that it can easily be made larger 
if every communicant takes a set 
of envelopes, and presents his of- 
fering as regularly as he can. The 
red envelope should by no means 
be overlooked, it matters not how 
small the contribution for mis- 
sions may be. The red envelope, 
it must be remembered, is for mis- 
sions. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


Our Men's Drexel-Diddle Bible 
Class have decided to have also a 
week-day meeting in addition to 
their regular Sunday morning ses- 
sions. They meet on Tuesday eve- 
nings also to enable such members 
as cannot come on Sunday to attend 
the evening sessions and to keep 
in close touch with the class which, 
by the way, is growing apace. The 
last Tuesday evening in the month 
is devoted to both business and so- 
cial entertainment. The meeting 
held last Tuesday, September 30, 
was a magnificent success. Every- 
body was glad he came. Such 
meetings are open to friends of 
members as are all the mectings of 
the Bible Class. Never before has 
there been such enthusiasm and 
zeal for the growth of the class 
manifested by the members, They

The National Convention of the 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew met 
this year in New York, October 1 
to 5. It was the most interesting 
and best attended convention of 
the Brotherhood within recent 
years. 

The General Convention of our 
Church will open in New York 
city October 8, and will last two 
or more weeks. This convention 
meets once every three years in a 
city chosen at a previous conven- 
tion. It consists of the House of 
Bishops and the House of Deputies 
made up of four clerical and four 
lay delegates from each Diocese. 
In the Bishops’ House the oldest

The House of Deputies elects its 
chairman who is a clergyman. 
This convention is the legislative 
body of our Church. It makes the 
laws, or canons, by which our 
Church is governed,

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QUO VADIS? 


The interpretation of these two 
Latin words is “Whither goest 
thou?” In what direction are you 
walking? This is а wholesome 
question. Anybody can ask him- 
self this question with much profit. 
It is the question which the mariner 
asks himself repeatedly; and we 
too who sail on the endless sea of 
life should again and again return 
to the compass to ascertain in what 
direction we are moving. Are you 


moving towards God or away from | 


Him? This is a pertinent question, 
dear reader. For moving you are, 
you cannot stand still. It is only a 
question whither goest thou? Is it 
to God? or is it away from God? 
Whither are you going? 


There is no doubt as to which 
direction you wish to take. You 
wish to go Godward, This desire 
is imbedded in your heart, This is 
your first impulse. Put other de- 
sires and other forces overwhelm 
that impulse, There is often a 
fierce struggle within your heart 
between holy and unholy desires, 
between the things which your 
heart approves and disapproves; 
and often this battle is so fierce 
and noisy enough to make you 
thoughtless of the direction you 
are going. How helpful then is the 
question, Whither goest thou? 

This question is most important, 
because it opens the door to some 
other questions which will not 
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down till you have answered them, 
and answered them honestly and 
squarely. For example: Are you 
a Christian, are you trying to be a 
Christian? Do you bear this name 
because you happen to live among 
Christians; or have you chosen 
this name for yourself because of 
your faith in Christ as the Saviour 
of the world? If so, if you call 
yourself Christian because of your 
faith in Him; have you observed 
His Commandments By this is 
not meant “Have you been good? 
It is very doubtful if being good 
is at all possible. Dut have you 
observed those Commandments 
which are possible for you to per- 
form? Are you baptized? Have 
you been made formally a Chris- 
tian by water and by the Spirit as 
Christ Himself has laid it down for 
your guidance? Do you come to 
Holy Communion as He Himself 
laid it down for your observance: 
“This do in remembrance of те.” 
Have you received the “Laying on 
of hands" in Confirmation accord- 
ing to the usage of the Apostles 
from the very beginning of the 
Church? This also certainly is 
quite possible for you to do. It is 
true that there is no record in the 
Scriptures of our Lord's command 
to be confirmed ; but there is plenty 
of records showing that the Apos- 
tles practicel Confirmation. from 
the very beginning. The Apostles 
surely must have known our Lord's 
mind. The Apostles surely would 
not have practiced Confirmation if 
it were of little importance. They 
practiced it because it is a help 
which you cannot afford to forego. 
Surely you should be confirmed, if 
it is within your power to be con- 
firmed, 
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“Oh but I am a Methodist, Bap- 
tist, Presbyterian, or Lutheran,” as 
the case may be. Well, what does 
being a Methodist, Baptist, etc., 
mean to you? Does it mean being 
less of a Christian or more than a 
Christian? Surely it cannot mean 
that any one of these names means 
more than Christian, Certainly you 
shoul not be satisfied with being 
less than Christian. Then, if you 
deny yourself the time-honored rite 
of Confirmation of Apostolic origin, 
are you not putting yourself in the 
light of desiring to be less than 
Christian? Has it ever occurred to 
you, that if you are a Methodist, 
Baptist, Presbyterian, Lutheran, 
etc, that you would be a better 
Methodist, a better Baptist, Presby- 
terian, Lutheran, etc., if you were 
confirmed? Read the Bible which 
is used in those churches; what 
does it say? Read your own Bible 
which you regard as your authority 
in your church, what does it say? 

In the eighth chapter of the Acts 
«the fact is recorded that one of the 
ministers, Philip by name, suc- 
ceeded in converting many people 
in Samaria whom he baptized. And 
the record goes on as follows: 
“Now when the Apostles who were 
in Terusalem heard that Samaria 
received the word of God, they sent 
unto them Peter and John: who 
when they were come down, prayed 
for them, that they might receive 
„the Holy Spirit: for as yet it was 
fallen upon none of them: only they 
had been baptized into the name of 
the Lord Jesus. Then laid they 
their hands on them, and they re- 
ceived the Holy Spirit.” 

Again, turn to the nineteenth 

‘chapter of the Acts, and read about 


people in Corinth, how St. Paul dis- 
regarded John the Ba 
tism; re-baptized them in “the 
name of the Lord Jesus,” “And 
when Paul laid his hands upon 
them, the Spirit came on them.” 
(Acts 19: 1-7.) 

Again, turn to the sixth chapter 
of the Epistle to the Hebrews, the 
first “Wherefore, leaving the 
doctrine of the first principles of 
Christ, let us press on unto perfec- 
tion; not laying again a foundation 
of repentance from dead works, 
and of faith toward God, of the 
teachings of baptisms, and of lay- 
ing on of hands, and of the resur- 
rection of the dead, and of eternal 
judgment." Mark the place given 
to the “laying on of hands” in this 
list of doctrines well established at 
the time this Epistle was written. 

Tf Confirmation is not important, 
why are these records given and 
preserved so carefully in the Scrip- 
tures? And why should we depart 
from the established custom of 
the early Church, when neither 
Roman Catholicism, Presbyterian- 
ism. Methodism, Lutheranism, 
Baptism, nor Episcopalianism, etc., 
were in existence; but simply the 
Church. of Chri The Church 
which was born in Jerusalem, which 
was built on a rock so that the gates 
of Пе cannot prevail against it; 
the Church organized on the day of 
Pentecost by the Apostles in Jeru- 
salem, and guided by the Holy 
Spirit; that Church which knew no 
other name save Christ; surely that 
Church could not err in its uses; 
surely that Church should be our 
pattern, and not those Churches of 
the Middle Ages, or of the Twen- 
tieth Century variety with an end- 
less list of nicknames. 
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Confirmation is not negative, but 
positive, It does not ask you to 
up anything of your faith in 
. It does not ask you to re- 
nounce anything you have learned 
in the faith of Jesus Christ, but it 
offers you in addition a service as 
old as the Church itself; a service 
which imparts a God-given power 
to will aud to do the things accept- 
able unto Him; and deepen the 
faith you already have. Confirma- 
tion is Scriptural, Apostolic. Con- 
firmation is reasonable. Confirma- 
tion is helpful. 


Thus following the custom of the 
early Christian Church founded in 
Jerusalem on the Day of Pentecost, 
the Bishop will visit our Church to 
confirm, as they did of old, by the 


“Laying on of Hands," such bap-, 


tized persons as ‘are desirous of 
coming into closer union with the 
spirit of the Christian Church. He 
will visit the Church on Friday 
evening, December 5. Meantime 
the minister will in his sermons and 
addresses give the information 
which all Christian people should 
have who are desirous of being 
confirmed.

We 
feel sure that our people will be 
equal to the occasion in getting 
enough men and women willing to 
consecrate part of their. time to 
the work of the Sunday School 
both for their own edification and 
the upbuilding of the Church of 
God, 

If men and women would think 
of how much they can do for their 
children, from how much future 
misery they can save them, and 
how much joy they can store up 
both for themselves and their chil- 
dren, by their example of honest 
appreciation of the Church, there 
would be no need for going around 
a begging for workers and helpers 
in the Sunday School. 


Does it not seem strangely ridic- 
ulous to you to see Protestant peo- 
ple seeking and scratching desper- 
ately for a thousand reasons why 
they do not go to worship God on 
the Lord's Day, yet cannot find one 
reason why they should go to 
Church? 

What do a thousand of their 
best reasons amount to when yott 
place them side by side with the 
ONE reason: "This do in remem- 
brance of me.”

God is love, because love is crea- 
tive. It is only by order and har- 
mony that we can conceive of 
things being created. — Lawlessness 
or discord is destructive, not crea- 
tive, therefore its results are ugly 
and painful. "There is beauty in 
creation, in building up, or to use 
the Latin word, edification. This 
word meant a building, or temple, 
in which a god dwelt. A temple 
is a beautiful building, because it 
is harmoniously built, aud it is the 
outward expression of the god who 


dwells within. When we look at 
the universe as the temple of God 
we are constrained to believe that 
God is love; and when we see the 


constructive and edifying work of 
the Cross, bringing order and har- 


mony out of chaos, our souls are 
fascinated by the beauty of the 
crucified Lord as much as by the 
music of the first Christmas morn- 
ing. 

Now, we have the seasons of 
the year: autumn, winter, spring, 
summer. These make up the year 
of our Lord with full and plenty 
for all. The earth yields her fruits 
in due season regardless as to how 
men divide them among themse:ves 
in their own way. But there is 
enough to go around so far as the 
Creator is concerned. Thus by es- 
tablished regular seasons harmoni- 
ously arranged, repeated from vear 
to year, a most beautiful and fruit- 
ful world is maintained for the 
benefit of the creatures of Him 
who maintains it. 

Now you will understand, dear 
reader, the genius of our Church 
in following the laws of Him who 
в its foundation. For there is 
beauty and fruitfulness in them; 
and they remind us constantly of 
the goodness, the truth, and the 
love of God. Without Him there 
is no lifc. 

Thus we have our Church 
Year; made up of seasons har- 
moniously arranged after the life 
and death and the resurrection of 
our Lord. We begin with AD- 
VENT season, in which we now 
are. Advent. means COMING; 
the coming of our Lord. It re- 
minds us of the message of St. 
John the Baptist: “Make ye ready 
the way of the Lord, make his 
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path straight. . . . And the 
crooked places shall become 
straight, and rough ways smooth; 
and all fesh shall see the salvation 
of God.” Itis a season of prepara- 
tion for the coming of our Lord 
on Christmas Day. It is a season 
which especially reminds us of the 
need of housecleaning to receive 
the coming Guest: “Behold, I 
stand at the door and knock: if 
any man hear my voice and open 
the door, I will come to him, and 
will sup with him, and he with me." 
(Rev. iii, 20.) It reminds us also 
of His coming to us in Baptism 
and the l.ord's Supper. and in 
Confirmation, and in Church Serv- 
ices, and in everything we do in 
llis name. It also reminds us of 
the uncertainty of life here and 
the certainty of life hereafter, and 
of the giving account of ourselves 
in the day of judgment. With such 
preparation of mind and heart we 
shall be able to observe more sen- 
sibly and harmoniousl {һе 
CHRISTMAS feast as it should 
be observed. For Christmas is the 
day on which the Savior was born; 
and Пе was born to save us by His 
blood.  "Behold the lamb that 
taketh away the sins of the 
world." 

And in the distance we see 
Easter, the feast of the Resurrec- 
tion; and we begin, lost in wonder- 
ment, to comprehend the harmony 
between the Cross and the crown: 
"LOVE so amazing, so divine."

Cur Christmas Festival, at 
which the Sunday School chil- 
dren will render a Christmas Can- 
tata, will take place on Tuesday 
evening, December 30th, and the 
Christmas gifts will be distributed 
immediately after the Sunday 
School session December 28th. It 
is due to the kindliness of some 
friends that St. George's is able 
to cheer and be cheered by the giv- 
ing out of Christmas gifts. 


"St. George's is always getting 
something," you hear people say. 
Well, it is getting something be- 
cause it is always giving some- 
thing. The latest improvement in 
our Parish House, which we hope 
to install before Christmas, is an 
up-to-date motion picture and 
stereopticon machine for the en- 
tertainment and edification of our 
people, It is the best machine in 
the market and is а new one. This 
gift was made to St. George's by 
a friend whose name, though not 
published, is held in high esteem 
and admiration, and who is a real 
friend of the people. 


Our Thanksgiving service was 
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unusually well attended, and the 
collection for the Episcopal Hos- 
pital is at this writing $21.76, as 
aginst $1793 of last year. This 
with that of the Chapel makes the 
collection for the Hospital nearly 
$30, just about three times as 
much as that of six years ago. 
This is a sure indication of growth. 

Another indication of growth is 
the membership of eighty-two men 
in the Drexel-Liddle Class, Three 
years ago we had no Bible Class. 
To-day we have three. The men’s, 
the young ladies’, of about 30, and 
the splendid Women's Bible Class 
of 27, excellent women under the 
guidance of Mrs. Robert S. 
3right. 


Another indication of growth is 
the fact that everything is ready 
for the organization of a Scout 
company. The first meeting took 
place Thursday evening, Decem- 
ber 4th, under the direction of Mr. 
Norman Turnbull, a member of 
the Boys’ Club of the Church 
Club, Kensington. This promises 
a healthy movement of permanent 
good among our boys. 


Both branches of the Girls’ 
Friendly Society here and in the 
Chapel have begun their dressmak- 
ing classes under competent and 
trained teachers. The Branch in 
Richmond has its dressmaking 
class every other Monday evening. 
Every first Sunday in the month 
the members come in corporate 
communion to the Lord's Table. 
There has been a marked improve- 
ment in attendance, both at the 
regular meetings and at Commu- 
nion. 


The Monday afternoon meetings 
of the Junior Auxiliary No. 2 has 
much grown in numbers and effi- 
ciency. 


The great need of Sunday 
School teachers still remains, 
though not as keen as it was last 
month. Still we have classes with- 
out teachers, especially in the main 
department, where the need of 
faithful teachers is most keenly 
felt. It is very discouraging to be- 
hold a teacher take up a splendid 
class, and sce it dwindle because 
of frequent absences of the teach- 
er. This works havoc to both 
teacher and pupils. We should 
have enough teachers who would 
act as substitutes in case the reg- 
ular teacher must stay away; and 
no teacher should stay away with- 
out informing the superintendent 
in time for him to find a substi- 
tute. The better way is not to stay 
away until a substitute is found. 
No business house is treated in 
careless fashion, why should our 
Church be treated so? This ap- 
peal is again made to our congre- 
gation. We must have enough 
teachers for our Sunday School. 


Another indication of growth in 
St. George's is the recent under- 
taking of our Women's Bible 
Class, under Mrs. Dright's teach- 
ing and guidance, to send enough 
money to Miss Amy Lillingston, 
M.D., medical missionary in the 
Church at Bangalore, South India, 
for the training and education of 
a native nurse, Annamal by name, 
at Zenana Mission Hospital. The 
collection for this year by the class 
was most liberal. 
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The animated conversation. of 
two men seated in front of him on 
a west bound street car drew the 
itor's attention, and this is what 
he overheard. "Speaking of hyp- 
ocrites and ignoramuses," said one 
who was evidently a Roman Cath- 
ойс, "where is there a bigger hyp- 
ocrite than the Protestant who 
continually finds fault with the 
Roman Catholie Church, vet will 
not lift a finger to help his own. 
He snarls at the Roman Catholics 
going to Church. faithfully at all 
hours and in all sorts of weather, 
yet his face is never seen within 
the walls of the Church which he 
profe: to own, in which h* pro 
fesses to believe, and which he pre- 
tends to defend. As to your Bible 
shouters, how many of them at- 
tend the Bible Classes to learn 
what the Bible contains? How can 
they honestly boast of a thing of 
the value of which they know little 
or nothing. They care nothing for 
the Bible or its contents. They 
merely use it as a red rag and as 
a football to buffet Roman Cath- 
olics with. Is not this dragging 
down the Holy Seriptures into the 
dust of mere controversy and 
spite? How many of those fellows 
will stand the test of a simple ex- 
amination on the contents of the 
Bible which they profess to wor- 
ship? Тат a Roman Catholic. I 
believe in my Church, therefore I 
go to it and support it with all my 
might, denying myself often com- 
fort and pleasure. You say you 
are a Protestant. 1 should not 
have known it, if you had not told 
me that, John. I should have taken 
you for a heathen, making his live- 
lihood in a Christian land, if I 
judged vou by your life on week- 


days and on Sundays. There are 
Jim, and Al, and Gus, they are 
Protestants. They are a credit to 
their Church. They go to it every 
time they сап. You will find them 
regularly in the Bible Class, and 
y can speak intelligently on the 
Seriptures; but 1 do not hear them 
slur the Roman Catholic. Church. 
They are consistent. Protestants. 
They are strong in their conv 
tions. Their lives and faith show 
the good there is in Protestantism, 
and their devotion to their cause 
is what gives the Protestant 
Churches power. But you are only 
a croaker. Fault-finding in others 
does not convince people of your 
virtues. As a rule people despise 
a croaker, especially when the 
croaker is also a hypocrite.” The 
Visitor was sorry not to have 
heard the sequel. as he had to 
leave the car on 15th street. 

As he was boarding the south 
hound car the Visitor was musing 
on the phrase "square deal," and he 
thought of the coiner of this phrase, 

popularized by him in every 
sphere of life, and then he thought 
of Roosevelt's definition of char- 
acter, which runs as follows: "Res- 
olution, courage, energy, power of 
self control, combined with fear- 
lessness in taking the initiative and 
suming responsibility; a just re- 
gard for the right of others, to- 
gether with unflinching determina- 
tion to succeed, no matter what ob- 
stacle and barriers have to be 
beaten down." The Visitor could 
not find such qualifications in 
croaking.

new life! 15 there any gift greater 
than the year 1914 given unto us 
by our heavenly Father Himself. 
As a congregation, members and 
friends of St. George's, how are we 
going to use it?

This must be our 
question at the beginning of the 
year. 


Our people have measured up in 
loyalty to their Church to any other 
Christian community; but is there 
no room for improvement?

Tf sin dims this vision, shall we not 
rid ourselves of sin?

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France, and who had once been an 
ardent Socialist, but became disap- 
pointed in its fallacies, concludes 
as follows: “Faith walks by itself.

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LENT. 

We cannot contemplate the char- 
acter or genius of our Church with- 
out quickening our loyalty and 
deepening our affection for it. Our 
Bishops, in their Pastoral Letter of 
1913, with one voice strongly pro- 
claimed the truth when they said 
that “The unchanging need of 
men is the Christ." It is to supply 
this need that the Church has es- 
tablished most naturally what is 
called the Church Year. Surely in 
this is manifested the guidance of 
the Holy Spirit, since the various 
seasons which make up this ycar 
help to reproduce in our minds and 
hearts the unique life of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, that He might dwell 
in us and we in Him. For only in 
this way can His mission in this 
world become effective. We must 
have the Church in order that we 
may faithfully observe the Sacra- 
ments of Baptism and the Lord's 
Supper which He Himself or- 
ned. We must observe the Serv- 
ices on the Lord's Day in order 
that we might hear the Word of 
God and the teaching of His Son 
about Him. And we must also 
keep fresh in our minds and hearts, 
year by year, every fact of our 
Lord's life; lest in an unsystematic 
and loose way of worship, we 
might minimize or forget some 
phase or fact in-our Lord's life, 
and thus fail in our efforts of being 
truly Christian. 


Our Church also wisely provides 
for Feast Days to commemorate the 
lives and deaths of the Apostles, 
for they are important factors in 
the life of our Lord; they are the 
eye witnesses. But the multiplica- 
cation of Saints’ Days in our lives 
may work more harm than the 
danger of being without our 
Church Year at all. Day by day 
we must draw our inspiration from 
Christ Himself, keeping also in 
mind the testimony of the eye wit- 
nesses that our lives might grow 
more and more unto the likeness 
of His. But we must not live by 
proxy, which is inevitable if every 
day is а saint's day. It is much 
better if most of our days are the 
Lord's days, and that our Com- 
munion with Him daily is made 
direct; for only in this way real 
saints are made. We should keep 
close connection with the original 
source. In this connection godli- 
ness is more safe. 


Thus, we have just passed the 
celebration of the good news of 
the birth of our Lord in Christmas. 
We also observe the memorial days 
of St. Stephen, the first martyr for 
the Church; St. John, the Evangel- 
ist; Innocents’ Day, in memory of 
the little ones who were slaugh- 
tered by King Herod in his effort 
to destroy the child Jesus with 
them; Circumcision, the existing 
law to which He was subject; the 
Epiphany, which brings to our 
minds the various ways in which 
our Lord manifested llimself to 
the world as the Son of God; the 
Conversion of St. Paul, who has 
done more to propagate Christian- 
ity throughout the world than any 
other Apostle. And now Lent is 
approaching. It begins with what 
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is commonly called Ash Wednes- 
day, on the 25th of this month. 
Lent brings us close to the life of 
our Lord at the very beginning of 
llis ministry. It tells us of His 
temptations and how IIe overcame 
them. It is a phase of our Lord's 
life, the contemplation of which 
must nceds sober us, and strike the 
more serious note in our lives. 

Your estimate and love for 
Christ will be the measure of your 
observance of Lent. You must not 
do violence to your better nature. 
You centainly would not commem- 
orste the sufferings of your best 
friend with a dance, a jovial house 
party, or trifling amusements, es- 
pecially the Friend who suffered 
and died for you. You would 
naturally adjust your conduct and 
manner of living in harmony with 
the season. 

Moreover, if you do not love 
Christ for what He did for you 
and all mankind, and for what He 
is doing daily, you cannot observe 
Lent no matter how long a face 
you may wear, and how much you 
may fast. 

Remember that Christ's gospel is 
а joyous message. Меге self-de- 
nial by self-torture, mere suppres- 
sion of the “flesh” as evil in itself 
in order that you may come nearer 
to God is not Christian. “The 
Lord loveth a cheerful giver." It 
is the kind of giving which comes 
spontaneously from a love of Him 
in whose name you give. This i 
Christian fasting. You love Christ 
because Пе said: “I came that they 
may have life, and have it abund- 
antly. I am the good shepherd, 
the good shepherd layeth down 
his life for the sheep." There is 
a difference between seeking credit 


from God for self-denial, and 
cheerful denial of self for the love 
of Him who first loved us, and 
gave Himself for us. True, this 
we ought to do every day of our 
life; but if we are not reminded of 
this in Lent, if Lent is ignored, we 
shall not be likely to observe this 
principle on any other day. Hence, 
the wisdom of Lent. 

— 

GOOD WORK. 

It is with that true Lenten spirit 
that twelve of our women have 
undertaken a noble work. It is an 
undertaking which all good peo- 
ple will heartily approve by their 
ready response and co-operation. 
It has been decided rightly that the 
Communion vessels and also the 
collection plates now used in this 
Church should be returned to the 
Chapel to whom they were origi- 
nally given. The Chapel people 


‘have proved themselves abundantly 


loyal, and by the grace of God 
have grown into a goodly congre- 
gation. And though they never 
asked for them, the Communion 
vessels and collection plates form- 
erly used in the Chapel should be 
returned to our Chapel people. 

It was thought proper that in 
getting the new Communion ves- 
sels and collection plates for St. 
George's, Richmond, all who wish 
should have a part; that is, that the 
vessels should be the contribution 
of all our people, members and 
friends of the Church. For Com- 
munion means Fellowship in Christ 
with one another. The vessels 
should be symbolic of that spirit. 
And to carry this spirit into prac- 
tice twelve of our women have 
volunteered to act as collectors for 
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tree months, and with books pro- 
vided in their hands, solicit from 
our people a weekly contribution. 
In three months, it is estimated, 
money enough will be raised by our 
people to provide for thi hurch 
a set of Communion vessels and 
collection plates which would truly 
represent their loyalty and devotion 
to the Church and their privilege at 
the Lord's Table. 

The following are the women 
who have taken upon themselves 
the task of collectors and visitors ; 
Mesdames Abrahamson, Arndt, 
Bauder, Bauer, Blodgett, Jacobs 
McKinley, Marquess, Moffatt, 
age, Walter and White. The num- 
ber twelve is suggestive. The 
undertaking is most laudable. God 
will bless all who interest them- 
selves therein. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST. 

The women of the Bible Class, 
which is growing and prospering. 
met at the house of their excellent 
teacher, Mrs. Robert S. Drieht. on 
Tuesday afternoon, January 27th, 
to listen to an address by the med- 
ical missionary, Dr. Mina Macken- 
zie, stationed in Zenana, South 
India. In Mrs. Bright our women 
have a most faithful teacher and 
friend. She has the true m 
ary spirit. A missionary goes out 
of his neighborhood into another 
where his help is needed, without 
measuring distance or counting the 
cost, and does it unostentationsly 
and modestly, utterly unconscious 
of doing a great thing, yet doing 
the greatest thing a man or woman 
can do. This accounts for the 
growing missionary spirit among 
our women. 


On Tuesday evening, February 
3d, our Drexcl-Diddle Men's Bible 
Class will give a grand entertain- 
ment in the basement of this Parish 
House, for the benefit of the 
Church. Admission, 15 cents. 

Whatsoever activity, whatsoever 
in the growth of the 
Church, is due to the truly Chris- 
tion spirit and honesty of heart 
wherever it may be. We need not 
mention names. God knows His 
own. 

The Women's Guild is to give 
an entertainment on Tuesday eve- 
ning, February 24th, for the bene- 
fit of the Church. Admission, 15 
cents. We are glad to report that 
the spirit of the Old Chapel people 
is spreading rapidly in St. George's, 
Richmond. It is the true Chris- 
tian spirit. It is the spirit of per- 
sonal service. More and more we 
are coming to the true life of the 
Church. Let everybody have a 
share in the building up of the 
Church.

On Thursday evening, Januarv 
15th, Deputy Commissioner J. W. 
Patton, visited our Boys' Scout 
troop. lt was a memorable eve- 
ning. Our troop is in the process 
of formation. On Thursday eve- 
ning, January 22d, about 16 can- 
didates took the Scout oath upon 
an open Dible in the presence of 
the Minister. Each candidate 
stepped up to the chancel rail, 
saluted the national flag, and said: 
“On my honor I will do my best 
(1) to do my duty to God and my 
country, and obey the Scout law; 


(2) to help other people at all 
times; (3) to keep myself physi- 
cally strong, mentally awake, and 
morally straight." The Scout law 
referred to are a few rules of per- 
sonal conduct calculated to develop 
in the boy power of observation, 
cleanliness on body and mind and 
companionship, and other Christian 
manly qualities.

Hear the cry of the man who has 
felt the pain and shame of the 
liquor traffic. Опсе a valiant de- 
fender of the respectable saloon, 
ex-Governor Pattison, now pro- 
claims that “there is no such a 
thing as a respectable saloon. 
There is not a law made by God 
or man that the liquor interests 
will respect. If you ever find a 
virtuous prostitute, an honest thief, 
a straight crook, you may expect 
to find a respectable saloon, but not 
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until then. If we have no 
sorrows, liquor creates them, and 
if we have them liquor increases 
them and makes them harder to 
bear. Liquor is the thief of char- 
acter. It invades the ballot-box 
and corrupts it. Liquor weakens 
the administration of justice. What 
shall we do with this thing that 
destroys our homes?” Yes, dear 
reader, what shall we do with this 
thing that destroys our homes? 


We usually pass by many strange 
things without questioning simply 
because we have seen them so 
often. But why do saloons have 
screened doors? If drinking is 
right and the business is legitimate, 
why are they not as open as res- 
taurants, and stores and bakeries? 
Do they have side entrances in 
other places? “Ladies’ Entrance" 
forsooth ! 

Why do they send a cocaine 
trafficker to prison, and elect a 
saloonkeeper to city council or to 
a directorate of a public school? 

Dr. Maus publicly declares, and 
verifies his statement by indispu- 
table figures, that there are about 
a million degenerates in this coun- 
try, mostly the result of drinking.

Have you thought of it? Have you 
thought deeply of it? To each thing 
there is an outward sign and an in- 
ward meaning ; a husk and a kernel. 
Some people, like the animals in the 
Parable of the Prodigal Son, live 
on husks; but real men and women 
will not be satisfied until they get 
to the kernel, to the meaning, or the 
spirit of things. What is the mean- 
ing of Easter? What does this ob- 
servance of Easter signify? What 
kernel full of life-giving nourish- 
ment is there hid inside of this 
beautiful husk? ^ What eternal 
spirit dwells within that joyous fig- 
ure which comes to us yearly with 
the breath of sweetest flowers, and 

- gives to Spring the name of Easter- 
tide? It is, dear reader, the spirit 

* of hope and of progress which con- 
tinues to re-emphasize the fact that 
in the midst of DEATH we are in 
LIFE. Read the following words 
slowly and thoughtfully :

In our Prayer Book on page 281 
there is the following rubric, or 
direction: “When any person is 
Sick. notice shall be given thereof to 
the Minister of the Parish. etc." 
When that was written the Minis- 
ter of a Parish had more time for 
study and prayer, so one notice was 
sufficient, But now, in the rush of 


—— — — 
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business, the Minister might need 
the help of a reminder. In other 
words, it works better when all co- 
operate and remind one another of 
things to be done for the good of 
all. This is Christian. 


The test of a right or wrong 
action is the question: “Is it 
Christian?” Seware of things 
counterfeit. There is such a thing 
as counterfeit righteousness. And 
the devil, the chief counterfeiter, 
and the father of lies, is a master 
of his art. He will give sin an 
appearance of virtue. He is catch- 
ing more men and women in this 
way than in showing them the real 
article of his trade. For example: 
He will say to you, if you come to 
Holy Communion without being 
perfect you are doing wrong. If 
you have done something which 
you know is wrong it is better for 
уги to stay away from Communion. 
On the surface this is plausible: but 
if he could persuade all people by 
this argument, the Lord's Table 
would be wholly deserted. But 
most Christians instinctively feel 
this argument to be fallacious, 
therefore they do come to Commu- 
nion, not because of their virtues, 
but because of God's forgiveness 
and mercy. The one who is de- 
ceived by the devil begins to pride 
himself upon the fact of his not 
being as bad as others, because HE, 
forsooth, is treating our Lord with 
more consideration by staying 
away. Behold, a modern, clean- 
cut, respectable Pharisee who is not 
as bad as that publican who prays 
"Lord forgive me, a sinner," yet 
he is waiting to be better before he 
will come to Communion. And 


when he gets good and ready, and 
fels he is good enough, he will 
come to Communion, and say in his 
һат: "Now I am good enough, 
and am entitled to the Lord's Sup- 
per. Put the test to this. “Js it 
Christian?" Can any one ever be 
good enough? Is there a man with- 
out sin? What becomes of the 
Christian doctrine of the forgive- 
ness of sin? Is it not a presump- 
tion and blasphemy on the part of 
any one to regard himself good 
enough, at any time? What hope 
is there for any person to grow 
hetter by staying away from Holy 
Communion? Is not staying away 
a denial of the efficacy of the Blood 
of Christ to cleanse us from all sin? 
What does our service say: "We 
do not presume to come to this, 
Thy Table, O merciful Lord, trust- 
ing in our own righteousness, but 
in Thy manifold and great mercies. 
We are not worthy so much as to 
gather up the crumbs under Thy 
Table." 


Read over the whole service, and 
see if staying away from Com- 
mun:on is Christian. 


Bring to the Parish House or 
send to it all old rubber which you 
can spare.

Physicians insist that whooping 
cough is very dangerous, and that 
it is not necessary to have it.

Fresh air and good 
nourishment are of first importance 
to recovery. The child should be 
kept in bed while it has fever and 
is weak.

Yet our government licenses 
saloons. 


Mr. Robert J. McKenty, Warden 
of the Eastern Penitentiary, states 
emphatically that lying "Movie" 
films make boy criminals. Mr. Mc- 
Kenty certainly ought to know 
whereof he speaks. Yet the movies 
are crowded with parents who take 
their boys with them indiscrimin- 
ately. 


The greatest movement in mod- 
ern times in the interest of boys, 
next to the Sunday School, is the 
Scout movement. It is a splendid 
antidote for all the poisons which 
boys are bound to come in contact 
with in their journey of life. Many 
a boy is actually smothered with 
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kindness that is blind; and this kind 
of kindness is showered upon him 
quite often by his parents. Scout 
training brings out of the boy every- 
thing that is manly, dignified and 
ncb'e. It is the best preparatory 
school to the great life's university. 
Much of course will depend upon 
the boy and more upon the parents ; 
but the Scout movement as such is 
not excelled by any other in the in- 
terest of boys. 

Our troop, No. 60, meets every 
Tu^sday evening at 7.45 P. M. Mr. 
Norman Turnbull, of the Church 
Boys' Club, Assistant Scout Master, 
is in immediate charge of the boy 
under the supervision of the Mi 
ter. They are a fine lot of real 
bzys of much promise. 


On Sunday evening, March 15, 
Mr. Douglas Forman of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, addressed 
our congregation on Missions in 
India; and Mr. Louis Fallon of the 
same place gave an illustrated ad- 
dress Sunday evening, March 29, 
on the work of Dr. Grenfel among 
the fishermen in Labrador. Both 
addresses were very much appre- 
cisted by our people, who are 
grateful to the gentlemen of the 
University.

The rumor of a Church building 
for St. George's, Richmond, is be- 
ing materialized into pleasant fact. 
On April 16 an architect in the per- 
son of Mr. Walter Thomas was se- 
lected. On April 17 Mr. Thomas 
took the measurements of the 
grounds. On April 29 representa- 
tives of the Commission on Church 
Building visited our Mission to look 
over the grounds and consider the 
architect's plans. From a conver- 
sation with the architect we learn 
that the building will be a model 
of beauty and dignity fitting in with 
our stately Parish House, leaviag 
enough of green lawn for tennis 
and outdoor entertainments. We 
doubt not that this news must thrill 
the heart of every member find 
friend of St. George's. When our 
group of buildings is finished, sur- 
mounted by our sweet-toned bell, 
it will be the pride of the neighbor- 
hood. 


But the group of buildings rep- 
resents a more wonderful edifice of 
living stones knit together by a 
common faith in the Lord and Mas- 
ter Jesus Christ. Back of the build- 
ing is the congregation of the faith- 
ful bearing the name Christian by 
Baptism. Back of the building are 
the men, women and children en- 
deavoring to do the will of God as 
taught by the Lord Jesus. Back 
of the building is a Christian com- 
munity in which the interest of all 


is the welfare of each and the en- 
deavor of each is the well-being 
of all. We call the building 
CIIURCH, because it is the 
Father's House where His children 
can meet on a level, and, without 
any special privilege, partake from 
the common table the food which 
goes to give health not only to the 
soul but also to the body. The 
Church is truly the House of God, 
and the people maintaining it are 
His Houschold. Happy is the com- 
munity which strives to live up to 
this idea of the Church. The 
Church is the strongest bond of 
Brotherhood, for it stands for the 
Fatherhood of God, which is eter- 
nal. If we practice our belief in 
the Fatherhood of God, we shall 
also realize our faith in the Droth- 
erhood of men. The Psalmist was 
glad when they said unto him, “We 
will go into the house of the Lord." 
It was in the temple where our 
Lord Jesus was about the Father's 
business. And what is the Father's 
business, is it not the care of His 
children? Thus, dear reader, you 
see what a Church building, prop- 
erly regarded, realy means not 
only to you but also to vour neigh- 
bor and to the whole community. 
God be praised for the privilege of 
a Church building. May we all 
strive to earn this privilege by a 
faith which is expressed in good 
works.

To this is 
to be added a special gift from 
Mrs. Kaufmann and family of a 
new Altar Service, beautifully 
bound. All these things have come 
to us, a free will offering, as an ex- 
pression of the love and loyalty 
which the people in this neighbor- 
hood cherish deep in their hearts 
for St. George's Church, and as an 
earnest of their willingness and 
readiness for the coming of the 
Church building. 

By the end of April, which is 
just closing, judging from previous 
returns, we expect to have the full 
cost of these beautiful gifts. They 
are the more precious, because they 
are the people's gifts; and we trust 
their hearts will be where their 
treasure is.

Most of the logic, if not all of it, 
for staying away from Church, and 
witholding support from it, reminds 
us of the story told us recently by 
one of our most faithful workers. 
It runs as follows: 

The Teacher—“What is a mi- 
crobe, Johnnie?" 

Johunie—"lt is an animal what 
you cannot see." 

"TTeacher—" What animal is it?" 

Johnnie—"An elephant; I never 
saw one." 


There are two wars; one with 
Mexico, and the other in Colorado. 
Mr. Wilson doubtless has good 
grounds for the war with Mexico; 
but Mr. Rockefeller has given his 
reasons why there is war in the 
mining camps in which women and 
children were slaughtered and 
burned alive, This is his reason: 
"We would rather that the unfor- 
tunate conditions should continue 
and that we should lose all the mil- 
lions invested than that American 
workmen should be deprived of 
their right to work for whom they 
please, That is the great principle 
at stake. It is a national issue." 
What we should like to ask is: 
Which workmen? The strikers, or 
the strike-breakers? No matter how 
honest a man may be in his convic- 
tion, it makes a deal of difference 
in forming principles, whether the 
cow grazes on your side of the 
fence or mine, It is wicked and un- 
Christian to shed blood in a quarrel 
over property. This is not what 
God made the coal for. The only 
blood-shedding permitted by God is 


for the remission of sin, and the 
salvation of our souls and not of 
our pocket-books. There is always 
a way to arbitrate a disagreement 
on a question of wages. At least, 
it is better than the killing of men, 
women and children, even if it be 
according to the LAW. Some day 
we shall all agree that our laws 
have been unjust. 


Close to 1000 men thronged the 
navy and army recruiting stations 
in this city in one day, but only 
twenty-six were accepted for enlist- 
ment. And this in time of war. 
"The other 974 were rejected as unfit 
for service. “Booze marks bar 
scores,” says the daily press. And 
many other things indirectly the re- 
sult of drinking; and yet the law 
allows the traffic in drinking. The 
government shares the profit with 
the liquor men. 


We have one of the best moving 
picture machines in the country, and 
the clearness of the pictures sur- 
passes even those given in the so- 
called "movies." We show our pic- 
fures every Saturday afternoon at 
3.30 at admission fee of 2 cents for 
children, and in the evening at 8 
o'clock; ticket, 5 cents.

It is just about twelve years and 
six months since the present pastor 
began his service in St. George's; 
or more truly, his service in this 
neighborhood. Very few of us re- 
member the beginning, because 
there were very few in St. George's 
then. The prospects were few, 
though the difficulties many. 
poor, small building, a small mem- 
bership, a small Sunday School, a 
small outlook, a small everything. 
We were the smallest in everything 
and everywhere, 

To-day instead of one we have 
two St. George's. See their pic- 
tures on either side of this paper, 
and read their annual reports to the 
recent Diocesan Convention: 

Sr. Своксе'ѕ, VENANGO—19 bap- 
tisms, 88 members, 115 families, 
about 200 in the Sunday School, 57 
in daily kindergarten, a fine choir, 
and a few lively working societies. 
Total receipts, $882.69. 

Sr. Grorce’s, Rienmonp—65 
baptisms, 269 members, 360 fam- 
ilies, 525 in Sunday School, a long 
list of working societies, a splendid 


choir, a property worth $32,000.. 


Total receipts, $5,434.82. The valu- 
ation of St. George's, Venango, has 
risen from $2,500 to $5,000, which 
should be added to that of St, 
George's, Richmond, 

Thank God St. George's is no 
more insignificant, no more small 
and has grown to be beautiful, and 


what is more, useful. St. George’s 
record of service among the people 
stands foremost in the neighbor- 
hood, It has striven in many ways 
to serve the people in the spirit of 
Christ in whose name it lives. In 
spite of difficulties, it has, by the 
grace of God, succeeded in a large 
measure to be to the community 
what a Church should be. Thanks 
be to God. 

Those who love the Church of 
God, love St. George's Mission, for 
in everything St. George's has been 
the servant of all the people, trying 
to follow the footsteps of Him in 
whose name it star It stands in 
the name of Jesus Chzist, our Lord. 

Those who have given their 
means and personal service to the 
upbuilding of St. George's have 
worked with God. This will con- 
tinue to their everlasting glory. 
They will always find their deepest 
joy in their so doing, And when 
they meet their Master in the last 
day, they will be greeted with “Well 
done, good and faithful servant: 
thou hast been faithful over a few 
things, I will set thee over many 
things; enter thou into the joy of 
thy Lord.” This is surely the re- 
ward of all who contributed to and 
worked honestly for the upbuilding 
of St. George's, and who are doing 
so now. For every help and en- 
couragement given to St. George's 
renders it more efficient in the serv- 
ice of the people; for it lives for the 
people. Shame and confusion to 
those, if there be any, who lay a 
Straw in its way of progress either 
by word or deed; but everlasting 
satisfaction and glory is laid up for 
those who are loyally and con- 
stantly supporting the work done 
by St. George's. 


WHITSUNDAY, 

What is the meaning of Whit- 
sunday? There are several theories 
as to how we came to this word; 
but the fact for which it stands is 
this: Fifty days after the Resurrec- 
tion of our Lord, or Easter Day, 
the little band of the first Christians 
gathered together for worship on 
the Jewish feast day, Pentecost, 
which means fifty days after Pass- 
over, when the Holy Spirit, as 
Christ promised, descended upon 
this little congregation in a manner 
described in the Book, the Acts of 
the Apostles. 

(Read the Second Chapter of this 
Book.) ‘Thus was the first Chris- 
tian Church organized and sanc- 
tified. We might say, consecrated. 
It was the mother Church of all 
Churches. It was in Jerusalem, 
not in Rome, as some people are led 
to think. The first Bishop of the 
Church was James and not Peter, 
according to the Scriptures, our 
only authority both in matters of 
fact and in matters of doctrine.

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YES, WHY? 


An intelligent boy of fifteen was 
reading the New Testament one 
Sunday morning as his father was 
poring over the big Sunday news- 
paper, and as if he could not con- 
tain himself any longer cried out 
suddenly in earnest , impatience : 
“Father, if Christ is right, why do 
people turn their back on Him? 
And if He is wrong, why do we 
keep this book in the house?" The 
man who was absorbed in the news- 
paper was startled, His hands 
holding the paper sank to his knees, 
and he looked up much amazed at 
the earnest face of his boy whose 
eyes pierced his soul. He never 
saw his boy look like this before. 
It was a child's face, bearing the 
features of his mother, but his look 
and tone was that of a suddenly 
awakened man. The father felt 
a secret pride in his heart, yet he 
was ill at ease. He could not col- 
lect himself'to answer. What could 
he say? What could you, dear 
reader, say to the boy? What 
would ycu say to yourself? “No 
man can serve two masters.” You 
might succeed in drowning the still 
small voice within you; you might 
escape the embarrassment which 
Such a boy, just mentioned, might 
cause you, because your boy, per- 
chance, follows your example with- 
out criticism and without question- 
ing. But suppose your boy read 
the New Testament; and suppose 
he confronted you with such a 
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question; what would you answer 
him? Or your daughter, what 
would you answer her? Or your 
own conscience, what would you 
say? Could you say that Christ 
was wrong? and therefore the 
world is right, and you are right 
because you are going with the 
world? Would your manhood per- 
mit you to hold that He who is 
called the Christ is wrong? that He 
who died because He loved so much 
was wrong? that th embodiment of 
love and goodness and purity and 
sympathy and helpfulness and 
righteousness is wrong? And if 
He is right, let me repeat the boy's 
question, why do people resist Him? 
There is only one answer to the 
question: because of sin. The sin 
of breaking God's Commandments, 
and the sin of not doing them is 
the same. Sin is sin. Indeed it is 
hard to tell which is the more de- 
structive, the sin of omission or the 
sin of commission, What hope is 
there for self-righteousness? How 
can any one save himself? Woe to 
him who knows not his own weak- 
ness. How can he be made strong? 
Woe to him who knows not that 
he is wrong; how can he be made 
right? “Because thou sayest 

Thave need of nothing, and know- 
est not that thou art the wretched 
one and miserable and poor and 
blind and naked . I counsel 
thee to buy of me white garments 
that thou mayest clothe thyself 
A and eye salve to anoint 
thine eyes, that thou mayest see. 
As many as I love I reprove and 
chasten: be zealous therefore, and 
repent. Behold, I stand at the door 
and knock." 


, There are jails and peniten- 
tiaries for lawbreakers, There are 
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churches for Christian people. The 
one is for those who break the law, 
the other is for those who do the 
law. There is no middle ground. 
A convict is not only he who is in 
jail; a convict is he also who ought 
to be there. We are under con- 
demnation, are we not, when we 
do »ot God's Commandments, just 
as when we break them? Did not 
our Lord command us to be bap- 
tized? Did he not command us to 
observe faithfully the Lord's Sup- 
per, or Holy Communion? Did He 
not tell us to pray? Did He not 
teach us the virtues of Faith, Hope 
and Love? Did He not teach us to 
be humble and kind? Did He not 
tell us to do positive things? Not 
only to keep out of jail, but to lead 
a Christian life, and go out in the 
highways and byways and persuade 
people to come into His house? 
Did He not teach us missionary 
work, which is doing something, 
and not doing nothing? Learn, O 
reader, your lesson from a child. 
When you catch a boy at mischief 
red-handed, and cry out, "What are 
you doing What is the answer? 
"Nothing." It is those who are 
doing "nothing" that are always 
doing something wrong. Is it not 
more manly, because it is more 
honest, to say: "Lord, forgive me 
a sinner!” Or as the other man in 
the New Testament said: “Lord, I 
believe, help thou my unbelief!” 


PRAYER. 

O God, the strength of all those 
who put their trust in thee; merci- 
fully accept our prayers: and be- 
cause, through the weakness of our 
mortal nature we can do no good 
thing without thee, grant us the 
help of thy grace, that in keeping 


thy commandments we may please 
thee, both in will and deed ; through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen.

THE ARMY WORM. 


Viola's farther was a great lover

my child; the army worm destroyed 
in one night that for which I la- 
bored hard many days. But per- 
haps it is a lesson for you and me, 
Do you remember me reading to 
you from the Bible the other day: 
‘In the morning it is green and 
groweth up; but in the evening it 
is cut down, dried up, and with- 
cred, For we consume away in thy 
displeasure.’ This is a sad sight, 
Viola. It calls up in my mind many 
boys and girls who are so promis: 
ing and beautiful to look at, and 
whose parents spare nothing in car- 
ing for their welfare, who yet are 
in constant dangér of being ruined 
through a single misstep, through 
sin which is liable to creep into their 
souls as the army worm crept into 
our besutiful lawn, and in one 
night utterly ruined it.” Fle kissed 
Viola as he Jeft the house to go to 
work, and said: “My child, may 
God protect you against the army 
werm which, in the Bible, is called 
SIN.” 

Viola spent most of the day look- 
ing in sadness at the ruined lawn 
with a firm determipation and fer- 
vent prayer that her father may 
never look at her with the feeling 
with which she was looking at the 
lawn. 


THE SIN OF IGNORANCE. 

Some one, doubtless in bitter 
irony. once said: "Where ignor- 
anc? is bliss. it is folly to be wise.” 
It is too bad that many people take 
this saying seriously, The truth is, 
ignorance, as such, is anvthing but 
bliss. Tt offers nothing. Like dark- 
ness it has no color, Ignorance 
stands out in contrast to knowledge 
as a cemetery beside a living city. 
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-\s darkness is opposed to light, so 
igno лсе is opposed to knowledge. 
lt is this s*uggle between the two 
Íor the mastery of the world that 
makes knowledge often uncomfort- 
able; but the rcal source of unhap- 
piness is not knowledge, but its 


antagor ignorane “Let there 
be light,” God's first utterance 
in Cr And light and knowl- 
edge ever since been synony- 


mcus. 


The hunger for knowledge is a 
gift from God. It is also an evi- 
dence of life. It is blasphemy to 
say that God does not wish us to 
know. What God hates, according 
to the B ible, is not knowledge, but 
sin. We are punished not for eat- 
ing the fruit of the tree of knowl- 
edge, but for disobeying God. 
That is all that the story of the 
Garden of Eden teaches. “Ask, 
and it shall be given unto you; 
seek, ard ve shall find; knock, and 
it shall be opened unto you.” These 
are the words and teachings of our 
Lord. Asking, seeking. knocking, 


hone without fear and with 
proper motive is our part in this 
world. Most of our misfortunes, 


divisions, urhappiness and other 
cvils come from ignorance. It 
never a bliss, but a curse, as sin is 
a curse. It is bad enough to be 
ignorant; it is infinitely worse to 
keep others in ignorance. 


Dy way of illustration: Tfowso- 
ever others may be ignorant of it, 
you, dear reader, should know the 
difference between the terms "Cath- 
ойс” and “Roman Catholic." These 
two terms are almost opposed to 
each o'her. That so many people 
either ignorantly or purposely use 
them as if they were one and the 
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same thing does not change the fact 
that th. y are opposed to each other. 
By adding something else to a thing 
you may change its character com- 
pletely, so that the place whence 
it originally comes may not know 
it. When. you add "Roman" to 
"Ca hclie" it becomes altogether a 
different thing. The real meaning 
of “Catholic” is “universal; em- 
bracing all; wide-extending. Not 
narrow-minded, partial, or bigoted ; 
free from prejudice; possessing a 
mind that appreciated all truth ” In 
Church matters it is truly applied 
to all Christians holding to the faith 
of the Gospels, or as it is briefly 
stated in the Anostles’ Creed. In 


this sevse all Christians are Cath- 
olics. It is in this sense we use the 


vord"Ca!holie"in theCreed: “I be- 
lieve i» the Holy Catholic Church." 
Rut it b comes altogether something 
else when you add the word "Ro- 
man." [t was due to Roman inno- 
vations that many good Catholics 
obiected and wer^ called, for con- 
venience, “Protestants.” because 
they protested against adding to the 
Catholic Church things which 
changed its original character. The 
Roman Catholic Church is, in this 
sense, no less a sect than the Greek 
Catholic Church, or the Baptist 
Church and other Churches, while 
in another sense they are all Cath- 
ole, “If thou shalt confess with 
thv mouth Jesus as Lord. and shalt 
believe in thy heart that God raised 
him from the dead, thou shalt be 
saved" (Rom. 10:9). This is a 
Catholic doctrine. But compulsory 
confession, and the doctrine of the 
Mass, is sectarian. Baptism, Holy 
Communion, Confirmation are 
Catholic : but modern Papacy, Close 
Communion, or Close Baptism, 
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Predestination, ete. are secta 
Thus all Churches are in one 
Catholic; in another sense, 
tarian. 


y ismund, you told me 
that when one is baptized а Cath- 
ойс, he is always a Catholic ( mean- 
ing Roman Catholic); you said: 
"Once a Catholic, always а Cath- 
olie t " 


Yes, that is true, Hans.” 1 
“Then, why do you call Martin 
Luther a devil?”

Christian life should start with 
infancy. “Suffer little children to 
come unto me, and forbid them 
not," « our Lord. They should 
be baptized, thus making them 
members of the Church.

"HERE AM I.” 


In the Bible this phrase is 
usually used in answer to a call, 
especially when the call is of an 
important nature.

your “1,” because to you it is every- 
thing worth living for. When you 
give up your "I" you cease to exist. 

What a flood of light bursts upon 
our imagination when we begin to 
consider what is most precious in 
us. God who knows us better than 
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we ourselves is mercifully teaching 
the value of our own "I" to every 
one of us by the words: “So God 
loved the world that he gave his 
only begotten Son that whosoever 
believeth on him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life." It is 
Christ who emphasizes the value 
of personality, and the humblest 
E is exceedingly precious in His 
sight. 

If I am so precious, so precious 
that Christ should die for me in 
order that I might be saved, what 
shall I make of myself? Неге am 
IL Shall I waste it in riotous liv- 
ing, or smother it with indiffer- 
ence? Shall I eat, and drink, and 
be merry and then die? Or shall 
I use all the gifts of God and find 
joy in good works, and live? 

Seldom has there been given 
such an opportunity to people to 
use their “I” to the best advantage, 
as is given to the people of St. 
George's. "There is hardly a man 
or woman in our neighborhood who 
has not the chance to render per- 
sonal help to a work most pleasing 
to God and men. Say to yourself. 
“Here am I,” and ask yoursclf, 
“And what am T here for"?. You 
are in this world, dear friend, to 
justify the wisdom of God in giv- 
ing you life, in giving you the AD 
to care for, that it may grow and 
live eternally. Use it, and use it 
to good advantage; and if you need 
help to do so, join earnestly the 
hand of St. George's workers.

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THE WAR. 


The war now raging in Europe 
does not prove the weakness of 
Christianity; but it does prove the 
inevitable degradation to which 
men must come who disregard the 
teachings of Christ as impracti- 
cable. The nations of Europe 
call themselves Christians; but 
there is no Christianity without the 
observance of Christ's Command- 
ments, The war is raging horribly 
and civilization is crumbling before 
it, because the teachings of Christ, 
and [lis philosophy of life, has 
heen consistently and deliberately 
rejected as utopian, impracticable. 
The rulers of the nations have been 
wise in their own eyes, and the 
people loved to have it so. But 
who dares to call this war Chris- 
tian? Indeed, the only claim to 
Christianity which the nations may 
have is the fact that not one of 
them will accept. responsibility for 
this war. There is still in exist- 
ence a sentiment strong enough to 
shame out and condemn the guilty, 
and this sentiment is Christian. It 
is absolutely unfair and malicious 
to cast reflection on the efficacy 
of Christianity, which, if it had 
been heeded, would have made this 
holocaust needless and impossible. 
Can we not hear our Lord's cry 
still ringing “O Jerusalem, Jerusa- 
lem, which killeth the prophets, 
how often would I have gathered 
thy children together, even as a hen 
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gathereth her own brood under her 
wings, and ye would not!" Substi- 
tute Europe for Jerusalem and you 
have the truth as it is to-day. “So 
deep seated is the old-time heathen 
philosophy in the hearts of nations 
that it has taken 2,000 years to 
bring us to the little knowledge of 
Him we now have. But even this 
little knowledge of Him is the 
saving knowledge. 

It is utterly preposterous to find 
justification. for war in the New 
"Testament. Christ's teachings have 
caused Him to be proclaimed 
throughout the world the Prince 
of Peace. And all mediations for 
peace are carried on in His name. 
There is no stronger argument for 
peace than Christ Himself. It is 
the only argument. 


To be sure men and women must 
war. Life itself is a battle. But 
it is a bloodless war. It is a war 
not of carnage but of conquest; a 
war not to kill, hut make alive; a 
war against SIN! Tt was that war 
to which our Lord refers in His 
characteristic way, “Think not that 
T came to send peace on the earth! 
] came not to send peace but a 
sword!" (Mt. 10:34.) It is the 
same "sword" which St. John saw 
in his vision on the isle of Patmos: 
"and out of his mouth proceeded 
a sharp two-edged sword: and his 
countenance was as the sun shineth 
in his strength.” (Rev. 1:16.) It 
is by the word of truth, denouncing 
sin and selfishness in the severest 
terms, which cut like a sword, that 
our Lord gave llis life; but He 
shed His blood that no blood should 
be shed: Не died that men might 
live, both here and hereafter. By 
His death on the cross He made it 
the symbol of sympathy, love and 
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peace. The carrying of the cross 
in barbaric war is sacrilege. We 
are not to carry the cross, we are 
to bear it, as He bore it. This kind 
of war alone will eventually bring 
peace, but no other. 

It is so among nations, and it is 
so among ourselves as neighbors. 

lt is for peace and happiness that 
you, dear reader, are invited to join 
St. George's in the war it is now 
waging. This war is a truly Chris- 
tian war. From day to day we are 
continually battling against the 
difficulties which make life hard; 
and we use our energies and am- 
munition to remove obstacles and 
make it easier for men and women 
and children to live rightly. We 
do not kill, but rush to save. We 
do not use artillery and rifles to de- 
stroy, but we have Coal Saving 
and Stamp Saving Funds and other 
devices of helpfulness. We labor 
that others may not work so hard. 
We worry in order that others may 
have less anxiety. Our battalions 
are the church societies of brave 
soldiers who march to the order of 
the Prince of Peace. It is not easy; 
yes, it is hard, as all sincere Chris- 
tian workers know; but it is a bat- 
tle, a battle of life, not of death; 
it is a battle of salvation, of saving; 
and the joy of it is life-giving. 
Come, dear reader, enlist in our 
ranks and let us march together, 
keeping time to our war song, 
"Onward, Christian soldiers, march- 

ing as to war, 
With the Cross of Jesus going on 
before!"

In the general Sunday School 
parade September 26, St. George's 
took their proper place, and it was 
a creditable one. On the way we 
met the children of St. Ambrose, 
and they certainly showed up 
nicely. We are indebted to Mr. 


Morsfield, who helped us out with 
a wagon; also to Mr. Kerr for the 
same. Tt was said that our line of 
march extended two squares, and 
we had five wagons of little ones 
besides, one of them containing 
sixty children. Пагу one-half of 
our people turned out. We hope 
by next year our line will be even 
longer. 


On his return from his vacation 
the minister was delightfully sur- 
prised with the improved outside 
appearance of the parish house. 
Me found that in his absence ten 
of our faithful men conspired and 
by their own efforts accomplished 
a work that might have cost $150. 
They overhauled all the windows 
and painted all the outside works 
of the parish house, from top 
to the bottom, using their splendid 
skill as riggers, carpenters and 
painters, and giving our parish 
house a delicate touch of quiet 
beauty suitable to a house of God. 
TThis work, done by the hands of 
our men themselves, adds a hun- 
dred fold to its worth. The age 
when the people themselves were 
beautifying their churches of his- 
toric beauty not altogether dis- 
appeared. Tt is showing itself con- 
stantly in St. George's, both in the 
the old chapel and the new. 


We need very much in this busy 
parish house a first-class Victrola. 
Will some kind friend provide this 
need in St. George’s? We know 
not whence this gift might come, 
but we feel sure it ought to come, 
hecause it is needful. We can turn 
this instrument to very good advan- 
tage in our missionary work.

NOVEMBER THE EIGHTH. 


Tlis date marks another Con- 
firmation Day in the life of St. 
George's Mission. This month also 
closes the thirteenth year of the 
present Minister's life in St. 
George's Mission. During his ac- 
tivity since November, 1901, 669 
were baptized and 431 were con- 
firmed, And now there is another 
Confirmation Class to be admitted 
by Bishop Rhinelander on. Novem- 
ber the 8th, and another Confirma- 
tion Class at the Old Chapel, Ve- 
nango, on November 27. 

It is with most earnest prayer 
that we all should be looking to- 
wards these days, praying to God 
daily that many men and women 
may be led to join us by Confirma- 
tion in the service of God; praying 
also that God may give us the wis- 
dom, and the will to become His 
instruments in the bringing of men 
and women nearer to God. 

"There is no reason in the world, 
except sin, wilfuluess, prejudice 
and ignorance, any one or all of 
these, that may stand in the way of 
accepting the time-honored custom 
of Confirmation which has been in 
the Church of Christ from the be- 
ginning. It is a Church rite which 
all Christians, no matter of what 
denomination, can accept without 
the slightest change in their faith 
necessary to the salvation of the 
soul. Confirmation takes nothin, 
from the faith, but it adds the 
strength of the Holy Spirit to keep 


the faith. And this is the rea 
why Confirmation, or the Laying 
on of Hands, as the Scripture calls 
it, was diligently practiced by the 
Apostles, as is faithfully recorded in 
the Book the Acts of the Apostles 
(8: 14-17; 19: 2-6; Hebrews 6: 2). 
The Book the Acts of the Apos- 
tles is the reliable record of the 
rites of the mother Church at Jeru- 
salem. What is there recorded was 
not written for mere information 
or entertainment, but as St. Paul 
says of the Bible: "Whatsoever 
things were written beforetime 
were written for our learning, that 
through patience and through com- 
fort of the Scriptures we might 
have hope.” (Rom. 15: 4.) Again 
when he writes to Timothy : “Every 
Scripture inspired of God is also 
profitable for teaching, for reproof, 
for correction, for instruction 
which is in righteousn In the 
Epistle to the Hebrews is recorded 
the fact that Confirmation, or Li 
ing on of Hands, was ап estab- 
lished custom at the time the Epis- 
tle was written. Among the things 
established were: "repentance from 
dead work, faith toward God, the 
teachings of baptisms, and of the 
laying on of hands, and of the 
resurrection of the dead, and of 
eternal judgment." (Heb. 6: 2.) 


Thus, it is plainly shown that 
Confirmation is decidedly scriptu- 
ral. Why then stay away from 
Confirmation? 


Get a new broom and sweep 
away the dirt and cobweb of your 
heart ; and let in the light of reason 
and the Spirit, and the way will 
he clear to Confirmation, 


There is plenty of time even now 
to learn what you need to know for 
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Confirmation. The Minister will 
be glad to help you. 


“They said unto Peter and the 
rest of the Apostles, Brethren, 
what shall we do? And Peter said 
unto them, Repent ye, and be bap- 
tized.” 


“Now when the Apostles who 
were in Jerusalem heard that S 
maria received the word of God, 
they sent unto them Peter and 
John." Why did the Apostles send 
Peter and John to those who had 
been baptized by Philip, the Min- 
ister? The answer is in the Scrip- 
tures: "Only they had been bap- 
tized into the name of the Lord 
Jesus. Then laid they (Peter and 
John) their hands on them, and 
they (who were baptized) received 
the Holy Spirit." 

Does not this show you your 
plain duty? 


What is the cause of so much 
unhappiness in home life? What 
is the cause of so much misery in 
home life? What is the cause of 
so many shattered homes, of wring- 
ing hearts, of agonizing souls 

It is not she, he or it. If you 
really desire to know the real cause, 
and are not afraid of the truth, 
read our Lord's words given plainly 
and frankly: “Every one therefore 
who shall confess me before men, 
him will 1 also confess before my 
Father who is in heaven. But 
whosoever shall deny me before 
men, him will I also deny betore 
my. father who is in heaven.” (Mt. 
10: 32-33.) То accept Christ 
heartily and openly is to be brought 
into the joys of heaven wherever 
one may be. To deny Christ is to 


be denied the joys and peace of 
heaven wherever one may be. God 
is not deceived by a double life of 
а man or a woman. The cause of 
unhappiness, therefore, is not he, 
she or it, but "you" or, more truly, 

” There is much useless and 
ridiculous shifting of responsibility 
upon others and upon things. But 
are we sure that we have done our 
best in keeping ourselves and help- 
ing others to the joys which come 
from an honest knowledge and con- 
fession of Christ! 

Read again: “He that believeth 
on him is not judged: he that be- 
lieveth not hath been judged al- 
ready, because he hath not believed 
on the name of the only begotten 
Son of God.” (Jn. 3: 18.) 

When we deny God a share in 
our life, we deny ourselves the joy 
of life. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST. 

It has been suggested by a kind 
neighbor that it might be well to 
place prominently on our sign- 
board that the proceeds of our 
moving pictures every Saturday 
evening will be devoted to an outing 
fund for children during the sum- 
mer. He thought that this would 
increase the receipts, because more 
people would come to our moving 
picture shows. Let us make our- 
selves clear. There is hardly any- 
thing in St. George's that is not 
used for the benefit of children in 
one way or another. The facts are 
so evident that we never thought 
of announcing them on the sign- 
board. Perhaps we do owe this to 
the public, of calling their attention 
to the work of St. George's. Let 
them examine it, and see for them- 
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selves that everything we have, and 
for which we ask their co-opera- 
tion, is for the benefit primarily of 
the children, and not of children 
only, but of men and women also. 

The more sympathy and co- 
operation we get, the wider our 
sphere of usefulness to the neigh- 
borhood.

They 
were despised and rejected, yet did 
they persevere in their thankless 
tasks, for they labored tor the 
COMING. Could prophets and 
martyrs have done so much for us 
if they had no ADVENT to look 
to? Without the idea of Advent 
would there be, or could there be, 
any aspirations after virtue or to- 


ward greatness of character, wis- 
dom and nobility of soul? Saints, 
martyrs and prophets of to-day re- 
ceive their inspiration from Advent. 
Because the cross-bearing Christ 
came, and is coming, men and 
women in their darkest hours have 
hope, and hope is the life of the 
world, When we look for the com- 
ing of Christ, we look also for the 
coming of everything that is Christ- 
like. And Christ will surely come 
if we look for lim. Looking for 
Him, and not the knowledge of the 
time of his arrival, is the condition 
of His coming. "Watch, therefore; 
for yc know not when the lord of 
the house cometh ; whether at even, 
or at midnight, or at cockcrow- 
ing, or in the morning; lest coming 
suddenly he find you sleeping. And 
what I say unto you I say unto 
all, watch." (МК. xiii:35.) What 
shall His coming profit us if we 
be sleeping? His presence means 
nothing to the indifferent. But 
Christ does come to those who look 
for Him. He comes to them who 
are always ready for Him, looking 
for Him. And He is with them 
both in joy and in sorrow. Holy 
Communion brings us very near to 
Him, and we feel His presence. 


Do you see now why the Church 
makes so much of Advent season, 
calling upon the people to be more 
faithful in the attendance of church 
services that we all may more fit- 
tingly welcome Christmas, the joy- 
ful day on which Christ was born? 


Christmas is a day of joy. It is 
a joy which springs from Christian 
faith. It was Christian people that 
established this festival in memory 
of the birth of Christ; “who emp- 
tied himself, taking the form of a

servant, being made in the likeness 
of men; and being found in the 
fashion as a man, he humbled him- 
self, becoming obedient even unto 
death, yea, the death of the cross." 
(Phil. 11:8.) We rejoice, therefore, 
on this day especially because 
Christ was born as the Saviour of 


men and women, Let us, as Chris-. 


tians, give heed that we celebrate 
this day becomingly. Let us sce to 
it that we be not misunderstood, 
and that our Christmas have not the 
semblance of a heathen festival. 
For Christmas without Christ is a 
heathen festival. Let us do what 
we can to fill the Church with men 
and women on that morning that 
His house "might be full" And 
let us come to Holy Communion in 
response to His command, “This do 
in remembrance of me."

We shall have on Christmas day 
the following services: Holy Com- 
munion at 8 A. M. and morning 
prayer; sermon and Holy Commu- 
nion at 10.30 o'clock. "The collec- 
tion on that day will be devoted to 
the Christmas Fund for the benefit 
‘of the widows and orphans of the 
clergy. 

At this writing it looks as if our 
Thanksgiving offering for the Epis- 
copal Hospital will much exceed 
that of last year, which was $24.01. 
The correct amount will be reported 
in our next issue. 

Steadily and surely is our Drexel- 
Biddle. Men’s Bible Class growing. 
New men with new zeal and ideas 
are added to our forces. And it 
looks.as if our aspirations are be- 
ing realized. “O that men would 


therefore praise the Lord for his 
goodness and declare the wonders 
that he docth for the children of 
men." The suggestion that the 
men hold also a midweek session on 
Wednesday evening for evensong 
and fellowship in the church is an 
inspiration. Efforts involving self- 
denial will have to be used in call- 
ing upon men to attend these meet- 
ings.

OVER THE TOP 
Everything is over the top in 
St. George’s Mission just now. 
We have been looking forward 
with much expectation to Advent 
Sunday, November 30, and when 
it came it brought with it more 
good and more joy to all than 
any of us expected. In saying 
this I do not minimize some dis- 
appointments which in the nature 
ot things due wholly to the un- 
settled conditions of our times 
were unavoidable ; such as the in- 
completion of the organ and some 
other things left unfinished, which 
can easily be done at leisure now. 
But though the organ was not 
wholly finished, the part of it 
which did speak at our morning 
and evening services spoke so 
sweetly and gloriously, and reas- 
suringly of the near future that 
* ? forgot our disappointment. 
Disappointment was swallowed 
up m praise and worship of God 
and in the beauty of holiness. 
The congregation was larger 
than the seating capacity of the 
Church, exceeding 500 people, al- 
most wholly of our neighborhood. 
And when the Priest in Charge, 
at the opening of the service, 
called on the people to promise 
him in the presence of God and 
of one another their loyalty and 
co-operation in the future work 
of this Church the whole congre- 
gation rose, and each individu- 
ally pledged solemnly to do the 


work of this Church. Bishop 
Rhinelander then prayed for the 
help of God that the people keep 
faithful to their promise. 

The rite of Confirmation was 
then administered by the Bishop 
to 43 candidates, a list of whose 
names is given on another page. 

Then the Bishop preached, tak- 
ing for his text the words of St. 
John the Baptist, which is the 
bugle call of Advent season, “Re- 
pent ye; for the kingdom of 
heaven is at hand." God is al- 
s near, always bending over 
His people. Men will reach Him, 
not by continuing in selfish life, 
but by a change of heart; by 
changing their mode of life, mak- 
ing helpfulness, by prayer and 
service, the sole motive of action. 

Then followed the dedication 
of the Church and furnishings to 
the worship of God, namely, the 
church building, altar and sacred 
vessels, the baptismal font and the’ 
lectern and pulpit. Also the fol- 
lowing gifts: The organ, the gift 
of the congregation and their 
friends, among whose contribu- 
tions are many memorial gifts 
dedicated to the memory of de- 
parted relatives and friends; a 
beautifully bound Bible for the 
lectern, the gift of Miss Saun- 
ders’ Class; an alms basin, the 
gift of Mr. Harvey McCourt; 
most beautiful altar cloths, the 
gift of Miss M. J. Sheets, and the 
cover for the baptismal font, the 
gift of our little children of the 
Primary Department. God bless 
them all. :

ITEMS OF INTEREST 


Perhaps the most interesting

"Amen," Mr. and Mrs. James Mc- 
Gowan, the oldest members of our 
Mission present, led in congratu- 


lating me on my completion of . 


cightcen. years of faithful service. 
I stood and shook hands with 
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every one present as never before, 
as each filed by, and 1 thought I 
was in heaven. But this was not 
all, though it might well have 
been all. Our people, when their 
hearts move, they must do some- 
thing. So Mr. McGowan, in a 
few brief and telling words, pre- 
sented me with $152, the gift of 
the people, the beginning of a 
fund to be added to later, for the 
purchase of an automobile to en- 
able me to cover the ground with 
less physical labor and more fa- 
cility in the future growing work 
of the parish.

ITEMS OF INTEREST 


The Nation-Wide Campaign in 
this Mission was exceedingly suc- 
cessful. With 40 homes still to be 

isited the number of new subscrib- 

s towards the support of the 
Church is 75; making the total 
number of those using the Duplex 
envelopes 425. When the canvass 
is complete we may expect the 
number to grow to 450. Sev- 
eral old subscribers have in- 
creased their contributions, — This 
is very gratifying since it indicates 
plainly the growing interest of our 
people in the welfare of the Church 
and their love for it. With this 
goes also a growing desire for per- 
sonal service which is most pre- 
cious in the eyes of God and men. 
Our pzople believe in a square deal 
when the matter is laid fairly be- 
fore them. This is a good New 
Year's. beginning. 


The Duplex envelope system is 
the fairest and most convenient 
means of Church support. The 
work of the Church is effective in 
the life of the community in pro- 
portion to the support of the peo- 
ple. Their belief in it is attested 
by the honest support they give 
it, just as non-support is the evi- 
dence of unbelief. 

For general information it may 
he well to state here the workings 
of the Weekly Envelope system: 
Every subscriber’s name is writ- 
ten in the Treasurer’s book oppo- 
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site the number of his envelope; 
and the contents of each envelope 
is credited to the subscriber on 
the date it is received. The Treas- 
urer by turning to his book can 
tell at any tim? how much he is in 
arrears. ‘Ihe subscriber, on the 
other hand, сал also tell the same 
thing by the number of envelopes 
he has sent in, and the number of 
envelopes he has on hand, since 
every envelope bears the date of 
each Sunday to which it is de- 
voted. 


It is best to put in vour offering 
every week, if possible. It is eas- 
iest and most convenient both for 
the Church and the subscriber, 
even if you cannot come to 
Church every Sunday, for you to 
lay aside your offering week by 
week. 

Remember that your offering is 
voluntary, a free-will offering for 
a good purpose. And should you, 
God forbid, become unable to 
give to the Church, just inform 
the ‘Treasurer to discontinue 
sending you envelopes. But 
please do not take any envelopes 
if you do not intend to use them. 
For this causes unnecessary 
bookkeeping, and the _ records 
show a growing amount of with- 
held offerings against you which 
is not to the liking of anybody. 


Remember also, that you are 
asked only. to do for the Church 
within your means, and no more. 

Sometimes an error may creep 
into the bookkeeping. Їп this 
case your envelopes are a check 
on the bookkeeper, and the error 
can be easily corrected. 


QAM the ned of each quarter the 
Treasurer sends you a statement 
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showing the amount paid in and 
the amount due, if any. 

Your co-operation is solicited 
to carry out this system in a busi- 
ness-like manner. 


The need for an upright piano 
on the first floor where so much 
of our social work is carried on, is 
growing acute. The one in the 
basement is used by the daily 
school of Polish children and in 
other ways. Who will give us a 
piano, or tell us where to get one 
without money? 


'The work of the Kensington 
Community Girls' Club, over 200 of 
them, in our Parish House every 
Monday evening gives promise to 
a most profitable welfare work in 
our neighborhood. We commend 
this Club to all the girls of our 
neighborhood. Besides all sorts 
of recreation, there is training in 
sewing, singing, cooking and 
dancing by expert teachers. 

The Club planted a community 
Christmas tree, in the square near 
the Church, electrically lit every 
evening during Christmas-tide. 

On Saturday aíternoon, De- 
cember 27, members of the Club 
gave a genuine Christmas party, 
in the Parish House, to over sixty 
neighborhood children. It was а 
merry party of games, singing 
and dancing. ‘Three little girls of 
the party added much to the en- 
tertainment of the party. Vir- 
ginia Fisher and Mary Alice Con- 
way played the piano and recited, 
and Mary McCarthy danced a most 
beautiful folk dance. At the end of 
the program a real Santa Claus 
came, and sent the children away 
laden with presents in boxes made 


by the Community Girls. There 
was Christmas joy in abundance. 

The Club invites our young 
men and girls to its social party, 
Monday, January 5, at 8 P. M. 

The whole thing is something 
new and beautiful and joyful, 
generating good-will and fellow- 
ship for which we all yearn. May 
God's blessing rest upon the 
Club. We want to help them in 
every way.

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We have passed by a good margin 
the $4000, and we need at least 
about $200 more. This increase is 
not a loss but a gain to the Church, 
for when the organ is completed, 
to the glory of God, those who have 
contributed to it will be exceeding 
glad of it. It is not only an instru- 
ment to be proud of, but a lasting 
sweet memorial to the good-will of 
the people and to the praise of 
God. Will you not take part in 
it? 
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THE ONE THING 


After all what we all want is one 
thing. Even those who think they 
need many things really want only 
one thing; and that is the thing 
which gives satisfaction, or happi- 
ness. It is as if you had a mag- 
nificently constructed automobile, 
and a fine garage, and a most com- 
petent chauffeur, but no spark to set 
the engine in motion. The thing 
which completes is the one thing we 
lack ; and it is always the one thing. 
People may talk as if they needed 
many things: money, housing, social 
advantage, but they really mean one 
thing. For if they really had all 
these things and wanted love, they 
would still be in want, in want of 
the one thing. 

Indeed, you very seldom hear 
people wishing for many things ; but 
we do hear frequently, “Oh, if I 
only had this, or that, thing, I 
would be satisfied." But this cry 
is perpetual, no matter how often 
the wish is granted. They still 
need oue thing. May it not be 
that they are wrong in their choice? 
Have they not emphasized the 
wrong thing? And if they lived the 
life of Methuselah, who is reputed 
to have lived 969 years and were 
given many things would they not 
at the end thereof still be crying 
for one thing? 

At present the cry goes up for 
one thing, more money! I do not 
say that it is not a natural cry, and 


that there is no cause for it. But I 
do insist, and this may be verified 
from actual experience, that if the 
longing for more money be ever 
gratified (assuming the possibility 
of it) the one thing will still be 
lacking. 

What I should like to see tried is 
to have us all, big and small, trans- 
fer the emphasis laid upon money 
to love, love of God and love of 
neighbor. May not this be, after 
all, the thing we really need, and 
for which we all in sin are blindly 
groping? 

Do you remember the incident in 
our Lord’s life which is recorded 
faithfully by three of His biog- 
raphers, Matthew, Mark and Luke; 
each in his own way giving an ac- 
count of a conversation which took 
place between our Lord and a rich 
ruler? This man evidently enjoyed 
youth, health, riches, power, and a 
good character; and still he was 
evidently not satisfied, for he knelt 
to our Lord, and asked Him, "Good 
Teacher, what shall I do that I may 
inherit eternal life!" Now mark 
what happened. "And Jesus look- 
ing upon him loved him, and said 
unto him, One thing thou lackest: 
go, sell whatsoever thou hast, and 
give to the poor, and thou shalt have 
treasure in heaven: and come, fol- 
low me. The young man went 
away sorrowful; for he was one 
that had great possessions. 

In this way our Lord proved to 
the young man’s own satisfaction 
where the cause of his unhappiness 
lay. The young man placed supreme 
value on the wrong thing. ‘The 
thing which he really needed he did 
not value enough. Fternal life, 
however, is not to be acquired so 
much by giving up possessions as 
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cing the proper value upon 
E "n aa Lond итге says: 
“For where yon ue is, there 
will your heart be also. 

"One thing thou lackest." And 
this is the thing which too many 
Christian people, so called, are lack- 
ing, which is at the bottom of all 
their sufferings. They put the em- 
phasis on the wrong thing. A little 
pleasure, a little eating, a little of 
almost anything is preterred to the 
performance of their duty to God 
and men even on the Lord's day. 
Their heart is truly where their 
treasure is. We need money? Yes, 
We need social enjoyment? Yes. 
But above all do we need the one 
thing we lack, the one thing, love 
enough for God to constrain us to 
faithful service in His Church for 
the good of men, women and chil- 
dren. 4 


ITEMS OF INTEREST 


The following statement is made 
not as boasting, but to gladden the 
hearts of all who have contributed 
to the work of the Church, and 
helped to make St. George's Mis- 
sion what it is. Please note that 
this statement does not include St. 
George's Chapel (Venango), a re- 
port of which will appear else- 
where, nor the work among Italians, 
nor of the Poles. 

Our annual report to the Dio- 
cesan Convention just completed 
shows among other things that we 
fave in St. George’s (Richmond) 
373 members, and 420 contributors 
by the Duplex envelove System. 
477 in the Sunday School. Twelve 
working societies not counting the 
choir. We have a property valued 
at $142000. Our receipts from all 


sources during 1919 are $8781. We 
spent $3111 for permanent im- 
provements and extraordinary re- 
pairs, and for other parochial pur- 
poses $294. We spent for salaries 
and upkeep of the work $3671. 
We gave to Missions and other pur- 
pose outside our Mission $552. 
We have a parish house and a 
magnificent Church well and beau- 
tifully equipped; the parish house 
filled wth activity beyond its ca- 
pacity by men, women and children 
every day in the week. 
! If money is made to be spent, 
and spent wisely, those who have 
given to St. George's have good 
reason to rejoice in their giving. 
When we started to climb the 
steep and rugged mountain, at the 
foot of it, 18 years ago, we were a 
very small ill-equipped company. 
3y the grace of God we have at- 
tained unto some height from which 
to look down makes the head dizzy ; 
but we are constantly looking up- 
ward, for there is still much more 
to climb. The fact that the top is 
still beyond our reach should make 
us more eager to press on. Some 
day, if we continue loyal, we shall 
reach the heights on which the 
blessed faithful live, then shall our 
hearts rejoice together with theirs. 


On Monday evening, January 5, 
the Community Girls’ Club gave a 
social evening for themselves and 
their friends. There were about 
200 young men and women having 
a most joyful time. The young 
men's S. Р. D. Club, of this neigh- 
borhood furnished excellent music. 
‘They made a fine orchestra, and the 
young people appreciated their 
services very much, and gave them 
a hearty vote of thanks by accla- 
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mation. We really enjoy the priv- 
ilege of giving so many young 
people the opportunity of cultivat- 
ing sociability and friendship, the 
two precious qualities which make 
life pleasant to all. 

ain we commend heartily the 
Girls’ Community Club to the 
young women of our neighborhood, 
We want them to come freely and 
taste of the hospitality and friend- 
ship which the members of the 
Club offer them. 

At present the members of the 
Club are drilling for a grand pag- 
cant by a.tliousand girls to be given 
in this city in the near future. 


Every Friday and Saturday even- 
ings our basement is given to basket 
ball contests between our teams and 
those coming from various parts 
of the city. To these contests our 
people are invited. ‘They are ex- 
cecdingly interesting in their display 
of athletic action and fine sports- 
manship. It is not at all boasting 
or exaggeratng to say that our 
young men are quite distinguished 
in both. Both the Senior and 
Junior teams each won 5 out of 7 
games.

Received since from 
Girls’ Friendly Seciety 50c, Can- 
vassers’ Supper $2.82, Athletic 
Association $5, Fathers’ Meeting

We expect 
a fine program.

LENT 

Ash Wednesday, the beginning of 
Lent, comes on February 11. On 
that day we shall have morning and 
evening services at 10.30 A. M. 
and 8 P. M. 

Lent which is a season lasting 
forty days preceding Easter is a 
season in whiich Church people, or 
Christian people, commemorate our 
Lord's temptation in the wilderness 
which lasted forty days and forty 
nights preceding His ministry. It 
was a real trial and temptation to 
Him in which hunger and thirst and 
other physical discomforts played 
their part in trying to induce Him 
to give up His Mission of salvation, 
a mission of revealing to mankind 
the infinite love of God for us, and 
His readiness to forgive our sins 
whenever we truly turn to Him,

He gave His only begotten Son, 
that whosoever believeth on Him 
should not perish, but have eternal 
life.” (John 3:16.) 


lt is quite in keeping with our 
faith, therefore, and with our intel- 
ligence, to properly observe Lent 
by turning away from the usual 
pleasures of life, which legitimate 
as they be in themselves are out of 
place and season in Lent, and make 
a special effort in giving our time 
more to prayer and good works. 
The Church offers you this oppor- 
tunity. During Lent we shall have 
Wednesday evening services which 
you will do well to attend faith- 
fully. The money saved from deny- 
mg ourselves pleasure during Lent 
should be devoted to the spread of 
the Gospel and of the Kingdom of 
God among men. 

Our children who have done so 
well in Lent last year should be 
spurred on to do even better this 
Lent. It is fine, it is great, it is 
beautiful, it is noble for children to 
deny themselves candy and movies 
during Lent and put the money into 
their missionary boxes instead. A 
child who does this willingly, need 
not worry its parents as to its 
future character. Let us all ob- 
serve Lent in decency and in order.

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THE BIBLE 

One day I came across a group 
of children swaying with loud and 
derisive laughter at a sheepish- 
looking boy in the midst of them, 
and 1 asked them the cause of all 
that sport making. With almost 
one voice they all shouted back: 
“This boy spent a whole day in the 
Zoo, and did not see the elephant. 
He told us he saw the prairie dogs, 
and the snakes, and the little birds, 
and the monkeys, and other ani- 
mals, but did not see the elephant !” 
And they continued to giggle and 
laugh. And were it not for the 
looks of the boy, which kindled in 
me pity for him, I, too, should have 
joined the children in their scornful 
laughter. 


But is not this boy the type of so 
many thousands of men and wo- 
men? For have you not see these 
men and women going through life 

'reading all sorts of newspapers, 
magazines and books by the dozens, 
which they get from the library, 
stacked with books, yet have not 
read THE BOOK. Not that the 
Bible is out of their reach, no more 
than the elephant to visitors of the 
Zoo. The Bible is prominent 
enough. There is hardly a Protest- 
ant Christian home without the 
Bible. It is quite in evidence 
everywhere. Nearly all, if not all, 
our schools and court houses have 
the Bible, Our presidents and all 
others in authority take their oath 


with hand upon the Bible. It is 
conspicuous enough. Like the ele- 
phant in the Zoo, so is the Bible 
among books. It is THE BOOK. 
What the elephant is in size among 
animals, so is the Bible in the lit- 
erature of the world. Yet thou- 
sands of men and women come into 
this world and go out of it prattling 
of so many things they know, but 
with no knowledge of the greatest 
thing in the world, the Bible. Are 
they not like that boy, who having 
spent a whole day in the Zoo, did 
not see the elephant? 

Is it too fanciful to say that when 
these people have shuffled off their 
mortal coil, and find themselves 
amidst inquiring angels, will they 
not feel like that boy amidst his 
laughing playmates? 

It is to save you from that shame 
and sense of failure that a series of 
addresses on the Bible has been in- 
augurated in St. George's Church 
to take the place of sermons at the 
Sunday evening services at 7.30. 
At the end of each address oppor- 
tunity will be given for asking ques- 
tions. Questions also received by 
mail during the week will be an- 
swered the following Sunday even- 
ing.

the Nation-Wide Campaign in our 
Diocese will be considered. ‘I'he 
galleries are free to the public. 

The Diocesan Convention is 
made up of our two Bishops, all 
the clergy and laymen delegates 
chosen by each parish to represent 
its congregation. 


At this convention the Bishops 
make report of their work during 
the year, and all the work of the 
Diocese is gone over; laws, called 
canons, to govern the Diocese are 
made, or changed, provided they 
do not conflict with the laws of the 
General Convention in which all 
dioceses of the land are represent- 
ed, and which meets every three 
years. 

After each Diocesan Convention 
a journal is printed giving all its 
proceedings and the yearly reports 
of each parish or mission. ‘These 
reports practically register the loy- 
alty and faithfulness of the people 
to the Church. St. George's rec- 
ord, or the record of its people, has 
so far continued good. Let us pray 
and work that this good record may 
continue to grow year by year. 

Do not miss the Sunday evening 
service if you wish to gain a better 
knowledge of the Bible, and, there- 
fore, a better knowledge of life. 
Know that you have a soul as well 
as a body ; that the soul needs feed- 
ing as well as the body. Do not 
starve the soul. Become alarmed 
when you are losing the taste for 
spiritual things, when you do not 
feel the need of Church attendance ; 
for this is a sure sign of the “sleep- 
ing sickness” creeping over your 
soul. There is no pain, but it 
means death. It is well to pinch

yourself to see if there is any feel- 
ing or sign of life left in the soul. 
This is no fancy, for Christ would 
not have died on the Cross if there 
were no souls to save. And Christ 
died for you. Will you set Him at 
naught ? 


CHURCH ATTENDANCE 


I do not believe that church- 
going is by any means ‘synony- 
mous with religion, but I know 
that it is a fairly accurate symbol 
of religion, A thermometer is not 
synonymous with heat; but there 
is a good deal of significance in 
what the thermometer says. 
Church attendance is at least the 
thermometer of religion. When 
it stands at zero, the chances are 
that religious enthusiasm is pretty 
cold. People who are interested 
in business are to be seen at the 
desk or behind the counter at 
their work. And people who are 
really interested in religion are 
likely to be seen at church.

THE SFECIAL FUND 


Dear People of St. George’s: 


Our Church Council, including 
the warden and treasurer and 
“clerk, having familiarized them- 
selves with the needs and pros- 
pects of our Church, came to the 
conclusion that the best service 
they could render St. George's 
Church and its people at this time 
is to undertake the task of raising. 
a special fund of not less than 
$2000. Upon this they unani- 
mously agreed after due delibera- 
tion, I have heartily encorsed 
their decision and plan as they 
have already briefly outlined to 
you in their letter mailed to you 
May 29. 

This letter is now being fol- 
lowed up by a personal visit, in 
which will be explained further 
the reasons for, and object of, this 
special fund. 

I am delighted with this enter- 
prise, not only because it will put 
us as a congregation, as they say, 
"on Easy street," so that we can 
laugh at the unseemly spectre of 
H. C. L., and enable us to extend 
our activities more comfortably 
for the benefit of our people; but 
even more so because of the deep 
interest and noble stand taken by 
the members of our Council in the 
things pertaining to the honor and 
welfare of our Church. It is for 
these reasons that I ask you to 
give them your hearty co-opera- 


tion. I know they will be very 
reasonable in their demands upon 
you; and I also know that if every 
one of you will do his or her share, 
there will not only be no hard- 
ship to any one, but there will be 
much joy and gladness to all of 
us. And because 1 am sure of 
success, and of the general rejoic- 
ing which will follow, I make my 
appeal to you doubly strong. Re- 
member the solemn promise made 
to me at the dedication of our new 
church, November 30. 


To this promise I shall hold you 
(at least those who: were present) 
not only in regard to giving to 
this special fund, but also to the 
incidents connected therewith; 
such as coming to Church to 
thank God and hear the accounts 
of the movement. “specially 
should you be present in the 
Church Sunday evening, June 
13th. Nothing should keep you 
from attending this service. 

Remember, November 30th and 
June 13th. ‘The one should be the 
fulfilment of the other.

Our congregation is much in- 
debted to the group of young 
people who gave the musical 
comedy, “Stranded,” both for the 
delightsome entertainment it af- 
forded so many of our people and 
for the financial gain to our 
Church treasury of about $85. 
We give them a rising vote of 
thanks, and say, “Come again, 
we are glad to see you.”

Do not measure your ability of 
giving by the size of your income, 
but by your inclination to give. 
The best way to measure your 
abilitv to give to the Church is 
to take into account the amount 
of money you spend on yourself 
in comfort and pleasure; and say 
to vourself: "I have given so 
much to self-indulgence, how 
much am I giving to the work of 
God?" Is giving hard? Not a 
bit of it, if you love the thing to 
which you give. After all, the 
question is not, "Can I afford to 
give?" But the real question is: 
"Do I really love God and the 
work which He wants me to do?" 
Remember, it is not the amount 
of money you give that counts s» 


————— 


much as the amount of love which 
prompts you to give. Our Lord 
measures the value of your giít 
by your love for Him and His 
work. "Therefore, say not, “I can- 
not give;" but say truthfully, “I 
will not give." There is no one 
so poor who cannot give if he 
will. 


He who does not give misses 
the deepest joy of life. They who 
give even thoughtlessly will tell 
you that they never regret it; 
much more they who give 
thoughtfully and prayerfully will 
tell you that they even thank God 
for the privilege. 


Have you any respect for a 
tight-wad because he is a tight- 
wad? If this is so in social in- 
tercourse, how much more so is it 
in Christian work? On the other 
hand, is there anything that wins 
your admiration and respect for 
any one as the giving of a cheer- 
frl giver to God and the well- 
being of His people? The Special 
Fund campaign carried on now by 
our Church Council is an oppor- 
tenity for St. George's people to 
win the respect and admiration of 
our neighbors.

Light and Heat Fund, Last re- 
ported on hand $158.83. Received 
Since from congregation by blue 
envelopes $4, Miss Agnes S. Dunn 
$1, Boy Scouts $1, Fathers’ Meet- 
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ing $6. ‘Total on hand $170.83. 
This is less than one-fourth of the 
expense of heating and lighting 
our buildings which are in con- 
stant use by our people. The 
deficit in this fund could bè easily 
wiped out by the Special Fund 
which our Church Council has 
undertaken to raise, and in which 
our people will co-operate to make 
it a success. 


Did it ever occur to you that 
high cost of living goes hand in 
hand with low cost of religion? 
Yet it is absolutely true. Raise 
the cost of religion and the cost 
of living comes tumbling down. 
Our living becomes very costly 
when our religion is cheapened. 
When our religion is reduced in 
value then our living becomes 
ruinously costly. “For what shall 
it profit a man, if he gain the 
whole world, and lose his own 
soul?” 


Are you honest in your com- 
plaint of high cost of living? Do 
you really feel the pinch of it to 
the extent of wishing to find the 
remedy for it? If so, seek for 
the cause of high cost of living in 
the cause of low cost of religion, 
and you will find it. 


The air is filled with complaints 
of the shrinking of our pocket- 
books in trying to meet the de- 
mands of life; whereas it is not 
our pocketbooks, but our souls 
that are shrinking. We have 
made the wrong diagnosis of our 
case. We as Christians ought to 
know that when life is cheapened 
living rises in prices. This is true 
in more than one sense, Put it 
down as God's truth: Low cost of 


religion goes hand in hand with 
high cost of living. Raise the 
Cost of your religion, and the cost 
of your living will come down.

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THE FLAG POLE 


How one good deed is followed 
by another is well illustrated by 
the latest event in our parish life. 
Start a good thing going, and 
other good things, maybe, still 
better things, are bound to follow. 
In life there is no action without 
consequences. ^ Nothing stands 
alone. It works either for good 
or ill. Build a church, and re- 
ligion is stimulated in the com- 
munity, Erect a library, and a 
taste for reading follows in the 
community, and reading leads to 
thinking, and thinking leads to 
freedom. Erect a public school, 
and you breed the American spirit 
among the people. Open a saloon, 
and degradation and vice and 
crime are spreading around it. 
Start a school garden, and it is 
followed by a growing love for 
flowers and for making things 
grow. 

When after some years of solic- 
itation and unabated effort we 
succeeded in getting the play- 
ground for our community, we 
thought its object was accom- 
plished. Its object was recrea- 
tion for our people; a thing most 
necessary, especially for our 
young people. And this object 
has been attained beyond expecta- 
tion. 


But this deed of getting the 
playground does not end there, It 
now beckons to the people of our 
community, and calls upon them 


to do even a greater deed ; namely, 
to sanctify this playground by 
planting thereon a flag pole, bear- 
ing high our common symbol of 
patriotism in honor and in loving 
memory of the living and the dead 
who served in the World War. 


What we need most of all in 
these da good íriends, is to 
spiritualize our earthly life; to 
make it symbolic of life eternal; 
to put a spiritual meaning in 
whatever we do; to be with God 
in our recreation as well as in our 
worship, and to find some com- 
mon ground on which we can all 
stand as children of our Father. 
And if we cannot do so conveni- 
ently in worship, we can do so in 
our social recreations by giving 
the playground the meaning sym- 
bolized in the flag pole holding up 
high the American flag. 

It is with gladness of heart, 
therefore, that we make record of 
the fact that our Fathers’ Meet- 
ings, under the devoted leadership 
of Major A. J. Drexel Biddle, have 
initiated the movement in our 
community to raise the money for 
the purchase and the erection of 
a flag pole and U. S. flag on our 
playground, at Cedar and Ann 
streets, to be dedicated on 
‘Thanksgiving Day by the Hon. J. 
Hampton Moore, Mayor of our 
city, to the honor of the men who 
served in the World War. 


A contribution of one dollar or 
more will place the donor on the 
honor roll, and secure him a cer- 
tificate suitable for framing, and 
to be kept as a worthy souvenir 
for years to come. The object is 
to have this souvenir find its way 
into every home of our commun- 
ity. We feel sure, knowing the 
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people of Richmond, that when 
the time comes we shall have the 
greatest community "Thanksgiv- 
ing Day ever scen in Philadelphia, 


FELLOWSHIP 

Everybody wants happiness, 
but not everybody knows how to 
get it. To some people happiness 
comes; others have to acquire it; 
but to none is happiness denied, 
for all have the capacity for it. 

There are some parts of the 
world where roses grow naturally, 
while in other parts they have to 
be cultivated. But we can have 
roses anywhere, whether grown 
naturally, cultivated or imported. 


So it is with happiness. God 
has given us the capacity for hap- 
piness and the means to acquire 
it. He has given us the ability to 
make up for what nature fails us. 
Indeed, when you come to think 
hard, you find that nature which 
seems to give happiness and joy 
to all other creatures cannot keep 
men and women happy. Nature 
with all its wealth and pleasures 
has failed to keep mankind happy. 
It may give them its pleasures, 
but it cannot keep them happy. 
If nature could keep men and wo- 
men happy, you and I would have 
never heard the name of God, nor 
ever seen a temple or a church. It 
is because nature fails to satisfy 
the inmost cravings of the human 
heart that mankind has sought to 
find God from the beginning. 

Now, God has made fellowship 
the law of human happiness. We 
all know that fellowship is the 
door to happiness, and all can 
enter therein. All have the same 
opportunity, if they be willing to 


pay the same price. The price is: 
‘To give what you wish to be given 
you. If you want happiness, give 
happiness to others. — Study and 
plan, and try to be helpful to 
others; learn the lesson of true 
fellowship, and you will have joy 
in abundance. "Give, and it shail 
be given unto you; good measure, 
pressed down, shaken together, 
running over, shall they give unto 
your bosom.

Come to Church to be sociable 
and show your fellowship, and 
happiness will steal into your 
home through the window. For 
your fellowship with men will be 
incomplete unless it is also linked 
with your fellowship with God.

here is more in it than I can 
tell. you within limited space. I 
could write a book on it; but 
this picture tells volumes, and 
speaks more eloquently than I can 
of the tender feelings of affection 
mutually cherished by both people 
and pastor.

And 
oh! how my people enjoyed it; and 
to tell the truth my joy was lost in 
theirs. Neither my people nor I 
would have missed this occasion 
for anything in the world. 

For the benefit of those who 
were not present [ shall state brief- 
ly just how it was. 

I was lured away to have supper 
with a family whom I have not 
visited for a long time, and kept 
there till 8 P. M. On my return 
home I was grabbed at the door 


and ushered into the big room filled 
with people singing a hymn. I 
thought surely this was a grand 
surprise party. Then I was told 
to offer up a prayer which I did, 
Then I was told to sit down which 
I did also. Then we had some 
solos by our young people. Then 
it was suggested that I and the 
oldest member of the Church lead 
the congregation to the lawn; and 
when I opened the door into the 
lawn I could hardly believe my 
eyes. There stood the beautiful 
Ford machine all lit up with elec- 
tric lights; and I was told that it 
was mine, a gift from the people. 
Since then I have been blessing 
them daily not only for the com- 
fort and increased capacity for 
work which the auto affords, but 
still more for the spirit back of the 
gift, and the gracious way in which 
it was made. And so I say, thank 
you. 
CONFIRMATION 

Once a year the Bishop visits

3rd. 

The Pastor would be glad to be 
consulted by those who are con- 
sidering Confirmation ; and answer 
all questions put to him; or help 
to remove difficulties which may lie 
in the way. 

Let us all pray that no man or 
woman who esteem our Church be 
found ashamed to confess the faith 
of Christ crucified; but rather 
ready manfully to fight under His 
banner against sin, the world, and 
the devil, and to continue Christ's 
faithful soldier and servant unto 
his or her life's end.

There is a 
determination to do even better 
next time.

We shall 
need easily as much more. 


For many years this Church has 
been maintaining, purely for the 
benefit of the people of the neigh- 
borhood both a Coal Savings Fund 
and a Stamp Savings Fund. The 
idea was to give the people and 
their children an opportunity to lay 
aside for a needy hour whatever 
they can spare in the way of 
saving. We began the Stamp 
Savings Fund with a capital of $5 
which we exchanged weekly for 
stamps as soon as the supply of 
stamps was sold out. ‘Today the 
working capital is $150. This 
Christmas season the depositors 
drew out from their savings nearly 
$1200. The Church gains no pro- 


fit therefrom, though much work 
is attached to the running of this 
savings fund. But we are glad to 
do so, because the people without 
any distinction are benefited there- 
by. 

This ought not to be strange 
coming from a Missionary among 
the heathen in China, or ‘Turkey, 
or in an African jungle; but is it 
not passing strange when it 
comes from a Missionary located 
here in America, in a Christian 
community, and in the city of 
Brotherly Love? It is the more 
strange because it is true. 

This is but one latest paragraph 
of a long chapter of similar in- 
stances. 

It is very briefly this: For 
about 10 years after much labor 
we managed to get a school gar- 
den established on the big lot ad- 
joining our Church property. It 
has proved most successful and 
most beneficent, Yet to run it at 
all, police protection was neces- 
sary to keep a certain element in 
the neighborhood from spoiling 
the work. 

This year the police depart- 
ment found it necessary to take 
off the man who guarded the 
square and the school garden. 
Like bedlam let loose so did cer- 
tain boys, big and small, pounce 
upon the school garden and with 
devilish malice tore down the 
fence, trampled the ground, tore 
down the roof under which the 
classes were taught and burned 
it with the benches in bonfires; 
broke into the tool house, rifled 
it and left a mere shell standing; 
cut down a young tree with the 
hatchet stolen from the tool 
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house, and in two weeks the 
school garden has become a ruin, 
and if that were not enough they 
proceeded to pull the house down, 
and broke and twisted and nearly 
ruined a privet hedge, which we 
planted along the iron fence sepa- 
rating the school garden from the 
Church property. 

The only protection we suc- 
ceeded in getting, after com- 
plaints, is to have a man stationed 
during our Church services to 
allow us to worship God in peace. 
At present.we have a promise 
from the Director of Public Safe- 
ty to investigate the work of van- 
dalism іп the School Garden. 
Just imagine, in this free land of 
our we have to have a policeman 
to protect a group of citizens in 
the worship of God according to 
their conscience. 

We talk about Americaniza- 
tion of foreigners. Have we 
Americanized Americans? Some- 
times we feel like going up to cry 
from the housetop against these 
outrages which -people have 
gotten used to because of their 
frequent repetitions. Is there no

help? Is there no remedy? 

'The following from Theodore 
Roosevelt: "Surely it ought to be 
unnecessary to say that it spells us 
absolute ruin to permit divisions 
among our people along the lines 
of creed or of national origin as 
it does to permit division by geo- 
graphical section." 

“It is a good thing to try to re- 
form bad children, to try to build 
up degenerate children; but it is 
an even better thing to try to 
keep healthy in soul, body and 
mind those children who are now 
sound, but who may easily grow 
up unsound if no care is taken 
of them." 

St. George's has been trying to 
follow the sound advice of this 
great man and seer, but not with- 
out encountering difficulties 
thrown in its way by those who 
are denounced in the above para- 
graphs.

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NOTHING 

It is a word that I do not like. 
Do you? It pretends to mean 
nothing, and yet stands for so 
much positive evil. In my expe- 
rience I have always found it in 
bad company. Have not you? 
Among all the words in the dic- 
tionary it is the biggest liar. For 
instance, I ask a boy talking, or 
“carrying on,” during Sunday- 
School service, “What are you 
doing?” and up pops the word 
NOTHING. I see children pull- 
ing flowers: and scratching the 
fence, and I put to them the same 
question, and quick as lightning 
comes the word NOTHING, 1 
find a group of young people in a 
dark corner where they do not 
belong, and say to them, "What 
are you doing here?" and NOTH- 
ING is the reply. I ask a man 
what he is doing on Sunday, and 
he too says, NOTHING. A 
policeman asks a man breaking 
into a house what he is doing, and 
the answer is NOTHING. I 
catch boys looting an auto in 
iront of the parish house and I 
ask them what they are doing, 
and straightening up quickly they 
say with one accord NOTI1IING. 
Oh, so many people try to appear 
good by doing NOTHING. 
NOTHING seems to be the 
refuge of all lazy, lying and good- 
for-nothing people. Do you 
blame me for beginning to think 
that he who does something, no 


matter how bad, is to be preferred 
to him who does NOTHING! 
Does not the woman who creates 
a disturbance in the neighbor- 
hood, or the man who throws a 
bomb, do more for society than 
they who do NOTHING? For if 
these good people who do noth- 
ing had done something there 
would be no disturbance and no 
bomb throwing. When God 
asked Cain where was Abel, his 
brother, Cain answered, so char- 
acteristically of so many men, 
"Am I my brother's keeper?" 
Does not this answer really 
amount to NOTHING? For if 
God had put His question to Cain, 
who murdered Abel, “Cain, what 
have you done?” Cain would 
surely have answered, NOTH- 
ING. Surely, NOTHING is 
fraught with all sorts of evil. 

'The Bible tells us that God, who 
is the essence of good, could not 
stand, could not tolerate, NOTH- 
ING. So He created something, 
and breathed into His greatest 
and fondest creature, mankind, 
Iis own spirit. “And God created 
man in His own image, in the 
image of God created He him, 
male and female created He 
them.” "And man became a liv- 
ing soul.” So the purpose of God 
in placing men and women in 
possession of this wonderful uni- 
verse was plainly that they 
should do something, and not that 
they should do NOTHING. And 
when men and women persist in 
the goodness of doing NOTHING 
they go contrary to the will and 
purpose of God, undoing the

and destruction of themselves and 
others,

and death, and Resurrection, he 
taught, and is teaching, that we 
should do to others as we would 
men should do to u Не sought, 
and seeks, to save us by His in- 
junction. """This do in remem- 
brance of Me." He founded the 
Church in which Christian people 
should gather together in His 
name that He may be in the midst 
of them, and where they are to do 
a specific act of fellowship. called 
Holy Communion, in remem- 
brance of Him. Those therefore 
who do NOTHING are plainly 
undoing the very thing for which 
our Lord came down "and dwelt 
among us." And yet there are still 
some people who pretend that 
they are doing their full duty in 
carrying out the purpose of God, 
stence, 
by doing NOTHING. Can you 
think of anything standing on 
NOTHING? Can you think of 
goodness drawing its life from 
NOTHING? Can you think of 
life eternal based upon. NOTH- 
ING? Surely negative goodness 
must be the invention of the devil. 
lt certainly is not the creation of 
God. Do you not despise that 
word NOTIIING and all that it 
really stand for?

The membership of our Suid 


School is 507. In our 13 guilds 
and societies there is a total mem- 
bership of 330 persons. We have 
spent for current expenses, includ- 
ing salaries, music, light and heat, 
insurance and care of property, 
$4009.79. For other parochial pur- 
poses, including charity; and per- 
manent improvements like the new 
organ, $5145.29. For Missions 
and benevolences outside this par- 
ish, $725.57, making a total of ex- 
penditures for 1920, $9880.65. 


Our Council has estimated the 


.cost for 1921 to be $6379.00, about 


$3500 00 less than last year, as the 
organ is paid for; and if 475 peo- 
ple, communicants and friends, en- 
dorsing the work of our Church, 
would contribute 25 cents weekly 
to the support of the Church, we 
should not only meet all our ex- 
penses, but would be able to give 
our entertainments and socials free, 
and save us the trouble of selling 
tickets. This would make us an 
independent parish, and we should 
have a mighty good time together. 
Now, 25 cents a week is but a little 
over 3 cents a day; and what Chris- 
tian cannot save this amount for the 
Church? 

Ought not every one who enjoys 
God's sunshine and life give at least 
so much towards the work done in 
Vis name and to His glory? What 
institution does God's work better 
than the Church of Christ? And 
whose name is more worthy to be 
perpetuated for the good of all 
mankind than the name of Jesus 
Christ? `

Christian faith and practice, and 
are loyal members of the Church. 


We read of Missionaries in 
heathen lands being annoyed in 
their Christian work by the natives; 
but when they see that the Mission- 
ary is improving their village, mak- 
ing things look better and pleas- 
anter, they become his friends and 
teach their children to do the same. 
Here in our own neighborhood it 
seems to work in the opposite way. 
At the close of 19 years of hard 
work, having brought about a mag- 
nificent free library, a fine public 
square, a beautiful school garden, 
and a great spacious playground, 
decorated with an 100-foot steel 
flag pole in honor of the men of this 
community who served in the 
World War; and having carried on 
coal and stamps savings funds and 
other things for the benefit of all 
the people alike; is it not strange 
that after all this faithful service 
our Church should still continue to 
suffer so much hostile annoyances 
and so much material injury- to 
property at the hands of neighbor- 
ing children without the slightest 
protest from those who witness this 
vandalism almost daily? The school 
garden has been ruined; the fence 
destroyed; the tool house broken 
in and plundered, and left only a 
shell defiled by human filth and 
made to stink; our privet hedge 
broken down and almost destroyed ; 
the coping of one of the Church 
gate posts loosened and thrown 
down ; flower beds trampled down; 


holes dug in the grass plots in front, 
creepers’ 
planted along the Church wall de- 


of the Church, and 


stroyed, and а policeman has to he 


placed on Sundays near the Church 
to enable us to worship God in 
peace. Jt looks as if the more the 
Church is doing in the way of im- 
provement and beautifying the 
more insistent this vandalism. We 
place these facts before our people 
as a strange phenomenon in Chris- 
tian civilization right here in Amer- 
ica, in the part of Philadelphia 
called Richmond.

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100 PER CENT. AMERICAN 

It was the day after All-Ameri- 
can Day, in the exercises of which 
John took a most enthusiastic part, 
that his ten-year-old boy asked him 
at the supper table: "Dad, what is 
a 100 per cent. American?” 

John was about to answer his 
boy's question when to his great 
surprise and embarrassment he 
found it much harder than he 
thought. But he did the best he 
could. Не told his boy that a “100 
per cent. American" was one who 
loved this country best of all, who 
would not tolerate any other flag 
above the Stars and Stripes, who 
was very patriotic, and believed in 
Americanism. This seemed to 
have satisfied the boy. But John 
felt down deep in his own heart 
that he really did not answer the 
question to his own satisfaction, 
and that he himself had really no 
definite conception of what he 
termed “Americanism,” and that 
his mind was very hazy as to what 
he so glibly and parrot-like styled 
“100 per cent. American." 

So, he decided to have it out with 
his friend Charles as soon as they 
met. 

Now, Charles was of the thinking 
kind. He would use no words the 
meaning of which he could not 
grasp. He had been trying to de- 
fine to himself the mcaning of the 
so often used word “Americanism,” 
‘That he succeeded is evident from 
his reply to John’s inquiry. 


“Americanism,” said Charles, 
stands for the sum total of all the 
laws and institutions of this country 
at their best socially, politically and 
religiously. An American who 
does not live up to these three to 
the best of his ability is a poor 
American ; he is not a ‘100 per cent. 
American.’ Socially, we have no 
classes; that is, we have no such 
provision. Politically, we are a 
Democracy; at least, that is what 
our Constitution says. Religiously, 
we are Christian. We have, then, 
government, we have schools, and 
we have churches. A ‘100 per 
cent. American,’ therefore, is sup- 
posed to be law-abiding, intelligent, 
and religious. There are thousands 
of such in the life of our nation, 
but for the sake of a concrete ex- 
ample let us look to their foremost 
types—George Washington, Abra- 
ham Lincoln and Theodore Roose- 
velt. Take Theodore Roosevelt 
who is nearest to us, whom we have 
seen and heard, and know. He was 
an American, indeed, every inch of 
him. He was law-abiding. He be- 
lieved in a ‘square deal,’ his own 
phrase, and he was religious. He 
attended church services regularly 
wherever possible, and took an ac- 
tive interest in the welfare of the 
Church which he attended; and he 
knew his Bible well. This is ‘100 
per cent. American.’ Any one 
lacking one or more of these quali- 
fications may be 50 per cent. Amer- 
ican, or 60, or 75 per cent., but he 
is not a ‘100 per cent. American.’ 
A 100 per cent. graduate gets his 
diploma only when he so passes 
examination on all the subjects re- 
quired by the School. And a ‘100 
per cent. American' is he who lives 
up well to ALL the institutions on 
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which the welfare of our nation 
If a man has education and 


is a law-abiding citizen, but ne- 
glects h hurch he is only 6624 
per сг Did not Theo- 


dore Roo , the 100 per cent. 
American, : ‘We appreciate 
that the things of the body are im- 
portant, but we appreciate also that 
the thing of the soul are immeas- 


urably more important?’ 


“You, John, doubtless think your- 
self a 100 per cent. American, be- 
cause you can read and write, be- 
cause you love this country and its 
flag above all others, and because 
you entered heartily into the exer- 
cises of All-American Day, march- 
ing till midnight in spite of bad 
weather; but do you ever attend 
Church services? ^ Are you active- 
ly engaged in upholding this great- 
est American institution without 
which all the other American insti- 
tutions were impossible? Do you 
know the value of the Sunday 
School to true Democracy You 
are sound in economics; you are 
sound in politics, but you flunk in 
religion. And this is the trouble 
with seventy-five per cent. of our 
so-called Americans. А ‘100 per 
cent. American’ stands four square 
on sound economics, sound politics 
and sound religion; he who is al- 
ways ready to show a square deal 
to neighbor, to state and to the 
Church. ‘This and only this is true 
Americanism.” 


Theodore Roosevelt said: “We 
are all Americans together; and we 
must neither permit any divided 
allegiance in our citizenship, nor 
any attempt to divide our citizen- 
ship along the lines of old-world 
nationality." If all accepted God 


as Fathi у ques- 
tion of nationality or problem of 
divided citizenship? 


In 1831 the French nation sent 
its famous statesman, De ‘Toque- 
ville, to this country to find out the 
source of America’s greatness. He 
later wrote a book on American De- 
mocracy. And this is what he told 
the French senate on his return 
home: 

“Sirs: I went at your bidding. 
I ascended their mountains, I went 
down their valleys, I passed along 
their thoroughfares of trade, I en- 
tered their commercial markets, 
their legislative halls and their ju- 
dicial courts. I searched every- 
where in vain until I entered the 
Church. It was there, sirs, as 1 
listened to the soul-elevating and 
soul-equalizing principles of the 
Gospel of Christ, as they fell from 
Sabbath to Sabbath on the ears 
of the waiting multitudes that I 
learned why America is great and 
free, and why France is a slave.” 

If De Toqueville is right, and all 
right-minded men agree that he is 
right, then those who weaken the 
Church and keep it weak by stay- 
ing away from it, are slowly but 
surely undermining the greatest 
American institution on which 
Amcericanism rests.

Every 
member and friend of St. George’s 
Church has the privilege and oppor- 
tunitv of co-operating heartily with 
the Church Council in making the 
work of the Church fruitful, and 
add real Christian life to our com- 
iernity, 


. The wainscoting of the basement 
is a great improvement to the room 
and renders it more fitting for ath- 
letic work, besides adding much to 
appearance. This work was 
wrought by Messrs. Hjorth and 
Pedersen; Mr. Bauder doing the 
varnishing, and the expense of the 
material was met by the Fathers’ 
Meeting and other societies. 

Mr. George Bingham has made a 
notable contribution for the benefit 
of the choir by constructing a row 
Gf choir Jockers for vestments on 
the first floor of the Parish House, 
while Mr. James Dames has donc 
some plumbing and Mr. John T. 
Brown has done some pointing on 
the parish building. These are illus- 
trations of what our people can do 
for the Church, beside mere giving 
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of тлолеу. There is hardly any- 
thing in the way of improvement 
and upkeep of the building which 
our own people could not furnish 
as a labor of love which counts 
more than anything else. These 
gifts of labor are deeply appreciated 
both by the Pastor and people, and 
is a soarce of gratification to the 
givers, also. Let us cultivate this 
personal interest in the welfare of 
fhe Church. 


There are many good deeds done 
by others, both men, women and 
children, not mentioned above, who 
render personal work cheerfully for 
the sake of the Church. Not one 
deed, no matter how small, goes for 
naught. God knows it. They know 
it, and the people feel the good of 
it even if they know not the 
authors. But some day all shall 
know even as God knows. 


The social given by our Sunday 
School teachers for the benefit of 
the Church on Friday evening, 
April the first, was a singular suc- 
cess. It afforded much enjoyment 
to a goodly gathering of people, and 
added about $50 to the Church 
treasury. Is there anything more 
sensible than that? 


There is a growing sentiment 
among our people against carrying 
on of block parties for the benefit 
of the Chutch. In this sentiment 
we heartily share. The point in 
favor of block parties in the past 
has been the social feature, that of 
bringing the people of the commun- 
ity together for a good time in the 
open; but this is much outweighed 
by the tremendous task and labor it 
involves, the uncertainty of the 


weather, and inconvenience and dis- 
turbance caused to neighbors whose 
good will we wish to retain. 

It is true that the Church needs 
the money which block parties 
yield ; but this need can be met with 
much less labor if those who usually 
bear the burden of making block 
parties successful would give their 
time and energy to visiting our peo- 
ple and explaining to them the more 
excellent way. А reasonable con- 
tribution of money from each one 
called upon would not only bring 
all that the block party yields, but 
would also enable the committee to 
provide a social entertainment free 
to all contributors. 


It is not too soon to look forward 
to our most enjoyable annual ex- 
cursion o Augustine Pier. The 
last Thursday in July is the date 
chosen.

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THE LATEST 


"Have you heard the latest?" 
“What do you mean ; the young wo- 
man found dead after a gay night 
party?" "No." "Do you mean the 
beating up and robbing of the two 
young men on their way from 
Church Sunday evening by a crowd 
of thirty?" “No, you have another 
guess.” "You do not mean the kill- 
ing of the boatman by the sixteen- 
year-old boy? Or the man who 
murdered the rich business man 
who won away his sweetheart, her- 
self a married woman?” “No, no, 
no. These are not the latest. These 
and a great deal more are but of 
daily occurrence. We are shocked 
no more at these things. We are 
getting used to them. But I mean 
the latest sensation. I mean the 
campaign set in motion by decent 
people to improve our Sunday 
Schools, and to turn the hearts of 
the people to God and the Church, 

It is a note from the Gospel of 
Love. And how it has found its 
way into the newspaper, and how it 
makes itself heard above the jazz 
dance of crime and pleasure and the 
noise of the devil’s brass band is the 
most wonderful part in this latest 
event. 

, All these years we have been hav- 
ing secular papers and religious 
papers. The religious papers con- 
cerned themselves with matters of 
Church, Sunday School and the 
welfare of the human soul. The 
secular papers concerned themselves 


with matters of commerce, trade, 
Social life and especially their own 
interests. Gradually life got to run 
in two distinct streams, secular and 
religious. Life was divided in two 
compartments. ‘There were relig- 
ious men and secular men, religious 
houses and secular houses. Some 
people became wholly religious and 
some people wholly secular; and so 
it got to the point where some peo- 
ple did the religious work of the 
community and some people did the 
secular work of the community. 
Quite often there were the two 
in one, with a partition wall 
between them. The same man 
had a religious and a secular air- 
tight compartment within himself 
duly separated from each other, the 
Sunday life and the weekday life, so 
that religion and business or politics 
did not interfere with each other. 
It was life cut in two, or a double 
life, if you please. In spite of our 
Lord’s warning, “Ye cannot serve 
two masters,” Christian people have 
tried the experiment for centuries, 
and with the same result as that of 
a house divided against itself. 

Many people who could not keep 
the two compartments in their 
hearts air-tight, found the leaks 
from one into the other uncomfort- 
able. Inconsistency spoiled their 
pleasure; they, therefore, left re- 
ligion out and gave themselves 
wholly to the world. They may be 
classed as  Churchless-Christless 
Christians. 

Others have managed by patent 
devices to patch up the leaks in the 
partition wall, and to continue to go 
to Church. "They are Christless 
Church people. The fault of both 
of these is that they divide life into 
secular and religious, whereas life 
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is one. In Christian life there is 
neither religious nor secular. Both 
are mingled into one called life as 
taught by the Gospel of Love. 

People have been drifting from 
this Gospel a long time and a long 
way. Is this latest event of a daily 
newspaper taking up a campaign for 
the Sunday School an honest ef- 
fort to return to the Gospel of 
Love? 


MEMORIAL DAY 

This day was most appropriately 
observed by the people of St. 
George’s Church. At 11 A. M.a 
Memorial Service was held in the 
Church, well filled by men, women 
and children. The Boy Scouts and 
the Junior Marines were also pres- 
ent under their colors. 


At the close of this service the | 


congregation proceeded to the re- 
cently planted flag pole on the 
Church lawn, Indiana avenue and 
Almond street, where the dedica- 
tion ceremonies took place at noon. 
The children were stationed inside 
the lawn and the people who gath- 
ered in large number stood outside 
on the street. 

The program began by singing 
the Battle Hymn of the Republic. 
On a small decorated platform near 
the flag pole and facing the people 
stood Miss Olive Brown, who 
served as nurse in the American 
army in France, and who was chosen 
to raise the flag, and the Rev. A. J. 
Arkin, pastor of the congregation, 
who offered up the dedicatory pray- 
er. Miss Brown then raised the 
flag, and as Old Giory fluttered in 
the breeze on high the people burst 
out in the song of the Star-Spangled 
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Banner. This was followed by a 
brief address by the pastor. The 
ceremonies were concluded by sing- 
ing America, followed by the bene- 
diction. ‘The people then gave three 
cheers for Miss Brown. 

This steel flag pole was given to 
us by the Lupton people. lt stands 
about 70 feet from the ground. 
Backed by the Fathers’ Mecting 
who bought the flag, and defrayed 
the other expenses, the work of 
erecting the pole was done by our 
men themselves. The flag pole 
was dedicated to the memory and 
honor of those of our people who 
served in the World War. As the 
Stars and Stripes stream from its 
top against the blue sky it stands 
also the symbol of our faith in God, 
who is the Father of all, and whose 
service is perfect freedom.

There is a growing sentiment 
among our people against block 
parties as a means of raising funds 
for the support of the Church.

It is the simpler and more 
honorable way. Incidentally, it does 
away with a lot of hard work and 
anxiety usually forced upon. the 
few; and saves all of us from giv- 
ing any possible offense to neigh- 
bors which usually accompanies 
block parties. 

The better and more c»cellent 
way is this: Those who have faith 
in the work of our Church, and like 
to see it grow and prosper, will be 
asked 15 4 committee to make а 
money ‘contribution towards the 
“block party” fund for the support 
of the Church; and at the end of 
the canvass to celebrate its success, 
for a success it will be, with a grand 
social entertainment in our parish 
house free to all our people and 
friends. 

Naturally, we expect a liberal 
contribution from all. For each con- 
tributor may be sure that whatever 
he or she gives will, all of it, go to 
the Church. 


OUR ANNUAL EXCURSION 


We have been fortunate in se- 
curing our favorite day, the last 
"Thursday in July, for our annual 
picnic. “The “Steamer Thomas 
Clyde” will leave Allegheny Wharf 
at 8 A. M. sharp for Augustine 
Beach, and will return to the same 
wharf early in the evening. The 
fare is forty cents each way for 
adults, and twenty cents each way 
for children. 

Our excursion to Augustine 
Beach in the past has invariably 
been successful. ‘The success of an 
excursion depends on the kind of 
company you have with you. Be- 
gin now to make up your circle of 
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friends whose company you will en- 
joy. Our picnics have always been 
a sort of family reunions and re- 
newals of fellowship. Let us keep 
up our tradition. 


CORPORATE COMMUNION 


The third Sunday in each month 
has been set aside by our men for 
Corporate Communion at 8 A. M., 
followed immediately by breakfast 
and round table fellowship in the 
Parish House. Every man should 
so arrange his engagements as to 
enable him to participate in these 
helpful and enjoyable fellowships. 

"The service of the presentation of 
the Bishop’s Bricks Fund was held 
in Grace Church, Mt. Airy, Satur- 
day, May 14, at 3 o'clock. "There 
was a long procession of Sunday 
School children of many Churches 
of the Diocese who marched into 
the Church singing between two 
lines of Loy scouts. The Church 
was filed with Sunday School 
scholars. Bishop Rhinelander offi- 
ciated. The singing was very good. 
The offerings presented were ac- 
companied by models of beautiful 
churches, finished and unfinished, 
and by hods and baskets of bricks. 
‘These were brought to the chancel 
by children delegates of the Sunday 
Schools. There were seventeen del- 
egates from St. George's Sunday 
School and about fifty from the 
Polish school. ‘They brought to the 
chancel a model of a_ beautiful 
church building, only half done, 
showing their aspiration and hope 
and hard work for the Church 
building they are anxious to have, 
and ought to have, and by the grace 
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of God and the help of people will 
have. 

'The offerings amounted to over 
$2000, given by the children to the 
Bishop with which he may build 
churches wherever needed. 


On Saturday, May 21, in the af- 
ternoon, your pastor attended the 
exhibition of class work done this 
season on the public playground. 
As he had been working so hard 
for the playground, and success- 
fully, he was naturally overjoyed to 
see the excellent results, There was 
a fine exhibition of folk dancing 
by the girls and some athletic stunts 
by the boys in the presence of about 
2000 people, mostly children. The 
police band furnished the music 
"There were present also Director 
of Public Welfare, Mr. Tustin; the 
president of city council, Mr. 
Roper; Major and Mrs. Biddle and 
others. It was a great festal day 
for the community, and much credit 
is due to those in charge of this 
great welfare work. 


The same day our men placed 
the flag pole in position on our lawn, 
corner Indiana avenue and Almond 
strect, ready for dedication on Me- 
morial Day. The base was pre- 
pared by them the Saturday before, 
May 8th. It was a hard and in- 
tricate job, but they did it, and did 
it well. Those who did it have 
stored up for themselves a great 
deal of satisfaction which no one 
can take from them. 


It is with a sense of pride and 
gratification that we note the grow- 
ing number of men taking active in- 
terest in the welfare of the Church. 


‘This interest is shown by hard and 
skillful labor given freely in repairs 
and improvement which is quite a 
saving in the economy of Church 
property. 

Our Church Council as now con- 
stituted is rendering efficient help in 
the business affairs of the Church, 
and deserves all praise and co-oper- 
ation.

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which our Lord emphasized above 
all other virtues, and which St. 
Paul the Apostle insists is greater 
than faith and hope? “If I 
speak with the tongues of men 
and of angels, but have not love, I 
am become a sounding brass, or a 
clanging cymbal. And if I have the 
gift of prophecy, and know all mys- 
teries and all knowledge; and if I 
have all faith, so as to remove 
mountains, but have not love, I am 
nothing. And if I bestow all my 
goods to feed the poor, and if I 
give my body to be burned, but have 
not love, it profiteth me nothing.” 


According to the religion which 
we profess, then, it matters not how 
many and how big our virtues are, 
they are not virtues at all if we have 
no love. And if we have love, we 
have all virtues. Have we any love? 
Do we love God? Do we love 
neighbor? Do we love the people 
among whom we live and with 
whom we come in contact? Ah, 
this is the acid test of our religion. 
How many of us pass this test day 
by day honorably? 


There is a proposition made, com- 
ing from the Church Council, of the 
advisability to discontinue Sunday 
evening services during the warm 
months, and hold instead late after- 
noon services, say, at about 4 
o'clock, in July and August. It isa 
proposition worthy of consideration. 
We trust our people will respond to 
this idea and help to make it prac- 
ticable. 


Because the Pastor and Superin- 
tendent and teachers of the Sunday 
School are anxious and eager to 
have the children attend regularly 
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the Sunday School sessions it docs 
not follow that the parents of these 
children should not be equally anx- 
ious and eager. Yes, they ought to 
be even more so. The fact that a 
teacher sometimes stays away from 
his class does not mean that the 
scholar is without a teacher during 
that session. There is never a class 
without a teacher. We always man- 
age to have all children instructed 
when they come. The real diffi- 
culty is to get all parents convinced 
of the importance of Sunday School 
teaching.

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"MY HOUSE" 


Several centuries before Christ 
an Old Testament prophet an- 
nounced to the world: “Thus saith 
the Lord, My house shall be called 
a house of prayer for all peoples." 

When Christ began His saving 
mission, He taught the people in 
the temple; and in one of His ad- 
dresses He quoted the Old Testa- 
ment prophet, saying: "Is it not 
written, My house shall be a house 
of prayer for all the nations. . .?" 

God fills the universe. He is 
everywhere, Yet He does not call 
the universe His house. But He 
calls His house the place where His 
children gather together for wor- 
ship. "My house shall be a house 
of prayer for all peoples." A build- 
ing in which the people come to- 
gether for prayer is God's house. 

With God there is neither time 
nor space. But our life on earth 
can find expression only through 
things temporal. A Church, which 
is a fixed place, and in which ser- 
vices of divine worship are held at 
stated times and by the people in 
common, is the only means by 
which human beings can best grasp 
the reality of God, the Heavenly 
Father, the all-pervading Spirit, the 
Eternal. It is for this reason that 
à Church is called the House of 
God; not that God is confined to 
that particular place, and all other 
houses are not God's houses; but 
because it is a place where all peo- 
ple worship Him by prayer and 
praise. People go to the Hope of 


God when they go to Church for 
prayer and praise of God. “For My 
house shall be called a house of 
prayer for all peoples.” When peo- 
ple stay away from Church they 
stay away from the place which 
God calls “My House.” А build- 
ing without people is not a House 
of God. When people stay away 
from Church they help to do away 
with the House of God. A Church 
is a constant reminder that God 
dwells among us. When we elim- 
inate the Church from our life, we 
destroy the House of God, and with 
it goes the thought of God; and 
without the thought of God in the 
life of the people, men and women 
are bound to degenerate, both in 
thoughts and deeds. 

Empty pews in the Church, at 
the time of divine worship, regis- 
ter the degree of such degeneracy ; 
and this degeneracy becomes more 
fatal when camouflaged, or made 
up for, by pleasing appearances of 
wealth and culture, or fine clothes. 

Some people may challenge this 
statement with some show of rea- 
sonableness by pointing to their 
own Churchless goodness, but 
only as long as the House of God 
is kept up by others; or as long as 
there is a House of God. But what 
will happen when the counterfeit 
goodness of the world does away 
entirely with the House of God. 

Every man and woman who stays 
away from Church helps the com- 
ing of that time. Are you that man 
or that woman? 


THE ANNIVERSARY 


At our last Parish Meeting, 
Wednesday, September 14th, the 
suggestion by the Church Council 
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to celebrate the Anniversary was 
adopted by all present. It is called 
The Anniversary, because it marks 
the completion of twenty years of 
service of our Pastor, the sixteenth 
anniversary of the erection of our 
Parish House, and the second An- 
niversary of the dedication of our 
new Church. And it would be also 
a fine thing if all our people would 
make it the celebration of the anni- 
versary of their Baptismal vows, 
Confirmation vows, or Marriage 
vows, taken by them in St. George's 
Mission. 

And so we shall call it The An- 
niversary. 

The date for this celebration was 
chosen Monday evening, Novem- 
ber 21st, for it was on that day 
twenty years ago that our Pastor 
took charge of St. George's Mis- 
sion. At that time we were very 
small, and very poor, and the value 
of our property was about $2500. 
Today we are much larger, and 
much richer, and the value of our 
property is about $145,000, not 
counting the increased value of the 
property of the Chapel, Venango, 
where we had our beginning. 

This gives much meaning to our 
Anniversary, which is character- 
ized by thanksgiving. 

The celebration of the Anniver- 
sary will begin with a cantata, by 
our choir, Monday evening, No- 
vember 21, at 8 o'clock, in the 
Church, and will be followed imme- 
diately by a social and refreshments 
in the Parish House. And will 
close with a hearty Thanksgiving 
Service on ‘Thanksgiving Day 
morning, November 24, at 10.30 
o'clock. 

It is quite natural that we should 
love to have our people and our 


friends, all of them, look forward 
to this celebration with pleasure 
and share in common our Christian 
fellowship.

And the best part of the re- 
port is that these Workers, having 
witnessed the blessed results of 
their labors, are determined to con- 
tinue to enlarge their activities.

For sometime recently an em- 
ployment bureau has been estab- 
lished in Holy Trinity Parish 
House, ‘Twentieth and Walnut 
streets, under the auspices of the 
Drexel Biddle Bible Classes, in 
charge of Sergeant Hawkey.

Each member 
brought her working clothes, with 
soap and scrubbing brush, and 
when they got through the room in 
which they meet looked like onc 
who had a bath. It was the jolli- 
est party, and every one enjoyed 
immensely the well-earned refresh- 
ments provided by the girls them- 
selves. The party was such a suc- 
cess as to suggest the having of 
another one like it. 


In a short time we shall have our 
wireless station in working order 
under the supervision of our Boy 
Scout Troop No. 60. It has been 
slow in coming, but when it is com- 
pleted it will,be a first-class one. 


The returns so far from those 
who have contributed to the fund 
which is to take the place of a block 
party is about $210. It is not as 
much as might have been realized 
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from a block party, but it is by far 
the better and nobler way to sup- 
port the Church. In the face of so 
much unemployment among our 
people, with no income, this con- 
tribution speaks well for the loy- 
alty of our people. The oppor- 
tunity of contributing to this fund 
is still open to those who wish to 
avail themselves of it. 


Love and not merit should be 
our ambition, For love is never 
satisfied with itself; seeketh not 
ker own; not what she can get 
out, but what she can put in. 
Love never faileth. Everybody 
wants love; but nobody can get 
love without giving. If you wish 
everybody to love you, you must 
love everybody. “Give, and it 
shall be given unto you, full 
measure, pressed down, and run- 
ning over shall men give into 
your bosom. Whenever you 
begin to think that people dislike 
you, or snob you, or neglect you, 
see immediately what the matter 
is with yourself. Turn the micro- 
scope on yourself. There is where 
you will find the trouble. Judge 
yourself by the same judgment 
you are ready to judge others, and 
you will have no difficulty in re- 
storing the harmony of a disor- 
dered mind. Remember that 
People are your own image in 
your looking glass. It acts exact- 
ly as you do. Do unto others as 
ye would men should do unto you. 


The fall quarterly meeting of the

Our 
Church Council should use every 
effort to bring it about. 


The time for our Bishop's visita- 
tion to our Church is drawing nigh, 
and, according to time-honored cus- 
tom, we are to present to the Bishop 
for Confirmation those who are 
ready and willing to count them- 
selves members of St. George's 
Church. It is the fondest wish of 
the Pastor to present to the Bishop 
on Confirmation Day a large class 
of people of all ages, as he has done 
in years past. He therefore expects 
to have the co-operation of all the 
members of the congregation to put 
him in touch with those who are in- 
clined to join the Confirmation 
Class. 


If it be a sin for any one not 
believing as I do as regards doc- 
trinal questions of a divided 
Church, it is still a greater sin for 
me to hate him for his unbelief. 
The biggest sin condemned by 
our Lord and the Apostles is hate. 
“Whosoever hateth his brother is 
a murderer.” Can there a con- 
demnation be more strongly ex- 
pressed? And this condemnation 
is not for stealing, or adultery, or 
any other crime, but for hating, 
and hating under any circum- 
stance whatsoever. And yet have 
we not known people who call 
themselves Christians, who per- 
suade themselves that they are 
doing God service in cruelly per- 
secuting, and hating, those whom 
they consider unorthodox, that is, 
who are not in every detail alike 
unto themselves. In the religion 
of Christ there is more reason for 
communicating with one another 


than for excommunicating each 
other. In fact there is hardly any 
reason at all for the latter in the 
teaching of the New "Testament. 
Whence, then, the old hate that 
will not down? It springs from 
presumption, pride, and vain 
glory, every one of which is 
stupid, bad, and mischievous, to 
say the least. There is something 
strange in our nature which 
makes it more easy for us to be 
barbarian than Christian. This 
we ought to acknowledge for our 
own good and the Peace of 
others.

and the man of God in our day and 
generation. 

Here is a sentence of his, among 
the many sentences quoted daily 
by the North American. “We can- 
not continue as a republic, we can- 
not rise to any true level of great- 
ness, unless that greatness is based 
upon and conditioned by a high and 
brave type of spiritual life.” What 
is the spiritual life of those who 
hold the places of power in our 
nation; and what is the spiritual 
life of those who placed them there, 
what is the spiritual life of those 
who helped to defeat that prophet 
and friend of the people? An an- 
swer to this question will explain 
the nightmare which our people are 
going through here and elsewhere. 
Alas, how easy and plausible it is 
to lay our biggest troubles to the 
World War, itself an effect but not 
the cause. 

Look to our Christianity. How 
many are Christians, both among 
rich and poor alike? What a poor 
example the rich and powerful 
show to the poor and weak! Alas, 
the good and the noble are too few 
to make the needed impression. 


Why do so many Protestants stay 
away from Church? Why is their 
support of the Church so meager in 
comparison with its importance to 
the welfare of a people? We can- 
not get an honest answer to this 
question. ‘The answers we do get 
are not honest. The answer we 
ought to get is kept back for shame. 
Can this lead to anything good? 
Is it not time that we try the rem- 
edy of St. James for our social ills 
from which we all suffer, namely: 
"Confess your sins one to another, 
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and pray for one another, that ye 
may be healed"?

And yet, it is well that the dili- 
gent climber of a steep and high 
mountain should stop, not too often, 
but after some appreciable time, 
and turn to look over the distance 
he has covered and left behind 
him. 

This he may find profitable in 
two ways, profitable and helpful for 
his task ; namely, the fact that he has 
not labored in vain, and the re- 
newed courage which flows there- 
from, and cheers him on in his 
efforts. 
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It is quite proper therefore that 
St. George's congregation, aíter 
twenty years since the beginning of 
its revival, should together with 
their Pastor and in company with 
their fellow workers, celebrate this 
Anniversary by the finest and most 
edifying means at their command. 

We have all learned much in 
twenty ycars. And there is no 
doubt that much of it has been the 
development of a sense of apprecia- 
tion of God's goodness towards us 
and of a deeper regard and fellow- 
ship, and even affection, among 
ourselves. Surely, with such equip- 
ment we ought to be able to make 
this Anniversary memorable to the 
edifying of ourselves and our 
neighbors. 

If we follow these our finer sensi- 
bilities, we shall all be in Church 
Sunday evening, November 20th, 
regardless of any obstacle, to in- 
augurate our Anniversary, with the 
fine Cantata to be rendered by our 
choir. 

Then, all of us, come the follow- 
ing Monday evening, November 21, 
at which Bishop Rhinelander will 
be our chief guest; hear him and 
some of the other speakers, and par- 
take of the refreshments which will 
close the program for that evening. 

"Then, all of us, come to our 
morning Thanksgiving service, at 
10 30 o'clock, as part of our Anni- 
versary program. 

And, lastly, let us all turn out to 
the festival and entertainment to 
be provided by our young men of 
the Athletic Association, at which 
Bishop Garland and Mrs. Garland 
will be our guests, Friday evening, 
November 25th. 

And this will close our Anniver- 
sary festivities, leaving us stronger 
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in the Spirit of God and more loyal 
to His Church. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST 

The following is a letter ad- 
dressed “To the People of the Dio- 
cese of Pennsylvania," by Bishop 
Rhinelander: 

“Friday, November 11th, brings 
the third Anniversary of the Armis- 
tice which concluded the Great 
War. It also brings the opening of 
the international conference in 
Washington on the Limitation of 
Armaments. 

"The President of the United 
States has called on all the people 
to keep this memorable day with 
due regard to its unique signifi- 
cance. 

“The memory of the Armistice 
recalls the valor, devotion and sacri- 
fice which secured our Liberty and 
national integrity. ‘The opening of 
the Conference in Washington 
marks the dawn of the best hope 
ever given to men of permanent 
peace between the races and nations 
of the world. 

“The President reminded us that 
so great an end can be accomplished 
only by God’s help and that our 
first duty as good citizens at this 
great crisis is to pray. I, therefore, 
following his suggestion, in grateful 
loyalty appoint Friday, November 
llth, as a day to be marked by spe- 
cial services of prayer and inter- 
cession in all the Churches of the 
Diocese. And I would urge that 
every Church be kept open from 
sunrise to sunset to give the people 
opportunity to resort thither for 
private prayer; that in every 
Church there be a celebration of 
the Holy Communion at which 


memorial be made of those who 
gave their lives for their country 
and supplication be offered to God 
that He will guide the Conference 
in Washington according to His 
will; that in every Church provision 
be made for the two minutes of 
silent prayer and devotion at the 
noon hour which the President has 
specially requested. 

“I am confident that the people 
of the Diocese will recognize it both 
as their obligation and their privi- 
lege to mark this day by acts of 
public and private devotion suitable 
alike to their responsibility as citi- 
zens and to their loyalty and faith 
as Christians,” 


Moved by respect for our Presi- 
dent, and regard for the wishes of 
our Bishop, and by our own sense 
of loyalty and appreciation of our 
heroic dead in the Great War, I 
trust that our people will manage 
some way to turn out largely on 
Armistice Day, November 11th, to 
attend the service to be held in our 
Church on that morning at 11 
o'clock, in conformity with Bishop's 
request printed above. We invite 
all service men to our Corporate 
Communion at that hour. 


Other important dates which you 
should diligently reserve are as 
follows : 

Sunday evening service, Novem- 
ber 20th, when our Anniversary 
will open with a Cantata by the 
choir. 

Monday evening, November 21st, 
Anniversary festival, when Bishop 
Rhinelander and other clergy will 
be present to take part. 

Thursday morning, November 
24th, Thanksgiving service, at 10.30 
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continuation of our Anniversary. 

Friday evening, November 25th, 
the closing festival of our Anni- 
versary, under the auspices of our 
Athletic Association, at which 
Bishop Garland and Mrs. Garland 
will be present. Jot down these 
dates on paper so that you do not 
forget any of them. 


St. George's Mission has many 
friends; real friends, who have 
helped us materially in getting our 
splendid equipment in the work for 
the Kingdom of God. We would 
be happy if they would accept this 
our earnest invitation to our Anni- 
versary festivities. 


Our permanent joys do not come 
to us from the indulgence in mate- 
rial things, food and raiment, 
necessary as they are; but from 
feelings of the heart, such as fel- 
lowship, friendship, love, and deeds 
done for Christ's sake. They are 
spiritual things. Let us cultivate 
them to the utmost of our ability. 
‘They are good investments. They 
are profitable. And they last. 
"hose who have brought them- 
selves to this point of view know 
this to be true. 


Bishop Rhinelander will visit this 
Church for Confirmation on New 
Year’s day, Sunday, January Ist, 
1922. ‘The choice of this date is a 
happy one, and we ought to make 
it still more happy by presenting 
to the Bishop a large respectable 
class of men and women and boys 
and girls. 

For the boys and girls, or what 
we call young people, we shall have 
regular meetings every Wednesday 
evening at 7 o'clock, led by the 
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Pastor, to be instructed specially 
on the meaning of Confirmation 
and all other things which a Chris- 
tian ought to know and believe to 
his soul’s health. ‘These meetings 
do not bar any other person wish- 
ing to attend them 

Older folks contemplating Con- 
firmation will do well to attend 
faithfully our Church services on 
Sunday, when the Pastor will en- 
deavor to make clear to all present 
the story of the Christian. Church 
and the meaning of Church mem- 
bership. He will be glad also to 
answer questions which may be put 
to him by any of the congregation 
either orally or in writing. 

Parents are reminded not only of 
their own Baptismal vows, but also 
of their duty to their children as 
their sponsors; that they may be 
virtuously brought up to lead a 
godly and a Christian life. 


When a child is brought to the 
Church to be made a member of it 
by Baptism, the child is usually 
accompanied by its parents, or 
Íriends, or both. Both parents and 
friends are called Sponsors. ‘They 
are responsible for the child's edu- 
cation in the Christian religion and 
knowledge of the Church ‘They 
take upon themselves this duty and 
obligation, clse they would not have 
taken the trouble of bringing the 
child to Baptism. 

It therefore behooves frequently 
for all those parents and Sponsors 
to ask themselves whether they have 
faithfully fufilled the promises 
Which they solemnly made at the 
Baptismal Font in behalf of and for 
the good of the children in whom 
they interested. 
promised to see that the 
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child is taught to renounce wicked- 
ness, vanity, covetousness, and sel- 
fishness. 

They promised to see that the 
child is taught to believe all the 
articles of the Christian faith, as 
contained in the Apostles’ Creed; 
and to keep God's holy will and 
commandments. 


"They also promised, as their final 
discharge of duty, to bring the child 
when reaching the age of discretion, 
to be confirmed by the Bishop, 
when the child publicly ratifies and 
confirms, and takes upon self, the 
things which the parents and 
Sponsors have promised for- the 
child in Baptism. Confirmation is 
the occasion at which Godparents 
fulfil thcir pledges to the child 
solemnly made at Baptism. 


In the beginning of the Christian 
Church when nearly all converts 
were naturally adults, baptism was 
followed, wherever possible, by the 
Laying on of Hands administered 
by Apostles, as is recorded in the 
New Testament After the Apostles 
the Bishops administered this rite 
of Laying on of Hands, which is 
our Confirmation. If there was 
good reason to observe the rite of 
Confirmation then, as the Apostles 
evidently thought there was, there 
must be the same reason now. And 
this is the reason why our Church 
holds on to this time honored cus- 
tom of the Church. A Confirma- 
tion service is just as reasonable as 
a Marriage service, or a Burial 
service, of the privilege of which 
no Christian should be willing to be 
deprived. 


` At the semi-annual service, 
October 27th, of the Women’s

Both mectings were well 
attended ; but there were many who 
should have been present, and were 
not. They were very profitable 
gatherings, and Mr. Jones is master 
of his subject. 


Company A, Junior Marines, 
continues its activities on Monday 
evening. We are very fortunate in 
having Mr. James Maxwell to help 
us in our drillss Boys who are 
interested in such activities will do 
well to report any Monday evening 
at 7.30; and parents will do well to 
encourage their boys to do so. 


Everybody should be looking 
forward to our Annual Fair, Friday 
and Saturday, December 2-3. A 
Fair is a thing which requires much 
preparatory work and planning. 
We trust all and everybody will 
co-operate for the one end in view, 
namely, to raise some money for the 
Church to meet expenses. 


As usual, our offering at the 
Thanksgiving Day service, Novem- 
ber 24th, will go to Hospitals, 
especially to the Episcopal Hospital 
which receives no help from the 
state, and depends upon the support 
of our congregations.

through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Amen.

"The celebration of the Twentieth 
Anniversary of the Pastor’s Min- 
istry by the people of St. George's 
Mission, beginning with Sunday 
evening, November 20th, and clos- 
ing with Friday evening, November 
25, was an outpouring of good will. 
It was an outpouring of good will 
such as never took place in St. 
George's before. "There is a river, 
the streams whereof make glad the 
city of God, the holy place of the 
tabernacle of the Most High." (Ps. 
46:4.) It is the river of good will. 
And when it poured forth in 
streams from the hearts of the 
people, it swept before it and 
covered everything, and there was 
nothing to be seen and felt but 
delight and gladness. Such was our 
Anniversary. It was an outpouring 
of good will, springing from the 
hearts of the people clear and joy- 
ous, 

An event of this kind in the life 
of a congregation is worthy of rec- 
ord. And therefore we shall put 
things as they took place, in order. 

The program was formed entirely 
by our Church Council and officers 
of the Church ; and all the prepara- 
tions were made by them, the people 
gladly co-operating. ‘The success- 
ful carrying out of the program 
without any omission was due to 
the efficient work of the Council 
the best we ever had. d 

Sunday evening service, N is 
ber 20th, was the beginning of the 
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celebration. It was a choral serv- 
ice, and the choir rendered magnifi- 
cently the cantata for the occasion, 
ably led by our organist and choir- 
master, Mr. Butcher. ‘The congre- 
gation was exceptionally large. 


On the following Monday even- 
ing the Church was well filled with 
people. In the procession led splen- 
didly by our fiie choir were the 
Rev. J. M. Hayman, Rev. James 
О. McIlhenny, Rev. John B. Panfil, 
Rev. Henry Martyn Medary, Dean 
of the Convocation, the pastor of 
the Church, and Bishop Thomas J. 
Garland. The Bishop and visiting 
clergy took their places in the 
chancel. 


After a Hymn and prayers Mr. 
Harry Pedersen, member of the 
Church Council, ably explained the 
object of the meeting, and intro- 
duced the speakers. Three mem- 
bers of the Council, Messrs. John 
W. McKinley, Henry Herbsleb, 
and Harry Kaufman, spoke briefly 
on the various phases of the work 
of our Church and its achievements 
during the last twenty years under 
the leadership of the Pastor. 

Then followed the addresses of 
Dean Medary and that of the Bishop 
both of which were accentuated 
by high praise of the Pastor of the 
Church, and left a deep impression 
upon the congregation. 


‘The meeting was closed by a few 
remarks of thanks and apreciation 
by the Pastor, and the Recessional. 

. This was followed by a reception 
given in the Parish House to Bish- 
op Garland and Mrs. Garland and 
the Pastor. It was a most joyous 
Occasion. Elsewhere in this issue is 
given the list of gifts which were 
bestowed upon the Pastor on the 


several eccasions of the celebration 
by friends and the various Church 
socicties of St. George’s. 

On Thanksgiving Day our morn- 
ing service was exceptionally well 
attended by the people. The off-r- 
ing exceeded $90. А 

And on the following evening, 
Friday, November 25th, took place 
the great social under the auspices 
of the Gymnasium and Athletic As- 
sociation, as the closing event of the 
Anniversary celebration. It was 
engineered by Mr. ‘Tasker, the 
leader of the Association, and ably 
suported by the other members. To 
the joy of this occasion the Chapel 
Kindergarten, under Miss Ott, con- 
tributed much at the opening of the 
festival. It was a unique festival 
in which men, women and children 
participated, and it was a memor- 
able festival. We all wished we had 
more room; and we all went home 
happy. 

One tenth has not been told, but 
limited space forbids. ‘This happy 
celebration has stirred up rightly 
much enthusiasm and loyalty for 
the Church. Let us husband and 
conserve it, Let this Anniversary 
be an introduction to still more 
work and more joy in the Church. 


ENDOWMENT FUND 


One of the good and telling re- 
sults which have taken place among 
us in consequence of the most 
happy celebration by our people of 
the twentieth. Anniversary of our 
Pastor's Ministry in St. George's 
is the foundation of the Endow- 
ment Fund. 

An endowment fund is a sum of 
money set apart the income of 
which is devoted to the support of 
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the Church, It is a permanent pro- 
vision made for the support of the 
Church, since the fund itself cannot 
5e spent; but only the income of it 
may be drawn upon for the support 
of the Church. . 


When our Pastor’s friends were 
informed of the celebration of the 
Anniversary, some of them sent 
him gifts in token of their regards 
and friendship for him; and our 
Pastor felt that these gifts were too 
precious to be spent on his own 
comíort, since they were sanctified 
by high sentiment of appreciation. 
So he insisted that these gifts 
amounting to $100, should be made 
the beginning of an endowment 
fund for the Church to which he 
devoted twenty years of his life. 
'To this was added another gift of 
$10, making the Endowment Fund 
of this Mission $110. Апа this 
sum was placed in a Savings Bank 
Friday, November 25th. 


We feel sure that this fund will 
grow by memorial and other gifts 
of our people and friends until the 
income of it will add substantially 
to the support of our dear Church. 
This will strengthen its perma- 
nency, and lighten the financial bur- 
den of those who may not be able to 
bear it. 


This Endowment Fund, however, 
is not for the purpose of relieving 
our people from the responsibility 
of Church support; but it is to 
stimulate in ‘them the virtue of 
giving; to make them feel the bless- 
ing and joy of giving that they may 
give more not only for the support 
of their own Church, but also for 
the support of those who work in 
the Mission fields at home and 
abroad. 


Thus the Endowment Fund is a 
standing plea, to all who can give, 
to contribute to the permanent 
efficiency of the work done in 
Christ's name. 

It is hard to name another place 
where an endowment fund may be 
more useful for the futherance of 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ than this 
Mission.

"These gifts are to me a thousand 
times more precious than their 
market value. They are made so 
to me by the thought and the spirit 
which prompted the givers. АП I 
can say therefore is, thank you; 
I am grateful. 


There is still another gift, more 
beautiful and more precious than 


all that I crave for, not for myself, 
but for the Church; and that is a 
large and substantial Confirmation 
Class which I may have the privi- 
lege to present to Bishop Rhine- 
lander when he visits this Church 
Sunday morning, January 1st. Par- 
ents and sponsors, godíathers and 
godmothers, can co-operate with 
me in, fulfilment of their baptismal 
vows, to present their children as 
their gifts to God on Confirmation 
Day; and grown up persons, men 
and women, can present themselves 
a gift to God on the same day. Why 
not? For that is just what Confir- 
mation means. One way to do this 
may be as good as another; why 
then not do this as has been done 
from the days of the Apostles? 
Read the Book the Acts of the 
Apostles: “Now when the Apostles 
who were in Jerusalem heard that 
Samaria had received the word of 
God, they sent unto them Peter and 
John: who, when they were come 
down, prayed for them, that they 
might receive the Holy Spirit: for 
as yet it was fallen upon none of 
them: only they had been baptized 
into the name of the Lord Jesus. 
Then laid they their hands on them, 
and they received the Holy Spirit.” 
(Acts 8: 14.) This is our guide for 
Confirmation, or Laying on of 
Hands. 


Again, St. Paul on his missionary 
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journey came to Ephesus, "and he 


found certain disciples." On in- 
quiry they told him that they were 
baptized by John the Baptist. But 
St. Paul would not recognize John's 
baptism. "And when they heard 
this they were baptized into the 
name of the Lord Jesus. And when 
Paul had laid his hands upon them, 
the Holy Spirit came on them." 
(Acts 19:1.) This shows that the 
Apostles practiced the rite of Con- 
firmation. ‘Then you turn to Chap- 
ter 6 in the Epistle to the Hebrews 
which shows that this rite, or cus- 
tom, in the early Church was well 
established. It is spoken of along 
with repentance, faith, baptisms, 
resurrection and eternal judgment. 


Confirmation does not change 
your faith in Christ ; but it certainly 


_ does fortify it, else it would not 


have been practiced by the Apostles. 
Confirmation also gives you an 
opportunity to testify for Christ. 
And this is important. For as our 
Lord Himself says: "Everyone 
who shall confess me before men, 
him shall the Son of man also con- 
fess before the angels of God: but 
he that denieth me in the presence 
of men shall be denied in the pres- 
ence of the angels of God." 

Now, you see the reason why I 
crave for the giít of a large and 
substantial Confirmation Class to 
be presented to the Bishop Sunday 
morning, January Ist. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST 


Every Wednesday at 7 P. M. the 
Pastor meets the young people who 
expect to be confirmed. Parents 
are urged to see that their boys and 


girls attend these meetings regu- 


larly. At these meeting the Lord's 
Prayer, the Apostles’ Creed and the 
'Ten Commandments are discussed, 
and all other things which a Chris- 
tian ought to know and to believe 
to his soul's health. 


During Advent season and the 
Sundays preceding Confirmation 
Day which comes on Sunday morn- 
ing, January Ist, our Pastor will 
speak on things relating to Con- 
firmation, which are the things a 
Christian ought to know and believe 
to his soul's health. Opportunity 
will also be given to the congrega- 
tion, at the evening services, to ask 
questions which the Pastor will try 
to answer. 


It is a big mistake to assume that 
while order and decency and har- 
mony and beauty are required in 
everything else we do, that in our 
religious worship any old way will 
do. We are not so sure that a dis- 
ordered mind, a lack of knowledge 
and intelligence, wild extemporane- 
ous ranting, bad taste and infor- 
mality runing riot in religious wor- 
ship are manifestations of the work 
of the Holy Spirit; we are not so 
sure of it. We do not find such 
thing either in the Old Testament, 
or the New Testament, or the Uni- 
verse about us. The story of Crea- 
tion in the Book of Genesis shows 
plainly that the Spirit does not 
tolerate chaos; and that wherever 
the Spirit of God moves there is 
beauty of holiness. Who can doubt 
this, reading the Psalms, the written 
sermons of the Prophets, the Lord's 
Prayer, and other written prayers 
in the Bible and those of the saints?

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weakness which leads some people 
to overdone informality in religious 
worship, leads others also to over- 
done formality which is the other 
extreme, and which is usually 
known as mummery. 

But surely we have a right to 
expect, from people of common 
sense and average intelligence, 
appreciation and reverence of a 
religious service characterized by 
decency and order, beauty of holi- 
ness, and language understood by 
the people. 


ADVENT' means coming. The 
four weeks of Advent season ob- 
served iu the Church are a season 
of preparation in expectation of 
Christmas. Thus we begin our 
Church year with the message of 
the Messianic Prophets culminating 
in John the Baptist whom our Lord 
characterizes as "much more than 


a prophet. This is he of whom it is 
written, Behold, I send my mes- 
senger before thy face, who shall 
prepare the way before thee." 

Year by year the message also of 
St. Paul in clear clarion tone rings 
out stronger than ever: ““The night 
is far spent, and the day is at 
hand!" This is the saving power of 
our religion. ‘The people hearing 
that call bow their knees in rever- 
ence and lifting up their hearts to 
God pray in the words of the Col- 
lect for the First Sunday in Ad- 
vent: 

"Almighty God, give us grace 
that we may cast away the works of 
darkness, and put upon us the 
armor of light, now in the time of 
this mortal life, in which thy Son 
Jesus Christ came to visit us in 
great humility ; that in the last day, 
when he shall come again in his 
glorious majesty to judge both the 
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quick and the dead, we may rise to 
the life immortal, through him who 
liveth and reigneth with thee and 
the Holy Ghost, now and ever. 
Amen.” 


We shall observe Christmas Day 
as becomes Christian people. We 
shall have Holy Communion at 8 
and 10.30 in the morning, so that 
all who wish may begin Christmas 
Day in a Christian way. In fact 
there is no other way, for this Feast 
Day is in memory of the birth of 
Christ our Saviour. 


Your attention is called to a book 
in the Public Library, entitled 
Church Work, by Bernard Reyn- 
olds, M. A., which you ought to 
read. There are other books which 
were recently placed on the shelves 
of the Library for the benefit of 
those who wish to know more of 
Church history. Ask the librarian 
who will show them to you. 


Our Church is a voluntary insti- 
tution. It therefore depends upon 
its support on voluntary contrbu- 
tions. We do not want anything 
from people who have no taste for 
it, who cannot appreciate it; but 
from those who believe in it, and 
who are in sympathy with its 
works, we naturally expect their 
liberal support. Our weekly church 
envelope system oí Church con- 
tributions is suitable to all sorts and 
conditions of men, women and chil- 
dren. When it is carried out, and 
looked after, rightly, it is a great 
heip both to the giver and to the 
Church. Get a set of envelopes 
from the Treasurer, and try it. 


‘There is а movement on foot to 


mobilize all our young people, of 
both sexes, for the formation of a 
society for social and other pur- 
poses under able leadership; each 
existing society to maintain its in- 
tegrity for its specific objects, at the 
same time forming a general assem- 
bly of young people for the welfare 
ої all Such an assembly will 
naturally be made up of like minded 
people who are in sympathy with 
the institution which gives them 
shelter and the use of its property. 

We are in hearty accord with 
such a movement, and we pray God 
to hasten the day.

Тһе children who соте to our 
Sunday Schol are taught the Chris- 
tian religion. They are taught the 
life of Christ, and the object of His 
coming upon earth, They are 
taught the Bible and how to read it. 
‘They are taught to pray; and they 
are being prepared for a place in 
the Christian Church. "They аге 
taught the meaning of Holy Com- 
munion and the need and duty of 
every Christian to observe this 
Sacrament. ‘They are shown the 
helpfulness and necessity of divine 
worship. All these are the things 
which parents send their children 
to be taught in Sunday School. 
But the teachers and Superinten- 
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dent, in doing their duty faithfully, 
which is expected of them, are too 
often forced into the very unde- 
unconsciously 
placing the parents in opposition 
to their children, And whose fault 
is it? For instance, the child is 
taught: it is right to come to 
Church to hear the Word of God 
read and explained, and it is wrong 
to stay away. This puts the par- 
ents on the wrong side. Yet if 
the teacher did not teach this he 
would fall short in his duty both 
to child and parents alike.

THE RESURRECTION 


Have you ever thought of death? 
Perhaps you have seen some one 
dying. Doubtless you have gazed 
at a dead person, or the lifeless 
body of a child. But have you ever 
thought of death? How dreadful 
is the thought of it; how horrible! 
He who has had a narrow escape 
from death has gotten only a 
glimpse of it; and did you ever see 
the frightened face of him who 
has had this narrow escape? If 
you have, you have only seen the 
reflection, the shadow of his fright. 
It takes a long time for some 
people to get over their scare, and 
some never get over it. It is dread- 
ful. The “dead grip” of a drown- 
ing person is but a faint expression 
of death’s agony, and the shriek of 
its horror which freezes our blood 
is but a far away echo of the real 
thing. 

What will not a man give, when 
death comes, for a few more 
moments of life! 

Have you ever thought of death? 
What is the secret of its horror? 
Is it not annihilation that we 
dread? The thought of becoming 
nothing is the bitterest thought of 
our soul. “For what doth it profit 
a man, to gain the whole world, and 
forfeit his life? For what should 
a man give in exchange for his 
life." The dread of death among 
men is not so much physical as it 
is spiritual For we know that 
death has no terror for a real 
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Christian. A real Christian knows 
that Christ by His bitter death and 
passion has sweetened the cup of 
death for him, taking away its bit- 
terness and sting, and making it the 
entrance into life and glory. 

Easter brings this message to all 
Christian people. In Easter season 
we especially celebrate the event of 
the Resurrection through which the 
Lord Jesus, our Saviour, still 
speaks to every one of his disciples: 
"Because I live, you shall live also." 

In the light of this truth, how 
should we, the people of St. 
George's Church, observe Easter 
Day? There is only one way, and 
that is the right way. 

At 8 o'clock in the morning we 
shall have a celebration of the 
Holy Communion for those who 
prefer the earlier service. 

At 10.30 we shall have the morn- 
ing service followed by Holy Com- 
munion. 

At 2 P. M. we shall have our 
Sunday School festival at which 
the Sunday School Lenten Offer- 
ings for Missions will be presented 
hy the children and the senior 
classes. 

At 7.30 in the evening we shall 
have a musical service. 
occasion we shall be glad also to 
welcome the Odd Fellows' Lodge 
members and their friends and join 
them in their happy celebration of 
the seventy-fifth Anniversary of 
their Lodge; and our people are 
given the opportunity of showing to 
this Lodge the utmost courtesy of 
hospitality and good fellowship. 
Let Friendship, Love and Truth 
abound on this occasion and there- 
after. 

Let us also take to heart the fol- 
lowing sentences from the Bible: 


On this - 
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"Christ our Passover is sacrificed 
for us: therefore let us keep the 
feast, not with old leaven, neither 
with the leaven of malice and wick- 
edness: but with the unleavened 
bread of sincerity and truth." 
I Cor. 5:7. 

"Christ being raised from the 
dead dieth no more: death hath no 
more dominion over Him, For in 
that He died, He died unto sin 
once; but in that He liveth, He 
liveth unto God. Likewise reckon 
ye also yourselves to be dead indeed 
unto sin: but alive unto God 
through Jésus Christ our Lord." 
Rom. 6:9. 

"Christ is risen from the dead: 
and become the first fruits of them 
that slept. For since by man came 
death: by man came also the resur- 
rection from the dead. For as in 
Adam all die: even so in. Christ 
shall all be made alive.” I Cor. 
15: 20. 

Have you ever thought of death? 
If you did, the Easter message will 
be the greatest joy to you; and the 
Church through which it is pro- 
claimed will take its proper place 
in your heart. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST 


The week before Easter Day is 
properly called Holy Week, be- 
cause it is crowded with the com- 
memorations of events in the last 
days of our Lord's earthly career 
rapidly moving towards its con- 
summation in The Resurrection. 

Take time and read the Gospels; 
Matthew 21; Mark 11; Luke 19: 29 
and John 12: to the end of the 
books. 

Be diligent also to come to 
our services Wednesday evening, 


Thursday evening, Good Friday, 
both morning and evening, and 
Easter Day. 

Keep in mind that all these ob- 
servances are purely Christian. 
They relate personally to our Lord 
Jesus Christ; and should be prop- 
erly interpreted to the world by us 
Christians, lest the name of Jesus 
Christ be mocked by the ignorant 
and the sinful. 


At a very interesting meeting of 
the Fathers held Thursday evening, 
March 23rd, presided over by 
Major Biddle, it was unanimously 
decided, after some discussion, that 
the members renew their allegiance 
to the principles of the Fathers' 
Meeting, that the Thursday even- 
ing meetings be continued, and 
opened at 8 o'clock, that forty-five 
minutes be given to the study of the 
Bible, and that the business meeting 
follow the Bible lesson at 845. 

The election of officers and ap- 
pointment of committees to take 
place on Thursday evening, April 
6, immediately after the Bible les- 
son, at 845 P. M. 

The meeting was marked by en- 
thusiasm and determination to 
make our Fathers’ Meeting.a force 
for good in the community. 

We were glad to welcome our 
president, Major Biddle, and Mr. 
George H. Randall, of the Broth- 
erhood of St. Andrew headquar- 
ters, who accompanied him, and 


‘who also addressed the Fathers. 


At our Lenten evening service, 
Wednesday, March 22, the preach- 
er of the evening was the Rev. 
John B. Panfil, in charge of the 
Polish Congregation of the Re- 
deemer, hóused in St. George's 


Church. He spoke on his former 
work as a missionary in Arabia to 
a large congregation, and to the edi- 
fication of all present. 

We take this opportunity to com- 
mend to the attention of our people 
the exemplary fine character of this 
congregation and the high qualities 
of its Pastor; hoping that some day 
they may enjoy the use of a Church 
of their own. The more we know 
them the more we like them. 


On Easter Day the members of 
our Sunday School will present 
their Lenten Offering for Missions. 
Missions means the work of the 
Church for Christ in the world, the 
spread of the Christian religion 
everywhere, It means to help the 
other fellow. 

When the Rev. Thomas Hubert- 
Jones was here on a Mission a few 
weeks ago, he challenged our Sun- 
day School that his Sunday School 
in Wissinoming, though one-half as 
big in numbers as ours, would give 
more through their Lenten boxes 
than St. George’s Sunday School. 
Our children and, teachers accepted 
the challenge. And now it is up to 
us to win. We trust that our Sun- 
day School will win; but we shall 
have to be very liberal to do so. 


At a recent meeting of our Coun- 
cil ways and means were discussed 
to make ‘St. George's an indepen- 
dent parish; and we were all as- 
tonished how much good can be 
done with a few dollars when all 
co-operate and each is doing his 
share; and when the business of 
the parish is carried on in a busi- 
ness like way which is the right 
way. For instance, we discovered 
that if 300 families, not individuals 
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but families, gave to the Church 
one dollar a week we would have 
an income of $15,000 a year. We 
could then meet swimmingly and 
comfortably all the expenses of the 
Church and have $7,000 left for 
various improvements and free 
social entertainments for all our 
people at frequent intervals. We 
could have an assistant Minister 
to help in the parochial work and 
the visiting of our people. We 
could lay aside $500 a year to help 
the sick and needy in our neighbor- 
hood. We could do away with all 
special envelope collections. We 
could charter a boat for our annual 
picnic and give free tickets to all 
our people. We could in a brief 
period of time place a chime of 
bells in the tower of our Church as 
a monument to our loyalty and love 
for our Church, We could also 
help and encourage some of our 
children and young people to pur- 
sue their chosen line of education 
which they have to abandon for 
lack of means. There is hardly 
any good work we could not do if 
300 families contributed each one 
dollar a week. We have 365 
families who claim St. George's as 
their Church in one way or another. 
But if only 300 of them would do 
their duty, to do all those thing just 
enumerated would be as easy as 
rolling off a log. There is hardly 
one family of the 300 that could 
not, by a little economy on pleasure 
if need be, lay aside one dollar a 
week for the Church. Our oppor- 
tunity is at hand. The achieve- 
ments are great, the benefits many, 
and the sacrifice small. Will our 
people rise to the occasion? 


Every second Sunday in the 
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month our Pastor is called upon to 
administer Holy Communion to the 
people in St. George's Mission 
Chapel (Venango), which the 
Bishop placed under his super- 
vision; being assisted by a Lay- 
Reader in immediate charge. This 
usually necessitates the  Pastor's 
absence from our own congregation 
the second Sunday morning of the 
month. It is then up to him to call 
on his clergymen friends to volun- 
teer to take his place at that morn- 
ing service. For the last three 
months the following clergymen 
officiated at these morning services: 
Rev. W. Winthrop Smith, Rev. Dr. 
Royden Keith Yerkes, and Rev. 
Edward H. Bonsall, Jr., to whom 
we are grateful for their kindness. 

The last preacher, the Rev. Dr. 
Bonsall, is remembered by his 
pointed illustration of the tlying- 
fish, to which he compared the 
Christian who attends Church serv- 
ice "occasionally," or "sometime." 
The flying-fish occasionally leaves 
the dark waters of the sea and takes 
a fly into the sun-lit air, but soon 
drops back into the deep. Some 
people are like the flying-tish. They 
drop back. 


We are compiling for publication 
of a St. George's Church Directory 
in the form of an attractive booklet 
for distribution and information 
among our people. It will give, 
alphabetically arranged, the names 
of all our Communicants, and 
others who are in some way affil- 
iated with this Church. It will also 
give information about all our 
working societies, and the list of 
choir members, etc. 

We are anxious not to leave out 
anything of importance, or any- 


body; and we ask therefore the 
co-operation of all of our people in 
the preparation of this Directory. 

There may be some Episcopali- 
ans, or Church of England people, 
whose names we have not on our 
Church register; or some who make 
this Church their home Church, 
but have not yet given their names 
to the Pastor, or secured transfer 
from their former Church to this. 
For such information we should be 
very grateful, as it would help to 
make St. George's Church Direc- 
tory complete.

Now and then you hear some 
Christian boast of his belonging 
to a Church that is not creed- 
bound, as if a creedless Church is 
any recommendation, or as if 
there were such a Church. The 
word "creed" means belief. The 
difference is only in the size of 
the creed, long or short. It is 
impossible to imagine a Christian 
who does not believe in some- 
thing contained in the Apostles' 
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Creed. If he says, I believe in 
Jesus Christ as the Son of God. 
This is his Creed. If he adds to 
that, and I believe God to be the 
Creator of the universe, he makes 
his creed a little longer. And if 
he adds also, and I believe in the 
Holy Ghost, the forgiveness of 
sin, the resurrection of the body, 
and life eternal, his creed becomes 
longer, and if he has no such be- 
lief, or Creed, he is no Christian, 
These gentlemen who fling out 
such remarks as “I am not creed- 
bound” ought to explain them- 
selves, or else it sounds pure 
meaningless flippancy. The 
Apostles’ Creed is nothing more 
nor less than the summary of the 
faith of the Gospels. Any one re- 
jecting this Creed, rejects the 
statements in the New Testament. 
The average man finds it much 
easier to accept the Apostles’ 
Creed than to disprove the truth- 
fulness of the New Testament. 


We cannot see any merit in boast- 
ing of a Church without a Creed, 
because a creedless Church is no 
Church at all. For where there 
is faith, there is a Creed.

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CHRIST AND UNION 


Does Christ believe in Union? 
Certainly He does, We know of 
no one in the whole history of man- 
kind who is a stronger Union man 
than our Lord Jesus. All men and 
women believe in Union should go 
to Him for instruction and guid- 
ance. There is no chief or presi- 
dent of any Union who cannot learn 
much on Unionism at the feet of 
our Lord Jesus. 

True, there is nothing in the New 
Testament records to show that 
Christ favors Unions. Indeed, 
there are strong indications that 
He is against them, as when He 
denounced the Scribes and the Phar- 
isees. But certainly, He made it 
plain that He was for UNION 
heart and soul; not for UNIONS, 
but for UNION, Read the 17th 
Chapter of St. John in which is 
recorded our Lord’s great prayer 
for UNION: “Holy Father, keep 
them in thy name which thou hast 
given me, that they may be one, 
even as we are. Neither 
for these only do I pray, but for 
them also that believe on me 
through their word; that they may 
all be one, even as thou, Father, art 
in me, and I in thee, that they also 
may be in us. . , And the glory 
which thou hast given me I have 
given unto them; that they may be 
one, even as we are опе,” 

Is there any doubt about our 
Lord's position on UNION? Do 
you know anything stronger in 
favor of UNIÓN? 

Again on another occasion He 
says: "I am the good shepherd 
the good shepherd layeth down his 
life for the sheep. “He that is а 
hircling, and not a shepherd, whose 
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own the sheep are not, beholdeth 
the wolf coming, and leaveth ‘the 
sheep, and fleeth, and the wolf 
snatches them, and scattereth them: 
he fleeth because he is a hireling, 
and careth not for the sheep. [ 
am the good shepherd . and 
I lay down my life for the sheep. 
And other sheep I have, which are 
not of this fold: them also I 
must bring, and they shall hear my 
voice; and they shall become one 
flock, one shepherd." 

Do you know of any stronger 
expression in favor of UNION 
than these words of Christ? In 
all the history of Unionism can 
you find a stronger advocate of 
UNION? Union of all people in 
everything without qualification. 
Keep in mind also that Christ 
stands for UNION not only in 
words, but in deed. He gave His 
life for it. Where do you find a 
greater UNION leader than 
Christ? 

Yet, how strange! People still 
insist on UNIONS; and they re- 
ject UNION, not only in industry, 
but even in religion also. 

There are UNIONS in the Chris- 
tian Church, but no UNION. And 
there is no love between these 
Unions. And where there is no 
love, there is no UNION. These 
UNIONS live on pride, presump- 
tion and prejudice. What , God 
unites, these Unions are trying to 
keep divided. Hate and not love is 
their gospel, and each hates the 
other according to the proportion of 
its pride, presumption and pre- 
judice. 

The behavior of one neighbor 
towards another will pretty near 
tell you what sort of a gospel is 
taught in the Union to which he 
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belongs; and the more ignorant he 
is the plainer he will tell it. 

Broken Church windows; broken 
family ties over a question of a 
child's baptism, and broken friend- 
ships and peace among neighbors, 
and other breakings up and sepa- 
rations, are all of the same cloth, 
and come from the same source, and 
are the effect of the same cause, 
This cause is the Claim to monop- 
oly on religion. The teachers of 
such a claim will have much to 
answer for to the Father of all; in- 
asmuch as such teaching tends to 
hate instead of love, to division in- 
stead if union for which our Lord 
laid down His life, "that they may 
all be one." 

What we need is UNION not 
UNIONS. To unionize the UN- 
IONS ought to be the task of 
everybody, at least of everybody 
who calls himself Christian. Pride, 
presumption and prejudice will not 
do it, but love for Christ's sake will. 


It is exceedingly pleasant to turn 
away from things of pride, pre- 
sumption and prejudice to things of 
love, loyalty and goodwill as ex- 
pressed in the following report:

The real test of our people's loy- 
alty to the Church will be shown 
not so much in special offerings, 
but in the regular contributions 
made weekly as now planned by 
our Council. Judging from the 
ready response of the people to 
the dollar a week per family plan, 
we ought to be able to place our 
Church on a self supporting basis. 
Self support is a mark of dignity 
which all should strive to attain. 


It has been our custom for may 
years to publish the list of all Sun- 
day School members whose Lenten 
boxes contained forty cents and 
more. We know that good will 
and self-denial is the true measure 
of love. It is God's measure. 
There is no doubt that in excep- 
tional cases some children gave less 
than forty cents at greater selí- 
denial than those who gave more. 
If so, their names will be written 
on the Roll of Honor by God 
Himself. 

Yet we cannot but be guided by 
the general rule and in human fash- 
ion, that is, by what is marked on 
the Lenten box by those who 
counted the moncy. 

The contributions vary from 
$7.03 to three cents; and the fol- 
lowing names are given in order of 
distinction of all those who gave 
forty cents and more.

the list of things necessary to his 
life and well-being, like food and 
raiment, say nothing of comfort 
and luxury. He thinks that ten cents 
a week to the Church is far out of 
proportion to the amount men 
spend on themselves even in trifles. 
To stint the Church of God, he says, 
is false economy ; it is no economy 
at all. He says that true economy 
is to give to the Church according 
toability. He says that true happi- 
ness and plenty began to come to 
him when he began to know God 
and rightly appreciate His Church. 
He says this is his experience, and 
he is convinced that it is the experi- 
ence of any other man. 


Pleasure and happiness are two 
different things. There is a saying 
that a man usually gets what he is 
after. The man who seeks God 
will find Him; and when he finds 
God he finds happiness. A man 
who seeks pleasure will find it, but 
he will not be happy. For as a rule 
men of pleasure are not happy. The 
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man of God is happy, because 
happiness comes from trying to 
make other people happy. This is 
the nature of man when God dwells 
in His heart. 


Concerning babies, the following 
is a wholesome advice to young 
mothers: 

1. Such commands as you give 
the baby, give simply, clearly, defi- 
nitely. If you don't, the baby may 
not understand, and so may dis- 
obey without meaning to. 

2. Give only such commands as 
you can enforce, and then enforce 
them. If you don't, the baby learns 
to disobey. 

3. Avoid frequent "don'ts" and 
nagging. The baby learns to dis- 
regard them, or disobey deliberately.

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LOVE OR HATE: WHICH? 

A straight answer to this ques- 
tion will tell plainly whether you 
are Christian or not. This was the 
test in the Christian Church in the 
early days of its growth and devel- 
opment. Long, long before there 
was such a thing as Roman Cath- 
olic Church, or Presbyterian 
Church, or Methodist Church, or 
Baptist Church, or any other name, 
there was a Church which Christ 
founded. It was the Church for all 
peoples and languages, and there- 
fore it was called the Universal 
Church. As the common language 
of the carly Christians was the 
Greek language, they naturally 
called it the Catholic Church, 
because the word Catholic is the 
Greek word for Universal. When 
in the words of the Apostles’ Creed 
we profess our belief in “the Holy 
Catholic Church,” we mean the 
Church of Christ which is Univer- 
sal, that is, wherever Christ is rec- 
ognized and accepted as the Savior 
of the world, as He claimed to be. 
Wherever Iis gospel is preached, 
wherever His commandments are 
observed, wherever He is wor- 
shipped and adored as the Son of 
God, as the Mediator and Redeemer 
of mankind, there is the Church 
Catholic. — Catholic is simply а 
Greek word (meaning Universal), 
which was Anglicized, just as the 
words Presbyterian, “Methodist, 
Baptist, Episcopalian, which are all 
Greek words Anglicized for conve- 
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nience of expression; just as the 
words electricity, mechanics, physi- 
cian, psychology and thousands of 
other Greek words have been 
adopted for use not only in the 
English but in all other languages. 
And as the word Catholic was used 
by the early Christians, who spoke 
the Greek language, and as Catho- 
lic is a word the meaning of which 
is understood by many nations to 
mean Universal it has properly 
been retained in the Apostles' 
Creed. But there is no more sanc- 
tity attached to the word Catholic 
than to the word Universal, or to 
any other adjective. 

Now the characteristic of the 
Catholic Church, that is, the Church 
of the early centuries, is Unity of 
Spirit and Love. Тһе heathen 
could tell a Christian by his life of 
love. The love shown by Chris- 
tians was the marvel of the heathen, 
and it drew them to the Christian 
Church in spite of themselves. The 
spirit of love is the spirit of Christ. 

It was much later, say about 800 
A. D., when the Christian Church, 
having been drifting, since 325 
A. D., away from the teachings of 
the Apostles, that we begin to hear 
of the Roman Catholic and the 
Greek Catholic Churches. The addi- 
tional adjectives Roman and Greek 
signify an important change of 
complexion and a radical difference 
in character between these and the 
early Church called Catholic. There 
is also now a large group of Chris- 
tians calling themselves Old Cath- 
olies. So we have the Roman, the 
Greek and the Old each of which 
means something different, and 
neither is thoroughly Catholic in so 
far as there is little love in them 
for one another. 
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Remember our Lord's words: 
“By their fruits ye shall know 
them." 

Real Catholics are known by 
their lives and teachings of love. À 
person, or an institution, whose 
teachings engender and keep alive 
separation and hate among neigh- 
bors may be religious but is neither 
Catholic nor Christian. 

“Divide and conquer," is a good 
motto for the devil; but Christians 
should shun it as they do its author. 
It is contrary to the teachings of 
the Master. 

The Pharisees were separatists. 
Our Lord denounced them. 

It is the business of the Catho- 
lic Church to foster the spirit of 
Christian brotherhood which tends 
to overcome the material partition 
walls of brick and stone which our 
earthly life necessities. and to min- 
imize the material walls which tend 
to separate homes of various sta- 
tions in life here. It is not the busi- 
ness of the Church to add spiritual 
partition walls within the home, 
keeping it divided against itself 
here and hereaíter. 

Go to the Court of Domestic Re- 
lations, and see the number of cases 
of homes divided and homes broken 
up by "religious (?) differences," 
to say nothing of divided communi- 
ties over these differences, and 
trace the cause of it to the proper 
source, then you will know how to 
distinguish between the Church 
which is Catholic and the Church 
which is not. For the Church 
which is Catholic fosters unity and 
love; but the Church which is not 
engenders and keeps alive separa- 
tion and hate. 


WHAT DOES CHRIST SAY? 

Let our Lord Jesus tell us what 
makes a person a member of the 
Holy Catholie Church: 

Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God, and thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bor as thyself. Mark you, not 
"friend," nor "member of your 
Church," but neighbor, whatever he 
may be, Roman Catholic or Prot- 
estant or Jew. The attitude of love 
is enjoined by our Lord upon His 
followers, and no one is entitled to 
the name Catholic who shows 
malice, or harbors hate in his heart, 
towards his neighbor. Wives and 
husbands are the nearest neighbors. 
And a home without love is no 
Christian home. 

"Dy this shall all men know that 
ye are my disciples, if ye have love 
one to another." Love is the trade 
mark of the Christian. 

So necessary is love to the char- 
acter of a Christian that our Lord 
commands us to love even our ene- 
mies: “Love your enemies, and 
pray for those who persecute you." 
This is Catholic teaching. 

St. Paul, the great exponent of 
our Lord's teaching, says that if we 
have all the virtues of heaven and 
earth, and have no love, we have 
nothing. And St. Peter says that 
“Love ` covereth a multitude of 
sins." Тһе meaning of this is found 
in our Lord's own words: "Her 
sins, which are many, are forgiven; 
for she loved much.” 

Thus love, and not hate or malice, 
is the characteristic of the Cath- 
olic Church; and a Church which 
does not show this love is not Cath- 
olic; nor are its members Catholic 
who lack the quality of love. “By 
their fruits ye shall know them.”

May 9, Convocation Meeting at 
Emmanuel Church, Kensington, at 
which a committee was appointed 
to ascertain the needs of St. 
George's Chapel (Venango). 

May 10, an exceedingly fine 
organ recital was given in the 
Church under the auspices of our 
Young People's Assembly. 

May 13-20, Boys Week, the 
greatest movement yet undertaken 
by a community. 

May 14, Mother's Day, equal in 
importance. On that day also, at 4 
P. M., in the Church of the Holy 
Trinity, at the annual service of the 
presentation of the Lenten Offer- 
ing, our Sunday School presented 
an offering for Missions of $229.45, 
larger than ever before,

May 16, the greatest and most

We never 
were in a happier atmosphere.

AN OFFERING 

On Saturday, May 20, late in the 
afternoon, as we sat in the office 
thinking over some problems, 
among which was the heat and light 
bill, there was a knock at the door. 
Knocks at our office door are quite 
frequent. Many of them come 
from little children. But this caller 
was a man long past middle age, a 
neighbor and friend, with a kindly 
face of a veteran American work- 
man, a childlike pleasant face, the 
kind of face which is wrought and 
fashioned deeply by an abiding love 
oi Christ and faith in Him. 

Пе said he came on an errand, 
carrying his own message with him, 
and handed us an envelope which 
contained AN OFFERING of 
$100 to the Church, accompanied 
by his note which read as follows: 

"As the good Lord has given me 
a fair share of this world's goods, I 
feel it is my duty to give some of it 
back to Him for the advancement 
of His kinzdom here on earth." 

This Christian gentleman asked 
that liis name be not published in 
connection with this offering, as he 
had been trying as far as possible 
"not to let the left hand know what 
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the right hand is doing.” 

He made a similar offering to 
three of the other Evangelical 
Churches in this neighborhood. 

When a man has reached this 
point of view as regards God and 
His kingdom and responsibilities to 
the Church, he has reached very 
near what St. John calls life eternal, 

We can easily conceive the king- 
dom of God near when the major- 
ity of men and women are moved 
by the Spirit which evidently dwells 
in the heart of that gentleman. We 
all should be thankful to God for 
the lives of such men and women, 
for we owe much to them for what 
Christianity there is in this world. 


Our Church Council, which has 
undertaken to look after the wel- 
fare of our Church, has conceived 
the idea of placing before our peo- 
ple the budget of our Parish, which 
means the total amount needed 
annually for the support of St. 
George’s Church. In round num- 
bers it amounts to about $8,000 a 
year. This sum would make us an 
independent parish. They pub- 
lished this budget for distribution, 
giving the various items of expen- 
diture. They figured that if 300 out 
of the 370 families claiming allegi- 
ance to this Church were to con- 
tribute a dollar per week per fam- 
ily we should not only pay our 
expenses, but would also have 
$7000 a year for improvements, 
works of charity and free enter- 
tainments for our people, which 
would help much to make the life 
of our people more happy and more 
joyful. The Church Council has so 
Tar met with the most promising 
success. Those whom they have so 
far interviewed were glad and will-

ing to co-operate; and we trust that 
all our people will be of the same 
mind; and that our Council will 
continue its work until it is com- 
pleted. 


It is astonishing how good God 
is, and how He is throwing oppor- 
tunities in our way for our own 
good and happiness. Are we going 
to be men and women enough to 
show our appreciation by taking 
advantage of these opportunities 
for Christ's sake, for our own sake 
and the sake of our children? 


June 4 is Whitsunday, the day 
on which Christian people celebrate 
the birth of the Christian Church, 
The proper place to celebrate this 
day is the Church. Let all of us 
be on hand in the Church on that 
day. 

On June 11 we celebrate what is 
called Trinity Sunday, in perpetua- 
tion of the Christian doctrine, God 
the Father, God the Redeemer, God 
the Comforter, as taught in the New 
Testament. It is the faith into which 
we are baptized, “in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost,” as Christ Himself 
has prescribed. Trinity Sunday, 
therefore, is one of the great feasts 
of the Christian Church to be 
respected and properly observed by 
all Christian people. 

On this day also the young men 
who have chosen to serve God in 
the Christian ministry are ordained 
by the Bishop. And prayers are 
offered by God's people that these 
men prove worthy of their sacred 
calling, and that both by their life 
and doctrine, that is, teaching, they 
may set forth the true and living 
Word of God and duly administer

‘Lhe giving of money is acceptable 
only in so far as it means the giv- 
ing up something of yourself, when 
it costs you something to give, when 
you take away from yourself and 
give it to God. This is the true 
Christian spirit. 

We need more teachers in our 
Sunday School. Will you not offer 
your services? We need more 
workers as members of various 
societies. Will you not enlist in the 
ranks? We need more help in the 
Church Council. Will you not 
apply for a position in this depart- 
ment? You are certainly good for 
something. Will you not do this 
something? The fact that we all 
like some one to do something for

Children are the greatest treas- 
ure of any community, but especi- 
ally of a Christian community.

All modern people should know 
that Roman Catholicism of the 
modern type began about 800 after 
Christ and grew and developed 
until it reached its height in 1200 
A.D. Atthis time a wave of learn- 
ing and independent thinking and 
free investigation and questionings 
swept throughout the land. People 
began to find fault with the corrup- 
tions in the Church. They de- 
manded reform, or housecleaning, 
in the Church. But by that 
time the "Organization" was so 
intrenched that every effort at 
reform by high-minded Churchmen 
was thwarted by the "Organiza- 
tion." Effort after effort was made, 
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but failed, until the beginning of 
the sixteenth century, when the 
good Church people could stand it 
no longer, there was a wholesale 
breaking away from the “Organiza- 
tion” and a return to the Holy 
Catholic Church of the Apostles. 
This event is called the Reforma- 
tion. The Catholics who broke 
away from the “Organization” 
cheerfully accepted the name Prot- 
estant, protesting against the exist- 
ing godlessness and wickedness in 
the Church of those days, and re- 
turned to the Holy Catholic Church 
preceding 800 A. D. But you 
should not take people's words for 
it. You should read history your- 
self, and know the truth of the mat- 
ter, and the truth shall make you 
free.

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PRIDE 

From the early days of the Chris- 
tian Church pride has been regarded 
as one of the seven deadly sins. ‘The 
other six are covetousness, lust, 
anger, gluttony, envy and sloth, 
"They are called deadly si 
they all kill, "he 
name and composition, but they all 
etfect the same thing, namely, death. 
Like other various poisons one may 
act slower than the other, Or the 
same poison may act differently in 
paint of time in different persons; 
hut sooner or later their common 
result. is death, The difference 
between poison and sin is, the one 
is deadly to the body, the other to 
soul and body. 

"These seven sins are called deadly 
because they are destructive of 
everything which we all in common 
call good. There may be other sins 
which are as deadly; but we can 
safely take for granted that if by 
the grace of God and the will of 
the people (for it requires both). 
these seven sins were eliminated 
from our life, we should without 
doubt have heaven on earth. 

Pride, then, is one of those sins 
which help to keep heaven out of 
the earth. It is destructive of good 
fellowship, and kills good will. 
When we read, therefore, in the 
Bible that God despises the proud, 
we íeel that it rings true, we need 
no other evidence of its authenticity. 
Pride is a deadly sin; and yet there 
is a pride, a holy pride, if you 
please, without which we lack in 
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character ; without which we betray 
à want of the sense of appreciation. 
For instance, it would not at all be 
out of the way if we all were proud 
of our Father in heaven; if we were 
proud of Christ our Saviour; if we 
could honestly boast of actual com- 
munion with the Comforter; if we 
were proud of our Church and our 
faith without invidious comparison 
with other Churches and other 
faiths; just proud of doing what 
we think is right and decent. This 
kind of pride is anything but sin. 
It is rather bordering on sin not to 
have it; for in substance it is but 
the nursing within us a sense of 
appreciation of the good and the 
beautiful and the holy and decent 
and the right. 

Would that all our people would 
be proud of St. George's Church, 
and of the great opportunity which 
this Church gives them to do the 
work of God and the work of pro- 
moting common welfare. 


CONFIRMATION 

On Sunday morning, January 7, 
Bishop Garland will visit this 
Church and administer the rite of 
Confirmation to those who are will- 
ing to receive it. 

Confirmation in St. George's 
Church has always been an occa- 
sion of rejoicing, because of the 
goodly number of people who have 
come forth to confess publicly Jesus 
Christ as their Saviour; for that is 
what Confirmation mcans, every 
time the Bishop visits St. George's. 
Ten months ago fifty people re- 
ceived (in the language of the 
Bible) the Laying on of Hands 
which we call Confirmation; and 
surely there ought to be no less at 
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the next Confirmation, [t will mean 
fifty more enlisting in the service 
of Christ, and fifty more receiving 
the blessing of the Holy Spirit. That 
it is a blessing no one doubts. But 
it is more than a blessing. [t is per- 
petuating in the Church a custom 
inaugurated by the Apostles and 
doubtless with the approval of our 
Lord. Our Lord says: “Every one 
who shall confess me before men, 
him will I also confess before my 
Father who is in heaven." There 
is not a more beautiful way of tak- 
ing our Lord at His word than 
through the solemn rite of Con- 
firmation. Our Lord also adds: 
“But whosoever shall deny me 
before men, him will I also deny 
before my Father who is іп 
heaven." Andit is this sharp warn- 
ing that makes the Pastor anxious 
to have a large Confirmation Class. 

The Pastor will be glad to receive 
applications and explain further to 
those who desire information on 
the subject of Confirmation. 

Beginning with Tuesday, Novem- 
ber 7, the Pastor will conduct a 
Confirmation Class for young 
people seeking Confirmation which 
will continue to meet every Tues- 
day, from 7 to 9 P. M. until Con- 
firmation day. Adults will please 
consult the Pastor privately. A 
good way to prepare for Confirma- 
tion is regular attendance at Church 
services.

At 
the speakers’ table sat, besides the 
Pastor, Mr. Waters, Mr. Brinton,’ 
Rev. Hubert-Jones, Mr. Warnock 
and Maj. Biddle. They were all 
listened to with close attention, 
because the subject of all the speak- 
ers was one and the same, namely, 
Christ and His Church. And at the 
end of their symposium about thirty 
men voluntecred to help by person- 
al service in the effort which is now 
made by our Church Council to 
strengthen our Church and make 
St. George's an independent Parish. 

We are now in the midst of this 
noble campaign, praying that the 
results to be published in the next 
isuue may be such as to gladden the 
hearts of the members and friends 
of St. George's Church. 


Co-operation is the most fatal foe 
of failure but the surest road to 
success. 

Suppose 300 of our families co- 
operate. Suppose they club together, 
each family giving a dollar a week 
into a common fund. The result 
would be a common fund for the 
year of $15.600, belonging to all for 
the use of all. We take out, let us 
say. of the treasury $8,600 for the 
support of our Church, covering all 
expenses and obligations, and the 
property kept in first class condi- 
tion. For one dollar a week every 
family gets the benefit of Church 
service, going and coming as it is 
most convenient, alwavs sure of 
pastoral care and Christian minis- 
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tration as a right as well as a privi- 
lege. 

But this is not all. There is still 
an amount of $7000 left to be spent 
for the year. Suppose we set aside 
$500 for relief work in our parish 
in ordinary circumstances ; more if 
need be in case of emergency. We 
still have $6,500 left. Suppose when 
summer comes we spend $500 for 
our annual picnic, chartering a boat 
stocked with good things [ree for 
our people, all those who belong'to 
St. George's, we still have $6,000 
left. Suppose we give to our people 
a monthly exhibition of the best 
movies in the market at a cost of 
$500 a year, we still have $5.500 
left. Suppose we lay aside $1.000 
a усаг to encourage and help some 
of our talented children throug 
their difficulties in whatever branch 
of education they are anxious to 
succeed, so that they would not be 
forced from it prematurely, we still 
have $4,500 left. Suppose we spend 
$500 a year for the organizati 
and upkeep of our own orchestra, 
we still have $4,000 left. Suppose 
we spend $500 a year on gymnasium 
work for our boys and Е, we still 
have $3,500. Suppose we set aside 
$2,000 a year for the next four 
years towards a chime of Church 
bells in the tower, and thereafter 
toward other improvements, we 
still have $1,500 a year left for all 
sorts of entertainments or relief as 
time requires. And all these fres 
to all our people. All this could 
easily be done by 300 families con- 
tributing a dollar a week per family. 
But the finest thing in the world 
would be that the other families 
who cannot by necessity contribute 
that amount would sul share alike 
in all these benefits as members of 


the Church, doing the best they can 
What family earning $20 per week 
could not lay aside one dollar 
towards this great co-operative plan? 
Can you not see that most, if not 
all, of the recreations and pleasures 
you now buy you could enjoy for 
one tenth of what they cost you 
now, and with the maximum 
amount of enjoyment and benefit. 
What has just been enumerated 
is but part of the many things we 
might accomplish for our enjoy- 
ment and benefit right at home in 
the Parish House. This really 
would be the beginning of real hap- 
piness. And our young people 
would not be forced to wander 
about looking for pleasure at the 
risk of their future happiness. 
Then think of the relief from 
ticket selling and ticket buying for 
anything given in the Church; and 
think of the pleasure of always 
being free to come with your family 
to first class entertainments and 
socials given often in the Parish 
House without thought of a ticket. 
This is what our Church Counci! 
is trying to bring about in their 
present campaign They want a dol- 
lar a week from each of 300 fam- 
ilies. This is the co-operative plan. 
It will place us all on a higher level 
both spiritually and materially. 


We are fortunate in having Miss 
Doris Chapman, an accomplished 
young lady of Chestnut Hill, help 
in the Junior Candidate. Branch of 
the G. F. S. every Wednesday, from 
7 10 9 P. M. She also comes on 
Friday evenings for special class 
work among these littl girls. T 
are always from forty to 
present. Miss Chapman is an

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EASTER 


Hail to thee, O Easter, whose 
timely coming is as the coming of 
the spring sun which warms and 
quickens everything chilled by the 
churlish chiding of winter’s winds. 
The air is charged with thy sweet 
message of immortality; and it is 
broadcasted by divine radio. Those 
whose receiving instrument is prop- 
erly adjusted hear plainly, and with 
rejoicing heart, thy message, the 
Easter message ; “Because I live, ye 
shall live also.” 

This message is in the air, and it 
is true. They hear it whose receiv- 
ing instrument is adjusted to the 
proper wavelengths. Blessed are 
the pure in heart, for they can hear 
it. Yes, blessed are they, for their 
heart rejoices when they hear it. 
The wordly smart, the blind pleas- 
ure seekers, the success intoxicated, 
they do not hear. How can they? 
Their receiving instrument is out 
of tune, and screeching through 
maladjustment, due to cross cur- 
rents. The message they hear is: 
“Eat and drink and be merry, for 
tomorrow you die.” And it is not 
the Easter message at all. 

Not so with those who love God 
and love His Church. They do hear 
the Easter message clearly, and 
their soul is rejuvenated: 

“Christ is risen from the dead; 
and become the first fruits of them 
that slept. For since by man came 
death; by man came also the resur- 
rection of the dead. For as in 
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Adam all die: even so in Christ 
shall all be made alive.” (1 Cor. 
15:20.) 


WHITHER GOEST THOU? 


If it makes no difference to you 
whence you have come, it surely 
makes a great deal of difference to 
you whither you are going. For 
going you are, whether you are 
asleep or awake, and you are going 
somewhere, just as sure as the night 
follows the day. Does it not make 
any difference to you where you are 
going to land? Listen to your own 
heart in the quiet moments of soli- 
tude, when you can hear the “still 
small voice” gently but persistently 
asking: “Whither goest thou?" 
The noise of wheels, and belts, and 
motors, and dishes, and type- 
writers, and jazz bands, and 
feverish merry-making, may drown 
the voice within you for a time, long 
or short, but only for a time. It 
will not cease asking, until satisfac- 
torily answered, the question, 
“Whither goest thou?” 

It refuses to be laughed down. It 
is not disturbed by mockery; you 
cannot suppress it by unbelief. If 
your heart and mind are normal, 
you will continue to hear the ques- 
tion, “Whither goest thou?” And 
if your heart and mind are normal, 
you will try to answer it, but never 
to avoid it. Your deep concern 
about the question will be your way 
to the right answer.

Indeed, 
the future is the only real thing 
which remains. The things of real 
value are the things which remain. 
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All transitory things are means to 
an end. The things which abide 
forever is the end. The body is the 
means; the soul is the end. Who is 
so foolish as to put the cart before 
the horse? 

At the end it does not matter 
really whether we ate much or 
little; whether we laughed much or 
little, not that we should not eat or 
laugh; but it will matter whether we 
have sinned much or little; it will 
matter still more whether we have 
loved much or little. WHITHER 
GOEST THOU?

To join public worship of God 
by radio is like eating your Easter 
dinner by radio. After all the radio 
is only the next best thing. The 
best thing is to see as well as hear. 
An opera or a service is good 
enough by radio when you cannot 
attend it in person. For this reason 
the radio is a great blessing and 
Godsend to the sick, the shut-ins 
and thelazy. But those who suffer 
no such misfortune always prefer 
personal presence to invisible broad- 
casting.

had, we should still suggest to you 
that if you really wish to get the 
benefit and inspiration from Easter 
service and its beautiful and com- 
forting music, you will do well to 
attend Church in-person, and advise 
your friends to do the same. 


On Tuesday following Easter 
Day there will be a Parish meeting 
in the assembly room at 8 P. M. 
To this meeting all our people are 
urged to come. There will be the 
annual election of officers, a brief 
review of the year's work, an 
opportunity of getting acquainted, 
refreshments, and the Parish 
Orchestra. 


It should be well understood by 
all that Church support is purely 
voluntary; that pledges made are 
subject to change at the will of 
those who make the pledge. They 
can raise their subscription or 
diminish it, or withdraw it alto- 
gether, if they so choose. The blank 
which our Church Council used in 
the Every Member Campaign to 
secure subscriptions for the sup- 
port of the Church has on it 
printed: "This pledge being purely 
voluntary, may be recalled at any 
time by giving notice." If any one 
finds it difficult to live up to his 
pledge, all he has to do is to inform 
the Treasurer, or bookkeeper, and 
it will be changed. If for some 
reason he wishes to discontinue his 
subscription he should so advise. 
This much at least he ought to do 
for the good of the service. Other- 
wise the bookkeeper whose only 
guide is the pledge card will keep 


| charging the subscriber with every 


envelope not returned. ‘The weekly 
envelopes which the subscriber re- 
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ceives will keep him posted as to his 
standing on the treasurer's books. 

Our envelope system of Church 
support is the best and easiest when 
properly carried out. But if there 
are some who prefer some other 
way, all we ask them to do is to so 
inform the Treasurer. 


Giving to the Church is as much 
of a habit as any other good habit. 
You have to practice it to get the 
good out of it. Churches must be 
supported as well as schools. No- 
body except a fool would like to see 
the Churches closed up and aban- 
doned, no more than he would like 
to sce the schools done away with. 
‘The difference between schools and 
Churches in this country is that the 
schools are supported by compul- 
sory taxation. Everybody who eats, 
wears clothes, lives in a house, etc., 
pays in the money he spends on 
himself his share towards the up- 
keep of schools as well as the other 
government institutions. This is 
called indirect taxation. There is 
also direct taxation like Income Tax 
and other taxes. A tax dodger is 
punished by law; why? Because 
he is trying to get something for 
nothing. He is trying to get the 
benefits of community life without 
contributing his share of the ex- 
penses. But even if he should 
escape punishment, he is still a dis- 
grace to the community in which he 
lives for the reason just given, 

Now the Churches are of equal, 
if not of more benelit to the life of 
the community than the schools. 
This is evident from the number of 
Churches in existence; and they are 
not even supported by compulsory 
taxation, but by voluntary contribu- 
tions. But because the contribution 


is voluntary does it argue that it is 
not just as necessary as the tax? 

Money is not the only means by 
which a Church is supported. Per- 
sonal service in whatever capacity 
rendered to the welfare of the insti- 
tution is even more than money. 
But surely it is not unfair to expect 
some contribution to the Church 
from all who all alike share its 
benefits. And who is he who does 
not share its benefits no matter how 
he tries to keep away from it, pre- 
tending he has no need of the 
Church’s benefits. He may pretend 
he does not need them, but he gets 
them just the same, just as he gets 
the benefits from the light of the 
sun, and all the other benefits 
showered upon him by the merciful 
and loving God, our Father. 

The gain from an unkept pledge, 
or the withholding support from the 
Church is of much less value in the 
end than the satisfaction which 
comes from preformance of duty, 
no matter how big the expense.

The following is a continuation 
of an article on health printed in the 
last issue: 

“Chew your food until you can 
swallow it very easily. If you 
swallow your food half chewed, it 
will make your stomach work too 
hard. Sip all liquids slowly. Do 
not take a drink of water while 
your mouth is full of food. Some 
of the best foods are fruits, boiled 
milk, sour milk, potatoes, bread, 
vegetables and nuts, if they are well 
chewed. It is best not to use 
pepper, mustard, catsup or other 
‘hot’ relishes at all. 

“Have your bowels move at least 
once each day. If you can get in 
the habit of moving the bowels 
thoroughly twice a day, after break- 
fast and after supper, so much the 
better. Headache is often caused 
by the bowels not moving. Food is 
the best thing to make your bowels 
move. That is the reason why you 
need food that fill you, like cabbage, 
beets, onions, carrots, parsnips, etc. 
Some foods which make the bowels 
move treely are figs, fruits, bran, 
oil, vegetables, butter, cream, sugar, 
honey, syrup, and juices of fruits. 
Drink plenty of water, especially 
before breakfast. Do not take 
drugs or medicines to make your 
bowels move unless the doctor tells 
you to. 

“Lift your chest up, arch it for- 
ward and throw your shoulders 
back, stomach in. Do not slouch. 
If you stand straight and breathe 
deeply, it will help you to keep your 
chest up. It will also help to keep 
your bowels in good condition. 

“If it is hard for you to sit up 
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straight in your chair, put a small 
pillow behind you low down, that is, 
in the small of the back. One of 
the common causes of constipation 
and nervousness is a slouching posi- 
tion. Walk and stand with heels 
apart and toes straight forward. 
"T'oeing out’ leads to weak feet and 
flat foot." (To be continued.)

Again and again has Theodore 
Roosevelt emphasized the impor- 
tance of material comforts, but far 
above these he placed spiritual 
health. So convinced was he in the 
usefulness of the Church as the 
agency for promoting spiritual wel- 
fare in the average man whom he 
loved that he gave not only money 
but his time in the work of the 
Parish in which he lived; and he 
was not less busy than the busiest 
man in America, What is the mat- 
ter with those men who cannot see 
as he saw, and do not as he did? 


It has been truly said that life is 
made up of roses and thorns. But 
we must pick the roses and be care- 
ful of the thorns. Here again the 

enius of Theodore Roosevelt rises 
igh. He says: “It is foolish and 
timid no less than a wicked thing, 
to blink the fact that the forces of 
evil are strong, but it is even worse 
to fail to take into account the 
strength of the forces that tell for 
good.” 


There is neither foolish pessi- 
mism nor idiotic optimism in his 
philosophy of life. Much of his 
wisdom he drew from a thorough 
knowledge of the scriptures.

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THE LITTLE RED BOX 


When a baby has by Baptism 
been made a member of the Church 
that beautiful and solemn event 
marks the beginning of the baby's 
life as a Christian. The child is 
henceforth a Christian child as dis- 
tinguished from those children that 
are not Christian. In one sense all 
children throughout the world, in- 
cluding all races and peoples, are 
God's children, just as the whole 
universe is God's universe. Yet 
since the famous injunction of our 
Lord: “Suffer little children to 
come unto Me; forbid them not;” 
and since the way of their coming 
to Him, so far as the outward and 
the visible part is concerned, is the 
same as laid down by Him for older 
people, namely, Baptism in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost; then there 
is in reason a difference between 
babies who are baptized and babies 
who are not. The word “coming” 
does not mean walking, and there- 
fore does not exclude babies who 
by reason of tender age cannot 
walk; but it does mean coming into 
close fellowship with Christ, and 
entering into the Christian atmos- 
phere which the Church is perpet- 
uating and keeping alive not only 
through inward and spiritual grace, 
but also by the outward and visible 
signs, ordained by Christ Himself. 


We cannot start our children too 
soon in the path of Christian life. 
Baptism marks at least the visible 


beginning of Christian life. The 
baby has made a good start in Chris- 
tian life by Baptism. Thanks to the 
parents who help the baby to make 
the good start. 


Having made this start, or having 
been helped to this start, the baby 
is to continue to be helped, by nurs- 
ing, training and teaching within 
the Church, to other things pertain- 
ing to Christian life. And who is 
more competent, or more fitting to 
do this continuous helping than 
those nearest to the baby? And 
who of all others are as near to the 
baby as are its parents; And of the 
two surely the mother is still the 
nearest. 


When the baby is baptized, full 
record of it is made in the Church 
Register, securely kept, and a bap- 
tismal certificate is issued to the 
parents. Usually this certificate is 
accompanied by a little Red Box 
given to the mother by one of the 
devoted women of the Church, 
which means that the baby becomes 
henceforth an active member of the 
Church. An active member means 
one with some responsibility, with 
some duty to perform; one who 
makes some contribution to the 
great missionary work of the 
Church of God of which he is a 
member. It is this which makes the 
baby's membership real Indeed the 
use of the little Red Box by the 
baby is the beginning of the ful- 
filment of the promises made in his 
or her baptism through the spon- 
sors. "There is a prayer also printed 
on the little Red Box which reads: 
"God bless all the missionary work 
for Christ throughout the world." 
This prayer is to be said for the 
baby by the mother and is to be 
accompanied by a small offering to

be dropped into the little Red Box 
until the child is taught to lisp that 
prayer and to drop into the box 
the small offering himself or her- 
self from time to time throughout 
the year until aster season, when 
on the date appointed by the Pas- 
tor of the Church the babies, helped 
by their mothers, themselves pre- 
sent their year's offering for mis- 
sions at the Church. And this con- 
tinues until the children are able to 
walk themselves to Sunday School, 
and are transferred from the Cra- 
dle Roll to the Beginners' Depart- 
ment of the Sunday School, where 
they are taught by devoted teachers 
the things which a Christian ought 
to know and believe to their soul's 
health; and to lead a godly and 
Christian life. 


Dear mothers, of all that you are 
trying to do for your children noth- 
ing surpasses in importance the sig- 
nificance of this little Red Box. For 
it lays the foundation of Christian 
character in the baby, and may save 
you, as well as the grown-up child, 
many a heartache and much unhap- 
piness. Remember that a baby is 
absorbing the good as well as the 
bad, like a sponge, which does not 
discriminate between clear and 
muddy water. Do not underesti- 
mate the baby's capacity for good 
and evil. Do not think that the baby 
is too young to know and under- 
stand. The baby absorbs the sur- 
rounding atmosphere. By teaching 
the baby the Christian religion of 
service, of unselfishness, of love for 
God and neighbor, of giving to a 
good cause, you are storing up for 
him or her a life of joy, a life of 
happiness, not only here but here- 
after, and for yourself deep satis- 
faction and source of delight, Do 


not despise the little Red Box.

These two bodies are going to 
hold their sessions in St. George’s 
Church, Tuesday, May 8. The 
Women's Aid will open its session 
at 3.30, and the Convocation at 5 
P. M. Supper will be served at 
6.30, during which our Parish Or- 
chestra will entertain the guests 
with a well-chosen program. Ad- 
dresses will then be made by sev- 
eral missionaries. 


We feel highly honored by the 
choice of the Convocation to meet 
at St. George's Mission.

It is because we believe 
that the body should be kept in 
health as well as the soul that we 
give so much space to these simple 
and wholesome directions. We 
trust you do not despise them.

Drugs that give you the habit of 
taking them over and over are poi- 
sons. Some of these drugs are 
cocaine, heroin, alcohol, opium and 
acetanilid. Many patent medicines 
contain such drugs and are very 
dangerous. It is better not to use 
any patent drinks sold at soda foun- 
tains and patent medicines ; not 
much, if any, tea or coffee. 

They err who think that strong 
drink gives strength to the body. 
It only deadens the tired feeling, 
and does not really take it away. 
Those who use alcoholic drinks are 
less able to keep away sickness. 

Smoking is injurious, Athletes 
find it makes them short of “wind.” 
It dulls the brain. If you smoke at 
all, do so in moderation and do not 
“inhale.” 

Keep clean and avoid “catching” 
diseases. Germs are almost every- 
where, but they will rarely hurt you 


if you are well and strong. These 
germs may make you sick when 
you are tired, or not well. In this 
case it is better to stay away from 
crowds in time of colds or grippe. 


A person who is tired or weak is 
liable to “catch” all sorts of dis- 
eases, 

Keep mosquitoes and flies out of 
the house. 

Boil the drinking water if you 
doubt its purity. 

Be sure to clean your teeth, 
tongue and gums thoroughly each 
night and morning, and, if possible, 
after each meal also, Fruit, espe- 
cially apples, after a meal are good 
mouth and tooth cleaners. 

Bathe often. Always wash your 
hands before eating.

MEMORIAL DAY 


Memorial Day is a day of 
memories ; memories which we wish 
to retain and perpetuate; mem- 
ories of heroic deeds, of unselfish 
acts, of great accomplishments at 
great sacrifice; memories which we 
love to dwell upon and delight in; 
memories which swell our hearts 
with holy pride and urge us on to 
high endeavor ; memories which en- 
rich our lives with the joy of living. 
For such as these is Memorial Day. 

There are other memories; mem- 
ories of sordid and selfish deeds, of 
cowardice, of sinful acts, of abuse 
of privilege, of indifference to the 
call of duty, of ignoble adventure, 
of neglect of opportunity to do 
good; memories of which we are 
ashamed. These memories we like 
to forget; we wish to cast them into 
oblivion as things unpleasant to 
look at. They are the skeleton in 
the closet which we like to seal up 
never to be opened, Memorial day 
for such as these is unthinkable, 

But Memorial Day is an expres- 
sion of our belief in “the Com- 
munion of Saints ;” bearing witness 
to the eternal fellowship of those 
who had done well in the past and 
those who appreciate and honor 
them therefor in the present. For 
those who love and honor great 
men and women, past or present 
and cherish their memories for 
their good and noble deeds, are 
themselves good and noble and 
great. They all belong to the same 
fellowship, "the Communion of 


Saints." Memorial Day, therefore, 
1з a great day in the civic calendar. 


Is it not wonderful that while the 
human body (we are told by those 
who know) Changes every seven 
years, memory remains the same? 
It is as if the building were replaced 
by another building every seven 
years while the tenant remains the 
same. For this tenant whom for 
convenience sake we call Person- 
ality, or Spirit, or Soul (for name 
does not matter), can remember in 
old age the experiences of child- 
hood. "Тһе house changes but he 
who dwells therein remains the 
same And though closely attached 
to the house the dweller lives inde- 
pendently of it. The house is dis- 
solved in time, and loses its indenity 
because it is material, but the Soul 
which dwells therein remains, and 
retains its identity because it is 
spiritual. Throughout life on earth 
the body is the instrument of the 
soul; it is the medium through 
which the soul gives outward ex- 
pression; but the body need not be 
its only medium, When the soul 
conceives a beautiful idea, coming 
from the great source of beauty, 
and wisdom, and love, it may find 
expression through a variety of 
mediums. It may show itself in the 
movements of the body in which 
the soul dwells which we call con- 
duct. Or it may find itself in print, 
prose or poetry, or in painting, or 
in music, or on the stage, or on the 
screen, or through other instru- 
ments. The instruments may be 
many and may vary, but the idea is 
the same. The instruments may dis- 
solve in time; books may be worm 
eaten, painting may fade, musical 
instruments may be broken, song 
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may cease in death, but the idea re- 
mains, and the soul which conceives 
the idea remains, because the 
material is temporal, but the spirit- 
ual is eternal. "For we know that 
if the carthly house of our bodily 
frame be dissolved, we have a 
building from God, a house not 
made with hands, eternal, in the 
heavens." (2 Cor. 5:1.) 

On Memorial Day all that is 
material fades away into that which 
is spiritual. Race, color, circum- 
stance, geographical location all 
these are lost in sweet memory of 
deeds of sacrifice and heroism for 
the right, for liberty and for truth. 
May we learn also from Memorial 
Day the lesson of hope that is in 
the immortality of the soul 


A GHOSTLY EXPERIENCE 


It was on a Monday, late in the 
afternoon, when the sexton entered 
the Church. It was unusually 
quiet, and the approaching twilight 
seemed to deepen the awful still- 
ness until the silence seemed to be- 
come audible. A strange feeling 
took possession of the sexton, like 
the presence of beings unseen, and 
he thought he heard voices inaud- 
ible. And just as he began to think 
it a trick of fancy he heard clearly 
a plaintive voice coming from the 
back of a pew about the middle of 
the Church. It was so human like 
that he ventured to follow it until 
he came to a book-rack where he 
found a Prayer Book wide open 
with a partly torn leaf, and with 
body distorted, jammed in "any- 
old-way” into the rack whence the 
painful voice came. It was the 
Prayer Book which complained. It 
seemed to say: "Have pity on me, 


sir. Some careless worshipper has 
thrust me into this painful position, 
and I have been in agony all this 
time. Some people think that we 
books have no feelings or self-re- 
spect. But see how I suffer not 
only pain but humiliation also. You 
know I am considered by all 
learned persons the greatest book 
next to the Bible. My name is The 
Book of Common Prayer. My 
pages are filled with Scripture and 
prayers of the saints of the ages. I 
have been a source of solace and 
comfort in trouble and a source of 
joy and delight in prosperity to 
millions of the finest souls 1 am 
still used by more than thirty 
millions, because I contain the liv- 
ing Word for the yearning soul. 
But some people do not appreciate 
me and my fellows, and they treat 
us as things worthless, to be cast 
about in any old way, and to be 
scribbled upon, to disfigure us, 
without a thought that they are 
hurting their best friend, and de- 
base themselves, simply because 

The sexton waited no longer. He 
picked up the injured Prayer 
Book very gently and reverently ; 
straightened out its leaves, put it in 
order and placed it right side up in 
the book-rack, and as he turned to 
go he thought he heard the sweet 
voice say, “Thank you." 


On entering the Parish House he 
saw a Prayer Book ruthlessly stuck 
in, and almost transfixed between 
two boards of the piano frame, for 
the convenience of the player a 
night before. The sexton imme- 
diately rushed to its rescue. Took 
it out from the vice in which it was 
held prostrate; replaced it with a 
folded newspaper, which answered 
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the same purpose, and treated this 
Prayer Book in the same way he 
did the one in the Church. And, 
again he thought he heard, “Thank 
you.” 

Thoughtfulness and a right sense 
of appreciation will make us all as 
gentle in the treatment of books as 
was that good sexton; especially in 
the treatment of books of devotion.

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To be healthy and happy we must 
work, but we should also rest and 
play. Those who do hard physical 
work all day should play simple 
games, like checkers, or cards, to 
work their minds. This will let the 
tired muscles rest. (One can play 
cards without gambling.) Read 
good newspapers and books. Tell 
jokes and stories. Laughter is very 
healthy. When you come tired out, 
lie down. Even fifteen minutes rest 
or sleep will refresh you greatly, 
Sspecialiy before eating. 


If you have been sitting in an 
office all day your body needs exer- 
cise. Walk, saw wood, shovel snow, 
throw a baseball, wrestle or box. 
If your eyes hurt, see a doctor. If 
you need glasses go to the best 
optician within your means. When 
your play seems like work, stop it. 
Sleep all you need. If possible, 
walk fifteen minutes outdoors be- 
fore going to bed. Do not eat 
heavily or read exciting stories just 
before you go to bed. 


Do not worry before you go to 
bed. li you cannot sleep at first, 
breathe deeply and slowly, take a 
lukewarm bath, or drink a glass of 
warm milk. 


Be cheerful, and learn not to 
worry. The mind has a strong 
efiect on the health of the body. A 
fit of anger, or a spell of worry, or 
envy, or hate, or jealously may 
make you more tired than a day's 
work. Try to drive out the thoughts 
that make you unhappy by thoughts 
that make you happy. Say, “forget 
it." You may learn this just as you’ 
learn to read and write, or ride a 
bicycle, or to skate. Do not work 
bard trying to be healthy. Lay 
down certain rules and follow them, 


the best you can until you get used 
to doing them. 

_ Start to your work a little earlier 
in the morning and take your time. 
You will work better. Take your 
time going home. You will eat and 
sleep better and be happier the next 
day. 

We must not want things so hard 
as to strain our minds and bodies to 
get them. Take your life and your 
work cheerfully. So doing you will 
get more of the things you want. 
Almost any one can do this, if he 
makes up his mind to do this. 


Évery man and woman should be 
a regular contributor to the work of 
the Church within his or her means, 
no matter how young, or how old, 
he or she may be.

ANOTHER MILE-POST 


The heading of this article should 
really express its moral, "Where 
"There's Life, There's Hope." But 
as it is written for record-keeping, 
we call it "Another Mile-Post." 

In the year of our Lord, 1901, a 
proposition of closing St. George's 
Mission as a failure was made. It 
looked reasonable. But the late 
Bishop Whitaker, like the faithful 
and patient gardener in our Lord's 
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parable of The Darren Fig-tree who 
pleaded with his master not to cut it 
down, but to try it another year, 
persuaded the Convocation to give 
St. George's Mission another 
chance. "That was St. George's 
Chapel located on E. Venango and 
Edgemont streets; and it lived and 
grew for five years. 


Then it was thought more profit- 
able to move the work a mile 
away to Richmond, Indiana avenue 
and Livingston street, where St. 
George's Church and Parish House 
stand now, as shown on the front 
page of this paper. 


In consequence thereof, in 1906, 
another proposition was made, 
which also looked reasonable, to 
close and give up the Mission in 
Venango. [t was the Missionary 
then who pleaded not to give it up, 
but to give it another chance, volun- 
teering to nurse it and keep it alive 
in connection with the work in 
Richmond. That is how two St. 
George's Missions came about. The 
Mission in Venango was thus kept 
alive and grew under faithful Lay- 
Readers and consecrated women 
workers and under the Missionary's 
supervision for 15 years more. 


And because it did not grow fast 
enough, another proposition was 
made, which also looked reasonable, 
to close it up for good. Then the 
Missionary, by the grace of God, 
rose and pleaded that instead of 
closing it up, a clergyman should be 
sent there to devote all his time to 
the work in Venango independently 
of the work in Richmond. This was 
done this year, and Mr. A. J. Kil- 
patrick was ordained and commis- 
sioned to take charge of St. 
George's Chapel, Venango. This 


Means a new life for St. George's 
ission, Venango. 

And for the information of all 
Concerned, we received on June 
13th, from Mr. Kilpatrick the fol- , 
lowing notice: “On the first Sun- 
day of September, St. George’s 
Chapel will put out the first of its 
own parish papers. There will be 
no material for the months of July 
and August.” ‘This is as we hoped 
it should be. 

At this writing the daily news- 
papers have announced that Mrs. 
John Totty, the wife of the founder 
of the Mission in 1887, who 
recently departed to join her good 
and faithful husband in Paradise, 
has left with Bishop Rhinelander 
$1000 for the benefit of the Mission 
in Venango where she and her hus- 
band have worked together volun- 
tarily many years in the past for the 
good of the people and to the glory 
of God. 

When we think of all this, we are 
persuaded that after all it may be 
more truly said of the story of St. 
George’s, “Where There’s Hope, 
There’s Life,” instead of “Where 
There’s Life, There's Hope.” 

Hereafter all affairs relating to 
St. George's, Venango, will be re- 
ferred directly to the Rev. A. J. Kil- 
patrick whom we wish abundant 
Success. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST 


It may cheer our readers to know 
that the number of weddings, with- 
in one given period, at which your 
pastor officiated recently, has been 
unprecedented. It has been enough 
to make any pastor’s heart happy. 
He regards this as a happy omen, 
though he is far from being super- 
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stitious. It is the best life insur- 
ance policy for any Christian con- 
gregation. We would say to our 
people to keep up the good work in 
the words of our Prayer Book: 
“reverently, discreetly, advisedly, 
soberly, and in the fear of God.” 


Another good sign of the times 
is the wonderful improvement in 
the quality of the Wedding Cake. 
In former days it was only good for 
to be put under the pillow and to be 
slept on for good luck. Now it is 
so tempting in taste that you cannot 
help eating it before nightfall.

Blessed are the meek: for they 
shall inherit the earth. 

Blessed are they that hunger and 
thirst after righteousness: for they 
shall be filled. Я 

Blessed аге the merciful: for 
they shall obtain mercy. 

Blessed are the pure in heart: for 
they shall see God. 

Blessed are the peacemakers: for 
they shall be called the sons of Ged. 

Blessed are they that have been 
persecuted for righteousness' sake: 
for theirs is the kingdom of 
heaven.” 

At the close of each reading you 
may use this Prayer: Grant unto 
me Thy Holy Spirit, O God, and 
enable me to obtain all these bless- 
ings, through Jesus Christ, my 
Lord. Amen.

the still greater event of the Annual 
Excursion to Augustine Beach, July 
26, when we shall all enjoy not only 
the presence of the children, but the 
company also of their parents and 
friends and the baby brothers and 
sisters. 


It was about 13 or 14 years ago 
that the pastor of St. George's 
Church conceived the idea of secur- 
ing a public playground for the 
neigliborhood. After some inquiries 
and solicitations it was agreed that 
the lot between Tulip and Memphis 
and Ann and Cambria streets was 
the logical location for the desired 
ауто in that it was ncarer 
"rankford avenue. "The lot was 
accordingly secured, While waiting 
for the реа to appear, in- 
formation reached the pastor that 
the Board of Education. had suc- 
ceeded in having the lot transferred 
to its department as a desirable lot 
for a public school. The change was 
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not so serious, as a public school is 
even of more value to a community 
than a playground. Besides, there 
were other vacant lots not far away, 
and nearer the centre of Richmond, 
and which offered even a greater 
opportunity for a decent play- 
ground which the pastor was deter- 
mined to secure in the face of 
opposition and difficulties. He suc- 
ceeded. 

Soon after, information came to 
the pastor that the Bureau of Edu- 
cation, after a survey of the district, 
had discovered that this neighbor- 
hood did not need any more public 
schools, and therefore put up the lot 
intended for a school to be sold at 

ublic auction, and the money real- 

ized from the sale of the lot to go 
towards raising the salaries of the 
teachers. The pastor pleaded with 
the then Superintendent of School, 
trying to show him that to give up 
the prospective school here would 
be a mistake. But he assured the 
pastor that the finding of experts 
who surveyed the district was in 
favor of selling the Jot to the 
highest bidder. It was put up for 
sale. But thank God nobody 
bought it. In a year or so a com- 
plete change came over the Burcau 
of Education, It seems like provi- 
dential. And to make the story 
short, they are now laying the 
foundation on that lot for a mag- 
nificent Junior High School. Quite 
naturally, the pastor's heart is filled 
with satisfaction every time he 
passes by the work now going on 
that lot. 


In this connection it may be of 
some interest to our readers to 
know that hundreds of the children 
in this neighborhood have gotten 
only one half day's schooling 


throughout the last year or so for 


Ласк of room in the schools we have. 


It might be a very interesting 
subject of rescarch work for any 
one who cares to undertake it to 
ascertain the hidden causes for such 
strange happenings ; and the unseen 
forces which bring about such won- 
derful changes. 


We trust that our people will do 
their best not to allow the warm 
weather interfere with regular 
Church attendance 


We should like to suggest to our 
young people, and our people in 
general, the following question to 
be thought over carefully and 
honestly, namely, “Why should we 
not open the coming fall a young 
people’s Bible Class?” Let us 
weigh this matter carefully, and 
argue the question within ourselves 
pro and con, and render decision 
early in September.

It is most remarkable that the 
dominant note of all the speakers on 
commencement day in schools and 
colleges, and in the essays read by 
students on graduation day, is that 
education is a means to an end, and 
that the end is character or life. 
The sincerity of this thought is un- 
questioned. It is the same thing 
whether you call it high ideal, serv- 
ice, unselfishness, being true to self, 
love, or the Golden Rule, it all has 
to do with religion. Human reason 
alone is not sufficient to enable a 
student to keep alive within the 
breast the spirit of high adventure 
carried away from commencement 


. day. It requires continuous re-en- 


forcement drawn from the spiritual 
reservoir of religion. Human char- 
acter is fashioned by thought and 
imagination; not by things, but by 
ideas. Ideas are spiritual. Things 
do not know, do not feel, do not 
think, do not will; but a person is 
capable of all these. There are ugly 
souls in beautiful bodies; and there 
are beautiful souls in ugly bodies. 
But if you are spiritually discerning 
you may see where real beauty 
dwells. Everything has it source. 
There are earthly things, and there 
are heavenly things. “And as we 
have born the image the earthly, we 
shall also bear the image of the 
heavenly." These are no empty 
words. God is the source of the 
heavenly, as light is the source of 


the sun. Upon this basis of civil- 
ization both the traditionalist and 
the evolutionist agree. It is some- 
thing upon which every individual 
can safely build.

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A GENTLE WARNING 

There is a Fable which has come 
down to us through the ages, like a 
nugget of gold, which we had read 
in our childhood, and which has re- 
mained engraved on our memory, 
never to be forgotten. It is about a 
hog and an oak-tree. An oak is a 
very substantial tree, standing well 
rooted and strong. Its fruit is the 
acorn which the hog loves. A hog, 
you know, is an animal which 
hardly ever looks up. It walks with 
head down and nose to the ground. 
It seems to care nothing about the 
stars in the heavens, nor the place 
where the acorns grow; but it has 
a strong appetite for them when it 
finds them on the ground under the 
tree. 

It was a grand, majestic oak-tree 
under which a big hog was feeding, 
and when it devoured all the acorns 
it could find on the surface, it began 
to burrow with its snout for more. 
It kept up until the roots of the tree 
were well exposed to the air and 
remained unprotected Then the 
hog, finding its effort unprofitable, 
left. And the tree died. 

Now, dear reader, in the case of 
the hog this is perfectly natural; but 
in the case of a human being it is 
either very stupid or tragic, accord- 
ing to the way you look at it. 

Is it not true that so far as eating 
and drinking is concerned we get 
our daily bread from the same 
Source as do all living things? God 
is the Provider. Where then is the 
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difference? Тһе difference is іп 
the degree of appreciation of the 
Giver of all good things on the part 
of those who receive them. "There 
is a difference between a hog and a 
gentleman. The element which dif- 
ferentiates the two is the capacity 
for appreciation, and still more, the 
capacity for expressing this appre- 
ciation in a worthy manner. 

Life to the hog is belly-full. Life 
to a Christian is joy-full. There is 
a vast difference between these two 
in this world; how much greater it 
is in the world to come! 


What a glorious thing it is to be 
a man or a woman, no matter 
whether born in wealth or in 
humble environment. What matters 
it whether you have or have not 
much meat? You are rich in life if 
you have a living soul. The joy of 
life is yours if you draw your in- 
spiration from God. Beware lest 
thou forget God. For when a man 
or a woman forgets God, he also 
forgets his own manhood, or she 
her womanhood, and with it also 
the capacity for the real joy of life 


If we cry to God in adversity and 
affliction we should also the more 
praise Him in prosperity and good 
fortune, God is good to us. Not 
only is He the Giver of our daily 
bread; but from Him proceed also 
all holy desires, all good counsels, 
and all just works. We must love 
Him for Himself as He loved us in 
sending into the world our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 


, But in health and prosperity there 
18 great danger of forgetting God. 
And this danger is greatest when 
we fall into the temptation of 
neglecting His Church. When we 
ail to appreciate the value of the 
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Church of God for ourselves and 
our children, we show a lack of 
appreciation of God Himself. And 
it is only a matter of time when He 
is excluded from our daily life 
altogether. And then, it is nothing 
but the story of the hog and the 
acorns and the oak-tree repeating it- 
self. 

God forbid that this should be the 
story of our life. 


KEEPING UP WITH THE 
JONESES. 


Our Lord says, The kingdom of 
heaven is within you. But many 
people pretend to know better, and 
are puffing, and some are sweating 
blood, in trying to keep up with the 
Joneses whom they imagine to be 
the happiest people in the world, 
and who labor hard indeed to 
appear so, And all this works itself 
out in some such way as the follow- 
ing: 

A father gave his little girl a 
nickel to buy herself an apple. On 
her way home from the fruit stand, 
with her big apple in her hand, she 
was the happiest child of God in 
the world But when she ex- 
changed glances across the street 
with another little girl having two 
such apples, her joy turned into 
disappointment. It was the other 
girl that went home the happiest 
who when she found her brother in 
possession of three such apples, her 
happiness in turn disappeared as if 
on wings, and chagrin settled in its 
place; and so on. It is an endless 
joyless race this effort of keeping 
up with the Joneses, for it never 
exactly succeeds. Even when every 
bit of Church interest, and Church 
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Support, is given up and diverted 
into that effort that of keeping up 
with the Joneses, it is at best a piti- 
ful spectacle. Besides, the Joneses 
are after all but a phantom which 
like the rainbow is always ahead of 
the pursuer. For it is perfectly 
true that happiness and joy like the 
kingdom of heaven is within you. 


One gets more joy out of life at 
less expense, and less worry, by 
serving God faithfully while living 
within means than by pulling all his 
resources, and things belonging 
unto God, into the one effort of 
keeping up with the Joneses. Our 
Lord is the wiser when He says, 
"The kingdom of heaven is within 
you.” It is obviously not with the 
Joneses. 


TO OUR PEOPLE

Our Motto, as is printed on the 
front page of Tue Visitor, and as 
you well know, is, “I speak concern- 
ing Christ and the Church.” It is 
concerning our Church that we now 
ask your attention. We take it for 
granted that as a friend of the 
Church, and therefore part owner 
of it, we can speak to you in con- 
fidence and in all frankness and 
with assurance of your generous 
response. 

You know that our Church in a 
very large degree reflects the con- 
ditions and the life of our average 
home. In our average home there 
usually is a time when, due to some 
circumstances, there is a greater 
need than at other times. This may 
be due to lack of work, some special 
expense, or some work of improve- 
ment Most of us have had that 
experience of special want, and 
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need of help. It is in this spirit, 
and with this feeling, that we ask 
you to consider our appeal in behalf 
of our Church. 


Our Church is at present in 
special want, and needs your help. 
We are not ashamed to state the 
case. For our Church is pretty 
much alive and doing. If it were 
dead it, like any dcad person, would 
need nothing and ask nothing. 


In going to you for help, our 
Church rightly follows the direction 
of our Lord: “Ask and ye shall re- 
ceive, seek and ye shall find, knock 
and it shall be opened unto you." 


Our Church needs a thousand 
dollars now to do its work properly. 
There are several reasons for it. 
Our ideal plan of a dollar-per-week- 
per-family has been found imprac- 
ticable. Only a few have accepted 
it. Meantime in the hope that it 
would be practicable we have given 
up our annual block party and other 
corporate activities which used to 
bring us a handsome sum. Then 
the enormous increase in the cost of 
heating and lighting due to rise in 
prices, and the constant activities in 
the parish house. Add to this the 
removal of some of our families to 
other parts of the city. These and 
other circumstances are the reason 
for our appeal. We are confident 
that a little effort on your part, and 
on the part of every communicant 
and friend. of our Church, wil! 
easily meet our Church's need of 
$1000. We are also sure that if you 
consider your gift as an offering to 
God, which it is, you will be blessed 
still in many ways. We are also 
sure that your respect and love for 
our beautiful Church and valuable 
property, and for its works’ sake, 


will prompt you to make your giít 
generous. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST 

It is a keen pleasure when a boy, 
or a girl, comes voluntarily and asks 
how he or she may join the choir, 
adding: "I have had a talk with my 
mother, and she aproves it.” Would 
there were many more such boys 
and girls and many more such 
mothers, not only for the sake of 
the choir, but principally for the 
sake of the children themselves as 
well as for their parents. 


Sometime ago a highly respect 
able magazine sent out a letter to 
leading ministers of practically all 
Protestant denominations through 
the country, asking their opinion as 
to the causes of lack of interest 
among many young people in the 
life and activities of the Church; 
and among the many causes given 
in the answers 78% was attributed 
to “Bad example and lax discipline 
of parents." Many remedies were 
proposed. But remedies are useless 
unless they are used. The remedy 
we propose is an honest heart in 
which Christ dwells, more generally 
prevailing among the people. This 
will fill our churches with people 
and our homes with joy. 


The Superintendent of our Sun- 
day School was made very happy 
by the receipt of a letter from one 
of our Sunday School teachers. 1t 
was simply a letter which explained 
the unavoidable absence of the 
teacher from Sunday School, and 
Which contained an assurance of 
continued loyalty, and closing with: 
"But I expect to come back in the 
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Fall. We have been away, so I 
felt that I must write and let you 
know why I had not been present." 


Next to the regular presence of 
teachers in the Sunday School, it 
is such letters as this, especially the 
quoted sentence, that cheers the 
heart of a Sunday School Superin- 
tendent It shows that the teacher 
carries the thought of the welfare 
of the Sunday School in the heart. 
And this is the precious thing which 
the Superintendent values above all 
in his teachers. 


He often wonders if the parents 
sufficiently appreciate the service of 
the teachers in Sunday School 
cheerfully given for the good of 
their children. 


Did you see recently in the news- 
paper a picture of a boy of 12 and 
his father and mother all looking 
very happy; the boy recovering 
from dangerous burns and the 
parents rejoicing in their sacrifice 
which they made by undergoing the 
painful and serious operation of 
skin grafting to save their boy’s 
life? 

It is wonderful. What will not 
parents do to save the body of their 
child! What sacrifice will they not 
make to save their boy’s or girl’s 
body! And yet, is it not strange 
how little sacrifice the average 
parents are inclined to make to save 
their child’s soul! Not that they 
do not desire to have their children 
lead godly and decent lives. But, 
how many parents will give up a 
little pleasure for the sake of setting 
a good example to their children in 
religious training? How many par- 
ents will give up some little engage- 
ment on the Lord's Day to lead 


their children to Church where they 
may catch the inspiration that may 
last them a lifetime here and eternal 
life hereafter? They will work 
their nails off to cloth their children 
handsomely, and even overfeed 
them with sweets, and entertain 
them with the most sensational 
movies, and yet will show utter in- 
difference to their spiritual welfare 
which all admit is the more import- 
ant in the development and growth 
of character. 


Is this seeming callousness of 
parents to the best interest of their 
children to be charged to ignorance? 
Can it be lack of intelligence? Or, 
is it sin that works this blindness? 


Who can help ask these questions 
when parents who would take no 
chance in case of danger to their 
child's body, will take carelessly a 
hundred chances in case of danger 
to their child's soul!

If you have not already had that 
experience, you may some day come 
across a remark like this: "You 
should have the baby baptized with- 
out delay, because if it die unbap- 
tized its soul will go to Limbo." 
Many parents doubtless have been 
thus frightened into doing the right 
thing by their child. Of course, 
Limbo is a frightful thing; and it is 
even more terrible to those who 
know not what it is. It is usually 
left to the imagination of the hearer, 
and the imagination of the average 
person is evil. We may say, more- 
over, in confidence, that it is very, 
very doubtful if there be any sub- 
stance at all back of the awful word 
Limbo. 


So far as we do know, Limbus 
means "edge" or "border." It is 
applied by some Christians to the 
imaginary borderland just outside 
Hell. Some say it is a dark place, 
and some say it is full of light. But 
both agree that it is an eternal 
dwelling place for infants who die 
unbaptized born or unborn. Those 
who insist on the existence of 
Limbo hold also, out of the good- 
ness of their heart, that the souls 
who dwell therein “eternally enjoy 
a state of perfect natural happi- 
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ness ;" except that they are excluded 
from heaven. So, you see, it is not 
such a bad place after all, if there 
is such a place. For do not most 
people prefer natural happiness to 
going to heaven? 


Some say that Limbo is also a 
place for the souls of those who are 
good because they are not bad, or 
neither good nor bad, or because 
they know not better. For this 
reason Limbo is sometimes called 
Fool's Paradise. 


But a different picture of Limbo 
is given by the celebrated English 
poet, John Milton, who in his Para- 
dise Lost, about the year 1665, de- 
scribes Limbo as follows: “Then 
might you see Cowls, hoods, and 
habits, with their wearers tossed 
and fluttered into rags; then relics, 
beads, indulgences, dispenses, par- 
dons, bulls, The sport of winds. All 
these, upwhirled aloft, Into a Limbo 
large and broad, since called the 
Paradise of Fools” 

So you see, there is a wide differ- 
ence of opinion as to what Limbo 
really is. 

There is, however, a much better 
reason why parents should have 
their children baptized. And that 
is: It is quite evident from the life 
and words of our Lord that He 
wants the children to be brought 
unto Him; that He gave us the 
formula of Christian baptism; and 
says: Suffer little children to come 
unto me, forbid them not, for to 
such belongeth the kingdom of 
heaven. This ought to be reason 
enough. 


On account of the absence of our 
pastor during the month of August, 
he wishes to celebrate Holy Com- 


munion the last Sunday in July, and 
on his return the first Sunday in 
September. ‘The early service on 
the third Sunday of the month will 
be omitted in August. 


The morning services during 
August will continue as now, but 
there will be no evening service 
during the month of August. 


What is the principal difference 
between the Christian religion and 
Heathen religions? The brief cor- 
rect answer is: One emphasizes 
Fear, the other Love. The Chris- 
tian behaves because He loves God 
and everything which God ap- 
proves; the Heathen behaves be- 
cause he fears his gods, he fears 
their displeasure and inevitable 
punishment. The Christian never 
thinks of punishment. Even when 
he suffers he still thinks of God’s 
love, and relies upon it. The Chris- 
tian gets his lesson from the Cross. 
The Christian fears sin, and hates 
it, because sin carries its own pun- 
ishment. “The wages of sin is 
death;" demoralization and disin- 
tegration; "but the free gift of God 
is eternal life in Christ Jesus our 
Lord" (Ro 6:23). The Christian, 
therefore, does not regard suffering 
as a punishment from God, and, 
therefore, is never afraid of God, 
like the Heathen ; but he loves God, 
because he knows that God loves 
him. And this is a great source of 
comfort to him in time of trouble. 
But the heathen, in time of trouble 
and suffering, seeks to proptiate the 
anger of his gods by all sorts of 
human devices. The Heathen tries 
to reconcile his gods to him; but the 
Christian tries to reconcile himself 
to God. If a Christian lives right, 
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and is a loyal member of the 
Church, it is because he loves God 
and everything God approves. If a 
Heathen behaves well, and is a 
faithful worshipper in the temple, 
it is because he fears the wrath of 
his gods. The one is always in fear 
of devils, and tries to dodge them by 
hook or crook. The other finds per- 
fect peace and security in the love 
of God, and fears no devil. 


Read carefully the following 
testimony of a Christian: "Whoso- 
ever shall confess that Jesus is the 
Son of God, God abideth in him and 
he in God. And we know and have 
believed the love which God hath in 
us. God is love; and he that 
abideth in love abideth in God, and 
God abideth in him. Herein is love 
made perfect in us, that we have 
boldness in the day of judgment; 
because as he is, even so are we in 
this world. There is no fear in 
love: but perfect love casteth out 
fear, because fear hath punishment ; 
and he that feareth is not made per- 
fect in love. We love because. he 
first loved us If a man say, I love 
God, and hateth his brother, he is a 
liar: for he that loveth not his 
brother whom he hath seen, cannot 
love God whom he hath not seen. 
And this commandment have we 
from him, that he who loveth Со! 
loveth his brother also" (1 Joh: 
4:15-21). 

'The principal difference between 
a Heathen and a Christian, at their 
best, is that one loves and the other 
fears, 


Edwin’ Booth, the great trage- 
dian, who made himself immortal 
acting the plays of the immortal 
Shakespeare, when he was asked by 
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a friend, gave this definition of a 
Christian: “A Christian is one who 
rejoices in the superiority of his 
rival." 

The cultivation of this virtue in 
schools and colleges is in itself a 
mark of progress in Christian civil- 
ization. 


Have you seen the picture of the 
marriage by radio? The next thing 
will be a picture of divorce by radio. 
One is getting to be as easy as the 
other. All that is needed in both is 
to look pleasant. The crowd is 
gradually getting used to it. And it 
is difficult to distinguish one from 
the other because all smile. 


Here is a lovely way of saying 
grace at a happy gathering: 
*Master of life, make our table- 
fellowship the revelation of Thy 
presence, and change our daily 
bread into the bread of life, through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

We copied this from the Church- 
man, a weekly magazine of our 
Church, full of information and 
interesting reading in the interest of 
religion and civilization. It ought 
to be the family paper in the homes 
of our people. 


' How much should a person give 
to the work of the Church? In the 
Old Testament the sum is fixed. 
And there are many Christian 
people now who have accepted it as 
the measure of their giving, and 
that is one-tenth of their income. 
This saves one a lot of thinking; 
‘and incidentally saves also the 
‘Church treasurer the unpleasant 
feeling of uncertainty. When the 
amount is fixed everybody knows 
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what to do. It is a simple question 
of expense and income. It must be 
a great source of satisfaction to all 
those who bring themselves to the 
habit of regular giving, by setting 
aside one tenth of their substance 
for the Lord's work. The fact that 
so many continue therein shows 
that it works well, and is thoroughly 
enjoyed. 

There is another way of giving; 
but in so doing the giver registers 
the measure of his love and respect 
ior the institution to which he is 
giving, and his admiration and his 
love ior its Founder. It is a matter 
not of arithmetic but of spirit and 
love and ability. 


Like the two-thirds of those who 
signed the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, George Washington was a 
member of the Episcopal Church. 
Me was an active Church member. 
He served on the vestry, and at one 
time himself drew, up the plans for 
a Church building. 


Washington was inaugurated first 
president of the United States, June 
30, 1789. When, therefore, the third 
General Convention of the Epis- 
copal Church met in Philadelphia, 
August 7, of the same year, one of 
the first acts of the convention was 
to draft an address felicitating him 
and the people on the launching of 


the new Government. He wrote 


back a long most appreciative letter, 
dated August 19, 1789, addressing 
it: "to the Bishops, Clergy and 
Laity of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, etc." Closing it as follows: 
“I request, Most Reverend and re- 
spectable Gentlemen, that you will 
accept my cordial thanks for your 
devout supplications to the Supreme 


Ruler of the Universe in behalf of 
me. May you, and the people whom 
you represent, be happy subjects of 
Divine Benediction both here and 
hereafter!" Then followed his 
signature and the date, August 19, 
1789. 

Let us remember that he was one 
of the great company of men who 
followed him in the office of presi- 
dent of the United States most of 
whom were Episcopalians. ‘They 
fully appreciated the excellency and 
genius of our Church. Are we, the 
people of St. George’s, not justified, 
without boasting or presuming, to 
cherish due pride in our Church? 
And shall we not find joy and pleas- 
ure in caring for this precious heri- 
tage in a manner worthy of its 
history and dignity? Shall we be- 
grudge it a few dollars, and stint 
our gifts to this noble institution? 
Shall we not rather, one and all, do 
our utmost to give it the support 
it merits? And thus maintain our 
own self-respect? 


United we stand, divided we fall. 
You will find this true literally or 
metaphorically, or in any sense you 
take it Progress in constructive 
work is synonymous with co-opera- 
tion. There is no constructive work 
without unity of action. “No man 
liveth unto himself and no man 
dieth unto himself." Co-operation 
is the very law of our existence. It 
is true of the family. It is true of 
the. Church, and of the world at 
large. Unity is the secret oi 
creation. The lack of it is disinte- 
gration. When men and God work 
together there is wonderful prog- 
Tess and much life. When the unity 
between these two is broken there 
1$ no end to crumbling and the end 
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is death. Co-operation is a great 
producer and a great saver. He is 
called Savior who first preached the 
3rotherhood of Men. 


He who justifies a quarrel by 
shifting the blame upon his neigh- 
bor, should remember the Spanish 
proverb: “Two it takes to make a 
quarrel ; one can always end it.” He 
is a better man who ends a quarrel 
than he who starts one. “Blessed 
are the peacemakers: for they shall 
he called the sons of God”

OUR LATE PRESIDENT 


“President Harding died at 7.30 
P. M." was the startling news 
flashed across the continent from 
San Francisco, August 2nd, and it 
ran around the world with lightning 
swiftness. This message challenged 
the attention of many nations, and 
shocked the feelings of our own 
great people. The President of the 
United States, the governors of the 
states and the mayors of the cities 
throughout the breadth and length 
of our land issued most eloquent 
proclamations designating a day 
(Friday, August 10, the day upon 
which the body of the late President 
was laid at rest) as a day for the 
religious observance of mourning 
throughout the land. And the 
people eagerly showed on that day 
their reverence and love to the 
President by the well attended 
memorial services, in solemn assem- 
bly, in their respective places of 
worship. 


The estimate of the personality 
and character of Warren Gamaliel 
Harding as a man and as President 
of the United States has been given 
and will continue to be given in high 
terms in many of our papers and 
magazines and in the speeches of 
our leading men and women. All 
this is the highest tribute to him 
who has just finished his course in 
faith. 


But your attention is called espe- 
cially to the way in which a great 
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civilized nation pays its tribute pub- 
licly to its men and women who 
pass into eternity loved and re- 
spected. It is the best and truest 
way a civilized nation can conceive, 
namely, a memorial service in a 
place of worship. 

The Church then is the place, and 
the divine service is the means of 
expressing our noblest feelings. 
This fact is of important signifi- 
cance to every one of us. 

Why do we, people and govern- 
ment, turn almost instinctively to the 
Church in time of national crisis or 
of solemn occasion? Is it not be- 
cause such events rouse our souls 
and stir within us our noblest 
thoughts and emotions which can 
find adequate expression only 
through the noblest medium? What 
other place than the Church and 
what other means than divine serv- 
ice could be more in harmony with 
the paying of our last tribute to our 
Christian President ? 

Our late President recognized the 
importance and value of the Church 
as an institution necessary to the 
life and prosperity of our people. 
He professed to hold to the Chris- 
tian faith, and like his predecessors 
in office attended Church services 
regularly. His successor, President 
Coolidge is doing the same. The 
significance of a President of the 
United States attending Church 
regularly on the Lord’s day is much 
greater than that of a busiest man 
in the land finding time, or taking 
time to go to Church. It is a 
challenge to many of his fellow citi- 
zens who with more time and less 
reason stay away from Church. It 
is a challenge to their indifference to 
the Church and to their intelligence. 
It is a challenge to their idea of con- 
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sistency: that if it is proper to 
attend Church on a special occasion, 
is it not more proper to attend 
Church regularly? It is a challenge 
to their sincerity as loyal citizens, 
since the Church is a necessary 
institution to our civilization. 

'The best thing said of our late 
President Harding is that he strove 
hard to hold fast to Christian ideals. 


EVERYBODY'S 
OPPORTUNITY 

There are all sorts of opportu- 
nities in this world. But not all 
people can take advantage of all 
opportunities. In fact that which is 
an opportunity to one is not an 
opportunity to another. There are 
opportunities which present them- 
selves to men, but do not suit 
women. Some appeal to girls, but 
do not fit boys. Some come to the 
rich, but are beyond the grasp of 
the poor. Some knock at the door 
of the lowly, and pass by the 
mansions in high places. But there 
is one opportunity which stands at 
the gate, as it were, and cries out to 
all alike. It appeals to the student 
as well as to the worker, old and 
young, men, women, boys and girls, 
rich and poor, learned and un- 
learned, regardless of nationality 
or language; and this opportunity is 
the Church. It is everybody's 
opportunity. 

But, you ask; opportunity for 
what? Opportunity to help to keep 
alive that for which Christ stands. 

The Church is, indeed, the only 
opportunity of keeping alive and 
perpetuating the spirit of Christ 
who is the light and the life of 
civilization. 


The Church as it now is, divided 
into denominations, separated by 
man made partition walls, labeled 
for the sake of perpetuating differ- 
ences, though one division is not a 
whit better than the other; the 
Church as it now is, made up of 
men and women striving to be and 
to become Christian, is, of course, 
imperfect. But is not an imperfect 
Church better than no Church at 
all? Is not an imperfect humane 
man better to have around than an 
inhuman man. Is not a little light 
better than darkness, a poor school 
better than none at all, an imperfect 
government than no government at 
all, a humble home than no home at 
all, a small hope than no hope at all? 
Is it not better to see “as through a 
glass darkly” than to be utterly 
blind? Is not an imperfect Church 
infinitely better than no Church at 
all? Surely, where there is life, 
there is hope. 

Blessed, yea thrice blessed, is he 
or she, whoever he or she may be, 
who contributes to the life and 
prosperity of the Church by what- 
ever means he or she can command. 
For in so doing they who strive for 
the welfare of the Church share in 
the work of Christ which is the 
work of regeneration, salvation, joy 
of living, and life eternal. They 
shall be numbered among the 
friends of Christ, the company of 
the faithful, and called the salt of 
the earth, the light and life of the 
world. 

The days of vacation are over. 
The Fall's work is at hand. May all 
our men, women and children put 
their hands and minds to it with 
good heart. Our Church is our 
opportunity to do the will of God. 
Let us cheer one another unto good 
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works. Let the parents show good 
example to their children, and chil- 
dren urge on their parents, and all 
together rejoice in the growth and 
prosperity of our most beautiful 
and noble Church. For it is every- 
body's opportunity. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST 
Beginning with this month our 
first consideration is given to our 
children. We, therefore, call upon 
parents and our Sunday School 
teachers to look forward to Rally 
Day, the first Sunday in October, 
with enthusiasm. We suggest to 
the teachers the need of some 
program of service and exercise 
on that day, representing all the 
Sunday School Departments. An 
early meeting of teachers for the 
discussion and arrangement of such 

a program is highly desirable. 


Beginning with this month, 
September, all our services and 
meetings will be resumed on the 
usual hour. Special mention is 
made again of our early Holy Com- 
munion Service, at 8 o'clock, every 
third Sunday in the month. Our 
Sunday School will again meet at 
2P. M. 


We would suggest to the Parish 
Orchestra, having kept up nobly its 
rehearsals throughout the summer, 
to choose a date, not far distant, for 
a concert, both for the delight of 
our people and the benefit of the 
Church. 


A rally of all the members and 
an early business meeting is desir- 
able. We are convinced that the 
splendid talent and leadership of the 


orchestra, if kept up, will in short 
time challenge the admiration of 
the community. 


We commend to the young people 
of our community the excellent 
character of our Young People's 
Fellowship as an opportunity for 
the finest recreation of body and 
soul. There is a normal atmosphere 
of sociability, of friendship, of cul- 
ture and of democracy in which 
young men and women of good taste 
delight. And it is open to all young 
people who like that kind of atmos- 
phere. The Young People's Fellow- 
ship will resume its regular meet- 
ings early in September. "The time 
of meeting is Wednesday at 8 P. M. 

lt is under the auspices of the 
Young People's Fellowship that the 
Philadelphia Electric Company will 
give a most interesting demonstra- 
tion of the latest electrical inven- 
tions accompanied by a few reels of 
entertaining moving pictures in the 
parish house, and for the benefit 
of the Church, October 3rd. And 
because it is for the benefit of the 
Church we bespeak the interest of 
all our members and friends. 


The members of our Girls’ 
Friendly Society have a precious 
trust in their keeping. 

It is the splendid group of the 
candidates, the future members of 
the Society. Perhaps no other 
society in our Church has a more 
blessed privilege, the privilege of 
guiding rightly younger sisters, than 
have the older members of our 
Girls’ Friendly Society. 

We suggest, therefore, an early 
Girls' Friendly Society mecting, not 
only to plan its own year's work, 
but also to draw up a definite plan 
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of work and recreation for our 
candidates. Too much cannot be 
said in praise of these who super- 
vised the meetings and activities of 
these excellent little girls through- 
out last season, and we trust that 
they will continue their noble work 
the coming season, but they ought 
to have the backing and auxiliary 
aid, if need be, from the whole 
Girls’ Friendly Society branch. 


A friend very kindly sent us, 
while on vacation, two pictures 
clipped from the Evening Public 
Ledger. One photograph showing 
our constant and loyal friend, Major 
A. J. Drexel Biddle, and officers 
formally opening the Junior 
Marines’ Camp at College Settle- 
ment Farm, above Willow Grove, 
and the other showing him amidst 
a group of our boys in camp, mem- 
bers of Company A. ‘These pic- 
tures, thanks to him who sent them, 
added very much to our vacation 
enjoyment. It was a great pleasure 
to recognize so many familiar faces 
in the two groups, and this pleasure 
was greatly enhanced by the infor- 
mation given beneath the picture 
that the camp has been named 
"Camp Major Arkin.” We con- 
sider it a great honor, much beyond 
our desert. Surely, in benevolence, 
good will and generosity of heart 
and mind it is hard to find another 
like the friend of us all, Major 
Biddle. His joy is in making others 
joyful. Both our boys of the Junior 
Marines Company and their par- 
ents, we are sure, deeply appreciate 
his kindliness and friendship. 


Our Junior Marine boys are 
carrying their colors high. Their 
success is chiefly due to regularity 


of meetings and exercises and the 
ability of their leaders to give the 
time required for such exercises. 

Our Boy Scouts, on the other 
hand, have suffered much; not for 
lack of good leaders, but because 
the good leaders thought it impos- 
sible to give their time required by 
the business of the troop. Like ail 
worthy and noble enterprises, the 
Boy Scout movement requires the 
giving of yourself to it. This means 
giving of your time. But as is 
usually the case those who have the 
time have no taste for the enter- 
prise, and those who like the work 
have not the time to give to it. It 
is not difficult to see the difficulty 
our troop has been laboring under. 
Yet it has held on to its charter for 
over 16 years. We, therefore, still 
have hope for a genuine renewal of 
interest on the part of parents and 
boys, and especially on the part of 
leaders who will not only offer 
themselves for service, but also 
have the time to enable them to ful- 
fil their task nobly. A noble task 
requires noble leaders, and the Boy 
Scout movement is a noble one. 

We suggest a troop rally meeting 
at the earliest possible date. 


One of our most steady and solid 
organizations is the Woman’s 
Guild. It has been fortunate in the 
selection of officers, and has carried 
on its work steadily and effectively. 
It has raised money for the Church, 
has taken care of the Altar, has 
looked after the choir vestments, 
not a small care by any means, and 
has done other odd jobs in the 
Church. It is also well represented 
in the Drexel Biddle Social Service 
Workers; a fine body of women, 
indeed. 
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Our earnest desire is that our 
Woman's Guild grow in numbers 
as well as in grace. We are sure 
that its members will welcome can- 
didates for admission into this com- 
pany of the faithful. And no 
woman who is desirous of doing 
some good in the world need hesi- 
tate to apply for membership into 
our Woman’s Guild. 


A good Church choir is a prec- 
ious possession of any congregation. 
A good Church choir is usually 
made up of faithful members of 
talent and a faithful choirmaster. 
This we believe in the main we 
have. We very nearly overlooked 
to mention also a good organ. This, 
too, we have, thank God. Those 
who hear our choir go away prais- 
ing it. What more then do we need? 
We need a deeper interest in the 
choir on the part of our people gen- 
erally; the co-operation of parents 
having boys or girls eligible for the 
choir; a stronger desire in our 
young people to contribute to the 
work of perfecting our choir still 
more, and all these to the glory of 
God and the edification of our- 
selves. 

It is a great pleasure and com- 
fort to have young people come and 
offer theniselves for the choir. 


The need to know and under- 
stand the Bible is just as great 
among Christian people today as it 
was ever in the past. Of course, 
much of it is taught in the morning 
and evening Church services. There 
is no Church, even: among Protes- 
tant Churches, in which the Bible is 
read and used as much as it is read 
and used in our services. Yet in 
the face of so much persisting 
ignorance, so much blind criticism, 
so much profane scoffing among the 
Churchless on the one hand, and 
the systematic and deliberate dis- 
couragement by a certain Church 
organization on the other, makes 
the need of biblical knowledge more 
imperative in a Christian Com- 
munity. 


Of course there can be no wed- 
ding without the bride. The bride 
are those who wish to learn the 
Bible, and willing to come regularly 
to the Bible Class, or Chuch service. 
He is willing. The pastor is willing 
to give his time to a Bible Class also, 
if there is demand for it. And he 
prays that men and women would 
demand of him a first class Bible 
Class. 


And now we come to the minister 
himself, the servant of God, or 
better translated, the slave of God, 
as St. Paul loves to call himself. 
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Some people in ignorance would re- 
gard the minister as their own 
slave; but he is really the slave of 
God, and slave to no man or 
woman. And being the slave of 
God he is the pastor and guide of 
his people, and the shepherd of 
God's flock; and he loves them all. 
He bears no more grudge to an 
erring member of his congregation 
than the shepherd bears malice 
towards the straying sheep of his 
flock. In all his work he tries to 
do the will of God. His mistakes 
are slips of the mind, but not of the 
heart. It is, therefore childishly 
foolish, to say the least, for any 
man or woman to cherish an imag- 
inary ill-treatment or neglect or 
grudge against him, as it often 
happens among neighbors. But this 
imaginary feeling never finds place 
in any heart if the proper meaning 
is given to the name minister and 
his office. 

The minister is like your looking 
glass. Whatever face you make you 
will see a like image in him; but the 
image is your own creation. The 
minister has feelings, but no private 
interests. He has no object of his 
own, and no ambition except one, 
and that is to build up a godly and 
happy congregation. His own 
happiness is found in the joy and 
weliare of every one in his con- 
gregation. If he is given the slight- 
est chance he shares also the sorrow 
as well as the joy of all alike. 

Perhaps the most childish thing is 
for any one to get offended at what 
the minister may happen to say in 
the pulpit. The wisest thing is to 
take it to heart, but never to be 
offended. For there is no offense 
where no offense is meant. Love 
and a proper spirit and a proper 


estimate of the minister naturally 
lead the offended listener to seek a 
private explanation, and always 
with very satisfying results. To 
seck a personal explanation is the 
privilege of a friend and the right 
of anenemy. It is the shortest way 
to peace of mind and peace in 
general. 

Who respects a son going about 
airing among his neighbors his mis- 
understanding with his father, or 
best friend? Is there not a much 
shorter way to a right understand- 
ing? For instance: “Father, whom 
did you mean by saying that some 
people blow their noses in other 
people’s faces?” Verily, you will 
get the right explanation, and save 
yourself and other a lot of trouble. 

The minister is his people’s best 
friend. They can trust him with 
never an injury to themselves. 
Their love and trust is what he 
craves for: he never turns traitor to 
either of these. 


While putting together the words 
above the minister received the fol- 
lowing sweet and noble letter from 
our mutual friend, Major Anthony 
J. Drexel Biddle, addressed to 
Camp Awosting, N. Y., and dated 
August 9th. It reads as follows: 

“Praying that this letter finds you 
in good health, I write to report 
about our splendid camp. “Due to 
your kindness in arranging for our 
camp, we are greatly enjoying our 
time in the country. I spent one 
entire day there and am going there 
again today, and still again to- 
morrow. We had a fine supper- 
party the other night, and, of 
course, we all missed you very 
greatly." 

It is a noble expression coming 
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from a noble character. For while 
the minister had something to do 
with the location of the Junior 
Marine Camp, the full realization 
of the Camp is due to the untiring 
efforts and encouragement of 
Major Biddle who is always going 
about seeking to do good. 


The importance of some little 
things cannot, and ought not to be 
under-estimated. One of the little 
things, or regarded as little things, is 
the monthly distribution and the 
home delivery of this parish paper 
by some of our boys and girls, The 
service of these children is invalu- 
able. The pleasing part of it is that 
they are doing it cheerfully out of 
love for the Church. They are, 
indeed, the finest type of children in 
any parish. 

Of course, there are other little 
things, such as collecting the mate- 
rial for our St. George's Visitor, 
putting it in shape for the printer, 
addressing the copies for delivery, 
and mailing some, etc., etc. Then 
the paying of the printing bill, month 
after month, throughout the year. 
It is rather an interesting little job. 
But little as it seems, we trust that 
our people appreciate the impor- 
tance of it in the interest of our 
Church, especially of our own 
parish. | 

We trust that they read The 
Visitor brought to their door regu- 
larly every month; that they pass it 
on to their neighbors ; that they are 
proud to have a parish paper 
praised by those who read it, and 
show good will to those who make 
its existence possible. 

There is never an intentional 
slight or omission on the part of 
the editor. Errors creep in in spite 


of all diligence to keep them out; 
and now and then an omission takes 
us by surprise; but these are much 
minimized when our people co- 
operate, and when the readers con- 
sider themselves as owners and 
stockholders on the enterprise, and 
not as strangers and onlookers. 

Every reader and every working 
society in the parish, are expected 
to help to improve the character of 
our parish paper, to keep the editor 
supplied with timely items of inter- 
est for the benefit of the readers 
and the good of the Church. Espe- 
cially should the officers of our 
various organizations be diligent in 
keeping St. George's Visitor posted 
on the future plans and activities of 
their Associations. We would sug- 
gest that each Society appoint a 
standing publicity committee of one 
whose business should be to boost 
the Society through St. George's 
Visitor. 


Why should I go to Church? 
Because Christ Jesus, my best 
friend, is its founder ; because it was 
built for all the people; because no 
one can take my place in it; because 
it is a great helpful institution for 
good, and I wish to do my part to 
keep it strong in its influence; be- 
cause it is a place the atmosphere 
of which is wholesome; because 
there I hear the Bible read and ex- 
plained ; because people there are at 
their' best; because there I am con- 
tinually reminded of the destiny of 
my soul ; because it is the best place 
for spiritual refreshment; it is a 
place where my human sympathies 
are quickened, and keeps me from 
growing selfish and hard hearted; 
because it is a place where our chil- 
dren receive their first lesson in 
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religion and morality, and where 
the young people catch the first 
glimpse of the beauty of holiness, 
and receive inspiration to nobility 
of character; because it is a place 
where many who are bowed down 
with sorrow find solace and com- 
fort, and hope drives despair away; 
because, well, because I really have 
no good reason for not going to 
Church. 


Why do I come to Holy Com- 
munion? Because I know of no 
good reason why I should not come 
to Holy Communion. If I could 
succeed reasonably to do away 
with the past. If I could take 
Christ out of history. If I could 
reasonably ignore the testimony of 
saintly men and women and their 
noblelives. If I could shut my eyes 
to the experiences of millions of my 
kind within the last 1900 years. If 
I could wipe out of the literature of 
mankind, the New Testament. If 
I could contradict my own con- 
science as to what is the right and 
sensible thing to do. If I could do 
all these things just enumerated; 
then and only then, laziness might 
question the reasonableness of my 
coming to Holy Communion. But 
as to do all these things is beyond 
my power and beyond my reason, I 
accept Christ's command on faith, 
and come to Holy Communion in 
remembrance of Him. If I could 
disprove the truths of the Christian 
religion, I, too, like some others, 
would stay away from the Lord's 
Supper. But I cannot, like some 
others, go on living with my reason 
darkened and my eyes shut. There- 
fore I come to Holy Communion. 
Perhaps you who stay away have 
succeeded in accomplishing all those 


things, enumerated above, which I 
could not do, and, therefore, are 
justified in staying away. 


A few random quotations from 
the Book of Proverbs: 

Let not kindliness and truth for- 
sake thee: Bind them about thy 
neck ; write them upon the tablet of 
thy heart: So shalt thou find favor 
and understanding in the. sight of 
God and man. 

Be not wise in thine own eyes: 
Fear God and depart from evil. 

Withhold not good from them to 
whom it is due when it is in the 
power of thy hand to do it. 

Go to the ant, thou sluggard: 
Consider her ways, and be wise: 
Which having no chief, overseer, or 
ruler, provideth her bread in the 
summer, and gathereth her food in 
the havest. (It reminds us of: 
Make hay while the sun shines.) 

There are six things which God 
hateth; yea, seven which are an 
abomination unto him: Haughty 
eyes, a lying tongue, and hands that 
shed innocent blood; a heart that 
deviseth wicked purposes; feet that 
are swift in running to mischief ; a 
false witness that uttereth lies, and 
he that soweth discord among 
brethren. 

Reprove not a scoffer lest he hate 
thee: Reprove a wise man, and he 
will love thee. 

A wise son maketh a glad father; 
but a foolish son is the heaviness of 
his mother. 

The wise in heart will receive 
commandments, but a prating fool 
shall fall. 


Hatred stirreth up strifes; but 
love covereth all transgressions. 

The labor of the righteous 
tendeth to life; the increase of the 
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wicked, to sin. 

When pride cometh, then cometh 
shame; but with the lowly is 
wisdom. 

He that despiseth his neighbor is 
devoid of heart. 

As a ring of gold in a swine's 
snout, so is a fair woman that is 
without discretion. 

Whoso loveth correction loveth 
knowledge; but he that hateth re- 
proof is brutish. 

A worthy woman is the crown of 
her husband; but she that maketh 
ashamed is as rottenness in his 
bones. 


The Daily Kindergarten under 
Miss Ott in our Mission Chapel, 
Venango, in charge of the Rev. Mr. 
Kilpatrick, has recently staged in 
the Chapel a most beautiful play 
which drew a large audience two 
nights in succession.

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WHAT THINK YE OF 
CHRIST? 

Two thoughtful men were over- 
heard discussing the most terrible 
earthquake which recently shook 
Japan, the horrors of which in loss 


of lives and property have stirred, 


the hearts and hands of the whole 
civilized world. 

“It is awful and staggering,” said 
the one man to the other, “why does 
Сода...” 

"Stop right here," almost shouted 
the other, as if irritated at the men- 
tion of God, “I know what you 
were going to say. You were going 
to ask why God Almighty permitted 
so much indiscriminate suffering. 
Tt is the old chestnut mouthed com- 
placently in time of calamity and 
affliction by those who never think 
of God, or make mention of Him, 
in time of prosperity and enjoy- 
ment. Your question is entirely out 
of order. Your question would be 
in order, and would merit consider- 
ation, if you and others like you, 
would first answer the foremost 
question, which has been ringing 
through the ages. Some questions 
cannot be answered rightly until 
other questions related to them are 
answered first. When men and 
women have answered honestly and 
sincerely the question: ‘What think 
ye of Christ?’ then all other ques- 
tions, including yours, will be 
answered satisfactorily. Those who 
have answered this question: ‘What 
think ye of Christ? one way or 


`| another, never ask why God permits 


suffering. 

"Answer me first why so many 
people, like yourself, live, and go on 
living, as if Christ had not been 
born, had. not been crucified, had 
not risen? I am not questioning 
your moral character. You all may 
be sinless, for all I know. What I 
cannot understand is how, you and 
they, may go on living day by day, 
Sunday as any other day, as if 
Christ never existed. One coming 
from another world could not tell 
from our lives that you are Chris- 
tians. He may find you to be good 
fellows, self-respecting gentlemen, 
well behaved and law-abiding citi- 
zens; but he could not tell that you 
are Christians. He could not dis- 
tinguish you from other good 
people where Christ is unknown, 
nor from the excellent people 
who lived before Christ came. And 
yet, the question ‘What think ye of 
Christ? coming from our Lord 
Himself, as recorded in the New 
Testament, still demands a straight 
answer, and challenges every man 
and woman coming into this world. 
From the time they reach the age 
of intelligence, ‘What think ye of 
Christ?’ is the first question which 
demands an answer from the 
young ; and if they ignore it, it fol- 
lows them up to the end of their 
lives. It will not down. 

“Tt is a personal question ; and no 
one can answer it for us. And it is 
the starting point to all questions 
of life surrounded by mystery. 


"Have you answered it? Does 
your conduct square with that 
auswer? If your answer is that of 
His Apostles, that He is the Son of 
the living God, do you respect His 
authority? Do you':do His com- 
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mandments? Do you observe the 
Lord's Day? Do you support His 
institution? Do you trust in His 
promises? Have you faith in His 
wisdom? Do you show your faith 
in reverent worship and in listening 
to His teachings? Are you render- 
ing any service to the cause for 
which He suffered? Do you love 
Him as He loves you? If you do 
all this, no problem of the mystery 
of life or death will bother you. 
“On the other hand, if you deny 
the existence of Christ and His 
question, ‘What think ye of Christ? 
then your question, ‘Why God per- 
mits an earthquake involving suffer- 
ing,’ is senseless; because you are 
assuming a God of love while you 
are denying Christ. For it is 
through Christ alone that we are 
taught that God is love. And he who 
knows Christ, knows God. It is 
preposterous to assume that God is 
Love while denying Christ. As for 
me, I do not see God in the earth- 
quake, but I do see Him in the mil- 
lions outstretched helping hands to 
the stricken people of Japan; a liv- 
ing and multiple picture of the Par- 
able of the Good Samaritan.” 


CONFIRMATION 


We cannot think of Christ with- 
out also thinking of the Church. 
As the School is necessary to keep 
alive and uncorrupt our language 
by the study of grammar; to kcep 
high the ideal of democracy by the 
study of history ; to add to our com- 
forts by a better knowledge of 
physics and mechanics; so is the 
Church essential to the keeping alive 
of the religion of Jesus Christ. It 
is essential because where there is 
no knowledge of Christ, all the 


other things are but transitory and 
vain. 


It is therefore the duty of every 
one who bears the name Christian 
to do what he can for the growth 
and the strengthening of the 
Church. This means rendering of 
service; and Confirmation is the 
formal enrolment into the service 
of Christ and of His Church. 
Every lodge, every institution, and 
every Church, under heaven has 
some kind of form of enrolment. 
Ours is Confirmation. We like it 
best because we find indisputable 
traces of it in the New Testament, 
and a well established custom in 
the early Church which has come 
down to us slightly modified to meet 
the demands of the time. The 
architecture of Church building may 
vary with time, yet throughout all 
external changes the spirit within 
remains the same since the organ- 
ization of the first Christian 
Church in Jerusalem. So is the 
noble and beautiful spirit of Con- 
firmation ; a dignified time honored 
form of enrolment into the list of 
membership of е Episcopal 
Church. It is not initiation into the 
Church. This is done when a per- 
son or a child is baptized. All bap- 
tized (or what goes under the name 
of christening) persons are mem- 
bers of the Church, Confirmation 
is the expression of willingness to 
serve Christ in the ranks of the 
Episcopal Church. If our Church 
appeals to you as a favorable oppor- 
trnity for the exercise of your 
Christian faith, we should welcome 
you to the rite of Confirmation. 


Parents who love their children, 
should talk to them on the subject 
of Confirmation, and urge them to 
learn its meaning and its impor- 
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tance, and to help them to the rite 
of Confirmation. The day; of 
our Confirmation service will be 
announced later. 


WHY FEAR? 


Why fear, why not love? Why 
should fear have so much to do with 
our conduct? Why should we per- 
mit fear to act the tyrant over us? 
Why should we not choose rather 
love to guide us in our thoughts 
and actions? It were much better 
for each and all of us. 

There are many, many, people 
who go to Church on the Lord's 
Day because of fear. But just as 
many stay away from Church 
because of fear. One goes to Church 
because he thinks something would 
happen if he did not go. The other 
stays away, because he thinks noth- 
ing will happen, because nothing 
has happened. But if he knew, or 
even suspected, that something 
wotld happen, he like the other, his 
brother in fear, would go to Church. 
At heart they are of the same kind. 
The one is afraid, the other is not 
afraid. Neither has any love. Both 
are dominated by fear. 


It is a fact that criminals belong 
to a lower civilization, They hark 
hack to the days of the cave man. 
And the lower down in civilization 
the more generally Fear is the rul- 
ing force of man’s action, or inac- 
tion, Both criminals and savages 
are governed by Fear. 

"The human heart is inclined to 
evil. But some people аге kept 
from crime by Fear of being caught. 
Their desire is overcome by Fear. 
Others take a chance; their Fear is 
overcome by their desire. And 
when after the crime "nothing hap- 


pens," and they get away with it, 
they continue in their crimes, and 
become hardened criminals. In 
both cases, however, Fear, more or 
less, governs action or inaction. 


Now as a practical proposition, it 
is much safer to live among people 
who are kept from crime by Fear 
than to live among people whose 
desire is stronger than their fear, 
and who therefore will take a 
chance at a robbery, burglary, or 
worse. 

Of course, there is still another 
class of people, a large class, who 
have no desire for crime; but who 
love righteousness. They have no 
thought of Fear. 

Now, apply this principle to the 
religious life of people. 

Almost all, at least in this coun- 
try, admit that the Church is a help- 
ful and necessary institution. 


Some people attend its services 
regularly and support it fa:thfully 
out of Fear, Fear of God, or Fear 
of Hell it matters not. While 
others whose desires for pleasure 
seeking are stronger than their 
Fear, neglect the Church; and hav- 
ing done it once, and “nothing 
happens," no sickness, no death, no 
accident, no earthquake, everything 
goes on as before, they continue in 
their neglect of the Church, and 
become hardened. There is nothing 
more fatal to the well beirg of a 
people than the hardening of their 
spiritual arteries. It is worse than 
sclerosis, 

As a practical proposition, there- 
fore, those who uphold the Church 
out of Fear, do certainly more for 
the welfare of the community than 
those who neglect the Church 
because they do not fear. The 
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advantage is decidedly with the 
former. 

But why should Fear have any- 
thing to do with religion? Why 
should not love dominate the lives 
of all people? Why should not love 
for God and men, for Christ and 
His Church, for the good, and the 
beautiful and the true, move people 
to so regulate their lives as to find 
time and means also for the place 
of worship? Since the Church is 
useful, should it not be made more 
useful? Since the Church can do 
more good with a larger congrega- 
tion, should not people willingly 
enrol themselves in its services? 
Why Fear, ог no Fear? Why not 
love? 


ITEMS OF INTEREST. 

The Young People’s Fellowship 
has arranged a program of more 
than ordinary interest for Wednes- 
day evening, October 3rd, 8 o'clock 
promptly. 

Subject will be “Electricity” with 
motion pictures and illustrated talk. 

The life of Thomas Edison will 
be shown and a comedy on the pic- 
turization of the trials of a typical 
business man who essays the busi- 
ness of keeping house with subse- 
quent ludicrous happenings. 

“Flectrical Helps and Hints for 
the Home” is the subject of an illus- 
trated talk by Gertrude Н. Shearer, 
of the Philadelphia Electric Com- 
pany, through whose courtesy the 
program is arranged. 

A display of electrical appliances 
and lamps will be made. 

Admission is 15c, the proceeds 
going for the benefit of the Church, 
and it is earnestly hoped that a good 
adult attendance will be present. 
There will be also music. 


When our Church appeals to the 
Congregation for help, it is because 
it needs that help. But the Church 
does not beg, it merely reminds the 
people of their duty. Nor does it 
remind those who cannot give. It 
only reminds those who can give. 
Nor does the Church sit in judg- 
ment as to your ability, or as to the 
amount. You are your own judge. 
You know your income and 
expenses. All the Church expects 
from you who can give is to be 
treated just a little better than the 
groceryman, the insurance man, the 
candy store, the movie, the gas man, 
the theatre, the ice cream man and 
the few others. 


Our Church holds no grudge. It 
does not threaten. It has no black- 
list. What it has it gives to all 
freely and lovingly. It gives much 
more of value than it receives. It 
is like a loving mother in giving, 
and its gifts are often priceless. 
But all this is no reason why it 
should not be fully appreciated ; or 
why it should be taken advantage 
of. á 


In any transaction there are 
always two. Where there are two, 
there are duties to be performed by 
both. There must be epe It 
is so among lovers. It is so in busi- 
ness. It is so with the Church and 
yourself. It is so with the Minister 
aud his people. The Minister's duty 
is to visit the sick. And it is the 
duty as well as the privilege of the 
sick to inform or to invite the Min- 
ister. But in addition to this com- 
mon sense rule there is a special rule 
printed in italics on page 281 of our 
Prayer Book. It reads as follows:

not cooled, or killed at home. They 
are thoroughly animated by the 
genuine pleasure of rendering some 
service to the Church. 


For example. On Monday morn- 
ing following the Sunday on which 
tickets were allotted among some of 
the Sunday School children, a little 
girl burst joyously into the office, 
almost quivering with delight, with 
sparkling eyes, and outstretched 
little handful of money, almost 
shouted: “I have sold all the tickets, 
here is the money, I want some 
more tickets!” Greedily she grabbed 
the other tickets, and away she ran. 
In the afternoon she came again, 
almost dancing with joy: “Here is 
the money, I sold them all, give me 
more, twice as many!” ‘Two days 
later we happened to drop in on a 
visit to the family, and the mother 
with ill disguised pleasure informed 
us that her girl sold all the other 
tickets, and that the child felt the 
happiest creature under heaven, and 
did not care for the well-earned 
Prize, but will be glad to pay for her 
own ticket of admission. 


Now what made this little girl so 
happy; a happiness the sweet mem- 
ory of which will remain with her 
through life? What is the secret of 
that exquisite delight experienced 
by this child, and many other boys 
and girls like her? Whence comes 
it? 

Alas, it is the fumes of misdi- 
rected passions in youth, and the 
dust and smoke of the battle of life 
and grcediness for pleasure in later 
days that blur our vision of real 
happiness. “Except ye turn, and 
become as little children, ye shall in 
no wise enter into the kingdom of 
heaven.” 


The last rehearsals of our parish 
orchestra have shown great im- 
provement in harmony.

Let us have a real good time 
on Hallowe'en.

There is really no 
difference between a tax dodger and 
any other dodger. The respectable 
way is to bear manly an obvious 
responsibility. 


Why not begin immediately to 
work on a fine Christmas Cantata? 
Our people are ready for it, When 
well rendered there is nothing more 
beautiful. And no children can be 
better employed than in the prepa- 
ration for it; and no play is more 
joyous. If you can help in realizing 
it, do not hesitate to offer your 
services. 


With all our theatres, movies, 
card parties, joy rides, and all other 
human entertamments, life would 
still be monotonous without Christ- 
mas, Easter, Thanksgiving Day, and 
the Lord’s Day. And cities with all 
their skyscrapers and public build- 
ings would be much flatter and less 
beautiful without cathedrals and 
churches. And any man is less a 
man without religion. The Uni- 
verse would be meaningless without 
God; and God would be meaning- 
less without the Church. 


We have just received by mail a 
booklet, entitled “What Is Best In 
Society?” advertising, at handsome 


prices, books on etiquette, laying 
down numerous rules on how to 
behave in polite society. But what 
is really best in society is much 
simpler and more economical. It is 
a pure heart and a devout soul. 
The possessor of these, plus what 
our schools teach, will need no other 
instructions in proper manners, no 
more than a handsome face needs 
rouge. 


This is an answer to a question 
put to us over the phone by an 
unknown person, and it led us to 
think that there might be others 
interested in the question; hence

“Hello, is this Kensington 5499?” 
"Yes" “Will you please tell me 
who was the first Pope of Rome?”

Now the history which we were 
taught in School says: "The His- 
tory of the Roman bishopric during 
the first three centuries is almost 
wholly enveloped in a cloud of 
legend which is only occasionally 
broken by a gleam of historical 
light.” 


In the Roman Catholic Encyclo- 
pedia, published in the interest of 
the Roman Catholic Church, there 
is an Article under “Popes” trying 
to prove that Peter lived in Rome 
42-67 A. D., and was martyred with 
St. Paul during the persecution 
under Emperor Nero. ‘Then fol- 
lows a list of “Popes” beginning 
with St. Peter down to our times. 
But it is very significant that the 
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first eleven names down to 165 A.D. 
including St. Peter himself has the 
question mark (?) opposite each 
name and date. (See Catholic 
Encyclopedia, Vol. 12, page 273.) 
This question mark (?) in litera- 
ture always signifies doubt, uncer- 
tainty. 


However, it is a well known fact 
that the distinctly Roman claims of 
the Roman Catholic Church of 
today have grown up gradually 
through centuries, beginning about 
800 A.D., and are based wholly on 
tradition, legend, and false (manu- 
factured) documents, which are 
sometimes called "pious frauds." 
As to their practicability, or expedi- 
ency, that is another question. 


Certain it is, it is impossible to 
prove them either from the Bible 
or History.

to be collected by law, it is expected 
that every holder of a Duplex 
Envelope act as his own collector 
for the Church. He should treat 
the Church even a little better than 
the insurance agent or the butcher 
and grocery man. When you give a 
thing, give it with heart and every 
courtesy. Put a little love into it. 
You will like it better yourself. 
And do not cherish the hallucina- 
tion that the Church can do its work 
on wind, or can live without the 
backing of Church people. 

Look to your envelopes; count 
them, and figure up yourself your 
arrears ; and if your figures do not 
agree with those of the Treasurer's 
books, call his attention to it. 

The Bible, which is the guide 
book of every Christian, specifically 
requires that each person should 
devote part of his income to re- 
ligion, or religious work. There is 
no place oí worship without an 
offering. St. Paul makes it very 
plain when he writes to the Chris- 
tians in Corinth: "Upon the first 
day of the week let every one of 
you lay by him in store, as God hath 
prospered him.”

It is a beauti- 
ful custom in our Church to begin 
this day with a "Thanksgiving Serv- 
ice at 10.30 in the Church, at which 
service an offering is made by the 
people for the support of the Epis- 
copal Hospital. Part of this offer- 
ing is devoted also to the North- 
eastern Hospital. 

In counting up the things we 
Гауе, like home, health, food, 
clothes, friends, etc., etc, on 
Thanksgiving Day, our own posses- 
sions are greatly enriched if we 
share, even in a small way, with the 
sick and the needy. This is a law 
fixed by God Himself, It is the 
law of love. 


Hearty thanks to the women of 
St. Paul’s Church, Chestnut Hill, 
for the auto of flowers which they 
sent us on Wednesday, September 
26th. There were enough flowers 
to cheer at least fifty homes, and to 
bring comfort to the sick in the 
Northeastern Hospital, and last, but 
not least, to decorate the Altar and 
Chancel for one of the finest 
Church weddings in our congrega- 
tion. The happy couple were both 
members of our choir, and it was 
the first wedding in which the 
whole choir participated. 

It is a curious fact, by the way, 
and quite significant, that of the 
marriages, eight or more, which 
sprung from the choir, in which the 


friendship of the two began and 
ripened into love, not one is a fail- 
ure ; but all are blessed with domes- 
tic felicity. Moral: Join the choir. 


The pastor wishes to thank those 
of the congregation who so kindly 
provided him with a beautiful stole 
of the color for Advent season, as 
well as for the book markers of the 
same purple color. He very much 
appreciates their thoughtfulness. 


The Welfare Federation strives 
to have one common chest for all 
all the contributions made by the 
public towards all sorts of benevo- 
lent institutions including hospitals 
and rescue missions, Hach institu- 
tion receives support according to 
its need from the common chest 
into which public contributions are 
put. The third annual campaign 
for such contributions will be held 
October 24 to November 5. There 
are now 130 benevolent agencies in 
this city which appeal to the public 
for support. Of this number 13 are 
operated under the auspices of the 
Episcopal Church. During the past 
year nearly one million persons 
have been helped in hospitals, 
homes for the aged, destitute and 
blind, orphanages, settlements and 
educational institutions. Today the 
130 agencies represent the largest 
association of charities in the world. 
The organizations under Episcopal 
control are; Church Dispensary of 
Southwark, Church Home for Chil- 
dren, Church Mission Help, Female 
Society of Philadelphia for the Re- 
lief and Employment of the Poor, 
Galilee Mission, Hope Day Nur- 
sery and Settlement oie: House 
of the Holy Child, The Lighthouse, 
City Mission, St. Agnes House, St. 
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Martha's House, Seamen's Church 
Institute and Sheltering Arms. 

It is significant that every one of 
tke so many helpful agencies, per- 
haps with very rare exceptions, has 
been brought into existence and 
kept alive by some Church. 

Some benevolent institutions of 
our Church, like the Episcopal Hos- 
pital and others, do not draw their 
support from the Federation and 
are not yet in it.

If anyone thinks that 
he can be a Christian without giv- 
ing up something for Christ's sake, 
let him read and ponder the words 
of our Lord: "If any one cometh 
unto me, and hateth not his own 
father, and mother, and wife, and 
children, and brethren, and sisters, 
yea, and his own life also, he can- 
not be my disciple" Now our 
Lord never teaches to hate anybody. 
He teaches to love everybody, even 
our enemies. It is only an emphatic 
statement that no one can take His 
place in our hearts ; and nothing can 
take the place of our duty to Him.

Again we are at the threshold of 
Advent. Again is the message of 
COMING proclaimed from above. 
Again are we called upon from on 
high "to wake out of sleep;" the 
sleep of thoughtlessness, the sleep 
of self indulgence, the sleep of self 
satisfaction, and the nightmare of 
feverish toilsome digging for more 
means, and of breathless pursuit 
of happiness never caught.

This year which has brought us 
nearer the end of this life, has it 
brought us also nearer the begin- 
ning of the life to come, of the life 
that is coming? This year past, so 
rich in opportunities, are we at its 
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close found to be more profitable to 
God and to ourselves? 

If not, then, here agan, and again 
is our God given chance. Another 
Advent, another call, another re- 


minder of our duty to God, and our 


duty to one another. Shall we not 
heed it? 

The First Sunday in Advent, De- 
cember 2nd, is the beginning of the 
new Church Year. It is eminently 
fit and proper; it is the duty of ail 
Christian people; to begin the 
Church Year with a service of the 
Holy Communion, and to continue 
to prepare in mind and heart for 
the great Christian feast called 
Christmas Day. 

Jt is the height of wisdom and 
propriety to place things where they 
belong. The fitness of things is 
most essential to our happiness in 
this life as well as to the joy in life 
to come. 

There is a blind and selfish way 
in which if one persists one never 
attains to happiness either in this or 
the next life. There is another way 
in which one may pick up here and 
there some sweets in this life, but 
lose life eternal. But the more ex- 
cellent way is the one whch God 
shows us through the Church in 
which if one is faithful he not only 
has peace and joy here, but he is 
assured of eternal bliss hereafter. 
This is the Christian way. We 
pray that you choose this way for 
ees sake and for the sake of us 
all. 


THE DIFFERENCE 


Every movement is inevitably 
followed by some consequence. 
There is no cause without effect. 
But the effect differs as the cause 
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varies. ‘Two and two makes always 
four; but two and three makes five, 
always five. If you wish to reach a 
destination, it makes all the differ- 
ence in the world whether you take 
the right road or the wrong road. 
You cannot paint your house green 
with red paint. "There is a vital 
difference between white and black. 
A drop of black into white invaria- 
bly changes the color; and though 
the change may be so slight that our 
eye cannot discern it, still the differ- 
ence is there. And there is an eye 
which sees it. This is true also in 
combinations of chemical sub- 
stances. An addition of another 
ingredient to a certain formula will 
produce a different result. There 
are mushrooms which to the ordi- 
nary eye look alike, yet are entirely 
unlike in effect on the stomach. 
One is wholesome while the other 
is deadly. The fact of difference 
in cause and effect is so evident that 
a little child may see it. And yet 
there are more than few people who 
think and live as if there were no 
difference between a Christian life 
and the life of a heathen; as if im 
the end it is all the same whether a 
person lives a life of self-sacrifice 
or a life of greed and self-gratifica- 
tion at the expense of others; that 
it is all the same in the end whether 
one is loyal and faithful to high 
principles or one whose life is a 
bundle of deceptions; that it is all 
the same in the end whether people 
put themselves out in the support 
of the Church by giving and serv- 
ing. or stay away and maintain an 
indifferent attitude; that it makes 
no difference in the life of one who 
loves God and one who does not. 
Even if the life of a tru» Christian 
and the life of a well behaved un- 


believer seem outwardly alike, there 
surely is, according to scientific law, 
a difference inwardly; and there 
must be a difference in con- 
sequence ; since there is a difference 
in motive. Lack of space forbids 
discussion of the nature of that 


difference. Sufficient here to say 
that there is a tremendous differ- 
ence between a moral life without 
religion and a religious life which 
is also moral. 

Some people judge by sight, not 
by reason, nor even by facts. And 
so, when they see the saint and the 
sinner die alike; when the same 
undertaker attends to both; when 
the same flowers cover their cask- 
ets; when the same service is read 
by the Minister (as the Father who 
is in heaven maketh His sun to 
rise on the evil and the good, and 
sendeth rain on the just and the un- 
just), and when saint and sinner 
are laid to rest in the same ceme- 
tery alike, these people think there 
is no difference between him who 
does his duty and him who does it 
not. These people therefore are 
likely to follow blindly the precept 
of the world, quoted by St. Paul 
from Isaiah: "Let us eat and drink 
for tomorrow we die.” But St. 
Paul, the man of faith, speaks 
more truly and more scientifically 
when he replies: “Ве not deceived: 
Evil companionships corrupt good 
morals. Awake to  soberness 
righteously, and sin not; for some 
have not the knowledge of God: T 
speak this to move you to shame." 

Friends, there is a tremendous 
difference which according to law is 
bound to come out sometime. For 
what we call death is not the end of 
things. Our Lord says: "If it were 
not so I would have told you."

We are glad to grant the hospi- 
tality asked for by the girls’ basket- 
ball team of our public playground, 
under the leadership of their in- 
structor, Miss Clothier, to use our 
basement on Tuesday evenings for 
their exercises in training, while the 
recreation building on the play- 
ground is in process of construc- 
tion. And we are looking with 
pleasure to the completion of that 
building and to witnessing the play- 
ful athletic contests of our young 
people in the well-equipped new 


public building properly supervised 
in the interests of the community. 

The experiment of merging three 
Sunday School classes of older 
boys into a Young Men’s Bible 
Class, under the direction of the 
Pastor, promises permanent suc- 
cess. 

This latest organization in the 
Sunday School will doubtless add 
force to its growth and influence. 
The boys are all well picked and 
intelligent, and their young organ- 
ization will doubtless make itself 
felt in the Church for good. 


William Schimpf has been chosen 
secretary and William Wurst, 
treasurer, of the Young Men's 
Bible Class. 


There is quite a demand for 
choir vestments, due to new appli- 
cants for admission into the choir 
and partly due also to the wear and 
tear of the old. 

Some members of our Woman's 
Guild are making the needed vest- 
ments as fast as the material can be 
bought. 

We thank the orchestra for its 
donation of $10 towards the pur- 
chase of material for choir vest- 
ments, and we thank the members 
of the Woman's Guild who cheer- 
fully give their labor in making 
them. 


Since the Guild has taken charge 
of the choir vestments there has 
been a wonderful improvement all 
around in the choir. 


The first public concert given by 
our orchestra, Tuesday, November 
6th, was a marked success. The 
receipts of the evening exceeded 
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$20, of which $10 was donated to 
the Church for the purpose of choir 
vestment material. 


The instrumental music was sup- 
plemented by vocal music by mem- 
bers of the choir. The goodly audi- 
ence was very well pleased. 


Official notice has just come 
from the Church House, our Dio- 
cesan headquarters, that the resig- 
nation of Bishop Rhinelander, due 
to ill health, was accepted by the 
House of Bishops on November 
14th, 1923. No Bishop has shown 
so much interest and so much zeal 
in the success of St. George's Mis- 
sion as did Bishop Rhinelander. 
Especially has he been active in 
securing for us our new and beauti- 
ful Church building. We know of 
no other man who loved our people 
more than he did, and still does. 
While we regret deeply the loss of 
his visitations and personal touch, 
our respect and affection for him 
will grow and deepen as time goes 
on, and not less of it also for the 
one of the noblest women, his wife, 
Mrs. Rhinelander. 


A special convention of the Dio- 
cese has been officially called to 
meet in the Church of the Holy 
Trinity, at 9.30 A. M., on the 22nd 
day of January, 1924, for the pur- 
pose of electing a Bishop. Mis- 
sions are represented only by their 
clergymen, but parishes send in ad- 
dition three laymen delegates. The 
three laymen, however, have only 
one vote. The clergy delegates and 
lay delegates vote separately. And 
when both houses cast a majority 
of votes for the same man he is 


elected. This is called a concurrent 
majority vote. 


All our people are asked to pray 
God that the right man be thus 
chosen to become Bishop of this 
Diocese, the Diocese of Pennsyl- 
vania. 


Some people think that neither 
thought nor style is required in 
prayer to God. They will take 
thought and care when they are 
about to ask something from a 
governor, or a king. They will see 
to it that the language is proper. 
They take even more anxious 
thought and care in style when they 
write or talk to their sweethearts. 
In well regulated families children 
are taught in the manner of 
addressing their petition to their 
own father and mother. Yet any 
old way is sometimes thought by 
some to be good enough in prayer 
to God. But the disciples did ask 
our Lord to teach them to pray, and 
as a result we have what is known 
as the Lord's Prayer. 


A prayer book therefore is very 
helpful to one who really wishes to 
pray, and pray as he ought, just as 
a hymn book is helpful to the sing- 
ing of hymns as they ought to be 
sung. 


There may be some who can sing 
hymns extemporaneously, as some 
can pray extemporaneously, but 
they are very few in number. The 
average man needs a prayer book, 
as he needs a hymnal, especially in 
public worship. 


Therein is the value of our most 
inestimable Book of Common 
Prayer, both in the home and in 
Church. Have you ever turned its 
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pages for edification? Are you 
familiar with its contents? 


Take just one short prayer, or 
the Collect, for the first Sunday in 
Advent: Almighty God, give us 
grace that we may cast away the 
works of darkness, and put upon us 
the armor of light, now in the time 
of this mortal life, in which thy 
Son Jesus Christ came to visit us 
in great humility; that in the last 
day, when He shall come again in 
His glorious majesty to judge both 
the quick and the dead, we may rise 
to the life immortal, through Him 
who liveth and reigneth with thee 
and the Holy Ghost, now and ever, 
AMEN. 


Or the Collect for the second 
Sunday in Advent: Blessed Lord, 
who hast caused all holy Scriptures 
to be written for our learning; 
grant that we may in such wise hear 
them, read, mark, learn, and 
inwardly digest them, that by 
patience and comfort of Thy holy 
Word, we may embrace, and ever 
hold fast, the blessed hope of ever- 
lasting life, which Thou has given 
us in our Saviour Jesus Christ. 
AMEN. 


Will some one volunteer to 
answer the following question 
which we were recently asked? 


Why is it that some people in 
talking of other things are usually 
inclined to boast of the things 
which they can do? Indeed, they 
love to talk of things they can do; 
but when the subject of conversa- 
tion is the Church, then they will 
tell you of all the things they can- 
not do; things in heaven above, in 
the earth benzath, and in the water 
under the earth, with such a power- 


ful eloquence and vividness of de- 
scription that defies all contradic- 
tion, leaving you spell bound and 
almost helpless. 


We are asked for an explanation 
of this phenomenon. Is there any 
one who can give the explanation? 


Now and then you hear people 
say that one has better luck when 
he goes to Church. This is a truth 
crudely expressed. There is no 
doubt a difference invisibly made in 
the daily life of him who regularly 
attends divine worship and him 
who does not; and the difference is 
certainly in favor of him who does 
attend Church services. But if 
things run more smoothly for him 
who does go to Church, it is not 
“luck” that does it. It is his effort 
to conform his life to the will of 
God. It is because he seeks the 
right way of life as God has or- 
dained for man to follow. Obedi- 
ence to God’s laws is the only way 
to overcome difficulties, and make 
crooked paths straight. The truant 
boy always cheats himself. And the 
truant Christian does the same. 
“Blessed is the man that walketh 
not in the counsel of the wicked, 
nor standeth in the way of sinners, 
nor sitteth in the seat of the scoffing. 
But his delight is in the law of the 
Lord; and in His law doth he medi- 
tate day and night. And he shall 
be like a tree planted by the stream 
of water, that bringeth forth its 
fruit in its season, whose leaf also 
doth not wither ; and whatsoever he 
doeth shall prosper" (Ps. 1). 


You see, the tree prospers be- 
cause it is planted by the streams of 
water; and a man prospers when he 


is bound by the laws of God, and 
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moves in the atmosphere of God’s 
household, and is impelled to act by 
the Spirit of God, and walks humbly 
close to God. This is really meant 
when people say that you'have bet- 
ter luck when you go to Church. 
They mean more than they say. 
They are right in their meaning. 
And this in spite of the fact that 
some think they prosper better 
when they stay away from Church. 
Alas, it is the evanescent prosperity 
of the truant boy or girl! 


Again we wish to remind all our 
readers, old or young, of their op- 
portunity to support the greatest 
institution in the world, the Church. 
Of course, the Church will go on 
whether you help to support it or 
not; but you can never get its 
benefits in the same measure as 
when you do support it. When our 
Lord said: "It is more blessed to 
give than to receive," He only stated 


an eternal truth. The duplex en- 
velope which we offer to our people 
as a way to support the Church is 
the most convenient for both the 
Church and the subscriber alike. 
Just a little care taken in the reg- 
ular use of the envelopes is all that 
is needed. And surely the Church 
is worthy even of your best efforts. 
Look to your envelopes, and you 
will enjoy the experiment. 
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I wish you, and all who belong 
to you, a happy and prosperous 
New Year. I am sure it will be 
so to you, if you accept it as it is 
written above, and as it should be 
accepted, namely, 1924 A. D., 
Anno Domini, in the year of our 
Lord. 

This explanatory phrase, “In 
the year of our Lord," gives to the 
cold figures 1924 a colorful mean- 
ing. It transfigures them into a 
wonderful image of life teeming 
with opportunities for noble deeds 
in which our soul delights. 

The world is much older than 
1924. Yet many peoples, capable 
of highest civilization, have one 
after another chosen to number 
their years from the birth of 
Christ in Bethlehem; and in all 
their solemn transactions they are 
very particular in designating the 
year as the year of our Lord. 


And as there is no event in our 
life more solemn than the begin- 
ning of a New Year, I wish to 
commend 1924 to you as the year 
of our Lord. For our true happi- 
ness and prosperity in the New 
Year really begins with the recog- 
nition of the fact that it is the 
Lord's. The failure in life is 
chiefly the result of ignoring the 
fact that the extension of our life 
here to another year is by permis- 
sion of God. It is another of 
God's gifts to us to be utilized in 
a manner worthy of the Giver. 


Once you honestly and faithfully 
accept it as such, you are already 
on the right road to success. 
Make no mistake, the year is the 
Lord's and no one's else. 


If in years past you have not so 
regarded them, through various 
causes, God in His mercy gives 
you another year to redeem them 
for your success in the life to 
come. Every year comes to us 
fresh from God with the message: 
"It is not yet too late to redeem 
the past for the future. Take me 
and use me in accordance with the 
will and purpose of Him who has 
sent me to you and your success is 
assured." 

Is it not true that all of our 
success is found in being success- 
ful in doing the right thing? And 
is it not equally true that being 
successful in doing the wrong 
thing is failure already, no matter 
how successful we may be? In 
fact, the more successful we are 
in doing the wrong thing, or in 
not doing the right thing (which 
is the same thing), the greater is 
the failure. 

If I have succeeded in deceiv- 
ing, I am a failure; I am not pros- 
pering. If I have succeeded in 
neglecting my duty, either to God 
or neighbor, I am a failure; I am 
not prospering. Our great suc- 
cess and prosperity is in doing 
what we ought to do. This is the 
universal verdict in the last day; 
and the last day counts for every- 
thing. 


Twenty-three years have 
passed in the renewed effort of 
building up St. George’s Church 
in this neighborhood. We began 
with very little, even less than 
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little. Most people looked upon 
our work with favor. For the 
work of building up a Church is 
always regarded as good work by 
all sensible people. We меге 
successful from the very begin- 
ning, because we were engaged in 
doing the right thing. I speak for 
all who worked with me. Some 
are no more with us in the flesh. 
Many have moved to other parts 
of the city and country. Others 
took their places. And so we have 
succeeded, we have prospered. 
But the degree of our success and 
prosperity as a congregation is 
measured by the effort put forth 
by each member to do the right 
thing. Our success would cer- 
tainly have been much greater to 
the satisfaction of all of us, if 
more members did the right thing. 
And surely, we should have been 
most prosperous if all the mem- 
bers did the right thing. 

The New Year, the year of our 
Lord, 1924, comes to us from God 
as an opportunity to make good, 
And there is not one who cannot 
avail himself of this opportunity. 


If your interest and participa- 
tion in the welfare of our Church 
has not been what it should have 
been, receive the New Year from 
God as another chance to make 
good. If for some reason or 
another you have neglected spirit- 
ual exercise, and your heart has 
grown cold to religious emotion, 
and you are not drawn to Church 
services on the Lord's Day. And 
if in consequence thereof our 
Lord's words, "This Do in Re- 
membrance of Me," have lost 
their meaning to you in the years 
gone; here is a New Year fresh 
from God, offering you the oppor- 


tunity of rekindling your soul 
with fire taken from the Altar; of 
quickening your heart by the 
Word of God read in the Church 
from Holy Scriptures; of bright- 
ening your life by the comfort of 
prayer and praise in the House of 
our God, the Father of us all. For 
look how short life is here, and 
how long life is hereafter. And 
"What shall it profit a man, if he 
shall gain the whole world, and 
lose his own soul?" (Mk. 8:36). 


CONFIRMATION 


In what better way can you 
begin the New Year, the year of 
our Lord, than by an effort of 
reconsecration and rededication 
of self to the service of God? 
Every use and rite in our Church 
is symbolic of the deepest spirit- 
ual meaning, just as it is in all 
religious communions. But we 
deem it wise to adhere to such 
rites and ceremonies the origin of 
which is found in Holy Scrip- 
tures. Confirmation is one of 
them. Just as it is plain from 
Scriptures that our Lord com- 
manded us to be baptized, so it 
is plain that the Apostles, and 
after them those who succeeded 
them, practiced the Laying on of 
Hands, or Confirmation. St. Peter 
and St. John confirmed baptized 
persons. (See Acts 8:5-17.) St. 
Paul confirmed baptized person. 
(See Acts 19:1-7.) The writer 
of the Epistle to the Hebrews 
(6:1, 2) mentions “Laying on of 
Hands" as a well established cus- 
tom in the Church, Add to this 
the whole history of the Church, 
and you will see that Confirma- 
tion is a most reasonable, helpful, 
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beautiful custom, to be treasured 
within the Christian Church. 


What better thing then can a 
person, who is moved to get into 
closer touch with the spirit of the 
Church, do than to offer himself 
or herself for Confirmation? 

Now, there is not one word here 
about age or dress; because there 
is not one word about age or 
dress, as qualifications for Con- 
firmation, in the Bible which is 
our guide. A willing heart no 
matter how dressed, and an intel- 
ligent mind, no matter how young 
or old, is eligible for Confirma- 
tion. 


The only qualification for Con- 
firmation is Baptism and the rati- 
fication of the promises made in 
Baptism either by the person bap- 
tized, or by the sponsors made in 
case of infant Baptism. This 
means the use of our Lord's 
Prayer; the acceptance of the Ten 
Commandments as interpreted by 
our Lord Jesus, and of the 
Apostles’ Creed as a brief state- 
ment of our Faith. Of course “all 
the other things which a Christian 
ought to know and believe to his 
soul’s health” naturally follow 
these requirements. The study of 
the Bible. listening to sermons, 
attendance at Holy Communion, 
and meetings of praise, prayer 
and worship; these naturally fol- 
low the qualifications for Con- 
firmation ; and therein is the value 
of Conürmation. For we must 
not overlook the fact that the 
Holy Spirit is a great factor in 
Confirmation. 


If you love your children, do 
not underestimate their intelli- 
gence, nor their religious capac- 


ity. Remember that our Lord did 
not so underestimate them. And 
if you wish the child to be con- 
firmed and to grow up into Chris- 
tian manhood or womanhood, you 
can do so most successfully by 
yourself showing the way. 

1924 comes to you a white clean 
page for you to write on. See that 
it finds its way into the Book of 
Life. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST 


Most if not all of our people 
will be pleased to know that our 
Fair given December 6-8 turned 
out much better than was ex- 
pected. This we are sure will 
interest all, but especially those 
who worked hard for its success. 
The gross receipts amounted to 
$330.96; expenses, $61.90; leaving 
a net income for the Church, 
$269.06. There is still some 
money to come in.

If there is selfishness; if there 
is godlessness ; if there is spiritual 
blindness, coarseness, stupidity, 
ignorance; if there is indifference 
to holy things, lack of good taste, 
lack of apreciation for the realities 
of life, of the real joy of life; if 
there is unwillingness to see and 
feel the glory which is in Christ 
Jesus; if some deliberately turn 
their back on the place where He 
is heard and worshiped; if they 
prefer darkness to light, there are 
still many, in all walks of life, 
who are "the salt of the earth," 
"the light of the world," and the 
hope of civilization. "They are the 
company of the faithful. "They 
are Christian. They believe, they 
work, they love. ‘Their lives are 
quiet and peaceful. They are 
strong in adversity. They move 
noiselessly like the stars which 
shine in darkness, They are the 
chosen of God, fellow workers 
with Christ, the life of the Church 
and the hope of the world. We 
have some of them, and others 
more or less like them, in St. 
George's. By their fruits you 
know them. And this is why St. 
George’s is getting along as it 
does. 
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“Dad, what is an engagement?” 
“An engagement, my boy, is an 
agreement, a promise to do a cer- 
tain thing, or to be in a certain 
place at a specified hour. For 
instance, membership in a society, 
or guild, or Church, is an engage- 
ment. It precedes all future 
engagements, and it is therefore 
always a previous engagement, 
You can make engagements only 
опе ata time. If you try to make 
two at one time you have to break 
one; just as you cannot be 
engaged to two women at the 
same time; it is against the law; 
you have to choose, and your 
choice will determine your taste 
and character. That which you 
prefer proclaims you to the world 
in louder tone than all your pre- 
tensions. 

“A sensitive person of fine taste 
and good breeding is always 
shocked at anything broken. Even 
the breaking of a milk bottle by a 
mischievous boy jars him. He 
cannot think pleasantly of any- 
thing that is shattered, whether it 
be a beautiful vase with flowers, 
or a beautiful previous engage- 
ment.” 


The response of the members 
of our Young Men’s Bible Class 
to the talks on the Bible by their 
teacher is very gratifying to him. 
We trust that this interest in the 
study of the Bible shown by them 
will grow as we dig deeper into 
it, and bring to light the hidden 
treasures of the Book of Life. Do 
not miss any of the lessons. Re- 
member that the Bible Class, like 
Church service, is a previous 
engagement. 


Why do some people become 
alarmed, and hasten to the physi- 
cian, when they have no appetite 
to eat; and yet they seem to be 
perfectly at ease when they find 
themselves without desire or crav- 
ing for Church service, or any 
fellowship in the Christian re- 
ligion? Is it because they are sure 
of having a stomach and not so sure 
of having also a soul? Yet the 
testimony of the Bible, our Lord 
Jesus, our own conscience, and of 
millions of witnesses, is to the 
effect that while the stomach is 
temporal the soul is eternal. One 
ought to be alarmed even more 
when he begins to lose interest in, 
or taste for, Church service. 


When rational people, who are 
determined to differ from one 
another on every question under 
heaven, agree upon one thing, you 
may be sure that that thing is as 
nearly true as the human mind 
can conceive. 

When Christians, divided on 
every doctrine and usage of the 
Church, agree that our Lord Jesus 
is the wisest and best friend of 
the people of all times and all 
places; that His integrity is un- 
questioned; that He is the Master 
of the human mind and heart, it 
requires a great deal of contrari- 
ness and stubborness and gratu- 
itous disobedience to slight or de- 
cline anything reasonable that He 
asks us to do. 

One reasonable thing which He 
asks to do is Baptism, and to 
suffer little children to come unto 
Him, and to remove every 
obstacle in their way. Are you 
baptized? Have you all your 
children baptized? If not, why 
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the delay? Why not comply with 
our Lord’s request? Can we not 
accept Him at His word? 

The other reasonable request, 
or rather injunction, “This do in 
Remembrance of Me,” is the at- 
tendance at Holy Communion. 
Considering Him who commands, 
what reason have we to disobey? 
Is the profit of staying away so 
great as to outweigh the rever- 
ence, loyalty, respect and love we 
owe Him? Is it wise to disobey 
Him even if the profit, if there be 
any profit, be big enough in which 
we may eternally drown our con- 
science? 


It is gratifying to report that 
the Christmas offering of our 
people is about $116.70. We are 
sure that everybody is glad of it, 
especially the givers. There is, 
indeed, a blessing in giving which 
passes all understanding. And 
our Lord again is right when He 
says: “It is more blessed to give 
than to receive." Those who 
made up the baskets for the 
needy, and took the trouble to de- 
liver them know in their hearts 
that this is true. 


Our lively Girls’ Friendly So- 
ciety Candidates, whom to know 
is to love them, and better than 
whom are found nowhere, have 
responded liberally to the call for 
a Christmas box for the children 
of a Mission in Tennessee. Think 
of the joy of those mountain chil- 
dren when they open the box. 


It swells the heart with secret 
pride when you hear the unani- 
mous judgment of people that the 
caroling of our choir members on 


Christmas morning was sweetest 
and best of all the others in the 
neighborhood. А . 

Judging by the quality of their 
singing at the Church services we 
are safe to join in this universal 
judgment. 


Our Polish congregation held a 
midnight service on Christmas 
ve, conducted by their faithful 
Priest, the Rev. John B. Panfil, in 
our Church building, beginning 
at 10.30 and closing at 12 o'clock. 
There must have been at least 700 
ofour Polish brethren. "There was 
no standing room in the aisles. 
There was no special attraction. 
The children's choir led the con- 
gregation in the singing of the old 
Polish Christmas hymns. But the 
people came to show their loyalty 
to Christ on His birthday, and 
literally filled the Church that 
“there was no room." It seemed 
as if they were anxious to pay 
Him this tribute, "because there 
was no room for them in the inn." 
(See Luke 2:7.) 


The Confirmation class for 
young people will begin to hold 
its meetings Tuesday evening, 
January 8th, from 7 to 8 o'clock. 
Due notice will be given in case 
another evening is found pref- 
erable. 

At these meetings we shall go 
over the things which a Christian 
ought to know and believe to his 
soul’s health. We promise to 
make these talks interesting to 
any one who wishes to come. It 
will be an hour spent profitably. 


The pastor will be glad to get 


into personal communication with 
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adults desiring to be presented to 
the Bishop for Confirmation, but 
cannot conveniently attend the 
meetings of the Confirmation 
class. He urges both young and 
old to consider this opportunity 
seriously. We trust that their 
love for the truth, loyalty to 
Christ, and appreciation of our 
Church will lead them to accept 
cheerfully this invitation. 


Confirmation is not “turning.” 
Confirmation is confirming, con- 
firming the faith that is in you. 
Confirmation does not change the 
Christian faith, it strengthens it. 
Confirmation means strengthen- 
ing. This information is for the 
benefit of those who prefer our 
Church government and our 
mode of worship. Confirmation is 
not giving up anything of the 
Christian faith, but making it 
stronger. 


Our Gymnasium and Athletic 
Association has shown good 
sportsmanship in presenting the 
Church with a Christmas gift of 
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$10. We wish them a prosperous 
New Year.

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'This is the wireless signal of 
distress sent out by a ship in mid- 
Ocean when in dire need of help. 
We are sending out this signal of 
distress, hoping it will reach 
every one of St. George's friends. 
For on January 21st, a very cold 
day, the boiler which has heated 
our Parish House for eighteen 
years cracked, and was con- 
demned, and we were left in the 
cold. 'l'he Church boiler is not 
sufficient to heat both the Church 
and the Parish House, except in 
very mild weather. The result is 
our ship, St. George's Church, is 
laboring on its journey under 
great difficulties, and is calling 
for help. To put in another 
boiler, which must be done quick- 
ly, will cost $1200. We could not 
wait until the money was raised, 
so we ordered the boiler to be in- 
stalled, relying upon our people 
and friends to respond promptly 
to the S. O. S. signal of St. 
George's Church, and to help 
cheerfully to raise the $1200, with 
the spirit of thanksgiving that no 
one was hurt in the accident, and 
no other damage was done. Who 
knows but that this misfortune is 
a blessing in disguise, or a test by 
which our love and loyalty for the 
Church is being proved. "These 
trials have their uses. Here is a 
call for help at some sacrifice, the 
very heart of our religion when 
it is alive. Come to the help of 
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8t George's in this hour of need. 
Let its good work go on without

CONFIRMATION DAY 

Our Confirmation Day is 
booked for Friday, March 7th, at 
8 o'clock in the evening, when 
the newly-elected Bishop of the 
Diocese, the Right Rev. Thomas 
J. Garland, D.D., will officiate. 
. There is now a class number- 
ing about forty persons to be 
confirmed; but we pray and hope 
that the number may reach fifty. 
Why not? We have had that 
number before; and if the hearts 
of more people are opened to the 
solicitation of the Spirit of God, 
which is the Holy Ghost; and if 
more minds are enlightened by 
Christ whom St. John the Apostle 
calls “the true light which light- 
eth every man, coming into the 
world”; and if more parents and 
sponsors in baptism are alive to 
their solemn promises, made by 
them at the Baptismal Font for 
the little ones whom they brought 
into the Church; and if more peo- 
ple take seriously to heart our 
Lord’s Mission, and give proper 
value to the Church whose 
Founder He is, then the size of 
our Confirmation Class will be 
twice, yes, three times as large. 

A larger Confirmation Class 
means a larger support for all the 
things for which our Lord Jesus 
stands, here and hereafter. A 
larger Confirmation Class stands 
for more Faith, more Hope and 
more Love. A larger Confirma- 
tion Class means greater power 
to overcome evil and greater influ- 
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ence for good; it helps to make 
right living easier, and promiotes 
peace and joy in the home and in 
the heart, 


A Confirmation Class is the 
finest and best offering a congre- 
gation can present to God, our 
Father. Of course, we mean a 
Confirmation Class of sincere 
men and women and children; a 
group of people who because 
they believe in Christ are willing 
to enlist in His service; and be- 
cause they regard the Bible as the 
Book of Life, they are willing to 
study it and hear it expounded 
from the pulpit; and because they 
care for the soul as well as the 
body, they are anxious to profit 
by the two Sacraments, Baptism 
and the Lord's Supper, or Holy 
Communion, which Christ or- 
dained in His Church. For these 
Sacraments are outward visible 
signs, and inward spiritual grace. 
And furthermore, because they 
choose to strive to lead a godly 
and Christian life, they are ready 
and willing to give to the best of 
their ability towards the thing 
for which Christ gave His life. 
"There is no religion without sacri- 
fice; there is no worship without 
offering. 

Iask that our people give a few 
moments to prayer daily, that on 
Confirmation Day, March 7th, our 
congregation offer and present to 
God and to His service a large 
Confirmation Class, to be a rea- 
sonable, holy and living sacrifice 
unto Him. And this means less 
sin and more virtue; less suffer- 
ing and more joy ; less dissension 
and more peace; less hate and 
more love, and more progress, 
and more civilization—it means 


the coming nearer of the King- 
dom of God. 
ITEMS OF INTEREST 
If nothing interferes we are 
going to publish again our Parish 
Year Booklet. This involves 
much careful work, especially in 
the list of membership and others 
affiliated with St. George’s 
Church. We shall appreciate, 
therefore, every help given us by 
our Societies and individual mem- 
bers in our effort to avoid errors 
and slips, and make the Booklet 
as nearly perfect as possible. 


Every year the Minister in 
Charge of this Mission has to 
send in to the Bishop a detailed 
report of all the doings, receipts 
and expenditures of money, 
sources from which received and 
objects on which spent; also a 
statistical statement of the Min- 
ister’s official acts, of the congre- 
gation, of the communicants, of 
services, of the Sunday School, of 
the Parish organizations, and 
Church property as found at the 
end of each year. 

At the end of every year the 
Pastor is called upon to examine 
the Parish Register and revise the 
list of Communicants; to add 
those who affiliate themselves 
with St. George’s, and take off the 
names of those who move from 
the neighborhood to other 
churches, or who cease to have 
any connection with, or interest 
in, St. George’s Church. 

At the beginning of the year 
1923 we had 402 communicants. 
During that year 23 were trans- 
ferred to other parishes, 4 have 
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gone into life eternal and 32 were 
removed from the list. Most of 
the latter have moved from the 
neighborhood to other localities 
without leaving any information; 
the rest, while still in the neigh- 
borhood, are fallen by the way- 
side; but these are very few. 
The revised list then shows a 
membership of 348. We shall 
come up to our former number of 
402 if our Confirmation Class on 
March 7th reaches the number 54. 
During the year 1923 47 were 
baptized, 33 were confirmed. We 
had 18 marriages and 27 burials. 
Our expense for last year 
amounted to $7666.88, including 
$712.13 for Missions and relief 
work and some diocesan objects. 


Our income is still less than 
our expenses, and therefore we 
are not self-supporting. This 
could be easily changed if every- 
one of our people did his or her 
duty by the Church. 

If all our people who look to 
St. George's for pastoral care and 
religious ministration would 
place the Church on their list of 
living expenses we should be 
self-supporting at once. 


“By Jove, Jennie, that was a 
good piece of meat, and alto- 
gether a fine supper,” said Charlie 
as he rose with an air of satis- 
faction from his supper, belated 
on account of delay in the shop, 
perhaps on account of some over- 
time work. “I see you have not 
yet forgotten your cunning in 
cooking.” The young housekeep- 
er showed evidence of her pleas- 
ure at the favorable comment of 
her appreciative husband, and re- 
marked apologetically that she 
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and the children could not wait 
for him, and had their supper 
without him. “And by the way,” 
said Charles, “where is Floss?” 
She went to St. George’s for 
choir practice.” “And Dan, where 
is ће?” “He went to St. George’s 
to take part in a basketball 
game.” “Hm, well, they are in a 
good place, better than on the 
street or the movie. By the way, 
did you notice the marked im- 
provement in Floss’s voice and 
singing since she joined St. 
George's choir?” “Yes”? an- 
swered the wife, “and Dan is con- 
tinually talking about the Junior 
Marines, and cannot eat his sup- 
per fast enough to get to their 
meeting. They seem both to be 
wrapped up in St. George’s. By 
the way, Charlie, the Minister 
called today.” “Did he? What 
did he say?" “He spoke very 
nicely of the children and said 
something about the difficulty in 
making two ends meet, and men- 
tioned the condemnation of the 
boiler in the Parish House, and 
the need of a new boiler. He did 
not ask for any money, but I feel 
sure it would please him much if 
we became contributors to the 
support of the Church." “Well, 
Jennie, it is no more than right 
that we should support the 
Church. It is one of the things 
which we easily forget. Fifty 
cents a week for both of us will 
not break us, and it will be a fine 
example for our children, who are 
liable to grow up altogether too 
selfish, which is a trait not ad- 
mired by anybody; and many a 
parent has suffered from the in- 
gratitude of their own offspring. 


See that they always give ten 
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cents each at Sunday School of. 
fering. This is what my mother 
always taught me when I was а 
youngster in Sunday School, and 
she always saw that her contri- 
bution to the Church was sent 
promptly when she could not 
bring it herself. But for my 
mother's teaching you might have 
had a less generous husband" (he 
added, with a twinkle in his eye). 
"Send word to the Minister by the 
children that we want a set of 
weekly envelopes at 50 cents a 
week for both of us, and tell him 
that we shall come to Church 
services, too, when possible. We 
have been a little too negligent in 
our duty to God, who so far has 
been very good to us." Where- 
upon the young wife threw her 
arms around Charlie and kissed 
him. 


On Saturday evening, January 
19th, the school children of our 
Polish congregation held their 
Christmas Festival under the di- 
rection of the Rev. Panfil, their 
Pastor. ‘The assembly room of 
the Parish House was crowded to 
the doors. Many had to stand for 
lack of seating room. ‘The pro- 
gram was long and full of inter- 
est. "The children who partici- 
pated in the exercises, in Polish 
and English, displayed some re- 
markable talent in singing, in 
oratory, in acting, in music and 
dancing. All together it was a 
great entertainment. 


The attendance at the Con- 
firmation Classes on ‘Tuesday 
evening at 7 o'clock has been re- 
markably good. And a finer lot 
of boys and girls no one could 


wish for a Confirmation Class. It 
is a pleasure to talk to them. 
There is enough latent energy in 
this group of young people to 
make a Church most active. We 
pray and hope that our expecta- 
tion will, by the grace of God, be 
realized, and that these promising 
young people will join the ranks 
of active workers for Christ and 
His Church. 


The members of the three Camps 
of the Patriotic Order Sons of 
America, comprising the Local Dis- 
trict, will in a body attend the 
Evening Service at St. George's 
Church, Indiana Ave. and Almond 
St.; in honor of George Washing- 
ton's Birthday, Sunday evening, 
February 24th, at 7.30 o'clock 
precisely. 


The Girls’ Friendly Society will 
give a George Washington Birth- 
day Social, in the Parish House on 
Friday evening, February 22nd, at 
8 o'clock, for the benefit of the 
heating system. Refreshments will 
be part of the program. Admission 
for adults 25c, cbildren roc. 


On the first Sunday of March 2, 
the Girls’ Friendly Society will at- 
tend in Corporate Communion at 
the 10.30 A. M. service.

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A little history now and then 
does not hurt the soul of any- 
body. And there are some things 
everybody ought to know. They 
are in brief as follows: 7 

The birth of the Christian 
Church took place on the Jewish 
feast day, the Day of Pentecost, 
about 33 A. D. 

The first Church Council, 
called also Apostolic Council, was 
held in Jerusalem about 52 A. D. 
to settle a question of Church dis- 
cipline, or qualification of Gentile 
applicants for membership in the 
Church. St. Peter was one of the 
speakers, but St. James presided 
and rendered the decision. (Acts 
15.) He is therefore regarded as 
the first Bishop of the Christian 
Church. 

During the following six or 
seven centuries there were held 
Synods and Councils by the Bish- 
ops of the Church in various cit- 
ies and countries, including the 
city of Rome. But it is remark- 
able that none of the seven Gen- 
eral Councils, called also Ecu- 
menical Councils, because they 
were regarded as representative 
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of the whole Church, or what is 
called in the Apostles’ Creed, the 
Holy Catholic Church, and coy- 
ering a period from 325 to 787 
A. D., none of these, in spite of 
their importance and authority, 
not one of these was held in Rome, 
The cities in which they were 
held during this long period are 
Nicaea (325 A. D.), Constanti- 
nople (381), Ephesus (431), 
Chalcedon (451), Constantinople 
(553 and 680), and Nicaea (787 
A. D.). 

They were all held in the East, 
and at not one of them did a 
Bishop of Rome, or, as he is now 
called, Pope, preside or act as 
chairman of the Council. 

It is not to be wondered there- 
fore that when about 800 A. D. 
the Bishop of Rome at that time 
began to lay the foundation of the 
Roman Catholic Church that the 
Bishops of the Churches in the 
East, where these Ecumenical 
Councils had been held, should 
protest vigorously against his 
claim to supremacy. 800 A. D. 
therefore marks the beginning of 
the first split in the Church, 
which split reaches down to the 
present day. In 1054 A, D. this 
division in the Catholic Church 
was officially proclaimed. The 
Eastern Church, or, as it is called, 
also the Greek Catholic or Ortho- 
dox Church, has never recognized 
the authority of the Roman 
Papacy which, erroneously, traces 
its beginning to St. Peter at 
Jerusalem. Over one hundred 
million members of the Greek 
Church of today repudiate this 
ciaim. 

Christianity found its way to 
Britain, now England, before the 


year 200 A. D., and continued to 
exist and grow apart from Rome, 
outside the jurisdiction of the 
Bishop of Rome. 


In 596 A. D. the Bishop of 
Rome, Gregory the Great, sent 
Augustine on a mission to Eng- 
land for the purpose of convert- 
ing to Christianity the heathen 
Angles and Saxons who invaded 
Britain and took away most of 
the land of the British people and 
settled thereon. This mission 
was the beginning of Roman in- 
fluence over the Church in Eng- 
land. The heathen invaders of 
Britain naturally yielded more 
readily to the Christian teaching 
of Augustine than to that of the 
Bishops of the people whom they 
robbed of their land. There was 
certainly no love between the 
conquerors and the conquered. 
In spite of all this and subsequent 
events, the Church in England 
has never been wholly Roman- 
ized, as was the case in Italy, 
Spain and Austria. The liberty- 
loving people of England have al- 
ways protested against the en- 
crcachments of Rome up to the 
Reformation, 1534-1563 A. D., 
when the nation officially re- 
nounced Papacy. 

Papacy grew and developed 
apace 800-1200. Of course, it was 
not always smooth sailing. But 
after 1200, with the growth of 
education and enlightenment and 
independent thinking, and the 
study of the Bible and other an- 
cient books, and political changes 
and growth of modern nations, of 
the spirit of nationalism, and the 
discovery of pious frauds, papal 
power began to decline and has 


| continued so until this day. The 
| 


Pope now is practically a prisoner 
of Pari siut up in the ECT 
and deprived of his tempora 
power over Italy, as king of Ital у, 
during the Italian Revolution 0 
1870. 


The efforts which were made, 
and means used, to stop Papal 
decline resulted in a great out- 
break, called the Reformation, 
both in England and on the con- 
tinent. Promises made to the 
people to reform abuses within 
the Church were continually 
made and continually broken. 
"Then the people took the brooms 
in their own hands and did some 
cleaning. In their madness (who 
can blame them?) some went too 
far and scrubbed too hard, with 
the inevitable consequences. 
Others kept their heads. Among 
these are the Church of England 
and the Episcopal Church. But 
they all meant well, and some 
day they all—the Lutherans, 
Presbyterians, Congregational- 
ists, Baptists, Methodists, and all 
the others—will be again one 
Catholic and Apostolic Church, 
as we pray in our Book of Com- 
mon Prayer, in unity of spirit, in 
the bond of peace, and in right- 
eousness of life.

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heart and a warm hand is quite 
quickening; but the churlish 
chiding of winter's wind also has 
its uses. A real cold shoulder 
turned on you challenges your 
manhood and fires your determi- 
nation to overcome difficulties by 
doubling your wit and energy. 
Both heat and cold, therefore, are 
our friends. Our deadly enemy 
is lukewarmness, which is neither 
hot nor cold. Indifference has a 
paralyzing, killing influence and 
effect. This is true in all phases 
of life; in married life, in friend- 
ship, in business and in religion. 
Our Lord expressed His utter ab- 
horrence of lukewarmness or in- 
difference. He says to the indif- 
ferent: "I know thy works, that 
thou art neither cold nor hot: I 
would thou wert cold or hot. So 
because thou art lukewarm and 
neither hot nor cold, I will spew 
thee out of my mouth.” The last 
sentence refers to the natural re- 
jection by the human system of 
lukewarm water, which often 
makes us vomit. 


Dear reader: Whatever you be 
to the Church, be not indifferent 
to it. Love it, support it, work 
for its welfare, if you think it has 
a reason for its existence. Hate 
it, work against it, strive to de- 
stroy it, if you think that it has 
neither reason nor use in the 
world. But for God’s sake, your 
own sake, and the sake of all of 
us, including our children, do not 
be indifferent. 


Theodore Roosevelt, than whom 
no man has had a clearer insight 
into human nature, says: “The 


man or woman who makes up for 
ten days’ indifference to duty by 
an eleventh-day morbid repent- 
ance about that duty is of scant 
use in the world.” There is noth- 
ing more pitiful than a person of 
little use, and therefore little 
worth. Your use and your worth 
are not measured by the size of 
position you occupy. But if you 
fill the small position well, you 
are of more use and more worth 
than he who through indifference 
falls down on his job in his big 
position. There is no one in St. 
George's Church who cannot be 
of utmost use and worth, since 
there is in it a great variety of 
positions of usefulness both great 
and small. The finest tribute to 
any person going into eternity is: 
"He (or she) has done his (or 
her) best."

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AFTER EASTER 


If we mean by Easter the day or 
season which people distinguish 
from other days by a peculiar 
observance in Church or at home, 
like Easter services, or Easter eggs, 
it is quite proper to say “After 
Easter.” But if we mean by Easter 
the message of the Resurrection, or 
the fact of immortality, the fact 
that we shall live though we die, 
that our “life is hid with Christ in 
God” securely, then the phrase 
"After Easter" is a misnomer. 
"There is no such a thing as "after" 
in eternity. Easter is always with 
us, Every Sunday is Easter Day, 
and every day is the Lord's Day. 
Christian life 1s the Eastertide. The 
Church is the ever-living witness 
to this. 


Our Easter observances just past 
are only means of directing the 
attention of men and. women to the 
ever offered privilege of making 
eternal life their own by accepting 
Christ as the Master of life and all 
its joys. There is hardly a day in 
which the Church does not extend 
some opportunity of taking ad- 
vantage of this privilege by any one 
who will; the privilege of life 
eternal. Life eternal is the sum 
of all Easter joys made per- 
manent, and may be appropriated 
only by close identification with 
Christ. Every act for Christ's 
sake adds to the eternal life of him 
who does it. Every thought of 
Christ and every prayer through 


Him adds to the eternal life of him 
who so thinks and prays. The 
closer we are to Christ the more 
sure we are of eternal life. 

Do not shrink from the Cross, 
nor the crown of thorns, which 
Christ for us bore willingly. They 
are the source of strength and com- 
fort to all who seek life eternal 
through Him. For when you gaze 
upon the Cross and Him crucified 
all your own hardships, obstacles, 
and insurmountable difficulties in 
the way of eternal life melt away in 
the light which radiates from the 
Cross. And as you draw still 


:nearer-to it, behold, it is no more 


the Cross, but the risen Lord glori- 
fied, in Whose glory you find your 
own for ever and ever. 


O friend, if thou dost value life, 


‘thine own life, make it eternal. For. 


thou canst, if thou wilt; not by 
thine own power or wisdom, but by 
the grace of Him who loves thee. 


He gave Himself for thee. The’ 


Church is thine opportunity. _ If 
thou wilt receive, thou must first 
give. The price of love is love. If 
thou wilt profit by love, thou must 
love. Love suffereth long, and is 
kind. Withhold not thy service from 
the Church, though there be some in 
the Church not to thy liking, for 
in so doing thou servest Christ. 
Grudge not Him thy service to 


Whom thou owest all. Let thy love . 


of Him be shown in thy service to 
the Church which is God’s house- 
hold. Be not hard in thy criticism 
of others; but show them a more 
excellent example. Overcome evil 
with good. Despise case and com- 
fort when duty calls. Give the 
Church the place of honor in thy 
heart for Christ’s sake. Thus 
nothing losing thou wilt gain every- 


———— ee 
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thing worth having, namely life 
eternal. 


If you have health, intelligence, 
talent, why not use them in noble 
effort which raises you in the esti- 
mation of the noble and the good, 
whose approval is our most beauti- 
tiful badge of honor? What men 
and women in their right senses 
would not rather be glad to feel at 
home among the noble and the good 
than feel at ease in the company of 
the base and the depraved? What 
sensible person is there that looks 
for joy and peace in the companion- 
ship of the selfish? There is just 
as much joy and peace among the 
selfish as there is honor among 
thieves. Do we not look up with 
admiration to him who wears the 
badge of honor, which is the stamp 
of the noble and the good, rather 
than to him who wins the applause 
of the base and the depraved? 
Since to gain either we must spend 
time and effort, which is life; why 
not spend it for that which is real 


gain? 


In our Lord’s Parable of the Tal- 
ents, in which He commends those 
who use their talents for the Mas- 
ter, and condemns those who try 
to appear virtuous by keeping their 
talent hid (a modern wav of being 
good by not doing anything), the 
master in the parable, on the day of 
reckoning, says to each of his serv- 
ants who did his best: “Well done, 
good and faithful servant: thou 
hast been faithful over a few 
things, I will set thee over many 
things: enter thou into the joy of 
thy lord.” But to the servant who 
claimed merit for doing nothing, or 
for. being harmless by making no

effort, though he was given a talent, 
to him the master, in the parable, 
says: “Thou wicked and slothful 

. cast ye out the unprofitable 
servant into the outer darkness.”

The Women’s United Thank 
Offering of $8.05 was presented by 
our delegates at the semi-annual 
service held by the Woman’s Aux- 
iliary of the Diocese, Thursday 
morning, April 24th, in the Church 
of the Incarnation, Broad and Jef- 
ferson Streets. 


The 140th Annual Diocesan Con- 
vention will be opened in the 
Church of the Holy Trinity, Nine- 
teenth and Walnut Streets, Tuesday 
morning, May 6th. The galleries 
will be open to the public. And 
such of our people who may have 


. the time will find it interesting to 


see what a Diocesan Convention is 
like. 

The Diocese of Pennsylvania was 
organized in Philadelphia in 1784. 
It comprises Philadelphia and 


‚ vicinity taking in 2,119 square miles. 


The Bishop is the overseer of the 
Diocese. There are at present 
about 288 clergy and 208 Parishes 
and Missions. A Mission is a 
congregation not self-supporting. 
There are 3,070 Sunday School 
teachers, and 31,260 scholars in this 
Diocese. ‘The total contributions in 
the Diocese last year amounted to 
$2,368,414.55. The number of 
communicants in the -Diocese is 
68,313. 

A Diocesan Convention is made 
up of all the clergy and a delegation

of laymen from each Parish. Mis- 
sions have no lay delegates in the 
Convention, 


‘The Convention legislates for the 
Diocese, and looks after its business 
and development. And in case of a 
vacancy it elects a Bishop. The 
Bishop presides over the Conven- 


'| tion. 


This Diocese has had seven 
Bishops since its organization in 
1784. The first Bishop was the Rt. 
Rev. William White, D.D. Our 
present Bishop, the Rt. Rev. 
Thomas J. Garland, D.D., D.C.L., 
is the eighth Bishop of the Diocese 
of Pennsylvania, 


The installation ceremonies of 
our reorganized Boy Scout Troop 
60 will take place in the Parish As- 
sembly Room, Wednesday evening, 
May 7th, at 8 o'clock.

It is given for 
the benefit of the Boiler Fund. 


Speaking of the Boiler Fund, we 
would call your attention to the big 
thermometer fastened to the door 
post of the Church. “Thermom- 
eter" is made up of "thermo," 
which means heat and "meter," 
which means measure. This ther- 
mometer just inside the Church 
door registers the temperature of 
our congregation in the effort of 
raising the money needed to pay for 
the new boiler which had to be put 
in on faith in order to keep warm 
the Parish House through the rest 
of the winter. The high mark we 
set to reach is $1,200. So far the 
red has risen nearly to the 500 
mark, and this was done only by 
about 85 of our congregation. It is 
a splendid showing of interest in the 
welfare of our Church so far; but 
we need more of that spirit among 
the rest of our people, if we intend 
to make the red mercury on the 
thermometer rise to the 1,200 mark.

none of us overheating himself. 


It is not too early to begin to plan 
for our annual excursion. We 
ought to decide upon the best and 
most profitable place to go to. We 
shall be glad to entertain sugges- 
tions. 


We ought also to lay our plans 
and think out a program for a gen- 
uine Sunday School picnic. "This 
should be taken up by the staff of 
teachers and officers. Provisions 
should be made in case of bad 
weather. 


We should never forget for one 
moment that Baptism was ordained 
by our Lord Himself. It is by 
Baptism that we are made members 
of the Church of Christ, members 


of God’s family. We do not like to- 


keep little children out of member- 
ship in this family, inasmuch as our 
Lord rebuked those of His dis- 
ciples who would keep them out. 
“Suffer little children to come unto 
me; forbid them not; for to such 
belongeth the kingdom of God. 
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Verily I say unto you, Whosoever 
shall not receive the kingdom of 
God as a little child, he shall in no 
wise enter therein." We take this 
to mean membership in the body of 
Christ which is the Church. This 
accords with human reason and 
human feelings. Why then post- 
pone, and keep postponing; mean- 
time keeping out of Church mem- 
bership the little ones? 

You can help the Pastor in his 
work by informing him of little 
ones who are to be made members 
of Christ, and reminding parents of 
their duty to them. If Baptism is 
right, what is the use in postponing? 


When the Twelve Apostles found 
themselves shorthanded in trying to 
minister to the rapidly growing 
number of Christians in Jerusalem 
right after Pentecost, or Whitsun- 
day, they appealed to the Christian 
congregations for help. and they 
chose seven young men “of good 
repute," and presented them to the 
Apostles who ordained them Dea- 
cons. And these young men helped 
in the work of the Church. "his is 
the Christian way. We are at pres- 
ent shorthanded in the Sunday 
School. We need more teachers. 
And following the example of the 
Apostles we appeal to our congre- 
gation. Cannot our people find 
some young men or women of good 
repute who would be willing to 
serve in the Sunday School? With 
nineteen hundred years of Christian 
experience we ought to do even 
better than the very first Christians 
in Jerusalem. I think we can, if we 
put our minds and hearts to it. 


On Easter Day our Polish con- 
gregation of the Holy Redeemer 


held two morning services, one at 6 
and the other at 11 o'clock. Rev. 
John B. Panfil, Priest in Charge of 
this congregation, a most devoted 
Missionary, tells us that 345 of his 
people received Holy Communion.

These 
people really need a Church build- 
ing of their own. The congregation 
needs more room for growth and 
expansion.

It 
is therefore important to foster and 
cultivate congregational singing of 
hymns in divine worship. The 
choice of hymns plays a big part in 
the formation of this excellent habit 
of hymn singing by the congrega- 
tion.

painting, music and literature, 
which are immortal: a book which 
in jazzy days has still the power to 
set aflame in the hearts of men and 
women the noble spirit of service 
to mankind, the spirit of self-denial, 
of heroism, and of missionary zeal; 
don’t you think that such a book is 
worthy of your consideration, your 
knowledge, your painstaking read- 
ing and study? 

Surely, a Bible Class is an oppor- 
tunity to be grasped at by all young 
men who delight in knowledge and 
true wisdom, 


Governor Pinchot, in Roosevelt 
fashion, has endorsed the Boy 
Week as follows: “We need to 


teach a better type of citizenship, 
to instill into our boys the old-fash- 
ioned American virtues which 
brought our country into greatness.

But the 
happiest man is he who finds time 
to busy himself with some helpful 
service to the community after 
busying himself in the day’s work 
of making his living. 

Find yourself an avocation, or 
hobby. Have your pick in the 
Church: membership (active) in 
the Church Council, teaching in 
Sunday School, serving on the Boy 
Scout Committee, or in the choir, 
training our boys and girls in ath- 
letics and.leading them in whole- 
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some sports, filling the offices of 
various organizations; all these, 
done well, will keep you very busy, 
but will also keep you happy. Hold 
on, one more thing; provided it is 
done for Christ's sake, and none 
other.

"Well," laughed the young 
man who caught the point, “we shall 
have to live by faith to that extent.” 

That is just it. We cannot live 
without faith any more than we can 
live without breath, especially if you 
want to live well. For the more 
faith, the more life. 

If you really wish to get some 
idea of the big place which faith 
occupies in human life, of its im- 
portance and necessity to civilized 
life, of the enormity of the part 
which it actually plays in every- 
body's life, just imagine yourself 
undertaking a journey ; and to make 
the illustration more definite, say, 
a two months' trip abroad for the 
first time in your life; a journey 
which will take you across the great 
waters and over high mountains, 


among strange peoples and strange 
languages and unfamiliar customs. 
What is it that makes this adventure 
practicable to you. Is it money? 
Yes; but only partly. The thing 
Which is most potent in leading you 
to undertake the journey is faith. 


In the first place, you are led to 
undertake this journey by your 
friends who have been through it, 
and praised it up to you. Your 
faith in them and in their judgment 
has played a great part in overcom- 
ing your natural misgivings and 
sundry obstacles. 

Then you secure your berth from 
the steamship company months in 
advance on faith. You regard it as 
yours, and make arrangements ac- 
cordingly, on faith. You finally pay 
for your tickets by check, an evi- 
dence of faith on the company’s 
part; and then you turn over your 
ticket and passport and baggage to 
the company for safekeeping, on 
faith. 

And the rest? Do you not take 
'* all on faith? The sea voyage 
alone, is it not full of uncertainties? 
We know not what may take place 
on the morrow in our daily and well 
trodden path at home, how much 
more is the likelihood of something 
happening which may cause you dis- 
comfort, or may terminate your 
journey prematurely, as you, day by 
day, change one strange place for 
another? Yet, you are moved to go 
ead by the feeling that your 
heart's desire to see more ol the 
wondrous works of God and man, of 
which you have only read and heard, 
is sure to be realized ; and this over- 
powering feeling springs from 
faith. It is faith from the begin- 
ning to the end that makes your 
journey practical at all. It is faith: 
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"the assurance of things hoped for, | 


a conviction of things not seen" 
which will finally bring you face to 
face with the glorious things which 
you read about, and heard your 
friends talk about. 

Moreover, mark you, this faith 
is not blind, nor unreasonable, It is 
neither mere fancy, nor mere belief. 
зоа have read about the glorious 
careers of the great nations and 
their wonderful habitations and 
their marvelous contributions to the 
progress and beauty and moral 
character of civilization. You have 
read all this in books, and heard 
your friends, who have seen the 
great monuments, talk about them. 
So when you venture your journey 
on faith, your faith is well founded 
and reasonable. You have a good 
reason for your faith. Still it is 
faith, looking forward to the real- 
ization of things not yet seen, and 
which, so far as you are concerned, 
could not be called facts, but facts 
to be, as a result of your faith. 


I have known many young men 
and women with little equipment 
and less money realize for them- 
selves positions in life, which 
seemed unreal in the beginning, 
purely by reason of their abiding 
faith. Faith accomplished the 
seeming impossible. I have also 
known many who in youth squan- 
dered their advantages, and lost 
their opportunities for themselves 
solely through lack of faith. 

And as it is with the incidents of 
life. so it is with life itself. Our 
life is but a journey. Every day Же 
are one day nearer our destination. 
But what destination? Doubtless 
the destination which each one of 
us is trying to reach. God in His 
love for us has sent His Son, our 


Lord Jesus Christ, to show us the 
way to life eternal. Those who turn 
their faces towards life eternal, do 
it on faith in Christ. And this faith, 
пке the faith of him who takes a 
two months’ journey ‘abroad, is 
neither blind nor without ,reason. 
Their faith, too, is based upom what 
еу had read about life eternal in 
The Book, the book of life, the 
Bible, and what they have heard 
their friends who experienced it say 
vout it, and what they feel in their 
own hearts to be true and desirable. 
it is the faith which assures us of 
ni: gs hoped for, the conviction of 
things not seen. It is the faith 
which gets us to the place where 
we would be. It is the faith by 
which we appropriate make our 
own, the gift of life eternal prom- 
ised us by God through Jesus Christ 
our Lord. "For God sent not the 
Son into the world to judge the 
world ; but that the world should be 
"ved through him. Не that 
believeth on him is not judged: he 
that believeth not hath been judged 
already, because he hath not be- 
lieved on the name of the only be- 
gotten Son of God." How can any 
one get anywhere desirable without 
faith? It is like breath which one 
can die without, but cannot live 
without it.

"By faith we understand that the 
worlds (or ages) have been framed 
by the word of God, so that what is 
seen hath not been made out of 
things which do appear." "Without 
faith it is impossible to be well- 
pleasing unto him (God); for he 
that cometh to God must believe 
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that he is, and that he is а rewarder 
of them that seek after him. 


Abraham, Moses, David and the 
prophets were men of faith: “wha 


through faith subdued kingdoms, 


wrought righteousness, obtained 
promises, stopped the mouths of 
lions, quenched the power of fire, 
escaped the edge of the sword, from 
weakness were made strong, waxed 
mighty in war, turned to flight 
armies of aliens.” "And others had 
trials of mockings and scourings, 
yea, moreover of bonds and im- 


prisonment: they were stoned, they’ 


were sawn asunder, they were 
tempted, they were slain with the 
sword; they went about in sheep- 
skins, in goatskins; being destitute, 
afflicted, evil entreated (of whom 
the world was not worthy), wander- 
ing in deserts and mountains and 
caves, and the holes of the earth.” 
Svch is the power of faith both for 
endurance and achievement in hu- 
man life at its Бе, The heroes of 
both the Old ‘Testament ond’ the 
New ‘Testament were men and 
women of faith, and so are all the 
men and women who have rendered 
and are rendering todav the greatest 
services to mankind. When in the 
flesh Jesus, the Saviour of the 
world, was the embodiment of faith. 
And today He is the power of God 
unto salvation to every one that 
believeth.” 


Faith is the greatest healer, the 
greatest comforter, and the most re- 
liable counsellor. Faith is the 
miraculous light which chases away 
the gloomy shadows and the terrify- 
ing phantoms. It will not brook the 
presence of fear, the most intoler- 
able enemy of human peace. Faith 
is the staunch guard of your happi- 
ness, and your trustworthy guide

Now and then you come across 
an item in the daily newspapers 
which is most interesting and highly 
suggestive. Here, for instance, is 
the summing up in an allegorical 
style the average life of the irre- 
sponsible pleasure hunter, who is in 
the world to get out of it as much 
as he can, one way or another. He 
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is out for a good time, and is not 
particular how he gets it. The fol- 
lowing allegory sums it up to per- 
fection: "Little Eleanor arrived 
with her parents for an outing at 10 
А. M. As she started across Broad 
Street, she was knocked down by a 
motor car, but escaped serious 
injury. Eating a sandwich in Inde- 
pendence Square she choked on a 
crust. Her father cured that by 
standing her on lier head. Eleanor's 
adventures reached a climax when 
she fell over a fifteen-foot embank- 
ment while plaving in Fairmount 
Park near the Zoo, shortly before 
time to start for home. Her head 
was cut badly and she was treated 
at the West Philadelphia Homeo- 
pathic Hospital." 

It is the same with some varia- 
tions almost with every life just re- 
ferred to above. The papers are 
full of them. There are even now 
some at the beginning of their 
career on Broad Strcet, and some in 
the middle of it; but when the end 
comes it will be as usual, the 
hospital, or the penitentiary, or 
something between. This is the rec- 
ord of all those who either ignorant-

"We аге told that the messenger 
of the Lord portrayed in one of the 
closing chapters of the Bible 'had 
in his hand a little book open. The 
use of that little book of ‘Common 
Prayer,’ which may be held in the 
hand of any man open, will enrich 
and ennoble all his prayerful utter- 
ance.” 

To prove Dean Browns’ state- 
ment one needs only to read and 
study the Book of Common Prayer.

At no time in the history of the 
world has there been so much 
preaching done through pulpits, 
books and magazines, university and 
school platforms, and even through 
the daily press, as is done today. 
The human soul is being appealed to 
from every point of view in most 
eloquent style, pointed phrases, 
charming illustrations, and most in- 
spiring words of wisdom, as never 
before; yet we doubt very much if 
all of these equal in power one of 
our Lord's parables, or sayings. 
Sometimes it seems as if there were 
more talkers than doers; more 
methods proposed than teachers; 
more writers than missionaries ; and 
more people who know how to do 
things than those willing to do them. 
What is the secret of it? Is it be- 
cause it is easier to tell people how 
to do a thing than to do it? Can it 
be that there is some sort of con- 
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spiracy, some mysterious agree- 
ment, or tacit understanding, be- 
tween talkers: and listeners at the 
expense of the doers? We all know 
that our natural inclination is to 
move in the direction of least re- 
sistence. The easiest thing is to lis- 
ten, if there is something to listen 
to, of course. To talk is not so 
easy, for you have to have some- 
thing to say, and know how to say 
it. But to do is the least easy of the 
three, if the thing to be done is 
worth while. Our Lord did what 
He said. There is not the slightest 
disproportion between His sayings 
and His doings. If He said hard 
things, He did hard things. He 
probably would not have said them, 
if He would not do them. Maybe 
if people were like Him they would 
talk less and do more. But how 
can we get people to become like 
Him? Can we do it by talking?

Did you read in the papers the 
account of the demonstration of 
loyalty by the Italian nation to their 
king and queen on the occasion of 
the silver anniversary of their acces- 
sion to the throne, June 6th? Eight 
thousand mayors paid tribute to the 
king. There were monster military 
and civic parades. Rome was a 
mass of color. “The scene was par- 
ticularly touching as the dwindling 
group of the Garibaldi veterans, 
now some fifty in number, wearing 
the quaintly shaped service cap and 
the red shirt, marched proudly up to 
salute the descendant of the mon- 
arch they helped to  enthrone. 
Thunderous cheers arose, while 
tears welled up in the eyes of many 
of the older spectators." 

Jt was in 1870 that an army made 
up of Italian volunteers and headed 
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by Garibaldi entered Rome, took, by 
froce, the throne away from the 
Pope and gave it to the grandfather 
of the present king. Since then the 
Pope has been posing as a prisoner 
of war shut up in the Vatican. So 
unlike Christ who said, "My king- 
dom is not of this world." And so 
unlike Peter, who said, "Silver and 
gold have I none." 


We have been looking for the 
text of the Pope's blessing, or con- 
gratulation, addressed to the king 
and queen of Italy upon this great 
national festivity ; but we must have 
overlooked it; or the newspapers 
did not publish it. 


It does not require any genius to 
spoil a good thing. They say that 
even a cat can spoil. But recently 
it was an animal even less than a cat 
which spoiled for an hour the time 
and life of several hundred thou- 
sand people, patrons of the West 
Side Subway in New York City. 
The rat gnawed the sheathing 
around the high tension wire. 

So, if you ever come across an 
opportunity of being instrumental 
in spoiling a good thing, think of 
the rat and the cat, neither one of 
whom is very famous for doing con- 
structive work. For the rat is after 


the cheese, and the cat is after the 
rat, and neither one of them thinks 
anything of each other except for 
its own self; and that self is not 
much more than either a rat or a 
cat. 


It is refreshing, now and then, 
to turn to Theodore Roosevelt: 
“There is nothing sillier and more 
mischievous than to dull the con- 
science with lofty sentiments which 
cloak ignoble failure to perform 
duty.” 


The inconsistency of some people 
is sometimes apalling. For instance, 
we read of a man who was asked of 
what religion he was, answered 
promptly: “I’m an atheist, thank 
God.”

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BACK HOME AGAIN! 


It is good and pleasant to take a 
journey, but it is better and more 
pleasant to return. The more adven- 
turesome the journey is, and the 
longer it lasts, the keener 1s the 
pleasure of getting back home again. 
Indeed, the journey itself could not 
he one-half so pleasant without the 
assurance of getting back home 
again. At least this is the way I 
feel after a two months' strenuous 
journey, chockfull of interest and 
wonderment; not one dull moment 
from early in the morning to late in 
the night, one sight rivaling another 
in startling awe, or fascinating 
beauty, or in stirring the’ inmost 
feelings of the heart ; so that you are 
charmed and shocked, pleased and 
disgusted in rapid succession, while 
‘your imagination is continuously 
taxed to the utmost ; yet the pleasure 
of all these is infinitely enhanced by 
coming back home again. It is 
really the best half of the journey. 

It seems to me that a journey 
without getting back home again 
would be as unsatisfactory as an 
endless vacation; as if the end of a 
man's life were lost in the means by 
which he seeks to attain it. After 
all, what counts for pleasure and 
gratification is what you bring back 
home again. 

Tt was indeed good for me to go 
abroad ; but it is still better to come 
back home again; knowing more 
and feeling more, and I trust being 
more. 
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some misgivings about matters here, 
and came back to find St. George's 
brighter than ever before. "There 
15 а great satisfaction when опе 
finds that his confidence has not 
been misplaced. 


Г said one day to the captain of 
the Tuscania, "You must be very 
busy in guiding a ship like yours, 
carrying safely about five hundred 
of finest American people with a 
crew of Scottish people exceeding 
four hundred," and he replied: *No, 
my staff of officers and crew are so 
well trainel and so efficient and 
faithful that I place utmost reliance 
upon them. They run the ship them- 
selves." Then I thought and won- 
dered if I could say the same of St. 
George's. Imagine my gratification 
to find, when I got back home again, 
that I can say that, and much more. 


For not only did Church services 
continue regularly, and the normal 
parish life was sustained through 
July and August, but a tremendous 
work of improvement to the parish 
house was accomplished. And it 
was accomplished by our workers 
who gave their labor willingly, 
evenings, after working all day at 
their trades, and through the gen- 
erous gifts of money for the needed 
materials by those who could not do 
the work themselves. ‘The labor 
given could not have been bought 
for less than a thousand dollars and 
the materials amounted to over three 
hundred dollars. All the rooms in 
the basement, and rooms on the first 
and second floors were newly 
painted, the floors washed and var- 
nished as well as the woodwork. 
The painting alone covered an area 
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of about twelve thousand square 
feet. And the furniture was given 
a thorough cleaning that it looks like 
new. This work has been done by 
men, women and children of our 
congregation. The vestibule and the 
office were also furnished with beau- 
tiful fixtures for electric lighting, 
and a new staircase built leading to 
the basement. 


All this has been done by our 
workers without the solicitation or 
urgings of the Pastor. 


It would not be altogether right 
for me to say that I did not expect 
all this from our congregation. For 
I DO expect from it great things 


I naturally expect great things for 
St. George's from all those who 
claim to belong to it. For there is 
nothing too good for St. George's 
Church, or congregation. No one 
can do too much for it. It merits 
everything we give to it. And they 
who give to the Church, whether it 
be time, money, or labor, can with 
propriety say in the words of our 
Lord: “We have done that which it 
was our duty to do." (Luke 17: 
9, 10). 

Yet, in these days when honest 
appreciation and performance of 
duty is not so general as one might 
wish it were, such giving on the 
part of some of our congregation 
challenges the admiration of all of 
us, and compels us to pay them the 
well earned respect. Inasmuch as 
their gifts bear the stamp of self- 
denial and sacrifice, thev have writ- 
ten their names indelibly in the 
book of life: and they need not that 
their names be published here. 


Would that all our people so 


loved St. George's Church that they 
would all offer willingly their help 


et 


and support, to enable it to be of 
still greater service to God and the 
people. 

It ought not to be difficult for any 
one to see that to help and support 
an institution like St. George's is 
quite proper, decent and honorable. 

If anyone has the good taste to 
desire the respect of God and of his 
fellowmen, let him identify himself 
with the institution which stands 
for the glory of God and the good 
of the community ; not as a nominal 
member only, but as a worker rend- 
ering his service cheerfully. This is 
the law of life. For “why call ye 
me, Lord, Lord, and do not the 
things which I say? Every one that 
cometh unto me, and heareth my 
words, and doeth them, I will show 
you to whom he is like: he is like a 
man building a house, who digged 
and went deep, and laid a founda- 
tion upon the rock: and when a 
flood arose, the stream brake against 
that house, and could not shake it: 
because it had been well builded."

Do this in person, 
by messenger, by phone, or by mail. 


The Choir holds a high place in 
our Church service. It has held 
this place of importance from of 
old throughout the Old as well as 
the New Testament times. The 
Book of Psalms is testimony to this 
fact. To hold membership in the 
choir, therefore, is to hold an honor- 
able position in the Church. Many 
prominent men of high position and 
responsibility in life are proud to 
mention the fact that they had some- 
time in their life sung in the choir 
of the Episcopal Church. Member- 
ship in the choir is a badge of honor, 
because the choir helps to make the 
worship of God beautiful. 

It is becoming, therefore, that at 
the beginning of the season our 
choir members be especially true to 
their calling. It is most important 
to the success of a choir that its 
members be regularly and promptly 
at their post of duty at such time 
and place as may be agreed upon. 


The Girls’ Friendly Society has 
hegun its regular meetings, Mon- 
day, September 28th. The value of 
this Society to girls and the Church 
is inestimable. The Church has 
always fostered and encouraged 
societies of this kind in its effort to 
spread the Gospel message, and the 
kingdom of God among people. The 
badge carried by the G. F. S. mem- 
bers is of the highest honor, and the 
best introduction to decent society, 
and is regarded as a good recom- 
mendation by business people. We 
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trust that our members will do 
everything they can to widen the 
sphere of their good work by growth 
in membership and zeal for the 
honor of their branch. 


What is true of the Girls’ 
Friendly Society is even more true 
of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew. 
It is our prayer and hope that our 
young men will realize the great 
opportunity they have for laudable 
work in the Brotherhood of St. 
Andrew. Men need the exercise of 
the heroic element within them. And 
there is nothing which keeps alive 
and develops true heroism as an 
effort to act the Christian. 


Our Hallowe'en Party will be 
given under the auspices of the 
Women's Guild in the Parish 
House, Saturday, October 31. We 
have noticed a marked improvement 
in the management of this unique 
festival from year to year; and it is 
safe to say that the coming Hallow- 
e'en will excel in interest and 
merriment all preceding ones. 


The Children's Hallowe'en Party 
will take place in the Parish House 
the evening before, that is, on Fri- 
day evening, October 30th, at 7 P. 
M. We rely entirely upon our 
young people to manage the Chil- 
dren's Party. 


On the first Sunday, November 
Ist, our Church celebrates All 
Saints’ Day. It is near the closing 
of the Church Year, and sums up 
the special Saints’ Day celebrations 
throughout the year, like those of 
the Apostles, St. John the Baptist 
and others. It originated in 610 
A. D. when the heathen temple in 
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Rome, the Pantheon, a temple dedi- 
cated to all the gods, was turned by 
the Bishop of Rome into a Christian 
Church, as the Church of All 
Martyrs. In the East a Festival, 
first of all Martyrs, then of All 
Saints, was and is kept on the first 
Sunday after Pentecost, or Whit- 
sunday. But in the West it was 
removed to November Ist, when the 
harvest had been got in. 

Its great idea is the unity of 
Christians, living and dead, of all 
ages, countries, and races, in Christ, 
contained in the article of the 
Apostles’ Creed, “The Holy Cath- 
olic Church; the Communion of 
Saints.” 

Advent Sunday, the first Sunday 
of the Church’s new year, comes on 
November the 29th. 


The Pastor takes this opportunity 
of expressing to the members of our 
Woman's Guild his hearty apprecia- 
tion of the informal reception and 
the beautiful bouquet of flowers 
they gave him on the occasion of 
their opening meeting this season, 
September 17.

And if it is not, it is 
going to be a success anyway, for 
you will have done your best.

Mission Church of the Holy 
Redeemer, housed in St. George’s 
Parish House, was again opened 
auspiciously and in due season.

In the face of the Life, Cruci- 
fixion, and the Resurrection of our 
Lord, divine worship in Church 
becomes a duty and not a conven- 
ience. You may hear a sermon over 
the radio and be greatly profited 
thereby, But only insofar as that 
sermon may make clearer to you 
your duty to the Church will you be 
truly profited thereby religiously. 
And if the sermon does not stir you 
to a more regular attendance аї 
Holy Communion, and does not 
sharpen your sense of obligation to 
public worship for which churches 
are built, of what avail is the ser- 
mon! Are we to be only enter- 
tained in the face of our Lord's 
Life, Crucifixion and Resurrection? 
Did God send us the radio to detract 


people from Church attendance? Is. 
it not more reasonable to assume. 


that God sent the radio for the bene- 
fit of those who are disabled by sick- 
ness or otherwise, who cannot go to 
Church, and as a warning to those 
who can come to Church, but are in 
danger of drifting away from it? 
Whom do you expect to keep up 
the Church in order that you may 
enjoy comfortably a sermon over 
the radio? When the Church closes 
there is no sermon. 

Our Lord's Life, Crucifixion and 
Resurrection have never been in- 
tended to make hearers of us Chris- 
tians, but doers and workers. We 
are to serve God by action, the same 
as all service is rendered, at some 


painstaking and self-denial if need 
be. It must cost us something if 
our service amounts to anything. Is 
not this the meaning of our Lord’s 
Life, Crucifixion and the Resurrec- 
tion? 


The Forty-eighth General Con- 
vention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church will be held this year in 
New Orleans, La. It will open on 
October 7, and close about the 24th 
of this month. 

_ It meets every three years at such 

time and place as each previous con- 
vention choses. There are two 
houses in session. The House of 
Bishops including all the Bishops of 
the Church, and transacts business 
under the presiding Bishop chosen 
by the House; and the House of 
Deputies consisting of four clergy- 
men and four laymen from each 
Diocese who are elected at its annual 
convention by the representatives of 
the Parishes of each Diocese. A 
bill presented either in the House of 
Bishops or in the House of Deputies 
becomes a law, or Canon, as we call 
it in the Church, when agreed upon 
by both Houses. The General Con- 
vention is the governing body of the 
whole Church. It is thoroughly 
representative, and resembles closely 
the United States government in its 
workings. 

'The newspapers will doubtless 
report some of the doings of the 
General Convention.

Easter. What is in a name? A 
rose by any other name would be 
just as beautiful and as fragrant.

All we know is that when an Eng- 
lishman speaks of Easter, and a 
Spaniard of Pascua, and a French- 
man of Paques, and an Italian of 
Pasqua, etc., etc., they all mean the 
same thing. What is the thing? 

The basket is essential to the 
proper carrying of fruit. But who 
ever thinks of eating the basket? 
Or who ever cares for the shape or 
color of the basket as long as the 
fruit contained therein is sweet and 
wholesome? 

Christian people do not pretend 
to celebrate the heathen spring fes- 
tival in honor of the goddess Ostara, 
or Kastre, of the primitive Angles 
and Saxons, or the Passover of the 
Jews; but they do with all sincerity, 
as they should, observe most appro- 
рау the Feast of the Resur- 
rection. 

Who can deny good sense, high 
intelligence and a deep feeling of 
appreciation to the heathen for cele- 
brating the return of springtime, the 
most joyful and quickening season 
of the year? Who can deny to the 


Jews, in addition to these things, an 
unconquerable national feeling and 
abhorrence of slavery for celebrat- 
ing the Passover, the commemora- 
tion of freeing themselves from 
Egyptian bondage? What Christian 
is there so devoid of all these things 
as not to welcome with heart and 
soul the privilege of celebrating in 
an appropriate way the Resurrection 
of Him who gave Himself not only 
to set us and all mankind free from 
the worst bondage, the slavery of sin 
and the fear of death, but has also 
given us assurance of life eternal.

HOLY WEEK 

The last week in Lent has been 
called by some Holy Week ; not that 
the days of this week are any holier 
than the days of any other week, but 
because they are commemorative of 
a series of events in the life of our 
Lord which are of momentous im- 
portance to the life of men and 
women. One of these greatest events 
in the history of mankind is the 
Lord's Supper "on the night in 
which he was betrayed,” the eve- 
ning before the Crucifixion. 

In the Book of Common Prayer 
the last Sunday in Lent is desig- 
nated as “The Sunday next before 
Easter." And so are also the days 
throughout that week. 

Our chief concern, however, is 
not so much with names as with the 
things they signify. Your atten- 
tion, therefore, is principally called 
to the services we are to hold in 
Church during the week before 
faster, as follows: 

Wednesday, Evening Prayer, at 
8 o'clock. 

Thursday, Evening Holy Com- 
munion, 8 o'clock. 

Good Friday, Services, at 10.30 
A. M and 8 P. M. 

£ASTER-DAY 

Holy Communion at 8 and 10.30 
А. M. 

Sunday School Festival and Pres- 
entation of the Lenten Offering in 
Church at 2 P. M. 

Evensong at 7.30 o'clock. 


DUTY 
Duty; how small a word it is! 
Tt is astounding how out of pro- 
oortion the magnitude of the mean- 
ing is to the size of the word con- 


taining it. It is amazing to think how 
much is contained in each word: 
Life, Love, Light, Air, Sun, God, 
Duty With which one of these can 
civilization dispense and remain? 
lhere may be some who make a 
show of dispensing with God, or 
Duty; but it is only a mock show. It 
is like dispensing with the Sun by 
drawing down the curtains, or clos- 
ing your eyes. One may thus try to 
shut out the sun and still live, as 
long as the sun is still in the skies. 
Or he may try to leave God out of 
his life and still continue his exist- 
ence, as long as God continues to 
reign in the universe and in the 
hearts of men and women around 
him; just as he may dispense with 
Duty and remain, as long as Duty 
“furnishes in itself a natural motive 
of action of the highest order, and 
wholly distinct from all the refine- 
ments and modifications of self-in- 
terest;" or as long as Duty con- 
tinues to be "the social instinct 
guided by reason," and "is in all 
healthy communities the one thing 
sacred and supreme.” Can you men- 
tion anything civil, or well bred, 
without implying Duty? As well 
may one live without breathing as to 
live the life of a man or woman 
without a sense of duty. 

Neglect of duty is always fol- 
lowed by suffering, while there is 
health and peace in the doing of it. 
The adjective “dutiful” is a suffi- 
cient description of the best father, 
mother, child, and neighbor. What 
can we wish for better than one who 
is honest in his duty to God and 
duty to neighbor ? 


ITEMS OF INTEREST 


On Faster Day at 2 P. M. we are 
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to hold our Sunday School festival 
on which occasion the Lenten boxes 
distributed among our children will 
be returned, and their Offering for 
Missions will be formally presented. 
We are not insensible to the hard 
time of unemployment in these days. 
But we naturally expect from our 
people to do their best on Easter- 
Day. We should rejoice to be able 
to place the names of all our chil- 
dren on the Honor Roll in order of 
distinction, which will be published 
in the following issue. We cherish 
just enough pride to see St. George's 
Sunday School in the front ranks. 


Parents can do much in helping to. 


do that. 


The glory of a Christian congre- 
gation is its size of attendance at 
divine worship, especially.on Easter- 
Day. We pray therefore for a large 
attendance. But there is another fea- 
ture which goes along with that 
characteristic, and that is the size of 
our social gatherings. 

On Tuesday following Easter- 
Day, April 10, at 8 P. M., a parish 
meeting has been arranged for by 
the Church Council, to which our 
members and friends are most cor- 
dially invited. It is obviously a 
meeting principally for adults. We 
trust that our Parish House will be 
filled with our people on that pleas- 
ant occasion. 


Every year our Churches in the 
Diocese of Pennsylvania are hold- 
ing a Diocesan Convention, pre- 
sided over by the Bishop. It is made 
up of the clergymen and three lay 
delegates of each congregation. ‘The 
next Convention will be held in the 
Church of the Holy Trinity, 19th 
and Walnut Streets, Tuesday, May 


156, in the morning, and will last 
two days. At this Convention, for 
the hearing of the Bishop's annual 
report of the Church's work and 
other business transactions, there 
will be an election of a Bishop Coad- 
jutor, who is to help the Bishop in 
his work, and succeed him in office 
when the time comes. The galleries 
of the Church are free to visitors. 


In the February issue of Тик 
Visitor we reported a balance of 
$96.75 due on the Kneeling Benches 
installed in the Church three months 
ago. We received since: From the 
late Mrs. Henry C. Stott, shortly 
before leaving this world, $5; Mr. 
and Mrs. Hagy, $2; Mrs. William

$5; Mrs. Eckes, $4, leaving a bal- 
ance due of $75.75. We trust that 
the generosity of our members and 
friends will reduce this to zero ; then 
shall we all be glad thereof. 


On a recent visit of inspectors of 
the Philadelphia Fire Underwriters 
Association they discovered some 
defects, mostly in the original instal- 
lation of the electric lighting of our 
Parish House, which defects, for 
the safety of our building, will have 
to be removed without delay. In- 
formation of the cost thereof will 
be given later. 


Our Boy Scout Troop 60 is one 
of the greatest opportunities which 
our Church offers to parents for the 
development of decent manly char- 
acter in their boys of 12 and up- 
ward. The Boy Scout movement is 
national in its scope. It is by no 
means mere play. But whatever 
play there is in it, to which every 
boy has a right, is calculated to con- 
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tribute to the placing him in right 
relationship to God, home and coun- 
try; teaching him self-reliance and 
clean living. The badge of a Boy 
Scout, honorably worn, is the best 
introduction into decent social, as 
well as business, circles. 


For the consolation of those the 
sunshine of whose home has been 
clouded by affliction, to which we 
are all subject inexorably, we take 
the liberty of reprinting the follow- 
ing lines, which appeared anony- 
mously in the March number of the 
Diocesan News, under the title of

At a recent service held in Christ

Having experienced the goodness of 
the Supreme Being in conducting 
me prosperously in a long life, I 
have no doubt in its continuance in 
the next, though without the small- 
est conceit of meriting such good- 
ness." 

None but the queer may doubt the 
honesty of this American statesman, 
scientist, philosopher and patriot ; or 
his good sense. Is not the claim of 
immunity from Church attendance, 
however it is worded today, only a 
cloak for shamefaced shifting of re- 
sponsibility ?

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FAITHFULNESS IN LITTLE 

There is a vast difference between 
faithfulness in little and little faith- 
fulness. Our Lord brought out this 
difference very sharply in His Par- 
able of The Pounds as recorded by 
St. Luke 19: 12-27. 

You remember in that story a 
nobleman went abroad to obtain 


royal power for himself and then. 


return. He first called his ten serv- 
ants, giving them each a five-pound 
note, and telling them, "Trade with 
this till I come back." On his return 
he ordered the servants to be ca!led 
who had been given the money, that 
he might find out what business 
they had done. 


Those servants who conscien- 
tiously did their best to justify his 
trust in them he rewarded liberally, 
addressing each one of them, "Thou 
hast been faithful in a trifle, have 
thou authority over" so many cities. 
But for the servant who did not try 
at all, and returned the five-pound 
note which he kept laid up in a 
napkin, the nobleman had no use, 
and he was dismissed with con- 
tempt. The difference between him 
and the others was, the others were 
faithful in a little, and he was a 
little faithful. 

Once upon a time a truck loaded 
with people, men, women and chil- 
dren, on their way home, stalled 
just before reaching the top of the 
hill. A kindly man who happened 
to pass by.in his machine offered his 
help. The truck was tied up to the 


rear axle of the machine while the 
men helped to push the heavy load 
behind. But it soon became evident 
that the rope was on the point of 
snapping with certain disastrous 
result, as the breaks on the truck did 
not work. At this critical moment 
a looker-on rushed up and added his 
force to the effort of those who 
were pushing behind. Just this lit- 
tle was needed to keep the rope 
from breaking, and the truck 
reached the top of the hill. 

So it is with carrying the burden 
of Church support. The little which 
you may give is just that little which 
is needed to carry on the burden 
sucessfully. And when you are 
faithful in that ttle you are helping 
exceedingly much. 

Why not put your shoulder to the 
wheel which will insure the success 
of the efforts of all the others. 


ASCENSION DAY 

All public demonstrations are out 
ward expressions of inward convic- 
tions. Where there are no convic- 
tions there are no demonstrations. 
Faith, like hope and love, seek out- 
ward expression ; hence, the Church 
with its forms of worship and its 
sacraments. Church services, in- 
cluding the offices of Baptism and 
Holy Communion, are expressions 
of faith in God. A funeral service 
is the expression not only of heart- 
felt sympathy with the afflicted, and 
the sorrow which comes from sepa- 
ration, but also of the hope for the 
immortality of the soul. A mar- 
riage service is the expression of the 
mutual love and respect of the con- 
tracting parties. That is how these 
demonstrations came into existence 
in the natural and normal life of 
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mankind. To deny these spiritual 
realities outward expression is to 
dwarf and stifle them. To facilitate 
their outward expression is to de- 
velop and strengthen them. All 
living things seek the light of the 
sun. 


In ancient times people thought 
the earth was flat; that God dwelt 
on high above the vaulted sky where 
heaven was. Thoughts, such as 
coming from God, and going to 
God, were naturally expressed by 
the words "descending" and 
"ascending." The sun was "rising" 
in the morning and "going down" in 
the evening. We still retain these 
anciently coined words, but they 
carry today different meanings. We 
dislike to part with the baskets 
woven by our ancestors, though we 
carry in them different fruit. For 
practical purposes they are just as 
good as new ones. Perhaps it has 
been found difficult to improve upon 
them. 


During the early years of the 
growth of the Christian Church 
heathen people who sought admis- 
sion into that Fellowship naturally 
asked what was required of them, 
and were told that they should 
believe on the Lord Jesus as the 
Saviour of the world. And to pre- 
serve the unity and universality, or 
catholicity, of the faith, a brief 
statement of the personality, life 
and teaching of our Lord was 
agreed upon. This statement, or 
articles of belief, was named the 
Apostles’ Creed. They are a brief 
summary of the faith of the Apos- 
tles, which is also the faith of every 
Christian. This faith, or convic- 
tion, seeks outward expression in 
the Church services of the Christian 


Year, the dramatization of the 
Apostles’ Creed. 

One of these Articles of the 
Christian Faith is, "IIe ascended 
into heaven," which finds expres- 
sion in the Church service of Ascen- 
sion Day. It is the act of com- 
memorating our Lord's returning to 
whence He came. Such an act is 
very natural to every Christian 
believer. 

Ascension Day comes on Thurs- 
day, May l7th. We shall, there- 
fore, according to our usual custom, 
hold the service in the evening, at 
8 o'clock, and we invite all Christian 
people to join us in this expression 
of our common faith.

Thus, utterances of this sort, 
called out by Mother's Day observ- 
ance, and made popular, may in 
time become a source of enlighten- 
ment to many mothers, yes, and unto

please God to call me."
